CHAPTER 1 


Aw Act to amend and supplement the ‘‘ Unsatisfied 
Claim and Judgment Fund Law,’’ approved May 
10, 1952 (P. L. 1952, c. 174), and repealing section 
26 of said act. 


Berr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

iM Section 2 of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory is amended to read as follows: 

2. Definitions. As used in this act: 

‘‘Direector’’ means the Director of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles in the Department of Law and Pub- 
hie Safety. 

‘“Treasurer’’ means the State Treasurer of New 
Jersey acting as the custodian of the Unsatisfied 
Claim and Judgment Fund. 

‘‘Commissioner’’ means the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance. 

‘‘Unsatisfied Claim and Judgment Fund’’ or 
‘Wynd’? means the fund derived from the sources 
specified in this act. 

‘“‘Unsatisfied Claim and Judgment Fund Fee’’ 
means the additional fee to be collected under this 
act as a contribution to the fund from the owner 
of a motor vehicle upon the registration thereof in 
this State. 
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‘‘Unsatisfied Claim and Judgment Fund Board’’ 
or ‘‘Board’’ means the board created in section 4 
of this act. 

‘‘Qualified person’’ means a resident of this 
State or the owner of a motor vehicle registered in 
this State or a resident of another State, territory 
or Federal district of the United States or Province 
of the Dominion of Canada, or foreign country, in 
which recourse is afforded, to residents of this 
State, of substantially similar character to that 
provided for by this act. 

‘‘Uninsured motor vehicle’’ means a motor 
vehicle as to which there is not in force a liability 
policy meeting the requirements of sections 3, 24, 
25 or 26 of the Motor Vehicle Security-Respon- 
sibility Law of this State, established pursuant to 
the provisions of chapter 173 of the laws of 1952, 
as amended and supplemented, and which is not 
owned by a holder of a certificate of self-insurance 
under said law. 

‘‘Person’’? includes natural persons, firms, co- 
partnerships, associations and corporations. 

‘‘Insurer’’ means any insurer authorized in this 
State to write the kinds of insurance specified in 
paragraphs d and e, section 17 :17-1, of the Revised 
Statutes. 

‘‘Net direct written premiums’’ means direct 
gross premiums written on policies, insuring 
against legal liability for bodily injury or death 
and for damage to property arising out of the own- 
ership, operation or maintenance of motor vehicles 
which are principally garaged in this State, less 
return premiums thereon and dividends paid to 
policvholders on such direct business. 

2. Section 3 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

3. Creation of fund. For the purpose of creating 
the fund 

(a) Every person registering an uninsured 
motor vehicle in this State for the vearly period 
commeneing April 1, 1954, shall pay at the time of 
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registering the same, in addition to any other fee 
prescribed by any other law, a fee of $3.00; 

(b) Every person registering any other motor 
vehicle in this State for the yearly period com- 
meneing April 1, 1954, shall pay at the time of 
registering the same, in addition to any other fee 
prescribed by any other law, a fee of $1.00; 

(c) On or before March 31, 1955, each insurer 
shall pay to the treasurer a sum equal to 1% of 1% 
of its net direct written premiums for the calendar 
year 1953 as shown in its annual statement filed 
with the commissioner ; 

(d) On the first day of September in each year, 
beginning with 1955, the director shall calculate the 
probable amount which will be needed to carry out 
the provisions of this act during the ensuing regis- 
tration license year. If, in his judgment, the esti- 
mated balance of the fund at the beginning of the 
next registration license year will be insufficient to 
meet such needs, he shall 


(1) Assess the estimated deficiency against 
insurers for such year’s contribution to the 
fund. Such deficiency shall be apportioned 
among such insurers in the proportion that the 
net direct written premiums of each bears to 
the aggregate net direct written premiums of 
all insurers during the preceding calendar vear 
as shown by the records of the commissioner. 
Such aggregate assessment, however, shall in 
no event exceed 14 of 1% of the aggregate net 
direet written premiums for such preceding 
calendar vear. Hach insurer shall pay the sum 
so assessed to the treasurer on or before Mareh 
31, next following. 

(2) If such assessment against insurers be 
insufficient in the judgement of the director to 
provide the estimated amount needed to carry 
out the provisions of this act for the ensuing 
registration license vear, he shall determine 
the amount to he fixed as the Unsatisfied Claim 
and Judgment Fund Fee for such license year. 
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Such fee shall in no case exceed $1.00, and 
shall be paid by each person registering a 
motor vehicle for such ensuing year at the time 
of registration in addition to any other fee 
prescribed by any other law; provided, how- 
ever, that each owner of an uninsured motor 
vehicle at the time of payment of such fee shall 
also pay the sum of $2.00 in addition thereto. 


3. Section 4 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

4. Unsatisfied Claim and Judgment Fund Board. 
There is hereby established in, but not as a part of, 
the Division of Motor Vehicles of the Department 
of Law and Public Safety, an Unsatisfied Claim 
and Judgment Fund Board consisting of the 
director, the commissioner, and 4 representatives 
of insurers. Such representatives of insurers shall 
be designated annually by the commissioner. He 
shall designate 1 representative of each of the fol- 
lowing classes of companies: 

(a) Stock company rating organization mem- 
bers; 

(b) Mutual company rating organization mem- 
bers; 

(ec) Independent stock companies; and 

(d) Independent mutual and other companies. 

A person designated as a representative shall 
be an employee or officer of an insurer of the class 
which he represents. None of the members of the 
board shall receive any compensation or remuner- 
ation from the fund. Such hoard shall maintain an 
office in this State, administer the fund subject to 
the provisions of this act, determine its eash re- 
quirements, and the amounts, if any, available for 
investment, and shall have the power to emplov 
such clerical and other help as may be necessarv to 
the proper discharge of the duties of the hoard. 
The director in the administration of the Motor 
Vehicle Security-Responsibility Law and the board 
in the administration of this act shall co-operate 
in order to avoid duplication and to achieve ef- 
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ficiency and economy. The board shall reimburse 
the Division of Motor Vehicles semiannually for the 
reasonable and appropriate costs and expenses in- 
curred in performing any service for the board 
under this act. Expenses so incurred by the board 
or by any department, division or agency of the 
State on behalf of the board shall be assessed an- 
nually by it, against imsurers pro rata in pro- 
portion to premium writings as provided in section 
3(d)1. Insurers shall be entitled to deduct any as- 
sessments so paid, from any assessments made by 
the director under said section. 

4. Section 5 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

5. Notice of accident and intention to file claim. 
Any qualified person, or the personal represent- 
ative of such person, who suffers damages result- 
ing from bodily injury or death or damage to 
property arising out of the ownership, maintenance 
or use of a motor vehicle in this State on or after 
April 1, 1955, and whose damages may be satisfied 
in whole or in part from the fund, shall, within 30 
days after the accident, as a condition precedent to 
the right thereafter to apply for payment from the 
fund, give notice to the board, on a form prescribed 
by it, of his intention to make a claim thereon for 
such damages if otherwise uncollectible and other- 
wise comply with the provisions of this section; 
provided, any such qualified person may, in lieu 
of giving said notice within said time, make proof 
to the court on the hearing of the application for 
the pavment of a judgment that he was physically 
incapable of giving said notice within said period 
and that he gave said notice within 30 days after 
‘ he beeame physically capable to do so or in the 
event that he did not become so capable, that a 
notice was given on his behalf within a reasonable 
period. In said notice he shall specify the time and 
place of the accident, identify the operators and 
vehicles involved therein and such witnesses to said 
accident, as are then known to him and describe the 
injuries then known to him and the damage to 
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property sustained. Said notice shall be accom- 
panied by (a) a certification by a physician of the 
injuries sustained so far as they can then be anti- 
cipated and of the treatment afforded by him, (b) 
itemized estimates of an automobile repairman or 
itemized bill, of the cost of repairs if the damage is 
to an automobile, (c) such information as is known 
to him with regard to liability insurance in effect 
with respect to the motor vehicles involved in the 
aceident and (d) a copy of the complaint if an 
action has theretofore been brought for the en- 
forcement of such claim. Such person shall also 
notify the board of any action thereafter instituted 
for the enforcement of such claim within 15 days 
after the institution thereof, and such notice shall 
be accompanied by a copy of the complaint. 

The director is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered, the provisions of any other law relating to the 
confidential nature of any reports or information 
furnished to or filed with the Division of Motor 
Vehicles notwithstanding, to furnish to the board 
upon its request, for such use, utilization and pur- 
poses as the board may deem reasonably approp- 
riate to administer this act and discharge its 
functions hereunder, any reports or information 
filed by any person or persons claiming benefits 
under the provisions of this act, that the director 
has with regard to any accident, and any operator 
or owner of a motor vehicle involved in any aeci- 
dent, and as to any automobile or motor vehicle 
hability insurance or bond carried by any operator 
or owner of any motor vehicle. 

5. Section 11 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

11. Order for payment of judgment. The court 
shall make an order directed to the treasurer re- 
quiring him to make payment from the fund of 
such sum, if any, as it shall find to be payable upon 
said claim, pursuant to the provisions of and in 
accordance with the limitations contained in this 
act, if the court is satisfied, upon the hearing: 
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(a) Of the truth of all matters required to be 
shown by the applicant by section 10, 

(b) That the applicant has fully pursued and ex- 
hausted all remedies available to him for recover- 
ing damages against all persons mentioned in sub- 
paragraph (m) of section 10 by 


(1) Commencing action against all such per- 
sons against whom the applicant might reason- 
ably be considered as having a cause of action 
in respect of such damages and prosecuting 
every such action in good faith to judgment 
and 

(2) Taking all reasonable steps available to 
him to collect on every judgment so obtained 
and by applying the proceeds of any judgment 
or recovery so obtained towards satisfaction 
of the amount due upon the judgment for pay- 
ment of which the claim is made. 


Any amount for compensation or indemnity for 
damages or other benefits which the plaintiff has 
received or can collect from any person other than 
the judgment debtor shall be deducted from the 
amount due upon the judgment for payment of 
which claim is made. 

6. Section 12 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

12. Settlement of actions against motorists. 

(a) In any action against an operator or owner 
of a motor vehicle for injury to or death of any 
person or for damage to property arising out of 
the ownership, maintenance or use of said vehicle 
in this State on or after April 1, 1955, pending in 
any court of competent jurisdiction in this State, 
the plaintiff may upon notice to the board file a 
verified petition with the court alleging 


(1) the matters set forth in subparagraphs 
(a), (b), (ce), (d), (e) and (f) of section 10; 

(2) that the petition is not presented on be- 
half of an msurer under circumstances set 
forth in subparagraph (1) of section 10; 
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(3) that he has entered into an agreement 
with the defendant to settle all claims set forth 
in the complaint in said action and the amount 
proposed to be paid to him pursuant thereto; 

(4) that said proposed settlement has been 
consented to by the board; 

(5) that the defendant has executed and de- 
livered to the board a verified statement of his 
financial condition; | 

(6) that a judgment against the defendant 
would be unecollectible ; 

(7) that the defendant has undertaken in 
writing to repay to the treasurer the sum that 
he would be required to pay under such settle- 
ment, if approved by the court, and has exe- 
cuted a confession of judgment in connection 
therewith. 


If the court be satisfied of the truth of the 
allegations in said petition and of the fairness of 
such proposed settlement, it may enter an order ap- 
proving the same and directing the treasurer, upon 
receipt of the undertaking and confession of judg- 
ment mentioned in subparagraph (7) of this 
section, to make payment to the plaintiff of the 
amount agreed to be accepted. 

(b) An insurer to whom a claim has been as- 
signed may settle any claim involving the payment 
of less than $1,000.00 with the approval of the 
director and any other 1 member of the board, with- 
out court approval, if satisfied 


(1) that the claimant is not a person of the 
character described in subparagraphs (a), (b), 
(c), (d), (e) and (f) of section 10; 

(2) that the settlement is not made on the 
behalf of an insurer under circumstances set 
forth in subparagraph (1) of section 10; and 

(3) that a judgment against the owner or 
operator of the motor vehiele involved in the 
accident would be uneollectible, and if such 
owner or operator has consented to such settle- 
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ment, executed and delivered to the board a 
verified statement of his financial condition and 
undertaken in writing to repay to the treasurer 
the sum to be paid under the settlement, and 
executed a confession of judgment in con- 
nection therewith. Any settlement so made 
shall be certified by the board to the treasurer, 
who shall, upon receipt of said undertaking to 
repay and confession of judgment, make the 
required payment to claimant out of the fund. 


7. Section 14 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

14. Default and consent judgments. No claim 
shall be allowed and ordered to be paid out of the 
fund if the court shall find, upon the hearing for 
the aliowauce of the claim, that it is founded upon 
a judgment which was entered by default unless (1) 
the claimant shall have complied with the require- 
ments of section 5, and (2) prior to the entry of 
such judgment the board shall have been given 
notice of intention to enter the judgment and file a 
claim thereon against the fund and shall have been 
afforded an opportunity to take such action as it 
shall deem advisable under section 15. 

If the court, upon a hearing for the allowance of 
anv claim against the fund, finds that it was a claim 
which was not assigned by the board to an insurer 
in accordance with section 6, or that the action upon 
such claim was not fully and fairly defended, or 
that the judgment thereon was entered upon the 
consent or with the agreement of the defendant, the 
court shall allow such claim but shall order it to be 
paid only in such sum as the court shall determine 
to be justly due and payable out of the fund, on the 
basis of the actual amount of damages for which 
the defendant was liable to the plaintiff under the 
cause of action, upon which the judgment was 
rendered and reduced by any amount received 
from any person mentioned in subparagraph (m) 
of section 10, notwithstanding that the judgment 
is for a greater amount. 
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8. Section 17 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

17. Assignment of judgments to director. The 
treasurer shall not pay any sum from the fund, in 
compliance with an order made for that purpose, in 
any case in which the claim is founded upon a 
judgment, except a judgment obtained against the 
director under this act, until the applicant assigns 
the judgment to the director and, thereupon, the 
director shall be deemed to have all the rights of 
the judgment creditor under the judgment and 
shall be entitled to enforce the same for the full 
amount thereof with interest and costs and if more 
money is collected upon any such judgment than 
the amount paid out of the fund, the director shall 
pay the balance, after reimbursing the fund, to the 
judgment creditor. 

9. Section 18 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

18. Application to sue director—‘‘hit-and-run”’ 
cases. When the death of, or personal injury to, any 
person arises out of the ownership, maintenance or 
use of a motor vehicle in this State on or after 
April 1, 1955, but the identity of the motor vehicle 
and of the operator and owner thereof cannot be 
ascertained or it is established that the motor 
vehicle was at the time said accident occurred, in 
the possession of some person other than the owner 
without the owner’s consent and that the identity 
of such person cannot be ascertained, any qualified 
person who would have a cause of action against 
the operator or owner or both in respect to such 
death or personal injury for a sum in excess of 
$200.00 exclusive of interest and costs, may, upon 
notice to the director and the board, apply to the 
Superior Court for an order permitting him to 
bring an action therefor against the director in 
such court, and the court may proceed upon such 
application, in a summary manner, and may make 
an order permitting the applicant to bring such an 
action against the director when the court is satis- 
fied, upon the hearing of the application, that— 
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(a) The applicant has complied with the require- 
ments of section 95, 

(b) The applicant is not a person covered with 
respect to such injury or death by any workmen’s 
compensation law, or the personal representative 
of such a person, 

(ec) The applicant was not at the time of the 
accident operating or riding in an uninsured motor 
vehicle owned by him or his spouse, parent or child, 
and was not operating a motor vehicle in violation 
of an order of suspension or revocation, 

(d) The applicant has a cause of action against 
the operator or owner of such motor vehicle or 
against the operator who was operating the motor 
vehicle without the consent of the owner of the 
motor vehicle, 

(e) All reasonable efforts have been made to 
ascertain the identity of the motor vehicle and of 
the owner and operator thereof and either that the 
identity of the motor vehicle and the owner and 
operator thereof cannot be established, or that the 
identity of the operator, who was operating the 
motor vehicle without the owner’s consent, cannot 
be established, 

(f) The application is not made by or on behalf 
of an insurer under circumstances set forth in 
paragraph (b) of section 10. 

10. Section 19 of the act of which this aet is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

19. Other ‘‘hit-and-run’’ cases. When in an 
action for a sum in excess of $200.00 in respect to 
the death of, or personal injury to, any person, 
arising out of the ownersnip, maintenance or use 
of a motor vehicle in this State on or after April 1, 
1955, judgment is rendered for the defendant on 
the sole ground that such death or personal injury 
was occasioned by a motor vehicle— 

(a) The identity of which, and of the owner and 
operator of which, has not been established, or 

(b) Which was in the possession of some person 
other than the owner or his agent without the con- 
sent of the owner and the identity of the operator 
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has not been established, such cause shall be stated 
in the judgment and the plaintiff in such action may 
within 3 months from the date of the entry of such 
judgment make application for authority to bring 
an action upon said cause of action against the 
director in the manner provided in section 18. 

11. Section 20 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

20. Impleading director in ‘‘hit-and-run’’ cases. 
When an action has been commenced in respect of 
the death or injury of any person arising out of the 
ownership, maintenance or use of a motor vehicle 
in this State on or after April 1, 1955, the plaintiff 
shall be entitled to make the director a party there- 
to if the provisions of sections 18 or 19 shall apply 
in any such case, and the plaintiff has made the 
application and the court has entered the order 
provided for in section 18. 

12. Section 21 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

21. Defense of such actions by director. In any 
action brought under sections 18 and 19 of this 
act, the director may appear by counsel for the 
insurer to whom such action has been assigned. He 
shall for all purposes of the action be deemed to be 
the defendant. He shall have available to him any 
and all defenses which would have been available 
to said operator or owner or both if the action had 
been brought against them or either of them and 
process upon them or either of them had been duly 
served within this State, bat he shall be entitled to 
defend im all cases without asserting any specific 
facts. 

13. Section 22 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

22. Settlement of actions against the director. 
In anv action brought against the director pursuant 
to an order by the court entered in accordance with 
the provisions of section 18, the plaintiff may file 
a verified petition alleging that he has entered into 
an agreement with the board to settle all claims set 
forth im the complaint in said action and the amount 
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proposed to be paid to him pursuant thereto. If the 
court be satisfied of the fairness of such proposed 
settlement, it may enter an order approving such 
settlement and enter a judgment against the di- 
rector for the amount so agreed to be paid there- 
under. 

14. Section 23 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

23. Credits against judgment. A judgment 
against the director shall be reduced by any 
amounts which such plaintiff has received from 
any person mentioned in subparagraph (m) of 
section 10. 

15. Section 24 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

24, Judgment against director. When judgment 
is obtained against the director, in an action 
brought under this act, upon the determination of 
all proceedings including appeals and reviews, the 
court shall make an order directed to the treasurer 
directing him to pay out of the fund to the plaintiff 
in the action the amount thereof which exceeds 
$200.00 and does not exceed $5,000.00, exclusive of 
interest and costs, on account of injury to, or death 
of, 1 person and, subject to such limits for the 
death of, or injury to, anv 1 person, does not ex- 
ceed $10,000.00, exclusive of interest and costs, 
on account of the injury to, or death of, more than 
1 person, in any 1 accident, provided that such 
maximum amount shall be reduced by anv amount 
received or recovered by the plaintiff as specified 
in subparagraph (m) of section 10. 

16. Section 25 of the aet of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

25. Subrogation. When judement has been ob- 
tained against the director in an action brought 
under this act, the director shall, upon payment 
from the fund of the amount of the judement to 
the extent provided in this act. be subrogated to the 
cause of action of the judgment creditor against the 
operator and owner of the motor vehicle by which 
the accident was oecasioned and shall he entitled to 
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bring an action against either or both of such per- 
sons for the amount of the damage sustained by 
the judgment creditor when and in the event that 
the identity of either or both of such persons shall 
be established, and shall be entitled to recover the 
same out of any funds which would be payable in 
respect to the death or injury under any policy of 
insurance, which was in foree, at the time of the 
accident and in event that more is recovered and 
collected in any such action than the amount paid 
out of the fund by reason of the judgment, the 
treasurer shall pay the balance, after reimbursing 
the fund, to the judgment creditor. 

17. Section 26 of chapter 174 of the laws of 1952 
is repealed. 

18. The board may, from time to time, adopt, 
amend and enforce all reasonable rules and regu- 
lations necessary or desirable in its opinion in con- 
nection with its functions, duties and responsi- 
bilities in administering this act. 

19. In the event any section, term or provision of 
this act or of the act to which this act is amendatory 
and supplementary shall be adjudged invalid for 
any reason, such judgment shall not affect, impair 
or invalidate any other section, term or provision 
of said acts, but the remaining sections, terms and 
provisions shall be and remain in full force and 
effect. 

20. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 2 


Aw Acr concerning age as a bar to eligibility for 
pension funds, and amending section 43:1-1 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 43:1-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


43 :1-1. Any person of the age of 40 years or over, 
who accepts any employment in the State or any 
county or municipality thereof shall not be eligible 
to join any pension fund maintained by the State 
or any county or municipality thereof, except that 
such person may join the pension fund established 
pursuant to the ‘‘Public Employees’ Retirement- 
Social Security Integration Act,’’ approved June 
28, 1954 (P. L. 1954, c. 84), the pension fund estab- 
lished pursuant to ‘‘An aet to provide for the 
creation, setting apart, maintenance and adminis- 
tration of a city employees’ retirment system in 
cities of the first class having, at the time of the 
enactment of this act, a population in excess of 
400,000 inhabitants ; and merging and superseding 
the provisions of pension funds established pur- 
suant to article 2 of chapter 13, chapters 18 and 
19, of Title 48 of the Revised Statutes, in said 
cities, ’? approved November 22, 1954 (P. L. 1954, 
e; 218), the pension fund created pursuant to ‘‘An 
act to provide for the creation, setting apart, 
maintenance and administration of a county em- 
plovees’ pension fund in counties have a population 
exceeding 800,000 inhabitants, ’’ approved April 8, 
1943 (P. L. 1943, c. 160) or any pension fund estab- 
lished pursuant to article 1 of chapter 10 of Title 
43 of the Revised Statutes. 
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This section shall not apply to ‘‘teachers”’ as de- 
fined in section 18 :13-25 of the Title Education, nor 
to any person eligible to membership in the Teach- 
ers’ Pension and Annuity Fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately, 

Approved March 30, 1955. 


CHAPTER 3 


Aw Act concerning the County Courts, and supple- 
menting chapter 3 of Title 2A of the New Jersey 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When the judge of a County Court, who is 
required by law to devote his entire time to his 
judicial duties, is assigned to sit temporarily with- 
out the county in and for which he is appointed in 
the Superior Court or in a County Court, the 
county in and for which he is appointed shall be 
entitled to rermbursement of $60.00 per day while 
he so sits. The reimbursement of the $60.00 per day 
for such services in the Superior Court shall be 
made by the State Treasurer from the State treas- 
ury on claim by the county entitled thereto ap- 
proved by the administrative director of the courts, 
and the reimbursement of the $60.00 per dav for 
such services in a County Court shall be made by 
the county treasurer from the county funds of the 
county in which the services are rendered on the 
claim of the county entitled thereto signed by the 
judge so serving. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 1, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 4 


A Supriemenr to ‘‘An act making appropriations 
for the support of the State Government and for 
several public purposes for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1955, and regulating the disbursement 
thereof’’ (P. L. 1954, ¢.

Aw Act concerning the county district courts, and 
amending sections 2A :6-34 and 2A :6-35 of the 
New Jersey Statutes. 


Brrr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :6~34 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


2A :6-34. (a) Every action of a civil nature at 
law, other than a proceeding in lieu of a preroga- 
tive writ, and every action to recover any penalty 
imposed or authorized by any law of this State, 
where the debt, balance, penalty, damage or other 
matter in dispute does not exceed, exclusive of 
costs, the sum or value of $1,000.00, shall be cogni- 
zable in the county district courts of this State. 

(b) County district courts shall also have juris- 
diction in actions between landlords and tenants; 
in actions of replevin where the value of the goods 
or chattels of which replevin is sought does not ex- 
ceed the value of $1,000.00; in actions for damages 
resulting from bodily injury or death or damage 
to property arising out of the ownership, mainte- 
nance or use of a motor vehicle where the amount 
in dispute does not exceed $3,000.00, exclusive of 
costs; and in actions of attachment, for a sum not 
exceeding $1,000.00, exclusive of costs, except that 
in actions of attachment for damages resulting 
from bodily injury or death or damage to property 
arising out of the ownership, maintenance or use 
of a motor vehicle, the sum shall not exceed 
$3,000.00, exclusive of costs. 

(c) County district courts shall have jurisdiction 
of actions by or against boards of chosen freehold- 
ers, quasi, domestic, foreign and municipal corpor- 
ations, equally with natural persons, of actions by 
creditors of a decedent against the heirs or devisees 
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of the decedent, where the amount in dispute, ex- 
clusive of costs, does not exceed the sum or value 
of $1,000.00 except that in actions for damages re- 
sulting from bodily injury or death or damage to 
property arising out of the ownership, maintenance 
or use of a motor vehicle, such sum shall not exceed 
$3,000.00, and of such other actions or proceedings 
as are now or may hereafter be given by law. 

(d) In any action transferred to the county dis- 
triet court from the Superior Court or from any 
County Court, the county district court shall have 
jurisdiction to enter judgment in such amount as 
the judge or jury shall determine the damages to 
be, notwithstanding that such damages exceed the 
sum of $1,000.00, or $3,000.00 in actions arising out 
of the ownership, maintenance or use of a motor 
vehicle; provided that such jurisdiction shall not 
be considered in determining whether costs shall 
be denied in the Superior or County Court pur- 
suant to section 2A:15-62 of the New Jersey 
Statutes. 

2. Section 2A :6-35 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-35. (a) Where the debt, balance or other 
matter in dispute, or the amount really due or re- 
coverable, exceeds, exclusive of costs, the sum or 
value of $1,000.00, either plaintiff or defendant may 
recover in a county district court a sum not exceed- 
ing $1,000.00 and costs, except that in actions for 
damages resulting from bodily injury or death or 
damage to property arising out of the ownership, 
maintenance or use of a motor vehicle, either 
plaintiff or defendant may recover in a county dis- 
trict court a sum not exceeding $3,000.00 and costs.

not exceed the jurisdiction of the county district 
court, said action may be ordered transferred by 
the pretrial judge to any county district court; but 
said order of transfer shall not be effective for 7 
days or until the determination of any motion, sup- 
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ported by affidavits, made within such 7 days by 
any party objecting to the transfer. Upon the filing 
with the clerk of the county district court to which 
the action is ordered transferred of a certified copy 
of such order, the county district court shall have 
jurisdiction of such action. The practice and pro- 
cedure for such transfers shall be according to the 
Rules of the Supreme Court governing Practice 
and Procedure in the Superior Court, County 
Courts and county district courts, in civil causes.

39 :3-10, 39 :3-18, 39 :3-22, 39 :3-30, 39:3-32 and 
39:10-8, repealing section 39:3-9, and supple- 
menting chapter 3 of Title 39, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Seetion 39:1-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


39:1-1. As used in this subtitle, unless other 
meaning is clearly apparent from the language or 
context, or unless inconsistent with the manifest 
intention of the Legislature: 

‘‘Alley’? means a public highway wherein the 
roadwav does not exceed 12 feet in width. 

‘‘Authorized emergency vehicles’? means 
vehicles of the fire department, police vehicles and 
such ambulances and other vehicles as are ap- 
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proved by the Director of the Division of Motor 
Velicles in the Department of Law and Public 
Safety when operated in response to an emergency 
eall. 

‘*Automobile’’ includes all motor vehicles except 
motor cycles. 

‘‘Berm’’ means that portion of the highway ex- 
elusive of roadway and shoulder, bordering the 
shoulder but not to be used for vehicular travel. 

‘‘Business district’? means that portion of a 
highway and the territory contiguous thereto, 
where within any 600 feet along such highway there 
are buildings in use for business or industrial pur- 
poses, including but not limited to hotels, banks, 
office buildings, railroad stations, and public build- 
ings which oceupy at least 300 feet of frontage on 
1 side or 300 feet collectively on both sides of the 
roadway. 

‘‘(ommercial motor vehicle’’ includes every type 
of motor-driven vehicle used for commercial pur- 
poses on the highways, such as the transportation 
of goods, wares and merchandise, excepting such 
vehicles as are run only upon rails or tracks and 
vehicles of the passenger car tvpe used for touring 
purposes or the carrying of farm products and 
milk, as the case may be. 

‘‘Commissioner’’?’ means the Director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles in the Department of 
Law and Public Safety of this State. 

‘“‘Crosswalk’’ means that part of a highway at 
an intersection included within the connections of 
the lateral lines of the sidewalks on opposite sides 
of the highway measured from the curbs or, in the 
absence of curbs, from the edges of the shoulder 
or, if none, from the edges of the roadway; also, 
any portion of a highway at an intersection or else- 
where distinctly indicated for pedestrian crossing 
by limes or other markings on the surface. 

‘*Dealer’’ includes every person actively engaged 
in the business of buying, selline or exchanging 
motor vehicles or motor eycles and who has an es- 
tablished place of business. 
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‘‘Department’’?’ means the Division of Motor 
Vehicles in the Department of Law and Public 
Safety of this State acting directly or through its 
duly authorized officers or agents. 

‘‘Deputy commissioner’? means deputy director 
of the Division of Motor Vehicles in the Depart- 
ment of Law and Public Safety. 

‘‘Deputy director’’ means deputy director of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles in the Department of 
Law and Public Safety. 

‘‘Director’’ means the Director of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles in the Department of Law and 
Public Safety. 

‘‘Division’’ means the Division of Motor Vehicles 
in the Department of Law and Public Safety acting 
directly or through its duly authorized officers or 
agents. 

‘Driver’? means the rider or driver of a horse, 
bievele or motor cycle or the driver or operator of 
a motor vehicle, unless otherwise specified. 

‘«ixplosives’? means any chemical compound or 
mechanical mixture that is commonly used or in- 
tended for the purpose of producing an explosion 
and which contains any oxidizing and combustive 
units or other ingredients in such proportions, 
quantities, or packing that an ignition by fire, by 
friction, by concussion, by percussion, or by de- 
tonator of any part of the compound or mixture 
may cause such a sudden generation of highly 
heated gases that the resultant gaseous pressures 
are capable of producing destructive effects on con- 
tiguous objects or of destroying life or limb. 

‘‘Marm tractor’? means every motor vehicle de- 
signed and used primarily as a farm implement for 
drawing plows, mowing machines, and other im- 
plements of husbandry. 

‘‘Flammable liquid’’ means any liquid having a 
flash point below 200° Fahrenheit, and a vapor 
pressure not exceeding 40 pounds. 

‘‘Gross weight’? means the combined weight of 
a vehicle and any load thereon. 
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‘‘Highway’’ means the entire width between the 
boundary lines of every way publicly maintained 
when any part thereof is open to the use of the pub- 
he for purposes of vehicular travel. 

‘‘Horse’’ includes mules and all other domestic 
animals used as draught animals or beasts of 
burden. 

‘‘Inside lane’’ means the lane nearest the center 
line of the roadway. 

‘‘Intersection’’ means the area embraced within 
the prolongation of the lateral curb lines or, if none, 
the lateral boundary lines of 2 or more highways 
which join one another at an angle, whether or not 
1 such highway crosses another. 

‘‘Laned roadway’’ means a roadway which is 
divided into 2 or more clearly marked lanes for 
vehicular traffic. 

‘‘Limited-aecess highway’? means every high- 
way, street, or roadway in respect to which owners 
or occupants of abutting lands and other persons 
have no legal right of access to or from the same 
except at such points only and in such manner as 
may be determined by the public authority having 
jurisdiction over such highway, street, or roadway ; 
and ineludes any highway designated as a ‘‘free- 
way’? or ‘‘parkway’’ by authority of law. 

‘‘Local authorities’? means every county, munic- 
ipal and other local board or body having author- 
itv to adopt local police regulations under the con- 
stitution and laws of this State, including every 
county board of chosen freeholders with relation 
to county roads. 

‘‘Magistrate’’ means any municipal court, 
county district court, criminal judicial district 
court, County Court and the Superior Court, and 
any officer having the powers of a committing mag- 
istrate and the Director of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles in the Department of Law and Public 
Safety. 

‘‘Manufacturer’’ means a person engaged in the 
business of manufacturing or assembling motor 
vehicles, who will, under normal business condi- 
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tions during the year, manufacture or assemble at 
least 10 new motor vehicles. 

‘‘Metal tire’? means every tire the surface of 
which in contact with the highway is wholly or 
partly of meta! or other hard nonresilient material. 

‘*Motor cyele’’ includes all motor operated 
vehicles of the bicycle or tricycle type, whether the 
motive power be a part thereof or attached thereto, 
and having a saddle or seat with driver sitting 
astride or upon it, or a platform on which the 
driver stands. 

‘‘Motor-drawn vehicle’’ includes trailers, semi- 
trailers, or any other type of vehicle drawn by a 
motor-driven vehicle. 

‘‘Motor vehicle’’ includes all vehicles propelled 
otherwise than by muscular power, excepting such 
vehicles as run only upon rails or tracks. 

‘‘Official traffic control devices’’ means all signs, 
signals, markings, and devices not inconsistent with 
this subtitle placed or erected by authority of a 
public body or official having jurisdiction, for the 
purpose of regulating, warning, or guiding traffic. 

‘‘Omnibus’’ includes all motor vehicles used for 
the transportation of passengers for hire, except 
school buses if the same are not otherwise used in 
the transportation of passengers for hire. 

‘‘Operator’’ means a person who is in actual 
physical control of a vehicle or street car. 

‘‘Qutside lane’’ means the lane nearest the curb 
or outer edge of the roadway. 

‘“‘Owner’’? means a person who holds the legal 
title of a vehicle, or if a vehicle is the subject of an 
agreement for the conditional sale or lease thereof 
with the right of purchase upon performance of the 
conditions stated in the agreement and with an 
immediate right of possession vested in the condi- 
tional vendee or lessee, or if a mortgagor of a 


vehicle is entitled to possession, then the condi- 


tional vendee, lessee or mortgagor shall be deemed 

the owner for the purpose of this subtitle. 
‘‘Parking’’ means the standing or waiting on a 

street, road or highway of a vehicle not actually

engaged in receiving or discharging passengers or 
merchandise, unless in obedience to traffic regu- 
lations or traffic signs or signals. 

‘‘Passenger automobile’? means all automobiles 
used and designed for the transportation of pass- 
engers, other than omnibuses and school buses. 

‘* Pedestrian’’ means a person afoot. 

‘*Person’’ includes natural persons, firms, co- 
partnerships, associations, and corporations. 

‘‘Pneumatice tire’? means every tire in which 
compressed air is designed to support the load. 

‘Pole trailer’? means every vehicle without 
motive power designed to be drawn by another 
vehicle and attached to the towmg vehicle by means 
of a reach, or pole, or by being boomed or otherwise 
secured to the towing vehicle, and ordinarily used 
for transporting long or irregularly shaped loads 
such as poles, pipes, or structural members capable, 
generally, of sustaining themselves as beams be- 
tween the supporting connections. 

‘‘Private road or driveway’’ means every road 
or driveway not open to the use of the public for 
purposes of velicular travel. 

‘*Railroad train’’ means a steam engine, electric 
or other motor, with or without cars coupled 
thereto, operated upon rails, except street cars. 

‘*Residence district’? means that portion of a 
highway and the territory contiguous thereto, not 
compris'ng a business distriet, where within any 
600 feet along such highway there are buildings 
in use for business or residential purposes which 
oceupy 300 feet or more of frontage on at least 1 
side of the highway. 

‘“‘Right of way’’ means the privilege of the im- 
mediate use of the highway. 

‘“Road tractor’? means every motor vehicle de- 
signed and used for drawing other vehicles and not 
so constructed as to carry any load thereon either 
independently or any part of the weight of a vehicle 
or load so drawn. 

‘‘Roadway’’ means that portion of a highway im- 
proved, designed, or ordinarily used for vehicular 
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travel, exclusive of the berm or shoulder. In the 
event a highway includes 2 or more separate road- 
ways the term ‘‘roadway’’ as used herein shall 
refer to any such roadway separately, but not to all 
such roadways collectively. 

‘‘Safety zone’’ means the area or space officially 
set aside within a highway for the exclusive use of 
pedestrians, which is so plainly marked or indi- 
cated by proper signs as to be plainly visible at all 
times while set apart as a safety zone. 

‘‘Sehool bus’’ means every motor vehicle owned 
by a public or governmental agency, or religious or 
other charitable organization or corporation, and 
operated for the transportation of children to or 
from school or privately owned and operated for 
compensation for the transportation of children to 
or from school. 

‘‘School zone’’ means that portion of a highway 
which is contiguous to territory occupied by a 
school building upon which are maintained appro- 
priate ‘‘school signs’’ in accordance with specifi- 
cations adopted by the director and in accordance 
with law. 

‘‘Semitrailer’’ means every vehicle with or with- 
out motive power, other than a pole trailer, de- 
signed for carrying persons or property and for 
being drawn by a motor vehicle and so construcied 
that some part of its weight and that of its load 
rests upon or is carried by another veli cle. 

“‘Shoulder’’ means that portion of the highway, 
exclusive of and bordering the roadway, designed 
for emergency use but not ordinarily to be used for 
vehicular travel. 

‘‘Sidewalk’’ means that portion of a highway 
intended for the use of pedestrians, between the 
curb line or the lateral line of a shoulder, or if none, 
the lateral line of the roadway, and the adjacent 
right of way line. 

‘«Sign.’’ See ‘‘Official traffic control devices.’’ 

‘‘Slow moving vehicle’’ means a vehicle run ata 
speed less than the maximum speed then and there 
permissible. 
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‘‘Solid tire’? means every tire of rubber or other 
resilient material which does not depend upon com- 
pressed air for the support of the load. 

‘Street’? means the same as highway. 

‘Street car’? means a car other than a railroad 
train for transporting persons or property and 
operated upon rails principally within a munic- 
ipality. 

‘“Stop,’? when required, means complete ces- 
sation from movement. 

‘Stopping or standing,’’ when prohibited, means 
any cessation of movement of a vehicle, whether 
occupied or not, except when necessary to avoid 
conflict with other traffic or in compliance with the 
directions of a police officer or traffic control sign 
or signal. 

“Through highway’? means every highway or 
portion thereof at the entrances to which vehicular 
traffic from intersecting highways is required by 
law to stop before entering or crossing the same 
and when stop signs are erected as provided in this 
chapter. 

‘““Trackless trolley’? means every motor vehicle 
which is propelled by electric power obtained from 
overhead trolley wires but not operated upon rails. 

‘Traffic’? means pedestrians, ridden or herded 
animals, vehicles, street cars, and other convey- 
ances either singly, or together, while using any 
highway for purposes of travel. 

‘“Traffic control signal’? means a device whether 
manually, electrically, mechanically, or otherwise 
controlled by which traffic is alternately directed 
to stop and to proceed. 

‘‘Trailer’’? means every vehicle with or without 
motive power, other than a pole trailer, designed 
for carrying persons or property and for being 
drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that 
no part of its weight rests upon the towing vehicle. 

‘Truck’? means every motor vehicle designed, 
used, or maintained primarily for the transporta- 
tion of property. 
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‘“Trnek tractor’? means every motor vehicle de- 
signed and used primarily for drawing other 
vehicles and not so constructed as to carry a load 
other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and 
load so drawn. 

‘‘Vehicle’? means every device in, upon or by 
whieh a person or property is or may be trans- 
ported upon a highway, excepting devices moved by 
human power or used exelusively upon stationary 
rails or tracks. 

2. Section 39:3-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39:3-3. The director shall designate at least 1 
person in each county for each 300,000 inhabitants 
or fraction thereof to be his agent for the register- 
ing of motor vehicles, issuing registration certi- 
ficates and licensing of drivers, subject to the re- 
quirements of this subtitle and to any rules and 
regulations the director imposes. The agent shall 
so act until his authority is revoked by the director. 
The fee allowed the agent for registration certi- 
ficates issued by him and for every license granted 
by bim shall be fixed by the director, to be deducted 
and remitted to the agent by the director from the 
registration or license fee paid to him. The director 
may limit the fee so paid to a maximum. 

3. Seetion 39:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-4. Exeept as hereinafter provided, every 
resident of this State and every nonresident whose 
automobile or motoreyele shall be driven in this 
State shall, before using such vehicle on the public 
highways, resister the same, and no automobile or 
motorcycle shall be driven unless so registered. 

Such registration shall be made in the following 
manner: An application in writing, signed by the 
applicant or by an agent or officer in case the ap- 
plicant is a corporation, shall be made to the di- 
rector or his lawful agent, on forms prepared and 
supplied by the director, containing the name, ad- 
dress and age of the owner, together with a de- 
scription of the character of the automobile or 
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motoreyele, including the name of the maker and 
the manufacturer’s number or the motor number, 
or both and any other statement that may be re- 
quired by the director. Thereupon the director 
shall have power to grant a registration certificate 
to the owner of any motor vehicle, if over 17 vears 
of age, application for the registration having been 
properly made and the fee therefor paid, and the 
vehicle being of a type that complies with the re- 
quirements of this subtitle. The form and contents 
of the registration certificate to be issued shall be 
prescribed by the director. The director shall main- 
tain a record of all registration certificates issued, 
and of the contents thereof. 

Kvery registration shall expire and the certificate 
thereof become void on the last day of the twelfth 
calendar month following the calendar month in 
which the certificate was issued; provided, however, 
that during the month of March, 1956, the director 
may, at his discretion, require registrations which 
shall expire, and issue certificates thereof which 
shall become void, on a date fixed by him, which 
date shall not be sooner than 3 months nor later 
than 16 months after the date of issuance of such 
certificates, and the fees for such registrat'ons shall 
be fixed by the director in amounts proportionately 
less or greater than the fees established in this 
Title. 

The direetor shall issue registrat'on certificates 
for the following registration period, on and after 
the first dav of the calendar month immediately 
preceding the commencement of such registration 
per od, such registration certificates to be effective 
immediately. 

Application forms for all renewals of registra- 
tions for passenger automobiles shall he mailed by 
the director from the central office of the division 
to the last addresses of owners of motor vehicles 
and motoreycles. as they appear on the records of 
the division. 

No person owning or having control over any 
unregistered motor vehicle shall permit the same 
to be parked or to stand on a public highway. 
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Any motor vehicle inspector or police officer is 
authorized to remove any such unregistered vehicle 
from the public highway to a storage space or 
garage, the expense involved in such removal and 
storing of said motor vehiele to be borne by the 
owner of such vehicle. 

Any person violating the provisions of this 
section shall be subject to a fine not exceeding 
$100.00, except that for the misstatement of any 
fact in the application required to be made by the 
director, the person making such statement shall 
be subject to the penalties provided in section 
09 3-37 of this Title. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to alter 
or extend the expiration date of any registration 
certificate issued prior to March 1, 1956. 

4, Section 39:3-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-8. The applicant for registration for pas- 
senger automobiles shall pay to the commissioner 
for each registration a fee of $10.00 for each such 
vehicle having a manufacturer’s shipping weight 
of less than 2,700 pounds, a fee of $15.00 for each 
such vehicle having a manufacturer’s shipping 
weight of 2,700 pounds or more, but not greater 
than 3,800 pounds, and a fee of $25.00 for each such 
vehicle having a manufacturer’s shipping weight 
in excess of 3,800 pounds. The director shall deter- 
mine the manufacturer’s shipping weight for each 
passenger automobile on the basis of the infor- 
mation contained in the certificate of origin, the ap- 
plication for registration or for renewal of regis- 
tration, or the records of the division, or any or all 
of these; in any case in which the manufacturer’s 
shipping weight of any particular passenger auto- 
mobile is unavailable, or in doubt or dispute, the 
director may require that such automobile be 
weighed on a seale designated by him, and such 
actual weight shall be considered the manufactur- 
er’s shipping weight for the purposes of this 
section; but in all eases the director’s determi- 
nation of the manufacturer’s shipping weight of 
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any such automobile shall be final. $1.00 of each fee 
fixed herein, shall be the inspection fee fixed in 
section 39 :8-2 of this Title, and payment of the fees 
herein provided shall constitute payment of the 
said inspection fee. 

The director may also license private utility and 
house type semitrailers and trailers with a gross 
load not in excess of 2,000 pounds at a fee of $5.00 
per annum and all other such utility and house type 
semitrailers and trailers at $10.00 per annum. Ap- 
pleation for such registration shall be made on a 
blank to be furnished by the division and the ap- 
plieation shall contain a statement to the effect that 
the vehicle so registered will not be used for the 
commercial transportation of goods, wares and 
merchandise, or for hire. 

No private utility or house type semitrailer or 
trailer with an outside width of more than 96 
inches, a maximum height of 13 feet 6 inches, a 
maximum length for a single vehicle of more than 
35 feet, a maximum length for a semitrailer and its 
towing vehicle of more than 45 feet, and a maxi- 
mum length for a trailer and its towing vehicle of 
more than 50 feet, shall be operated on any high- 
vay in this State, except that a velicle exceeding 
the above limitations may be operated when a 
special permit so to operate is secured in advance 
from the director. 

5. Section 39:3-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-10. No person shall drive a motor vehicle on 
a public highway in this State unless licensed to 
do so in accordance with this article. No person 
under 17 vears of age shall be licensed to drive 
motor vehicles, nor shall a person be licensed until 
he has passed a satisfactory examination as to his 
ability as an operator. The examination shall in- 
elude a test of the applicant’s knowledge of such 
portions of the mechanism of motor vehicles as is 
necessary to insure the safe operation of a vehicle 
of the kind or kinds indicated by the applicant and 
of the laws and ordinary usages of the road and a 
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demonstration of his ability to operate a vehicle of 
the class designated. 

The director, upon payment of the lawful fee and 
after he or an inspector of his has examined the ap- 
plicant and is satisfied of the applicant’s ability as 
an operator, may, in his discretion, license the 
appleant to drive a motor vehicle. The leense shall 
authorize him to drive any registered automobile 
or motoreyele and shall expire on the last day of 
the thirty-sixth calendar month following the ealen- 
dar month in which such license was issued; pro- 
vided, however, that during the month of March, 
1956, the director may, at his discretion, issue 
licenses which shall expire on a date fixed by him, 
which date shall not be sooner than 5 months nor 
later than 41 months after the date of issuance of 
such licenses, and the fee for such licenses shall be 
fixed by the director in amounts proportionately 
less or greater than the fee herein established. The 
license fee for such 36 month period shall be $8.00 
for drivers of automobiles and $2.50 for operators 
of motoreveles. The driver’s license shall have the 
name of the licensee endorsed thereon in his own 
handwriting. 

The director shall issue licenses for the following 
heense period on and after the first day of the 
calendar month immediately preceding the com- 
mencement of such period, such licenses to be ef- 
fective immediately. 

The applicant at his option may apply for and 
be entitled to receive, as heretofore, a license to 
expire on March 31 of each vear terminating the 
period for which such license is issued upon the 
payment of a license fee of $3.00 for drivers of 
automobiles and $1.00 for the operators of motor- 
eveles. 

All applications for renewals of licenses shall 
be made on forms prescribed by the director, which 
forms shall be mailed bv the director from the 
central office of the division to the last addresses 
of the licensed drivers as they appear on the 
records of the division. Upon the return by mail of 
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such forms, accompanied by the requisite fees, the 
director shall issue renewals of such heenses by 
mail from the central office of the division. 

The director in his discretion may refuse to grant 
a license to drive motor vehicles to a person who is, 
in his estimation, not a proper person to be granted 
such a license, but no defect of the appleant 
shall debar him from receiving a license unless it 
ean be shown by tests approved by the Director of 
the Division of Motor Vehicles that the defect in- 
eapacitates him from safely operating a motor 
vehiele. 

A person violating this section shall be subject to 
a fine not exceeding $500.00 or imprisonment in the 
county jail for not more than 60 days. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
alter or extend the expiration of any license issued 
prior to March 1, 1956. 

6. Any owner of a passenger automobile or 
motor cycle, or licensed driver may, if he so desires, 
apply directly to any agent of the director, as here- 
tofore, for renewal of his registration or license, 
or both, as the case may be. 

7. Section 39:3-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39:3-13. The director may, in his discretion, 
issue to a person over 17 years of age a written per- 
mit, under the hand and seal of the director, allow- 
ine such person, for the purpose of fitting hnuself 
to become an automobile driver or a motoreyele 
operator, to operate a motor vehicle or motoreyele 
for a specified period of not more than 60 days, 
while in the company and uuder the supervision of 
a licensed motor vehicle driver. The permit shall 
be sufficient license for the person to operate an 
automobile or motorevele in this State during the 
period specified, while in the company of and under 
the control of a licensed motor vehicle driver of this 
State. Such person, as well as the licensed motor 
vehicle driver, shall be held accountable for all 
violations of this subtitle committed by such person 
while in the presence of the licensed driver. No 
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written permit shall be issued unless the person ap- 
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plying therefor shall pay the sum of $2.00 to the di- | 


rector, or an officer, employee or agent of. the 
division, which sum shall be remitted by the di- 
rector with the other funds collected in his division 
to the State Treasurer, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this subtitle. 

No examination for a driver’s license shall be 
given unless the applicant has first secured a learn- 
er’s permit. 

8. Section 39:3-22 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-22. If application is made for the regis- 
tration of a motor vehicle, other than a passenger 
automobile, or for the registration of a commercial 
motor vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, tractor or om- 
nibus on or after October 1 in any year, the appli- 
cant shall pay only '% of the registration fee pro- 
vided for in the class to which such vehicle belongs. 

9. Section 39:3-30 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-30. Upon the transfer of ownership or the 
destruction of any motor vehicle its registration 
shall become void. If the motor vehicle is sold the 
original owner shall remove the license plates 
therefrom, and, within 48 hours, notify the director 
of the name and address of the purchaser. 

The original owner may, by proper sworn ap- 
pheation on a form to be furnished by the division, 
register another motor vehicle for the unexpired 
portion of the registration period of the original 
vehicle, upon payment of a fee of $1.00 if the 
vehicle is of a weight or other classification equal 
with or less than the one originally registered, or 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00 and the differ- 
ence between the fee originally paid and that due if 
the new motor vehicle is properly registerable in a 
higher class. Unless the original license plates have 
heen destroyed, the owner shall be assigned the 
license number previously issued to him and shall 
receive a new registration certificate. If the original 
license plates have been destroyed, replacement of 
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the plates will be made under the provisions of 
section 39 :3-32 of this Title. 

The surviving husband, wife, child or children 
of a deceased registered owner of any motor vehicle 
in whom title thereto shall vest by virtue of the 
terms of the will of such deceased owner, or other- 
wise, shall, upon application to the director, and 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, be entitled to 
have the registration of such vehicle transferred to 
his or her name. 

10. Section 39:3-32 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-32. If 1 or both license plates or 1 or both 
inserts are lost, destroyed, or so defaced that the 
numbers thereon are ilegible, the owner of the 
motor vehicle for which the same were issued shall 
apply to the director or his representative for new 
plates or inserts within 24 hours of the discovery of 
such loss, destruction, or defacement. The ap- 
plication shall be made upon a form furnished by 
the division, on which the loss, defacement or 
destruction of the plate or plates, insert or inserts 
shall be set forth. The application shall be accom- 
panied by a fee fixed by the director, the amount of 
which fee shall equal, as nearly as possible, the cost 
to the division of replacing the plates or inserts. 
Thereupon the division may cancel the original 
registration and shall issue to the applicant new 
plates or new inserts, as the case may be, and a new 


_registration certificate, if necessary. 


11. Section 39:10-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :10-8. When a new motor vehicle is delivered in 
this State by the manufacturer to his agent or a 
dealer, or a person purchasing direct from the 
manufacturer, the manufacturer shall execute and 
deliver to his agent or a dealer, or a person pur- 
chasing direct from the manufacturer, a certificate 
of origin in the form prescribed by the director of 
motor vehicles, and no person shall bring into this 
State any new motor vehicle unless he has in his 
possession the certificate of origin as prescribed by 
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the director. The certificate of origin shall contain 
the manufacturer’s vehicle identification number 
and the motor number when used of the motor 
vehicle sold, the name of the manufacturer, the 
manufacturer’s shipping weight, a general de- 
seription of the body, if any, the type and model. 

When a new motor vehicle is sold in this State, 
the manufacturer, his agent or a dealer shall exe- 
cute and deliver to the purchaser, in case of an ab- 
solute sale, assignment of the certificate of origin, 
or if other than absolute sale, assignment of the 
certificate of origin subject to contract, signed or 
executed by the manufacturer, his agent or a 
dealer, with the genuine names and business or 
residence addresses of both stated thereon, and 
certified to have been executed with full knowledge 
of the contents and with the consent of both pur- 
chaser and seller. 

12. Section 39:3-9 of the Revised Statutes 1s 
repealed. 

13. The receipts for licenses covering a 3-year 
period shall not be expended during any 1 year, but 
shall be apportioned for the purpose of expenditure 
upon an annual basis throughout the entire period 
so covered. 

14. This act shall take effect March 1, 1956, ex- 
cept that it shall become effective immediately, so 
far as to permit the taking of such measures and 
the making of such expenditures as shall be neces- 
sary to administer the provisions of this act prior 
to March 1, 1956, and to make such preparations as 
may be necessary to provide for the administration 
of this act on and after said date.

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CHAPTER 9 


Aw Acr concerning Inspection of motor vehicles 
and permitting the use of property acquired or 
leased for inspection purposes for the exercise 
of the other powers and duties of the Director 
of the Division of Motor Vehicles in the Depart- 
ment of Law and Public Safety, and amending 
sections 39 :8-2, 39 :8-5, 39 :8-8 and 39 :8-10 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:8-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


39 :8-2. The director may designate and appoint, 
subject to existing laws, competent examiners of 
motor vehicles to examine motor vehicles required 
to be inspected in accordance with the provisions 
of this chapter. Such examiners may be delegated 
to enforee the provisions of the motor vehicle and 
traffic law. 

The director may make rules and regulations 
with respect to the character and frequency of the 
inspections to be made. 

The director shall furnish to designated exam- 
iners official certificates of approval, the form, con- 
tent and use of which he shall prescribe. 

The director may, with the approval of the State 
House Commission, purchase, lease or acquire by 
the exercise of the power of eminent domain any 
property for the purpose of assisting him in earry- 
ing out the provisions of this chapter. Such prop- 
erty may also be used by the director for the exer- 
cise of the duties and powers conferred upon him 
by the other chapters of this Title. 

The director shall make a charge for such exam- 
inations of $1.00 annually for each vehicle subject 
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to inspection, which amount shall be paid to the 
director or his representative when payment of the 
registration fees fixed in chapter 3 of this Title is 
made; provided, however, that the said charge for 
passenger automobiles shall be paid as part of the 
registration fee for such vehicles, as provided in 
section 39 :3-8 of this Title. 

2. Section 39:8-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :8-5. Every designated examiner or inspection 
station shall make such reports to the director con- 
cerning inspections made and the results thereof, 
as he may require. The director shall furnish to 
the examiners and inspection stations forms for 
such reports. 

3. Section 39:8-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :8-8. The director may rule that a certificate 
of approval shall serve as a prerequisite for ob- 
taining a registration for the following registration 
period. 

4. Section 39:8-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :8-10. The director shall have authority to 
make rules and regulations necessary for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of this chapter. He 
may employ, subject to existing laws, such persons 
as he may require for the administration and en- 
forcement of this chapter and fix their compensa- 
tion. He may use any funds obtained as fees from 
examinations required by this chapter for the estab- 
lishment of stations and equipment that may be 
necessary to assist him in carrying out the pur- 
poses of this chapter. Any money remaining after 
all expenses are paid shall be turned over to the 
State Treasurer. 

5. This act shall take effect March 1, 1956, except 
that it shall become effective immediately, so far 
as to permit the taking of such measures and the 
making of such expenditures as shall be necessary 
to administer the provisions of this act prior to 
March 1, 1956, and to make such preparations as 
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may be necessary to provide for the administration 
of this act on and after said date. 
Approved April 5, 1955. 


CHAPTER 10 


Aw Act providing for the payment of pensions to 
certain judicial officers in counties of the second 
class. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any former judicial officer, more than 67 years 
of age, who has served as judge of the criminal 
judicial district court, judge of the court of common 
pleas and judge of the County Court in any county 
of the second class for a period in excess of 17 
vears in the aggregate, may receive at the dis- 
cretion of the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county, an annual pension or allowance equal to 14 
of the salary paid him during the last year of his 
services, such payment to be made semimonthly 
by the county treasurer of the county in the same 
manner as other county pensions are now paid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 25, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 11 


An Act concerning county tuberculosis hospitals, 
and supplementing chapter 9 of Title 30 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and Gencral Assen- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county having a county tuberculosis hos- 
pital established and maintained by the board of 
chosen freeholders of that county, pursuant to sec- 
tions 30:9-45 to 30:9--60, both inclusive, of the Re- 
vised Statutes, the said board of chosen freeholders 
may authorize the admission to such hospital of 
persons who are suffering from nontuberculous 
diseases and provide for the segregation and treat- 
ment of said persons at such hospitals. Where the 
admission of such persons is so authorized the su- 
perintendent of the hospital may admit such per- 
sons upon the recommendation for hospitalization 
by a qualified physician. The board of chosen 
freeholders of any such county may designate the 
said hospital as ‘‘Hospital for Chest Diseases.”’ 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved May 10, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 12 


Aw Act relating to the election of commissioners 
in certain municipalities governed under ‘‘The 
Commission Form of Government Law’’ in which 
another form of government has or shall have 
been adopted and providing for the continu- 
ance of the existing form of government in such 
municipalities until such other form of govern- 
ment shall become effective, and supplementing 
subtitle 4 of Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever in any municipality governed under 
‘*The Commission Form of Government Law”’ the 
qualified voters of the municipality have, or shall 
have, adopted another form of government, pur- 
suant to the provisions of chapter 210 of the laws 
of 1950, which other form of government will not 
become effective until July 1 following the date 
fixed by law for the next election for commissioners 
in such municipality, no such election for commis- 
sioners shall be held in such municipality, but the 
commissioners in office at the time fixed for the 
holding of such election shall continue in office, and 
all subordinate boards, departments, bodies, offices, 
positions and employments shall likewise continue 
in effect and the incumbents thereof shall continue 
to hold the same, until 12:00 o’elock noon on said 
July 1, with the same effect and subject to the same 
restrictions as though the terms of office of said 
commissioners had extended to and terminated at 
said time on said July 1. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved May 10, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 13 


An Acr to amend ‘‘An act concerning savings and 
loan associations and building and loan associa- 
tions, and revising chapter 12 of Title 17 of the 
Revised Statutes,’’ approved April 4, 1946 (P. L. 
1946, c. 56). 


Berr enacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 78 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


78. Loans. Investments in loans may be made as 
follows: 


(1) Mortgage loans. In direct reduction, sink- 
ing fund, and straight mortgage loans. Hach such 
loan shall be evidenced by an obligation and secured 
by a mortgage which shall be a first lien on real 
estate in the State, or outside of the State if lo- 
‘ated within 50 miles of the principal office of the 
ussociation. A mortgage shall be deemed a first 
lien notwithstanding the existence of a prior mort- 
cage or mortgages held by the association, or liens 
of taxes or assessments which are not delinquent, 
huilding restrictions or other restrictive covenants 
or conditions, leases or tenancies whereby rents 
or profits are reserved to the owner, joint drive- 
ways, sewer rights, rights in walls, rights-of-way 
vr other easements, or encroachments which the 
appraisers signing the appraisal provided for in 
section 81, report in their opinion do not materially 
affect the security for the mortgage loan. Such 
loans shall be on real estate used or to be used 
wholly or partially for dwelling purposes. If the 
proceeds of any such loan are used in whole or in 
part to improve the mortgaged real estate, they 
may be advanced in installments as the construe- 
tion of a building or the making of other improve- 
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iments thereon progresses and the value of the 
contemplated umprovement may be included in ar- 
riving at the appraised value of the property. 

Each direct reduction loan shall require pert- 
odical payments sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of the loan in full in a period of 25 years 
or less. Any association may by agreement with 
the borrowing member reduce the amount of perl- 
odical payments, but the amount of the periodical 
payments thereafter required shall be sufficient to 
pay the balance of the loan and interest thereon 
within a period of 20 years or less from the time of 
making’ such agreement. Each sinking fund loan 
shall require periodical payments, at least monthly, 
on an account pledged as collateral security for 
such loan which shall be sufficient to pay such loan 
in a period of 20 years or less. Any association 
may by agreement with the borrowing member 
provide for the application of such account to the 
principal of the loan and for a reduction in the 
periodical payments required on an account there- 
after; provided, however, that such periodical pay- 
ments thereafter required shall be sufficient to re- 
tire the loan in a period of 20 vears or less from the 
time of the making of such agreement. The amount 
of any direct reduction loan or sinking fund loan, 
less the withdrawal value of any account which may 
be pledged as collateral security therefor, shall not 
exeeed 80% of the value of such real estate as 
found by appraisal at the time when the loan is 
eranted. 

A straight mortgage loan having a term of 1 vear 
or less, the pr oceeds of which are used or are to be 
used in pursuance of a plan to improve the mort- 
gaged real estate, may be made in an amount not 
to exceed 80% of the value of such real estate as 
found by appraisal at the time the loan is granted. 
Otherwise the term of any straight morteage loan 
shall not exceed 3 years and the amount of any such 
straight mortgage loan shall not exceed 50% ‘of the 
value of the property as found by appraisal at the 
time the loan is granted. An association mav re- 
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new any straight mortgage loan held by it for a 
period not exceeding 3 years and for amounts not 
in exeess of 50% of the value of the real estate as 
found by appraisal at the time of such renewal. The 
total amount invested in straight mortgage loans 
by any association shall not exceed 10% of its as- 
sets at the time any such investment is made. 

(2) Improvement or repair loans. In additional 
loans to members for repairs, alterations, or mm- 
provements already made or to be made, of real 
estate owned by such members, upon which the 
icnding association already holds a mortgage lien, 
or to pay the cost of insurance upon the life of such 
member which policy of insurance may also include 
health, accident or disability features, the proceeds 
of such policy to be apphed in accordance with its 
terms and conditions; provided, however, the 
amount of such life insurance shall not exceed 
the amount loaned on the mortgage hen held by the 
association. If the mortgage already held by the 
Jending association secures payment of a direct re- 
duetion loan, such additional loan shall not exceed 
the sum of $2,500.00 or the amount which has been 
repaid in reduction of the principal of such mort- 
geage loan, whichever is less. If the mortgage 
already held by the lending association secures pay- 
ment of a sinking fund loan, such additional loan 
shall not exeeed the sum of $2,500.00 or the with- 
drawal value of the installment account which is 
pledged as collateral security for the payment of 
such sinking fund loan, whichever is less. Hach 
such additional loan shall be evidenced by an obli- 
eation which shall state the terms on which such 
joan is made, and the amount thereof shall be added 
to the amount due on the association’s mortgage 
against such real estate, and payment thereof shall 
be secured thereby. All persons who acquire any 
rights in, or liens upon, the mortgaged real estate 
subsequent to the recording of any association’s 
mortgage shall hold such rights and liens subject 
to the association’s right to make such additional 
loans. For the purpose of such additional loans, 
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no search or examination of the title to the mort- 
gaged real estate shall be required. The power to 
make such additional loans is in addition to, and 
not to the exclusion of, the power to make any other 
lawful loan or any other lawful additional loan, or 
to make advances for any purpose expressly or 
impliedly reserved or provided for in any bond, 
mortgage or other obligation held by or hereafter 
acquired by any such association. 

(3) Camp meeting leaseholds. In any obligation 
seeured by first mortgage on any leasehold estate 
of real estate in this State of any camp meeting 
association, to the extent authorized by, and sub- 
ject to, the limitations and restrictions contained 
in section 17:2-1 of the Revised Statutes. 

(4) Purchase of loans. In the purchase of any 
Joan which an association is authorized to make. 

(5) Account loans. In loans secured by a pledge 
cf a member’s account.

Such loans may be made in accordance 
with the terms and conditions permitted by the 
agency guaranteeing or insuring such loans, not- 
withstanding any other provisions of law limiting 
interest or other charges or prescribing terms and 
conditions. Such loan shall include only ‘those which 
are made for the purchase or improvement of real 
estate, or for the construction, alteration, repair, 
or improvement of buildings erected thereon, used 
or to be used, wholly or partially for dwelling pur- 
poses, in which case ‘they may or may not be secured 
by mortgages; or those which may be made for any 
other purpose provided they be secured by a mort- 
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gage on real estate used or to be used wholly or 
partially for dwelling purposes.

ealled Sunday, and as public holidays: January 1, 
known as New Year’s Day; February 12, known as 
Lineoln’s Birthday; February 22, known as Wash- 
ington’s Birthday; the day designated and known 
as Good Friday; May 30, known as Memorial Day; 
July 4, known as Independence Day; the first 
Monday of September, known as Labor Day; 
October 12, known as Columbus Day; November 
11, known as Veterans’ Day; the fourth Thursday 
of November, known as Thanksgiving Day; Decem- 
ber 25, known as Christmas Day; any general 
election day in this State; every Saturday; and any 
day heretofore or hereafter appointed, ordered or 
recommended by the Governor of this State, or the 
President of the United States, as a day of fasting 
and prayer, or other religious observance, or as a 
bank holiday or holidays. All such bills, checks 
and notes, otherwise presentable for acceptance or 
payment on any of the days herein enumerated, 
shall he deemed to be payable and be presentable 
for acceptance or payment on the secular or busi- 
ness day next sueceeding any such holiday. 

Whenever any of the days herein enumerated can 
and shall fall on a Sunday, the Monday next follow- 
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ing shall, for any of the purposes herein enumer- 
ated be deemed a public holiday; and bills of 
exchange, cheeks and promissory notes which 
otherwise would be presentable for acceptance or 
payment on such Monday, shall be deemed to be 
presentable for acceptance or payment on the 
secular or business day next succeeding such 
holiday. 

In construing this section, every Saturday shall, 
until 12 o’clock noon, be deemed a secular or busi- 
ness day, except as is heréinbefore provided in re- 
gard to bills of exchange, bank checks and promis- 
sory notes, and the days herein enumerated except 
bank holidays and Saturdays shall be considered as 
the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday,

the hospital and for the appointment to the re- 
spective offices or positions by the board of chosen 
freeholders or the governing body of the munic- 
ipality, as the case may be, of the persons so 
certified ; 

(c) for the administration, management and 
supervision of the operation of the whole or any 
part of the hospital and of its activities and serv- 
ices by the said corporation ; 

(d) for the furnishing of all or any part of the 
laboratory services or other services reasonably 
necessary or desirable in conducting a hospital and 
for the conducting of studies, researeh and in- 
vestigation into the causes, methods of diagnosis, 
treatment, prevention and cure of diseases, ail- 
ments and injuries; 

(e) for the care of indigent patients of the 
hospital, including in-patients and out-patients, and 
for home care and emergencies. 

3. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
or the governing body of any municipality, wherein 
such public hospital is located, is authorized to con- 
traet with any such corporation for the sale, lease 
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or permission to use any equipment, facilities or 
unused space of such hospital reasonably required 
by the said college in the performance of its teach- 
ing and research functions or in the performance 
of functions required to be performed by it under 
any other contract authorized by this act. Any such 
lease or permission to use may be made for a 
nominal price or rental while such facilities, serv- 
ices or space is used by the said college for the 
purpose of promoting the health and general wel- 
fare of the county or municipality.

6. The authority conferred by this act in the case 
of any municipality shall be in addition to the 
authority of the municipality to contract for the 
rendering of services pursuant to section 40:48-5 
of the Revised Statutes, but in the case of anv 
county or municipal contract, agreement or lease 
under this act, neither advertising, public bidding 
nor security shall be required. 

7. No contract, agreement or lease authorized by 
this act shall deprive any employee of the county 
or municipality of any civil service status or rights, 
tenure or pension rights. 

8. Where the board of chosen freeholders of any 
county, or the governing body of any municipality, 
has appointed a board of managers of any hospital 
pursuant to chapter 9 of Title 30 of the Revised 
Statutes, the board of managers, with the consent 
and approval of the board of chosen freeholders 
or the governing body of the municipality, shall, 
as to all matters and things under their jurisdiction 
and control, be vested with the power and authority 
granted under this act and may make and perform 
contracts, leases or agreements authorized by this

1. Section 39:3-10.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-10.1. No person shall drive any motor 
vehicle or trackless trolley with a capacity of more 
than 6 passengers and used for the transportation 
of passengers for hire, except taxicabs, hotel buses, 
and omnibuses used for the transportation of 
passengers in interstate or foreign commerce, un- 
less specially licensed so to do by the director. Such 
license shall not be granted until the applicant 
therefor is at least 21 years of age and has passed 
a satisfactorv examination in ascertainment of his 
driving ability and familiarity with the mechanism 
of said vehicle and has presented evidence, satis- 
factory to the director of his previous experience, 
good character and physical fitness. Said license 
shall be effective until suspended or revoked by the 
director; provided, the special licensee is also the 
holder of a license as provided for in section 39 :3-10 
of this Title. 
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Every holder of a special license issued pursuant 
to this section shall furnish to the director satis- 
factory evidence of continuing physical fitness, good 
character and experience once in every 12 months 
after the issuance of the special license. 

The director may suspend or revoke a license 
evranted under authority of this section for a viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this subtitle, or on 
other reasonable grounds, or where, in his opinion, 
the licensee is either physically or morally unfit to 
retain the same. 

The director may make such rules and regula- 
tions as he may deem necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this section.

Water Supply Commission, duly authorized volun- 
teer fire department, hospital, humane society, an 
anticruelty society in this State, New Jersey wing 
of the Civil Air Patrol incorporated by the Act of 
July 1, 1946 (Public Law 476—79th Congress), the 
American Red Cross or ambulances owned by 
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nationally organized recognized veterans organiza- 
tions. These vehicles shall be registered and dis- 
play number plates as provided in this subtitle or 
the director may, in his discretion, issue special 
registration certificates and special number plates 
for any of these motor vehicles which shall be valid 
for such motor vehicles until the transfer of owner- 
ship or the destruction of such motor vehicles at 
which time the special registration shall expire. 
Upon the expiration of any special registration the 
registration certificate and special number marker 
shall be returned to the director; provided, how- 
ever, upon proper application to the director the 
special registration and special number marker 
may be transferred to another motor vehicle ac- 
quired by the owner to whom the special registra- 
tion and marker were issued.

18:14-57. The medical inspector, or the nurse 
under the immediate direction of the medical in- 
spector, shall examine every pupil to learn whether 
any physical defect exists, and keep a record from 
vear to year of his growth and development, which 
reeord shall be the property of the board of educa- 
tion, and shall be delivered by the medical inspector 
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or nurse to his successor in office. A pupil who 
presents a statement signed by his parent or 
guardian that a medical examination interferes 
with the free exercise of his religious beliefs shall 
be examined only to the extent as may be necessary 
to determine whether he is ill or infected with a 
communicable disease or to determine his fitness to 
participate in the health, safety and physical edu- 
cation course as required by section 18:14-93 of the 
Revised Statutes.

b. one attorney-at-law in each county having 
a population of not less than 600,000 nor more 
than 800,000, and 


(2) may appoint 1 attorney-at-law in each county 
having a population of not less than 305,000 nor 
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more than 370,000, to be the judges or judge of the 
juvenile and domestic relations court of the county. 

The judges’ salaries shall be paid by the board 

of chosen freeholders in such amounts as the board 
shall determine. 
_ The judges in counties of more than 800,000 in- 
habitants shall devote their entire time to their 
judicial duties and shall not engage in the practice 
of law. 

2. In every county having more than 1 judge of 
the juvenile and domestic relations court all ap- 
pointments to such judgeships shall be made in such 
manner that the appointees shall be, in equal num- 
bers, members of different political parties, that is 
to say such political parties as shall have cast the 
largest and the next to the largest number of votes, 
respectively, for members of the General Assembly 
at the last preceding general election held for the 
election of all the members of the General Assembly 
prior to the making of any such appointments so 
as to constitute the court bipartisan in character. 

3. In every county having more than 1 judge of 
the juvenile and domestic relations court said court 
shall sit in 2 divisions, the juvenile division and 
the domestic relations division and the judges of 
said court shall determine which of their number 
shall preside over each division and for what 
periods of time during their terms of office and if 
they cannot decide, the chief justice of the Supreme 
Court shall so designate. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 27 


An Act to validate certain ordinances heretofore 
passed pursuant to the ‘‘Municipal Planning Act 
(1953)’’ (P. L. 1953, ec. 483) by the governing 
body of any municipality. 


Br rv enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
ily of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any ordinance establishing rules, regulations 
and standards governing the subdivision of land 
pursuant to the authority set forth in the ‘‘ Munici- 
pal Planning Act (1953)’’ (P. L. 1953, ¢. 4383), and 
amendments and supplements thereto, heretofore 
finally passed by the governing body of any munic- 
ipality shall be valid, notwithstanding that said 
ordinance shall not have contained the words ‘‘Be 
It Ordained’’ or words of similar import. 

2. This act shall take effect 30 days after ap- 
proval and shall be inapplicable to any legal action, 
or proceedings relating to the validity of any such 
ordinance heretofore instituted or which shall be 
instituted prior to such date.

1. Section 2A:11-9 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :11-9. Any Superior Court judge assigned to 
the Law Division may appoint, to serve during his 
pleasure, a secretary who shall be a stenographer 
and fix the compensation to be paid such secretary 
at a sum not less than $2,800.00 nor more than 
$3,400.00 per annum, except that in counties of the 
first class the board of chosen freeholders shall have 
power to fix the compensation of any such sec- 
retary appointed by such a judge assigned to such 
county. Any Superior Court judge assigned to the 
Law Division who, as Cireuit Court judge, had a 
law secretary immediately prior to September 15, 
1948, may, instead of appointing a secretary under 
this section, appoint such law secretary to serve 
at his pleasure; the salary range of such law sec- 
retaries shall be the same as that fixed by the Civil 
Service Commission for the law secretaries in 
the Appellate and Chancery Divisions of the 
Superior Court and shall be subject to adjust- 
ment and allocation in like manner as are other 
civil service employees. The persons appointed 
under this section shall be entitled to the same 
increments and bonuses as are granted to civil 
service employees in the same range. If the com- 
pensation or salary is to be fixed by the judge under 
this section and is less than the maximum herein 
ullowed, he may from time to time increase such 
compensation until the maximum is reached.

Aw Act coneerning investments in bonds secured 
by mortgage on leasehold of camp meeting associ- 
ations, and amending section 17:2-1 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:2-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17:2-1. All savings and loan associations, build- 
ing and loan associations, title and mortgage guar- 
anty companies and insurance companies may 
invest funds in bonds, secured by first mortgage, 
on leasehold estates cf real estate in this State of 
camp meeting associations, to the giving of which 
bond and mortgage the camp meeting association 
has consented, subject to the conditions of the lease. 
The real estate, except as to the leasehold, shall be 
free and clear of all liens and encumbrances of 
every kind whatsoever, and the leasehold at the 
time of the giving of the bond and mortgage shall 
have an unexpired term of not less than 25 years, 
or shall be renewable to the lessee, his heirs and as- 
signs, for a term of not less than 25 years, and be 
a lease of the entire interest in the real estate ex- 
cept the reversion. No investment shall be made 
in excess of 66°4% of the appraised value of the 
leasehold estate and the improvements thereon; 
provided, however, that such limitation shall not 
apply to any loan which is wholly or partially guar- 
anteed or insured by the United States of America, 
the State of New Jersey or any instrumentality or 
agency of either, but in case any such loan is only 
partially guaranteed or insured, then the unguar- 
anteed or uninsured portion of the loan shall not 
exceed 60% of the appraised value of the lease- 
hold estate and improvements thereon. The ap- 
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praisement may be made by a committee of the 
savings and loan association, building and loan as- 
sociation, title and mortgage guaranty company, 
insurance company, and, in the case of an individ- 
ual, by 2 persons appointed by the individual for 
that purpose. No such investment shall be made 
until the camp meeting association shall first have 
been approved for the purpose by the commissioner. 
For the purposes of this section real estate upon 
which there is a building in process of construction, 
which when completed, will constitute a permanent 
improvement, shall be construed as improved and 
productive real estate.

1. Section 54:17-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:17-4. All moneys received by the Director of 
the Division of Taxation in the Department of the 
Treasury from insurance companies of other States 
and countries on account of the tax of 2% on pre- 
miums for fire insurance, and all payments. in lieu 
of that tax, required by law to be made by such com- 
panies, shall be turned over monthly by the said 
Director of the Division of Taxation to the State 
Treasurer to be distributed by him as follows: 
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The State Treasurer shall from time to time in 
each year, out of the moneys above referred to, 
pay over to the treasurer of the board of managers 
of the: New Jersey firemen’s home such sums as 
the managers, by resolution approved by the Gov- 
ernor, Shall demand and require for the proper con- 
duet of the home. © 

After the demands and requirements of the home 
upon said moneys in any year have been met and 
discharged or provided for, the balance thereof re- 
maining shall be paid by the State Treasurer to 
the treasurer of the New Jersey State Firemen’s 
Association or to the treasurer of any local relief 
association organized and existing under the pro- 
visions of chapter 17 of the Title, Pensions and 
Retirement and Unemployment Compensation 
($ 43:17-1 et seq.), upon the duly authenticated 
order of the executive committee of the New Jersey 
State Firemen’s Association in such amounts and 
at such time as may be required.

1. Section 17-10 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

17-10. The municipal clerk shall cause the bal- 
lots to be printed and authenticated by his signa- 
ture. Upon the ballots shall be printed the title 
of each office to be filled. Under each of the titles 
of office shall be printed the names of the candidates 
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for each office with a square to the left of each name. 
Below the names of such candidates for each such 
office the words ‘‘vote for 1 (2, 3, 4, 5 or 6 as the 
case may be).’’ The ballot shall be printed upon 
plain, substantial white paper, and shall be sub- 
stantially in the following form: 

‘*Municipal election of (here insert corporate 
name of municipality), county of (here insert name 
of county), held (here insert the date of the elee- 
tion). To vote for any person make a cross (x) 
or plus (-+) or a check (\’) mark in the square 
preceding the name voted for. Vote only for as 
many persons as there are officers to be elected. If 
you wrongly mark the ballot, tear or deface same 
and return it to election officer and obtain new 
ballot.’’ 

Blank spaces equal to the number of offices to be 
filled shall be left below the printed names of the 
candidates for each office to be voted for, wherein 
the voter may write the name or names of any 
person or persons for whom he may wish to vote. 

The municipal clerk shall deliver ballots to the 
election officials at each polling place equal in num- 
ber to 1%o times the number of registered voters 
in each election district, except that where voting 
machines are used ballots shall be furnished as 
otherwise provided by law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning the disposition of surplus or 
unsuitable buildings and grounds by the Depart- 
ment of Defense in certain cases, and supplement- 
ing Title 38 of the Revised Statutes.

1. When any buildings and grounds have been 
declared by the Chief of Staff of the Department 
of Defense to be surplus or unsuitable for military 
or naval purposes and their sale is authorized by 
the Governor, the buildings and grounds may, not- 
withstanding the provisions of section 38:2—23 of 
the Revised Statutes, be sold to the municipality in 
which the same are situate, at such fair price and 
upon such terms and conditions as shall be fixed 
hy the State House Commission. 

Upon acceptance by the municipality of the terms 
and conditions fixed by the State House Commis- 
sion, and performauce by the municipality of such 
of the terms and conditions as the State House 
(‘ommission may require to be performed prior to 
conveyance of title, the Chief of Staff, on behalf of 
the State, shall be authorized to convey to such mnu- 
nicipality title to the said property. 

2. The proceeds of any sale made pursuant to 
this act shall be remitted to the State Treasurer 
and by him held for application to the purchase 
price of further sites or grounds or the cost of con- 
struction of new buildings for the use of the State 
military or naval services.

19:45-6. The compensation of each member of 
the district boards for all services performed by 
them under the provisions of this Title shall be as 
follows: 

In counties wherein voting machines are used, 
for all services rendered including tabulation of 
the votes registered on the voting machines and the 
delivery of the returns, registry binders and keys 
for the voting machines to the proper election of- 
ficials, $20.00 each time the primary election, the 
general election or any special clection is held 
under this Title. 

In all other counties, for all services rendered 
including the counting of the votes and the delivery 
of the returns, registry binders and ballot boxes to 
ihe proper election officials, $30.00 each time the 
primary election, the general election or anv special 
election is held under this Title; 

Provided, however, that in counties wherein vot- 
ing machines are used no compensation shall be paid 
for any services rendered at any special election 
held at the same time as any primary or general 
election and, provided, further, that in the other 
counties the compensation for services rendered at 
any special election held at the same time as any 
primary or general election shall be $5.00; 

In counties where the county board of elections 
does not mail out the sample ballots to each regis- 
tered voter in the county, $7.50 shall be paid each 
time the members of the district board shall address 
and mail such sample ballots. 
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Such compensation shall be in heu of all other 
fees and payments. 

Compensation due each member shall be paid 
within 30 days but not within 20 days after each 
election; provided, however, that no compensation 
shall be paid to any such member until 10 days after 
final order has been entered on any recount which 
may have been allowed affecting such district; and 
provided, further, that no compensation shall be 
paid to any member of any such district board who 
may have been removed from office or application 
for the removal of whom is pending under the pro- 
visions of section 19 :6-4 of this Title.

9, Any taxpayer which holds capital stock of a 
subsidiary during all or part of any year may, for 
the purposes of the tax imposed by this act, deduct 
from its net worth such proportion of the average 
value of such holdings less net liabilities (if any) 
to subsidiaries, as the ratio of the subsidiary’s tax- 
able net worth, for the same year under this act, 
to its entire net worth; provided, however, that if 
the subsidiary is subject to a franchise tax meas- 
ured by gross receipts under any other law of this 
State, such deductible portion of such holdings shall 
be determined as the ratio of the subsidiary’s busi- 
ness within the State to its business everywhere 
during its next preceding taxable vear under such 
law. For the purpose of this section, a subsidiary 
shall be deemed to be anv corporation in which a 
taxpaver is the beneficial owner of at least 80% of 
the total combined voting power of all classes of 
stock entitled to vote and of at least 80% of the 
total number of shares of all other classes of stock 
except nonvoting stock which is limited and _ pre- 
ferred as to dividends. 

2. This act shall take effect January 1, 1956.

Be rr Enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This act shall be known as the ‘‘ Teachers’ Pen- 
sion and Annuity Fund-Social Security Integration 
Act?” 

2. As used in this act: 

a. ‘‘Accumulated deductions’’ means the sum 
of all the amounts, deducted from the compensation 
of a member or contributed by him, including in- 
terest credited prior to January 1, 1956, standing 
to the credit of his individual account in the annuity 
savings fund. | 

b. ‘‘Annuity’’ means payments for life derived 
from contributions made by a member as provided 
in this act. 

ce. ‘‘Beneficilary’’ means any person receiving a 
retirement allowance or other benefit as provided 
in this act. 

d. ‘‘Compensation’’ means the contractual sal- 
ary for services as a teacher as defined in this act. 

e. ‘‘Himployer’’ means the State, the board of 
education or any educational institution or agency 
of or within the State by which a teacher is paid. 

f. ‘‘Final compensation’’ means the average an- 
nual compensation for which contributions are 
made by a member for the 5 years immediately 
preceding his retirement, or, at the option of such 
member, it shall mean the average annual compen- 
sation for which contributions are made by a mem- 
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ber during any 5 consecutive years of his or her 
membership, within which period of 5 consecutive 
years he was entitled to retirement for service, 
said 5 years to be selected by the applicant prior 
to the date of retirement. 

g. ‘‘Fiscal year’? means any year commencing 
with July 1 and ending with June 30 next following. 

h. ‘‘Pension’’ means payments for life derived 
from appropriations made by the State to the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund. 

‘‘Pension reserve’? means the present value of 
all payments to be made on account of any pension 
or benefit in lieu of a pension granted to a member 
from the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund 
computed on the basis of such mortality tables as 
the board of trustees adopts, with regular interest. 

k. ‘*Present-entrant’’ means any member of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund who has es- 
tablished status as a ‘‘present-entrant member’’ 
of said fund prior to the effective date of this act. 

]. ‘Rate of contribution initially certified’? means 
the rate of contribution certified based upon the 
member’s age when last he became a member. 

m. ‘‘Regular interest’? shall mean interest as 
determined from time to time by the board of trus- 
tees. The regular interest rate shall be limited to 
2 minimum of 3% per annum, and a maximum of 
4% per annum. 

n. ‘‘Retirement allowanee’’ means the pension 
plus the annuity. 

o. ‘School service’? means any service as a 
‘*teacher’’ as defined in this section. 

p. ‘‘Teacher’’ means any regular teacher, 
special teacher, helping teacher, teacher clerk, 
principal, vice-principal, supervisor, supervising 
principal, director, superintendent, city superin- 
tendent, assistant city superintendent, county su- 
perintendent, State commissioner or assistant 
commissioner of education and other members 
of the teaching or professional staff of any class, 
publhie school, high school, normal school, model 
school, training school, vocational school, truant 
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reformatory school, or parental school, and of 
any and all classes or schools within the State 
conducted under the order and superintendence, 
and wholly or partly at the expense of the State 
Board of Education, of a duly elected or appointed 
board of edueation, board of school directors, or 
hoard of trustees of the State or of any school 
district or normal school district thereof, and 
any such persons under contract or engagement 
to perform 1 or more of these functions. No person 
shall be deemed a teacher within the meaning of 
this act who is a substitute teacher or is a teacher 
not regularly engaged in performing 1 or more of 
these functions as a full-time oecupation outside 
of vacation periods. In all cases of doubt the board 
of trustees shall determine whether any person 
is a teacher as defined in this act. 

In addition to the above mentioned persons de- 
fined as teachers, there shall also come under the 
provisions of this act and subject to the same pro- 
visions as apply to teachers, any custodian, janitor, 
assistant janitor, janitress, engineer, fireman or 
uny janitorial employees of a board of education . 
of any school! district, or of any other employer as 
defined in this act. 

q. ‘*Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund’’ here- 
inatter referred to as the ‘‘retirement system,’’ is 
the corporate name of the arrangement for the 
payment of retirement allowances and other bene- 
fits under the provisions of this act, including the 
several funds placed under the management of the 
board of trustees of said system. By that name 
all its business shall be transacted, its funds in- 
vested, warrants for money drawn, and payments 
made and all of its cash and seeurities and other 
property held. : 

vr. ‘* Veteran’? means any honorably discharged 
officer, soldier, sailor, airman, marine or nurse who 
served in any army, air foree or navy of the allies 
of the United States in World War I between July 
14, 1914. and November 11, 1918, or who served 
in any army, air foree or navy of the allies of the 
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(nited States in World War IU, between September 
1, 1939, and September 2, 1945, and who was in- 
ducted into such service through voluntary enlist- 
ment, and was a citizen of the United States at 
the time of such enlistment, and who did not, dur- 
ing or by reason of such service, renounce or lose 
lis United States citizenship, and any officer, 
~oldier, saulor, marine, airman, nurse or army field 
clerk who has served in the active military or naval 
service of the United States and has or shall be 
discharged or released therefrom under conditions 
other than dishonorable, in any of the following 
wars, uprisings, insurrections, expeditions or emer- 
gencies, and who has presented to the board of 
trustees evidence of such record of service in form 
and content satisfactory to said board of trustees: 


(1) The Indian wars and uprisings during 
any of the periods recognized by the War De- 
partment of the United States as periods of 
active hostility ; 

(2) The Spanish-American War between 
April 20, 1898, and April 11, 1899; 

(3) The Philippine insurrections and expe- 
ditions during the periods recognized by the 
War Department of the United States as of 
active hostilitv from February 4, 1899, to the 
end of 1913; 

(4) The Peking relief expedition between 
June 20, 1900, and May 27, 1902; 

(5) The army of Cuban occupation between 
July 18, 1898, and May 20, 1902; 
~ (6) The army of Cuban pacification between 
October 6, 1906, and April 1, 1909; 

(7) The Mexican punitive expedition be- 
tween March 14, 1916, and February 7, 1917; 

(8) The Mexican border patrol, having ac- 
tually participated in engagements against 
Mexicans between April 12, 1911, and June 16, 
1919; 

(9) World War I, between April 6, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918; 
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(10) World War II, between September 16, 
1940, and September 2, 1945, who shall have 
served at least 90 days in such active service, 
exclusive of any period he was assigned (1) 
for a course of education or training under the 
Army specialized training program or the 
Navy college training program which course 
was a continuation of his civilian course and 
was pursued to completion, or (2) as a cadet 
or midshipman at 1 of the service academies 
any part of which 90 days was served between 
said dates; provided, that any person receiving 
an actual service-incurred injury or disability 
shall be classed as a veteran whether or not 
he has completed the 90-day service as herein 
provided. 

(11) Emergency, at any time after June 23, 
1950, and prior to the date of termination, sus- 
pension or revocation of the proclamation of 
the existence of a national emergency issued 
by the President of the United States on De- 
cember 16, 1950, or date of termination of the 
existence of such national emergency by ap- 
propriate action of the President or the Con- 
gress of the United States, who shall have 
served at least 90 days in such active service, 
exclusive of any period he was assigned (1) 
for a course of education or training under the 
Army specialized trainmg program or the 
Navy college training program which course 
was a continuation of his civilian course and 
was pursued to completion, or (2) as a cadet or 
midshipman at 1 of the service academies, any 
part of which 90 days was served between said 
dates; provided, that any person receiving an 
actual service-ineurred injury or disability 
shall be classed as a veteran whether or not he 
has completed the 90-day service as herein 
provided. 
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3. Sections 24 to 110, inclusive, of chapter 13 
of Title 18 of the Revised Statutes of New Jersey 
with all amendments and supplements thereto are 
repealed as of the effective date of this act; pro- 
vided, however, that the Teachers’ Pension and 
Annuity Fund is hereby continued with the mem- 
bership, all securities, investments and other as- 
sets and, except as provided herein, all obligations 
and liabilities existing as of the effective date of 
this act, to be hereafter administered in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. Any benefits and 
allowances granted under the statutes repealed by 
this section prior to the effective date of this act 
shall be continued in the same manner and under 
the same conditions as originally granted. 

4. The membership of the retirement system 
shall consist of : 

(a) all members of the Teachers’ Pension and 
Annuity Fund enrolled as such as of December 31, 
1955 ; 

(b) any person becoming a teacher on or after 
the effective date of this act; 

(c) every teacher veteran as of the effective date 
of this act who is not a member of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund as of such date and who 
shall not have notified the board of trustees within 
30 days of such date that he does not desire to be- 
come a member; 

(d) any teacher employed on the effective date 
of this act who is not a member of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund and who elects to be- 
come a member under the provisions of section 10. 

5. The board of trustees shall classify the mem- 
bers in such group or groups by age or sex as it 
may determine for actuarial purposes. 

The board shall further classify the membership 
by benefit rates as Class A or Class B members, 
as follows: 

‘“‘Class A’’ shall include those members whose 
annuity shall be based on a per centum of salary, 
computed to be sufficient, with regular interest, to 
procure for the member, on retirement for service, 
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an annuity equal to 440 of his final compensation 
for each year of service as a member. 

‘‘Class B’’ shall include those members who shall 
hereafter contribute to the annuity savings fund at 
a higher rate per centum, computed to be sufficient. 
with regular interest, to procure for the member, 
on retirement for service, an annuity equal to M20 
of his final compensation for each year of service 
as a member. 

Any member on December 31, 1955, may by lis 
election contribute to the retirement system ai the 
rate of contribution applicable to Class B members 
of the Public Employees’ Retirement System as 
of January 2, 1955, based upon the member’s age 
when he last became a member. He shall thereafter 
be classified as a Class B member. Any such mem- 
ber may elect to increase his accumulated deduc- 
tions by the amount deemed necessary by the board 
of trustees on the advice of the actuary in order to 
receive credit as a Class B member for all or part 
of his service prior to the date of such eleetion. The 
board of trustees shall establish the necessary 
rules governing the election by members of Class 
B eredit for all service. 

Any member on December 31, 1955, who is not 
a veteran and who does not elect to receive Class 
B credit for all or any portion of Ins service shall 
receive credit as a Class A member for all service 
not credited as Class B service. Any sueh member 
who does not elect Class B membership shall con- 
tribute at the rate of contribution initially certified 
to him upon his last becoming a member; provided. 
however, that any such person who became a mem- 
ber after June 30, 1946, shall have his contributions 
on and after January 1, 1955, based on the rates of 
contribution applicable on June 30, 1946, for his 
age and sex at the time he last became a member. 

6. Any person becoming a teacher in the State 
on and after January 1, 1956, shall become a Class 
B member as a condition of his employment, re- 
gardless of age, and thereafter shall participate 
in the retirement system under the same conditions 
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and with the same rights and privileges as other 
members, except as hereinafter provided. 

7. Membership of anv person shall cease: 

(a) if, except as provided in section 8, in any 4- 
vear pertod which elapses after his last becoming 
a member, he shall render less than 2 vears of full 
Serve 3 

(b) upon the withdrawal by a member of his 
accumulated deductions as provided in this act; 

(¢) upon resignation and election to receive, in 
heu of the return of his accumulated deductions, 
the benefits provided in sections 36 and 37 of this 
act; . 

(d) upon retirement; 

(ce) at death; 

but not otherwise except as provided in this act. 

The board of trustees shall send written notice 
to the last known address and to the last employer 
of a member between 60 and 50 days in advance of 
the date on which his inactive membership shall 
expire as provided in paragraph ‘‘a’’ of this see- 
tion. 

8. If a teacher is dismissed by his employer by 
reason of a reduction in number of superintendents 
of schools, assistant superintendents, principals 
or teachers emploved in the school district when 
in the judgment of the board of education it is 
advisable to abolish any office, position or emplov- 
ment for reasons of a reduction in the number of 
pupils, economy, a change in the administrative 
or supervisory organization of the district, or other 
good cause; or if a teacher becomes unemploved 
by reason of the creation of a regional school dis- 
trict or a consolidated school district; or if a 
teacher is absent for more than 3 months on a 
leave of absence granted by his emplover or 
permitted by any law of this State; and if such 
teacher has not withdrawn his accumulated con- 
tributions, his membership may continue in the 
retirement system notwithstanding any provisions 
of this act, but such continuation shall not ex- 
tend beyond a period of 5 vears from the date 
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of such dismissal, or the beginning of such unem- 
ployment or leave of absence. In computing service 
for retirement purposes no time during which 
such teacher was not employed as a teacher or was 
ubsent on such leave shall be credited unless serv- 
ice rendered to any employer other than the State 
or a political subdivision thereof was allowed for 
retirement purposes by the provisions of anv law 
of this State. 

9, Should a teacher who has withdrawn his ac- 
cumulated deductions trom the retirement system 
as provided in section 34 of this act be re-enrolled 
as a member and pay into the annuity savings fund 
the total amount as the board of trustees shall de- 
termine to be due in order to give to such person 
the same credit for such services as he had at the 
time of leaving service, there shall be restored his 
annuity credit, and in addition, upon completion of 
1 year thereafter and the payment of at least 14 
of such obligation, his pension credit shall be re- 
stored as it was at the time of his withdrawal. 
Subject to the rules and regulations of the board of 
trustees, such payments may be made in regular 
installments. Subsequent normal contributions 
shall be at the rate determined by the board of 
trustees. 

10. Any person who was emploved as a teacher 
prior to the effective date of this act, and who did 
not join the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund, 
may join at any time upon paying such arrears over 
2a period of not more than 10 years in regular in- 
stallments, with interest, as the board of trustees 
shall determine to be due, in order to give to such 
person prior service credit for all or any part of 
his service as a teacher in the State of New Jersey, 
or he shall have the option of joining as a new mem- 
ber upon application to the board of trustees, with 
no credit for previous service. 

In the case of any person coming under the pro- 
visions of this section, full annuity credit for the 
period of employment for which arrears are being 
paid shall be given upon the payment of the total 
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amount due, and full pension credit for such period 
of employment shall be given upon the payment of 
at least 14 of the total arrearage obligation and the 
completion of 1 year of making arrears payments, 
except in the case of retirement for service, in 
which case the total membership credit for such 
service shall be in direct proportion to the amount 
paid of the total amount of the arrearage obliga- 
tion. upon the completion of 1 year of making ar- 
rears payments. 

Any person coming under the provision of this 
section shall not be allowed any of the death bene- 
fits established by this act unless he becomes a 
member within 6 months after the effective date 
of this act, or furnishes satisfactory evidence of 
insurability. 

11. Any teacher who had entered or shall here- 
after enter into the active air, military or naval 
service of the United States before making appli- 
cation for enrollment in the retirement system 
shall be accepted as a member upon his filing ap- 
pleation; provided, such application is made with- 
in 3 months after the effective date of this act or 
within 38 months after entry into such active air, 
military or naval service, whichever is later, and 
his regular salary deduction as determined by the 
board of trustees shall be paid to the retirement 
system by the employer as provided by chapter 
252 of the laws of 1942, as amended by chapter 326 
of the laws of 1942. 

12. The board of trustees shall issue a certifi- 
cate of enrollment in such form and containing such 
information as the board of trustees shall desig- 
nate. 

The board of trustees shall file 1 copy of the cer- 
tificate of enrollment as a permanent record in its 
office and 1 copy with the employer of the enrollee, 
which shall constitute a notice to such emplover 
to deduct the percentage of compensation as de- 
fined in this act. 

When the board of trustees records the certifi- 
cate of enrollment for a member, it shall also send 
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to that member a certificate reciting that the named 
person is a member of the fund, giving the number 
under whieh the membership is recorded, the per 
centum of salary which has been certified for that 
member to the employer, and the amount to be de- 
ducted as a contribution as provided in section 31. 
There shall also be sent to each member a brief 
statement of the contribution and benefit provisions 
of the retirement system law. 

13. Each member shall file a detailed — state- 
ment of school service and service in a similar 
capacity in other States rendered by him prior to 
becoming a member for which he desires eredit and 
en account of which he desires to contribute, and 
of such other facts as the board of trustees may 
require for the proper operation of the system. 
Members shall have the right to purchase credit 
for the prior service evidenced therein, up to the 
nearest number of vears and months, but not ex- 
ceeding 10 vears. Members shall be given 1 year 
from the date of enrollment to file such a statement 
and to agree to purchase such eredit. 

The board of trustees shall verify as soon as 
practicable the statement of service submitted. 
The member may obtain credit for such service 
by making a lump sum payment or by contributing 
installment payments in such manner as the board 
of trustees shall approve. The board of trustees 
shall issue to the member a service certificate cer- 
tifving to the aggregate length of such service on 
account of which he has contributed or agreed to 
contribute. 

Any member electing to contribute toward such 
service, Who retires prior to completing payments 
aus agreed with the retirement system for the pur- 
chase of such serviee will receive pro rata credit 
for service purchased prior to the date of retire- 
ment, subject to provisions of section 68 of this 
act, but if he so eleets at the time of retirement, 
he may make such additional lamp sum payment 
as will be necessary to provide full credit at that 
time. 
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14. Any person employed temporarily as a teacher 
and whose temporary employment resulted im per- 
manent employment or any person employed as a 
substitute immediately prior to permanent employ- 
ment shall be permitted to make contributions cov- 
ering such service In accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the board of trustees and receive the 
same annuity and pension credits as if he had been 
a member during such service. 

15. In computing for retirement or for purposes 
of resignation or separation from service under 
sections 36 and 37 of this act the total service of a 
member about to be retired, the board of trustees 
shall credit him with the time of all service ren- 
dered by him since he last beeame a member and 
in addition, if a service certificate heretofore issued 
to him Is in full force and effect, with all the service 
certified in the certificate, and with no other service. 
Except as otherwise provided in this act, a service 
certificate or modified service certifieate shall he 
final and conelusive for retirement purposes, or 
for purposes of resignation under sections 36 and 
37 of this act, as to service certified therein, except 
that a service certificate shall beeome void when 
membership ceases. 

For the purpose of computing: scrvice for retire- 
ment purposes, the board of trustees shall fix and 
determine by appropriate rules and regulations 
how much service in any year shall equal a year 
of service and part of a vear of service. Not more 
than 1 vear shall be credited for all serviee in a 
‘alendar vear. 

16. There shall be in the retirement system the 
contingent reserve fund, annuity savings fund, re- 
tirement reserve fund, pension fund, special re- 
serve fund, interest fund, and the members’ death 
benefit fund. 

17. The expenses of administration of the retire- 
ment system shall be paid by the State of New 
Jersey, 

18. The aecunulated reserves in the former pen- 
sion accumulation fund are hereby transferred to 
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the contingent reserve fund, which shall be the fund 
in which shall be credited contributions made by 
the State and other employers. 

a. Upon the basis of such tables as the board of 
trustees adopts, and regular interest, the actuary 
of the board shall compute annually the amount 
of contribution, expressed as a proportion of the 
compensation paid to all members, except veteran 
members who were employed as teachers on Jan- 
uary 1, 1955, which, if paid monthly during the 
entire prospective service of such members, will be 
sufficient to provide for the pension reserves re- 
quired at the time of discontinuance of active serv- 
ice, to cover all pensions to which they may be en- 
titled or which are payable on their account, and 
to provide for the amount of the death and acci- 
dental disability benefits payable on their account, 
and which amount is not covered by contributions 
to be made as provided in paragraphs ‘‘b’’ and ‘‘e’’ 
hereof and the funds in hand available for such 
benefits. 

b. Upon the basis of such table as the board of 
trustees adopts, and regular interest, the actuary 
of the board shall compute, annually, the amount 
of the liability which has acerued by reason of the 
establishment of Class B eredit by nonveteran 
members and which has not already been covered 
by State contributions to the retirement system. 
Using the total amount of this liability remaining 
as a basis, he shall compute the amount of the 
flat annual payments which, if paid in each succeed- 
ing fiscal year commencing with July 1, 1957, for 
a period of 380 years, will provide for this liability. 

e. The actuary of the board shall compute, an- 
nually, a ‘‘deficieney contribution’’ which shall 
not be less than an amount which, if paid in each 
succeeding fiscal year commencing with July 1, 
1956, for a period of 11 years, will be sufficient to 
liquidate the accrued liability of the pension fund 
which has not already been covered by previous 
deficiency contributions and is not covered by other 
prospective contributions on account of members. 
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d. Upon the basis of such tables as the board of 
trustees adopts, and regular interest, the actuary 
of the board shall compute annually the amount 
of the total lability for past service and all pro- 
spective service for veteran members who were em- 
ployed as teachers on January 1, 1955, which has 
not already been covered by State and employer 
contributions to the retirement system and, except 
as provided by section 70 of this act, by past or 
prospective contributions by such veteran members 
and which will be sufficient to provide for the pen- 
sion reserves required at the time of discontinuance 
of active service, to cover all pensions to which 
they mav be entitled or which are payable on their 
account, and to provide for the amount of death 
and aecidental disability benefits payable on their 
account. Using the total amount of this lability 
remaining as a basis, he shall compute the amount 
of the flat annual payment, which, if paid in each 
succeeding fiscal year commencing with July 1. 
1957, for a period of 30 years, will provide for this 
liability. 

e. The board of trustees shall estimate and cer- 
tify annually the aggregate amount payable to the 
contingent reserve fund in the ensuing vear, which 
amount shall be equal to the sum of the amounts 
deseribed in paragraphs ‘‘a,’’ ‘‘b,’’ ‘‘e,’’ and ‘*d”’ 
hereof, and which shall be paid into the contingent 
reserve fund in the manner provided by section 
33 of this act. 

f. Exeept as provided in sections 26 and 53 of 
this act, the cash death benefits payable under the 
provisions of this act upon the death of a member 
in active service shall be paid from the contingent 
reserve fund. 

ge. Any other provision of this act notwithstand- 
ing, no payment shall be made to the contingent 
reserve fund on behalf of service of veteran mem- 
bers until the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1957. 
This shall not affect the payment of benefits to, 
and on behalf of, veteran members prior to said 
date, and any such disbursements for benefits not 
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covered by reserves in the system on account of 
veterans shall be met by direct contribution of the 
State. 

19. The annuity savings fund shall be the fund 
in which shall be credited accumulated deductions 
and contributions to the fund by members as pro- 
vided in section 13 of this act. 

The accumulated deductions of a member with- 
drawn as provided in section 34 shall be paid out 
of the annuity savings fund. In the case of a with- 
drawal, an amount equivalent to the difference 
between the amount of the accumulated deductions 
and the amount of the accumulated deductions 
caleulated by the use of interest at the rate specified 
for withdrawals shall be transferred to the interest 
fund to meet the interest to be annually credited 
by the board of trustees to the various funds pur- 
suant to section 25. 

20. Any contributions made by a member which 
are in excess of (a) those required on the basis of 
the rate of contribution initially certified and any 
changes in such rate in accordance with section 5 
of this act, and (b) any contributions made by the 
member for the purchase of prior service credit, 
shall be refunded with regular interest to January 
1, 1956, to the member or his beneficiary or estate 
or shall, at his request, be used at retirement with 
regular interest, to provide an annuity of equiva- 
lent actuarial value which shall be in addition to his 
retirement allowance as computed in accordance 
with section 44. 

Upon the submission of such evidence as the 
board of trustees may require, the board of trustees 
shall refund to any member, at his request, that 
part of his accumulated deductions which were paid 
into the retirement system as a result of deductions 
based on payments to him over and above com- 
pensation as defined in this act. 

21. The reserves held as of the effective date of 
this act in the former annuity reserve fund for 
beneficiaries other than beneficiaries of the pension 
fund, and those held in the former pension reserve 
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fund are hereby transferred to the retirement re- 
serve fund. The retirement reserve fund shall be 
the fund from which all retirement allowances 
shall be paid except those payable from the pension 
fund as provided in section 22. Upon the retire- 
ment of a member other than a present-entrant, 
the aecumulated deductions of the member shall 
be transferred to the retirement reserve fund from 
the annuity savings fund. The reserve needed to 
produce the balance of the retirement allowance 
shall be transferred from the contingent reserve 
fund. 

Any surplus or deficit developing in the retire- 
ment reserve fund shall be adjusted from time to 
time by transfer to or from the contingent reserve 
fund by appropriate action of the board of trustees. 

22. The pension fund of the retirement system 
is the fund in which shall be accumulated the re- 
serves for the payment of pensions to present- 
entrant members, and from it shall be paid all re- 
tirement allowances of present-entrant members 
and of all beneficiaries of the Teachers’ Pension 
aud Annuity Fund who, as of the effective date of 
this aet, were receiving pensions from the pension 
fund. All reserves for the payment of annuities 
to persons receiving pensions from the pension 
fund, as of the effective date of this act, are hereby 
transferred from the former annuity reserve fund 
to the pension fund. Upon the retirement of a 
present-entrant member, the accumulated deduc- 
tions of the member shall be transferred from the 
annuity savings fund to the pension fund. The 
board of trustees shall annually transfer from the 
contingent reserve fund to the pension fund the 
annual State and employer contributions on account 
of present-entrant members as computed in ac- 
cordance with subsection ‘‘(a)’’ of section 18 and 
the deficiency contribution made by the State in 
accordance with subsection ‘‘(¢)*’ of section 18 
of this act. Any surplus or deficit developing in 
the pension fund shall be adjusted from time to 
time by transfer to or from the contingent reserve 
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fund by the appropriate action of the board of 
trustees. 

23. If the pension or the annuity of a beneficiary 
is canceled, the appropriate reserve shall be. trans- 
ferred to the annuity savings fund and in the case 
of other than a present-entrant to the contingent 
reserve fund. If the pension of a disability bene- 
ficiary who was not a present-entrant is reduced 
in accordance with section 40 as a result of an in- 
crease in his earning capacity, the amount of the 
annual reduction in his pension shall be paid an- 
nually into the contingent reserve fund during the 
period of the reduction. 

24. There is hereby created an interest fund in 
which shall be accumulated interest received on the 
securities, funds and investments of the retirement 
system. From this fund the board of trustees shall 
periodically credit interest to the other funds of 
the system as provided in this act. Any surplus 
or deficit developing in the interest fund shall be 
adjusted from time to time by transfer to or from 
the contingent reserve fund by appropriate action 
of the board of trustees. Interest payable to a 
member or his beneficiary under any provision of 
this act shall be paid from the interest fund. 

25. The board of trustees at the end of each fiscal 
vear shall allow interest on the balance of the con- 
tingent reserve fund, the retirement reserve fund, 
pension fund and the members’ death benefit fund 
as of the beginning of said fiseal vear at the regular 
interest rate applicable thereto to cover the interest 
creditable to the respective funds for the year. 
The amount so allowed shall be due and payable 
to said funds and shall be credited annually thereto 
by the board. 

26. The members’ death benefit fund shall be a 
fund in which shall be accumulated contributions 
from the compensation of members to provide for 
their additional death benefits under the provisions 
of section 53. Upon the death of a member electing 
the additional death benefit, the additional death 
benefit payable shall be paid from the member’s 
death benefit fund. 
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27. The special reserve fund shall be the fund 
to which all profits on the sale of securities shall 
be transferred. All losses from the sale of se- 
eurities shall be charged against the profits de- 
posited in said special reserve fund arising as 
aforesaid on the sale of securities. 

28. The various funds created by this act shall 
be subject to examination by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance. The Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance shall have the power, when- 
ever he deems the same expedient, to make or cause 
to be made an examination of all the assets and 
liabilities, method of conducting business and all 
other affairs of the retirement system and shall 
make such examination at least once every 3 years. 

For the purpose of such examination the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance may employ 
such persons to conduct the same or to assist 
therein as he may deem advisable. For the pur- 
pose of such examination all securities, books, 
papers or other documents owned by, in the pos- 
session of, or relating to the retirement system 
shall be made available on demand for the inspec- 
tion of the commissioner or any of his duly au- 
thorized assistants. The reasonable expenses of 
such examination shall be fixed and determined by 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance and 
le shall collect the same from the retirement sys- 
tem, which shall pay the same when appropriated 
by the Legislature. The report on sueh examina- 
tion shall be filed in the Department of Banking and 
Insurance and a copy thereof shall be transmitted to 
the board of trustees of the system and to the Gov- 
ernor. Neither the commissioner nor any appointee 
thereof shall be liable for any statement included 
therein. 

29. Upon the basis of such tables as the board 
adopts, and regular interest, the actuary of the 
board shall determine for each member the pro- 
portion of compensation, exclusive of the rate for 
any additional death benefit provided under sec- 
tion 53 of this act, which, when deducted from each

payment of his prospective earnable compensation 
prior to service retirement and accumulated at reg- 
ular interest until he retires, shall be computed 
to be sufficient to provide, at that time, an annuity 
equal to 1% of the retirement allowance then allow- 
able for service as a member after the establish- 
ment of the retirement system. 

Any member of the retirement system as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1956, shall pay the proportion of compen- 
sation as provided by section 5 of this act applicable 
to the age at enrollment, which proportion shall not 
be increased during the continuation of member- 
ship other than as provided in section 67, and shall 
make any special payments either as lump sums or 
as installment payments as required by the board 
of trustees as a result of election by the member 
to obtain additional service credit. Members enroll- 
ing on and after the effective date of this act shall 
contribute at the proportions applicable to Class 
B members of the ‘‘ Public Employees’ Retirement 
System’’ as of January 2, 1955, except that the 
board of trustees may from time to time adopt for 
employees becoming members thereafter new pro- 
portions of compensation to be determined as pro- 
vided in the preceding paragraph. No member shall 
be required during the continuation of his member- 
ship to increase the proportion of compensation 
certified at the time of becoming a member as pay- 
able by him other than as provided in section 67. 

30. Every teacher to whom this act applies shall 
be deemed to consent and agree to any deduction 
from his compensation required by this act and 
to all other provisions of this aet. Notwithstand- 
ing any other law, rule or regulation affecting the 
salary, pay, compensation, other perquisites, or 
tenure of a person to whom this act apples or shall 
apply, and notwithstanding that the minimum 
salary, pay or compensation or other perquisite 
provided by law for him shall be reduced thereby, 
payment, less such deductions, shall be a full and 
complete discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands for service rendered by him during 
the period covered by such payment. 
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31. The board of trustees shall certify to each em- 
ployer the proportion of each member’s compensa- 
tion to be deducted in accordance with rules and 
regulations established by the board of trustees, 
and to facilitate the making of deductions the board 
of trustees may modify the deduction required by a 
member of such amount as shall not exceed %o of 
1% of the compensation upon the basis of which the 
deduction is to be made. 

Except as provided in sections 26 and 27 the 
board of trustees shall cause to be credited in the 
annuity savings fund to the individual account of 
each member any amounts so deducted or contribu- 
ted by him. 

32. Upon the employment of a person to whom 
this act may apply, his employer shall inform him 
of his duties and obligations under this act as a con- 
dition of his employment; the employer shall notify 
the board of trustees of such appointment within 10 
davs thereafter; it shall keep such records and 
from time to time furnish such information as the 
hoard of trustees in the discharge of its duties may 
require; deduct the proportion of salary and extra 
salary deductions as certified by the board of trus- 
tees; transfer each of the amounts so deducted to 
the retirement system; and shall transmit to the 
board of trustees monthly or at such intervals as 
the board designates a detailed statement of all 
amounts so paid. Where there is a delay of more 
than 90 days in the transmittal of such amounts, 
there shall be an interest charge of 6% per annum. 
Any failure on the part of the employer to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall constitute 
a default, and the State Board of Education may 
withhold school moneys from the district until the 
default is made good. 

33. a. Hach employer as of January 1, 1955, of a 
veteran member who was employed as a teacher 
on January 1, 1955, shall pay the liability for such 
veteran member as computed by the actuary in ac- 
cordance with subsection ‘‘d’’ of section 18 of this 
aet; provided, however, that no annual payment by 
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an employer other than the State shall be greater 
than the annual payment certified as provided be- 
iow for the fiscal year begnning July 1, 1957. 

The board of trustees shall annually certify, for 
a period of 30 years beginning July 1, 1957, to the 
Commissioner of Education, the State Treasurer, 
and to each employer of a veteran member who was 
employed as a teacher on January 1, 1955, the con- 
tributions due on behalf of such veteran members 
as described above payable by the employer to the 
contingent reserve fund. The Commissioner of HEd- 
ucation shall deduct the amount so certified from 
the certification, to the State Treasurer and the 
Director of the Division of Budget and Account- 
ing, of State aid payable to such employer under 
the provisions of chapter 85, P. L. 1954. 

The State Treasurer, upon warrant of the Di- 
rector of the Division of Budget and Accounting, 
shall pay the amounts so deducted to the retire- 
ment system. In the event that no State aid is 
payable under chapter 85, P. L. 1954, to such em- 
ployer, the board of trustees shall certify the 
amount due on behalf of such veteran members to 
the chief fiscal officer of such employer. 

The contributions so certified by the board of 
trustees shall be paid to the retirement system on 
July 1 in each year commencing with July 1, 19957. 

b. Regular interest charges payable, the creation 
and maintenance of reserves in the contingent re- 
serve fund and the maintenance of retirement 
allowances and other benefits granted by the board 
of trustees under the provisions of this act, except 
the amounts payable by other employers under the 
provisions of this section, are hereby made obliga- 
tions of the State. Except as provided in section 
27, all income, interest, and dividends derived from 
deposits and investments authorized by this act 
shall be used for payment of these obligations of 
the State. 

Upon the basis of each actuarial determination 
and appraisal provided for in this act, the board 
of trustees shall prepare and submit to the Gov- 
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ernor in each year an itemized estimate of the 
amounts necessary to be appropriated by the State 
to provide for payment in full during the ensuing 
fiseal year of the obligations of the State accruing 
during that year. The Legislature shall make an 
appropriation sufficient to provide for such obliga- 
tions of the State. The amounts so appropriated 
shall be paid into the contingent reserve fund. 

34. A member who withdraws from service or 
ceases to be a teacher for any cause other than 
death or retirement shall receive all, or such part 
as he demands, of the accumulated deductions 
standing to the credit of bis individual account in 
the annuity savings fund, plus regular interest on 
contributions made after January 1, 1956, less any 
loan outstanding, and except that for any period 
after June 30, 1944, the interest payable shall be 
such proportion of the interest determined at the 
regular rate as 2% per annum bears to the regular 
rate of interest; provided, however, that no inter- 
est shall be payable if such a member does not 
have 3 years of membership service at the time of 
withdrawal from service or cessation of employ- 
ment. 

Kixeept as provided for in sections 7 and 8 of 
this act, he shall cease to be a member 2 years from 
the date he discontinued service as a teacher, or, 
if prior thereto, upon the date when payment to 
him on demand of his accumulated deductions ex- 
ceeds 1% of the acumulated deductions. The board 
of trustees may, in its discretion, withhold, for not 
more than 1 year after a member ceases to be a 
teacher, all or part of his accumulated deductions, 
if he previously withdrew from the annuity savings 
fund all or part of his accumulated deductions and 
failed to redeposit that amount to the credit of his 
individual account in the fund. No veteran member 
shall be entitled to withdraw the amount of his 
accumulated deductions contributed by his em- 
ployer covering his military leave unless he shall 
have returned to the payroll and contributed to the 
retirement system for a period of 90 days. 
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30. After January 1, 1959, any member who has 
at least 3 years of service as a member to his 
eredit may borrow from the retirement system, 
with the approval of the board of trustees, an 
amount equal to not more than 50% of the amount 
of his accumulated deductions, but not less than 
£90.00; provided, that the amount so borrowed, to- 
gether with interest thereon, can be repaid by addi- 
tional deductions from compensation, not in excess 
of 25% of the member’s compensation, made at the 
same time compensation is paid to the member, but 
not after the attainment of age 60. The amount so 
borrowed, together with interest at the rate of 4% 
per annum on any unpaid balance thereof, shall 
be repaid to the retirement system in equal install- 
ments by deduction from the compensation of the 
member at the time the compensation is paid and 
in such amounts as the board of trustees shall ap- 
prove, but such installments shall be at least equal 
to the member’s contribution to the retirement sys- 
tem and at least sufficient to repay the amount 
borrowed with interest thereon by the time the 
member attains age 60. Not more than 2 loans may 
be granted to any member in any fiscal year. Not- 
withstanding any other law affecting the salary or 
compensation of any person or persons to whom 
this act applies or shall apply, the additional de- 
duetions required to repay the loan shall be made. 
Any unpaid balance of a loan at the time any benefit 
may become payable before the attainment of age 
60 shall be deducted from the benefit otherwise 
payable. 

Loans may be to a member from his accumulated 
deductions. In addition the board of trustees is 
hereby authorized to set aside moneys within the 
contingent reserve fund from which loans to mem- 
bers may be made. If such moneys are used for the 
purpose of making loans, the interest earned on 
such loans shall be treated in the same manner as 
interest earned from investments of the retirement 
system. 
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36. Should a member, after having completed 20 
years of service, be separated voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily from the service, before reaching serv- 
ice retirement age, and not by removal for in- 
efficiency, Incapacity, conduct unbecoming a teacher 
or other just cause under the provisions of sections 
18:13-16 to 18:13-19 of the Revised Statutes, in- 
clusive, such person may elect to receive, in lieu of 
the payment provided in section 34: 

a. the payments provided for in section 37 of 
ihis act, if he so qualifies under said section; or 

b. a deferred retirement allowance, beginning at 
age 60, which shall be 4%o of his final compensation 
for each year of service credited as Class A service 
and %o of his final compensation for each year of 
service eredited as Class B service, calculated in ac- 
cordance with section 44 of this act, with optional 
privileges provided for in section 47 of this act; 
provided, also that such election is communicated 
by such member to the board of trustees in writing 
stating at what time subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof he desires to be retired; and pro- 
vided further, that such member may later elect: 
(a) to receive the payments provided for in section 
37 of this act, if he had qualified under that section 
at the time of leaving service; or (b) to withdraw 
his accumulated deductions with interest as pro- 
vided in section 34, or, if sueh member shall die 
before attaining service retirement age, then his 
uccumulated deductions, plus regular interest after 
January 1, 1956, shall be paid to such person, if 
living, as he shall have nominated by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the board of 
trustees, otherwise to the executor or adminis- 
trator. of the member’s estate. 

37. Should a member resign after having com- 
pleted 25-years of service before reaching service 
retirement age, he may elect ‘‘early retirement,”’ 
on which he shall receive, in lieu of the payment 
provided in section 34 of this act, a total retirement 
allowance of %o of his final compensation for each 
vear of service credited as Class A service and Y%o 
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of his final compensation for each year of service 
eredited as Class B service, caleulated in accord- 
ance with section 44 of this act, reduced by % of 
1% for each month that the member lacks of being 
age 60 at the time of resignation, except that in the 
ease of a member who has not attained age 53 at 
the time of resignation, the reduction is equal to 
42% plus % of 1% for each month the member 
lacks of being age 53 at the time of resignation, and 
with the optional privileges provided for in section 
47 of this act.

Lae receipt of proper proof of the death of a member 
in service on account of which no accidental death 
henefit is payable under section 46, there shall be 
paid to such person, if living, as he shall have nom- 
inated by written designation duly executed and 
filed with the board of trustees, otherwise to the ex- 
eeutor or administrator of the member’s estate: 

(a) His accumulated deductions at the time of 
death together with regular interest after January 
1, 1956; and 

(b) An amount equal to 11% times the compensa- 
tion received by the member in the last year of 
creditable service. 

A member may file with the board of trustees, 
and alter from time to time during his lifetime, as 
desired, a duly attested written new nomination of 
the payee of the death benefit provided under this 
section. Such member may also file, and alter from 
time to time during his lifetime, as desired, a re- 
quest with the board of trustees directing payment 
of said benefit in 1 sum or in equal annual install- 
ments over a period of years or as a life annuity.

For the purposes of this section and section 53 
of this act, a member shall be deemed to be in serv- 
ice for a period of no more than 2 years while on 
official leave of absence without pay; provided, that

trustees that such leave of absence without pay is 
due to illness. For the purposes of this section and 
section 53 of this act, a member shall be deemed to 
be in service for a period of no more than 93 days 
while on official leave of absence without pay when 
such leave of absence is due to any reason other 
than illness. In order for a member to be covered 
for the optional death benefits provided by section 
53 of this act, he shall continue to make contribu- 
tions for same during the period such member is on 
official leave of absence without pay. 

39. A member, who shall have been a teacher 
aud a member of the retirement system for 
each of the 10 years next preceeding his retire- 
ment, shall, upon the application of his employer or 
upon his own application or the application of one 
acting in his behalf, be retired for ordinary dis- 
ability by the board of trustees, on a regular dis- 
ability allowance if he is under 60 years of age and 
on a service allowance if he has reached or passed 
that age. The physician or physicians designated by 
the board shall have first made a medical examina- 
{ion of him at his residence or at any other place 
mutually agreed upon and shall have certified to 
the board that the member is physically or men- 
tallv incapacitated for the performance of duty and 
should be retired. 

A member shall, upon the application of his em- 
ployer or upon his own application or the applica- 
tion of one acting in his behalf, be retired by 
the board of trustees, if said member is disabled 
as the result of personal injuries sustained in or 
from an accident arising out of and in the course 
of his employment, on an accident disability 
allowance. No such application shall be valid 
or acted upon unless a report of the accident, 
in a form acceptable to the board of trustees, is filed 
in the office of the retirement system within 60 days 
next following the accident; no such application 
shall be valid or acted upon unless it is filed in the 
office of the retirement system within 2 vears of

the date of the accident; provided, however, that 
the board of trustees may waive strict coimphance 
with either or both time limitations, if the board is 
satisfied (1) that a report of the accident from 
which the disability is claimed to have resulted was 
filed with the appointing authority with reasonable 
promptitude and in no event later than 60 days 
after the accident, and (2) the applicant shall show 
that his failure to file a report with the board of 
trustees or to file his application for retirement 
within the time limited by law was due to mistake, 
inadvertence, ignorance of fact or law, inability, or 
to the fraud, misrepresentation or deceit of anv 
person, or to a delay in the manifestation of the in- 
capacity, or to any other reasonable cause or ex- 
cuse, and (3) that the application for retirement 
was filed in good faith and the circumstances 
justify its favorable consideration. 

Before consideration of an application for ac- 
cident disability allowance by the board of trustees, 
the physician or physicians designated by the 
board shall have first made a medical examination 
of the member at his residence or at any other place 
mutually agreed upon and shall have certified to the 
board that he is physically or mentally incapaci- 
tated for the performance of duty, and should be 
retired, and the employer shall have certified to 
the board that an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment was the natural and prox- 
imate cause of the disability, the time and place 
where the duty causing the disability was per- 
formed, that the disability was not the result of 
his willful negligence and that the member should 
be retired. 

Onee each year the board of trustees may, 
Cenditions of and upon his application shall, require any dis- 
retirement, ability beneficiary who is under the age of 60 years 
restoration to undergo medical examination by a physician 
mse“ or physicians designated by the board. The exam- 
mation shall be made at the residence of the bene- 
ficiary or any other place mutually agreed upon. 
Tf the physician or physicians thereupon report and

and to the pension shall be forfeited. 

Upon application to the employer by whom he 
was employed at the time of his retirement, any 
beneficary, while under the age of 60 years, may, 
in the discretion of the employer, be restored to 
active service. No disability beneficiary restored to 
service shall be compelled or permitted to become 
a member, or to receive any benefits other than 
those previously awarded to him, as long as his an- 
nual rate of compensation is less than his final ecom- 
pensation at the time of his retirement. Any bene- 
ficlary under the age of 60 years, who is restored 
to active service at an annual rate of compensation 
equal to or greater than his final compensation at 
the time of his retirement, or whose annual rate of 
compensation is increased at any time after his 
restoration to service, to a rate equal to or greater 
than his final compensation at the time of his retire- 
ment, shall thereupon again become a member of 
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the retirement system. His retirement allowance 
shall be canceled, and notwithstanding anything in 
this act to the contrary, the appropriate reserves 
shall be transferred as provided in section 23.

42. Subject to the provisions of section 68 of this 
act, a member upon retirement for accident dis- 
ability shall receive a service retirement allowance 
if he has attained the age of 70; otherwise he shall 
receive a retirement allowance which shall consist 
of : 

(a) an annuity which shall be the actuarial 
equivalent of his accumulated deductions at the

(b) a pension, in addition to the annuity, of % 
of his actual annual compensation for which con- 
tributions were being made at the time of the oceur- 
rence of the accident.

of creditable service. 

43. Retirement for service shall be as follows: 

(a) A member who shall have reached 60 years 
of age may retire from service by filing with the 
board of trustees a written statement, duly attested, 
stating at which time subsequent to the execution 
and filing thereof he desires to be retired. The 
board of trustees shall retire him at the time spec- 
ified or at such other time within 30 days after the 
date so specified as the board finds advisable. 

(b) Kach and every member who shall have 
reached 70 years of age shall be retired by the board 
of trustees for service forthwith, or at such time 
within 1 year thereafter as it deems advisable. 
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(c) Any member, who has attained the age of 
62 years shall, upon the request of his employer, be 
retired from service if a written statement duly 
attested is filed by his employer with the board of 
trustees setting forth at what time, subsequent to 
the execution and filing thereof, his employer de- 
sires such retirement. The board of trustees shall 
retire the member at the time specified or at such 
other time within 30 days thereafter as it finds ad- 
visable. 

44, Subject to the provisions of section 68 of this 
act, a member, upon retirement for service, shall 
receive a retirement allowance consisting of: 

(a) an annuity which shall be the actuarial equiv- 
alent of his accumulated deductions, less any excess 
contributions as provided in section 20; and 

(b) a pension which, when added to the annuity, 
will produce a retirement allowance of %o of his 
final compensation for each year of service credited 
as Class A service and %o of his final compensation 
for each year of service credited as Class B service. 

In the case of a member who was age 60 or over 
on the effective date of this act, who if he had re- 
tired immediately would have had an annuity in 
excess of 440 of his final compensation for each 
year of membership service, the amount of such 
exeess annuity determined as of such date shall not 
he used in determining the pension on immediate or 
subsequent retirement. 

Except as provided in section 69, upon the receipt 
of proper proofs of the death of a member who has 
retired on a service retirement allowance, there 
shall be paid to such person, if living, as be shall 
have nominated by written designation duly ex- 
eeuted and filed with the board of trustees, other- 
wise to the executor or administrator of the mem- 
ber’s estate, an amount equal to %46 of the 
compensation received by the member in the last 

ear of creditable service. 

45. Any present-entrant meee who has had 35 
vears of service as a teacher to his credit shall be 
retired at his request, irrespective of his age, and 
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shall receive, subject to the provisions of section 68, 
a retirement allowance, calculated in accordance 
with section 44 of this act, consisting of not less 
than %o of his final compensation for each year of 
credited service at retirement. 

46. Upon the death of a member in active service 
as a result of an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment and not as the result of 
his wilful negligence, an accident death benefit 
shall be payable, if a report, in a form acceptable to 
the board of trustees, of the accident is filed in the 
office of the retirement system within 60 days next 
following the accident, but the board of trustees 
may waive such time limit, for a reasonable period, 
if in the judgment of the board the circumstances 
warrant such action. Evidence must be submitted 
to the board of trustees proving that the natural 
and proximate cause of his death was an accident 
arising out of and in the course of employment at 
some definite time and place. 

Upon application by or on behalf of the depend- 
ents of such deceased member, the board of 
trustees, in addition to the payment of his accumu- 
lated deductions as provided in section 38 of this 
act, shall grant an allowance of 1% of the final com- 
pensation of such member, if the member was a 
male teacher, as a pension to his widow, to con- 
tinue during her widowhood; or, if no widow, or in 
case the widow dies or remarries before the voung- 
est child of such deceased member attains age 18, 
or if the member was a married female emplovee, 
then the child or children of such member under 
age 18, divided in such manner as the board in its 
diseretion shall determine, to continue until the 
voungest surviving child dies or attains age 18. Tf 
there be no widow or child under age 18 surviving 
such member, then there shall be paid a cash sum 
equal to 144 times the amount of his or her final 
compensation to his or her estate or to such person 
as he or she shall have nominated by written desig- 
nation duly acknowledged and filed with the board 
of trustees. In no ease shall the aecident death 
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benefit under this section be less than that pro- 
vided for ordinary death benefit under the pro- 
visions of section 38. 

No such applieation shall be valid or acted upon 
unless it is filed in the office of the retirement 
system within 2 years of the date of the accident; 
but the board of trustees may waive such time limit, 
for a reasonable period, if in the judgment of the 
board the circumstances warrant such action.

Opeenr act, at the time of his retirement any member may 
elect to receive his benefits in a retirement allow- 
ance payable throughout life, or he may on retire- 
ment elect to receive the actuarial equivalent at the 
time of his annuity, his pension or his retirement 
allowance, in a lesser annuity, or a lesser pension, 
or a lesser retirement allowance, payable through- 
out life, with the provision that: 

Option 1. If he dies before he has received in pay-

Upon his death, his annuity, his pen- 
sion or his retirement allowance shall be continued 
throughout the life of and paid to such person as 
he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the board of trustees 
at the time of his retirement. 

Option 3. Upon his death, 12 of his annuity, his 
pension or retirement allowance shall be continued 
throughout the life of and paid to such person as 
he shall nominate by written designation duly 
acknowledged and filed with the board of trustees at 
the time of his retirement. 

Option 4. Some other benefit or benefits shall be 
paid either to the member or to whomever he nom- 
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inates, if such other benefit or benefits, together 
with the lesser annuity, or lesser pension, or lesser 
retirement allowance, shall be certified by the 
actuary to be of equivalent actuarial value and 
shall be approved by the board of trustees. 

No optional selection shall be effective in case a 
beneficiary dies within 30 days after retirement 
and such a beneficiary shall be considered an active 
member at the time of death until the first pay- 
ae on account of any benefit becomes normally 

ue. 

48, A pension, an annuity or a retirement allow- 
ance granted under the provisions of this act shall 
be paid in equal monthly installments and shall 
not be decreased, increased, revoked, or repealed, 
except as otherwise provided in this act; provided, 
however, that at the time any benefit becomes pay- 
able, any unpaid balance of a loan or arrearage 
outstanding shall be deducted from any benefit 
otherwise payable. 

49. Any member or beneficiary of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund who was a member of 
the Teachers’ Retirement Fund as created by L.

(2) Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member selecting coverage under 
this section who has retired on an ordinary or 
accident disability retirement allowance, there 
shall be paid to such person, if living, as he 
shall have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the board of 
trustees, otherwise to the executor or adminis- 
trator of the member’s estate, an amount equal 
to 4« of the compensation received by the mem- 
ber in the last year of creditable service. 


b. Each member selecting additional death bene- 
fit coverage under this section shall agree to the 
deduction of a percentage of his compensation in 
addition to that required under section 29. The 
actuary of the retirement system shall determine 
the percentages of contribution which, if deducted 
from each payment of the prospective earnable 
compensation throughout active service of a mem- 
ber selecting coverage under this section, are com- 
puted to be sufficient to provide the benefits selected 
under this section.

This required percentage shall 
be fixed by the board of trustees. Such application 
shall be made with the secretary of the board of 
trustees in such manner and upon such forms as 
the board of trustees shall provide. 

e. Any other provision of this act notwithstand- 
ing, the additional contributions of members select- 
ing additional death benefit coverage under this 
section shall not be returnable to the member or 
his beneficiary in any manner, or for any reason 
whatsoever, except in the form of the death benefit 
herein provided, nor shall such contributions be 
included in any annuity payable to any such mem- 
ber or his beneciary. 

f. A member selecting additional death benefit 
coverage under this section may file with the board 
of trustees, and alter from time to time during his 
lifetime, as desired, a duly attested, written new 
nomination of the payee of the death benefit pro- 
vided under this section. Such member may also 
file and alter from time to time during his lifetime, 
as desired, a request with the board of trustees 
directing payment of said benefit in 1 sum or in 
equal annual installments over a period of years 
or as a life annuity. Upon the death of such a 
member, a beneficiary to whom a benefit is payable 
in 1 sum may elect to receive the amount payable 
in equal annual installments over a period of years 
or as a life annuity. 
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54. Whenever any beneficiary of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund shall, in writing, request 
the board of trustees to make deductions from his 
retirement allowance for the payment of premiums 
for any hospital service plan or medical surgical 
plan or both, the board of trustees may make such 
deductions and transmit the sum so deducted to 
the company carrying the policy or policies. Any 
such written authorization may be withdrawn by 
any member upon filing notice of such withdrawal 
with the board of trustees. 

55. The Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund 
shall for purposes of this act possess the powers 
and privileges of a corporation. 

56. The general administration and responsi- 
bility for the proper operation of the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund and for making effective 
the provisions of this act shall be vested in the 
board of trustees. Subject to the limitations of 
the law, the board shall, from time to time, establish 
rules and regulations for the administration and 
transaction of its business and for the control of the 
funds created by this act and shall perform any 
other functions required for the execution of this 
act. The membership of the board shall consist of 
the following: 


(a) The State Treasurer; 

(b) One trustee appointed by the Governor 
for a term of 3 years; 

(c) Three trustees elected by the member- 
ship from among the members of the retire- 
ment system, 1 of whom shall be elected each 
year for a 3-year term in such manner as the 
board of trustees may prescribe; 

(d) One trustee not a teacher nor an officer 
of the State, elected by the other trustees for a 
term of 3 years. 


The terms of office of the members of the board 
of trustees on the effective date of this act shall 
continue for the periods for which they were ap- 
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pointed or elected. A vacancy occurring in the 
board of trustees shall be filled for the unexpired 
term in the same manner as provided in this sec- 
tion for regular appointment or election to the 
position where the vacancy exists. 

Kach member of the board shall, upon appoint- 
ment or election, take an oath of office that, so far 
as 1t devolves upon him, he will diligently and hon- 
estly administer the board’s affairs, and that he 
will not knowingly violate or willfully permit to be 
violated any provision of law applicable to this act. 
The oath shall be subscribed to by the member mak- 
ing it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken 
and filed immediately in the office of the Secretary 
of State. 

Each trustee shall be entitled to 1 vote in the 
board and a majority of all the votes of the entire 
board shall be necessary for a decision by the board 
of trustees at a meeting of the board. The board 
shall keep a record of all its proceedings, which 
shall be open to public inspection. 

The members of the board shall serve without 
compensation but shall be reimbursed for any 
necessary expenditures. No employee shall suffer 
loss of salary or wages through serving on the 
board. The compensation for all persons employed 
by the board shall be fixed by it, within the limits 
of appropriations made available to the board.

The actuary shall be the technical advisor of the 
board on matters regarding the operation of the 
funds created by the provisions of this act and shall 
perform such other duties as are required in con- 
nection therewith. 

The Attorney-General shall be the legal adviser 
of the retirement system. 
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58. The actuary appointed by the board shall 
recommend, and the board shall keep in convenient 
form, such data as shall be necessary for actuarial 
valuation of the various funds created by this act. 
Once in every 5-year period the actuary shall make 
an actuarial investigation into the mortality, serv- 
tee and compensation or salary experience of the 
members and beneficiaries as defined in this act 
and shall make a valuation of the assets and lia- 
bilities of the various funds created by this act.

59. The board shall publish annually a report 
showing a valuation of the assets and liabilities 
of the funds created by this act, certifying as to 
the accumulated cash and securities of the funds 
and stating any other facts, recommendations and 
data which may be of use in the advancement of 
knowledge concerning teachers’ pensions and an- 
nuities. The board shall submit the report to the 
Governor and furnish a copy to every employer for 
use of the members and the public. 

60. Except as otherwise herein provided, no 
trustee and no employee of the board of trustees 
shall have any direct interest in the gains or profits 
of any investments made by the board of trustees; 
nor shall any trustee or employee of the board 
directly or indirectly, for himself or as an agent, in 
any manner use the moneys of the retirement sys- 
tem, except to make such current and necessary 
payments as are authorized by the board of trus- 
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tees; nor shall any trustee or employee of the board 
of trustees become an endorser or surety, or in any 
manner an obligor for moneys loaned to or bor- 
rowed from the board of trustees. 

61. The board of trustees shall be and are hereby 
constituted trustees of the various funds and ac- 
counts established by this act; provided, however, 
that all functions, powers and duties relating to the 
investment or reinvestment of moneys of, and pur- 
chase, sale or exchange of any investments or se- 
curities, of or for any fund or account established 
under this act, shall be exercised and performed by 
the Director of the Division of Investment in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of chapter 270, P. L. 
1950, as amended and supplemented. Before any 
such investment, reinvestment, purchase, sale or 
exchange shall be made by said director for or on 
behalf of the board of trustees, the Director of the 
Division of Investment shall submit the details 
thereof to such board of trustees, which shall, itself 
or by its finance committee, within 48 hours, exclu- 
sive of Sundays and public holidays, after such 
submission to it, file with the director its written 
acceptance or rejection of such proposed invest- 
ment, reinvestment, purchase, sale or exchange; 
and the director shall have authority to make such 
investment, reinvestment, purchase, sale or ex- 
change for or on behalf of such board of trustees, 
unless there shall have been filed with him a writ- 
ten rejection thereof by such board of trustees as 
herein provided. The board of trustees shall de- 


- termine from time to time the cash requirements 


of the various funds and accounts established by 
this act and the amount available for investment, 


~ all of which shall be certified to the State Treasurer 
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and the Director of the Division of Investment. 


A member of the board of trustees to be desig- 
nated by a majority vote thereof shall serve on the 
State investment council as a representative of 
said board of trustees, for a term of 1 year and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 
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The finance committee of the board of trustees 
shall be appointed on or before July 1 of each cal- 
endar year by the chairman of the board of trustees 
to serve through June 30 of the ensuing calendar 
vear and until their successors are appointed. The 
finance committee of the board of trustees shall 
consist of 8 members of the board of trustees, 1 of 
whom shall be the State Treasurer. 

62. The State Treasurer shall be the custodian 
of the funds created by this act, shall select all de- 
positories and custodians and shall negotiate and 
execute custody agreements in connection with the 
assets or investments of any of said funds. 

All payments from the funds shall be made by 
him only upon voucher signed by the chairman and 
countersigned by the secretary of the board of 
trustees. No voucher shall be drawn, except upon 
the authority of the board duly entered in the rec- 
ord of its proceedings. 

63. If any change or error in records results in 
a member or beneficiary receiving from the retire- 
ment system more or less than he would have been 
entitled to receive had the records been correct, 
then on discovery of the error, the board of trustees 
shall correct it and, so far as practicable, adjust 
the payments in such a manner that the actuarial 
equivalent of the benefit to which he was correctly 
entitled shall be paid. 

64. A person who knowingly makes a false state- 
ment, or falsifies or permits to be falsified any 
record of the retirement system, in an attempt to 
defraud the system as a result of such act shall be 
euilty of a misdemeanor. 

65. The State agency, with the approval of the 
Governor, is hereby authorized and directed to en- 
ter on behalf of the State into an agreement with 
the secretary of the United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare for the purposes 
of extending the provisions of the Federal old-ave 
and survivors insurance system to service per- 
formed by employees in positions covered by the 
provisions of sections 24 to 110, inclusive, of 
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chapter 13 of Title 18 of the Revised Statutes of 
New Jersey with all amendments and supplements, 
or by this act; provided, however, 

(a) That such employees are members of a re- 
tirement system coverage group within the meaning 
of the Social Security Act as amended; 

(b) That the agreement shall not be made appli- 
cable to services in such positions so long as said 
positions are barred from coverage by the provi- 
sions of the Social Security Act as amended; 

(c) That the agreement shall be consistent with 
the terms and provisions of this act. It shall cover 
all employment in positions covered by the Teach- 
ers’ Pension and Annuity Fund on the date of this 
enactment and each board of education or other 
employer in the State shall be deemed to have sub- 
mitted a plan in accordance with the provisions of 


‘section 5 of chapter 253, laws of 1951, as amended; 


(d) That the effective date of said Social Se- 
curity agreement shall be January 1, 1955. 

66. The amount of the employer’s share of the 
Social Security contributions for members shall be 
provided from the contingent reserve fund for 
service from January 1, 1955, to June 30, 1956; 
thereafter the State of New Jersey shall provide 
such amounts by appropriations upon certification 
by the State Treasurer as to the amounts required; 
provided, however, that the State’s provision for 
such Social Security contributions shall be limited 
to contributions upon compensation upon which 
members’ contributions to the retirement system 
are based. The employer shall pay the employer’s 
share of Social Security contribution upon all other 
wages. 

67. Prior to January 1, 1960, amounts equal to 
the Social Security contributions by each member 
upon compensation upon which such member’s con- 
tributions to the retirement system are based shall 
be deducted from the contributions required to be 
paid to the retirement system by such member as 
provided in section 29 of this act. On and after 
January 1, 1960, amounts equal to the Social Se- 
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curity contributions by each member upon compen- 
sation upon which such member’s contributions to 
the retirement system are based shall be deducted 
from the contributions required to be paid to the 
retirement system by such member to the extent 
of the Social Security rate of contribution in effect 
on December 31, 1959. Any change in the rate of 
contribution to the Social Security fund after De- 
cember 31, 1959, shall result in a corresponding 
change in the amount of contributions payable by 
the member. 

Contributions by members of the retirement sys- 
tem to the Social Security fund shall be made in the 
manner prescribed by the State agency for Social 
Security. Contributions to the Social Security fund 
shall not be subject to any provisions of this act 
dealing with the withdrawal of contributions, loans, 
or the payment of any annuities, pensions, disa- 
bility or death benefits. 

68. When a member who retires reaches age 69 
or upon retirement of a member after the attain- 
ment of age 65, the board of trustees shall reduce 
ihe retirement allowance by the amount of the old 
age insurance benefit under Title II of the Social 
Security Act paid or payable to him whether re- 
ceived or not. Membership in the retirement sys- 
tem shall presume the member’s acceptance of and 
consent to such reduction. However, such reduction 
shall be subject to the following limitations: 

(a) The amount of the old age insurance benefit 
shall be computed in the same manner as computed 
by the Federal Social Security Administration, 
except that in determining such benefit amount only 
the wages or compensation for services performed 
in the employ of the State, or 1 or more of its in- 
strumentalities, 1 or more of its political subdi- 
visions, or 1 or more instrumentalities of its polit- 
ical subdivisions, or 1 or more instrumentalities of 
the State and 1 or more of its political subdivisions 
shall be included. 
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(b) Eligibility to the old age insurance benefit 
shall be computed in the same manner as computed 
by the Federal Social Security Administration, ex- 
cept that in determining such eligibility only the 
quarters of coverage and wages or compensation 
for services performed in the employ of the State, 
or 1 or more of its instrumentalities, or 1 or more 
of its political subdivisions, or 1 or more instru- 
mentalities of its political subdivisions, or 1 or 
more instrumentalities of the State and 1 or more 
of its political subdivisions shall be included. 

(c) The retirement allowance shall not be re- 
duced below the amount of the annuity portion of 
the retirement allowance fixed at the time of the 
member’s retirement, unless the member shall, at 
the time of retirement, agree to such reduction in 
order to provide a higher level of payments prior 
to attaining age 65 based upon his accumulated 
deductions. 

(d) The reduction shall apply in the following 
cases only: 


(1) Retirement for age. 

(2) Retirement for disability. 

(3) Retirement for age on a deferred retire- 
ment allowance, as provided in section 36 of. 
this act. 

(4) Where an allowance is being paid upon 
resignation after 25 years of service, as pro- 
vided in section 37 of this act. 

(5) Where an allowance is being paid upon 
retirement after 35 years of service as provided 
in section 45 of this act. 


(e) Any increase in the amount of the old age 
insurance benefit under Title II of the Social Se- 
curity Act to take effect after December 31, 1959, 
shall be disregarded in determining the amount of 
such reduction from the retirement allowance. 

(f) Whenever the amount of such reduction from

69. Any other provision of this act notwithstand- 
ing, any member who is not covered under the old- 
age and survivors insurance provisions of Title IT 
of the Federal Social Security Act as a teacher, or 
his designated beneficiary, shall not be eligible for 
the death benefit provisions of sections 38, 41, 42 
and 44 of this act. 

70. a. Each veteran member shall have returned 
to him, except as provided in subsection ‘‘d’’ of this 
section, his accumulated deductions as of January 
1, 1956, less contributions based on his compensa- 
tion for the year 1955 at the rate of contribution 
provided in subsection ‘‘b.’’?

Each veteran member shall pay the pro- 
portion of compensation applicable to his age at 
the commencement of employment, position or office 
with the State, any county, municipality or school 
district, board of education or other employer, 
except that where such service has not been con- 
tinuous, the veteran member shall pay the propor- 
tion of compensation applicable to the age resulting 
from the subtraction, as of January 1, 1955, of his 
vears of service from his age. No veteran member 
shall be required during the continuation of his 
membership to increase the proportion of compen- 
sation certified on the effective date of this section 
or at the time of becoming a member, if later, as 
payable by him, except as required by changes in 
the rate of contributions to the Social Security 
fund. 

e. In the event that a veteran who prior to the ef- 
fective date of this section rendered service in of- 
fice, position, or employment of this State or of a 
county, municipality, or school district, board of ed- 
ucation or other employer, but who is not in such of- 
fice, position or employment on the effective date of 
this section shall later become a member of the re- 
tirement system, such veteran member shall receive 
service credit for service rendered prior to January 
1, 1955, for which evidence satisfactory to the board 
of trustees is presented, and shall pay the propor- 
tion of compensation applicable to the age resulting 
from the subtraction of his years of such prior 
service from his age on the date of his becoming 
«member of the retirement system. The State shall 
pay the hability on behalf of such prior service, and 
such liability shall be paid in such a manner that the 
total obligation will be met within the period of time 
fixed for the liquidation of all aeerued liabilities 
under this act. 

Any veteran who has contributed to the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund on account of any prior 
teaching service outside of New Jersey shall have 
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the option, within 1 year of the effective date of 
this act, of receiving, at his request, the return of 
such contribution, and, if such contributions are 
returned to him, he shall not have service credit 
based upon such prior service. 

71. a. Any veteran member in office, position or 
employment of this State or of a county, munic- 
ipality, or school district, board of education or 
other employer on January 1, 1955, who remains 
in such service thereafter and who has or shall have 
attained the age of 60 years and who has or shall

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for ordinary disability and of receiving a retire- 
ment allowance of 14 of the compensation received 
during the last year of employment upon which con- 
tributions to the annuity savings fund or contingent 
reserve fund are made with the optional privileges 
provided for in section 47 of this act. Such retire- 
ment shall be subject to the provisions governing 
ordinary disability retirement in sections 39 and 40 
of this act. 

72. Any other provision of this act notwithstand- 
ing, the board of trustees shall adjust the account 
of any member or of any beneficiary of the retire- 
ment system as though this act had been in effect 
on January 1, 1955; provided, that 

(a) Within 1 year the board of trustees shall 
compute any benefits which would have been avail- 
able to any beneficiary who retired on or after 
January 1, 1955, and before the effective date of 
this act, had this act been in full force and effect 
at the time of such retirement.

whose office, position, or employment are such as 
to require or permit him to hold an appropriate 
certificate issued by the State Board of Examiners 
in full force and effect in this State, or any school 
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secretary or office clerk, applies to the board of 
education by which he is employed for permission 
to attend the annual convention of the New Jersey 
dueation Association, such permission shall be 
granted for a period of not more than 2 days in any 
1 year. If a certificate is procured and filed with 
the secretary of the board of edueation, signed by 
the executive secretary of the New Jersey Eduea- 
tion Association, showing that such person was in 
actual attendance at all of the sessions of the con- 
vention, he shall receive his full salary for the 
days he has actually attended the sessions of the 
convention. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

The respective fees 
for any such license shall be prorated according 
to the effective date of such license and based on 
the respective aunual fee as in this chapter pro- 
vided. Where the license fee deposited with the 
itpplieation exceeds such prorated fee, a refund of 
ihe exeess shall be made to the licensee. Licenses 
are not transferable exeept as hereinafter provided. 
A separate license is required for each specific place 
of business and the operation and effect of every 
license is confined to the licensed premises. No 
retail license of any class shall be issued to any 
holder of manufacturer’s or wholesaler’s license, 
and no manufacturer’s or wholesaler’s license shall 
he issued to the holder of a retail license of any 
elass. Any person who shall exercise or attempt 
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to exercise, or hold himself out as authorized to 
exercise, the rights and privileges of a license ex- 
cept the heensee and then only with respect to the 
licensed premises, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

In case of death, bankruptcy, receivership or in- 
competency of the licensee, or if for any other rea- 
son whatsoever the operation of the business cov- 
ered by the license shall devolve by operation of 
law upon a person other than the licensee, the di- 
rector or other issuing authority may, in his or its 
discretion, extend said license for a limited time, 
not exceeding its term, to the executor, adminis- 
trator, trustee, receiver or other person upon whom 
the same has devolved by operation of law as afore- 
said. Under no circumstances, however, shall a 
license, or rights thereunder, be deemed property, 
subject to inheritanee, sale, pledge, lien, levy, at- 
tachment, execution, seizure for debts, or any other 
transfer or disposition whatsoever, except to the 
extent expressly provided by this chapter. 

On application made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the 
premises to which a transfer of license is sought 
as are required to be set forth in connection with ai 
original application for license, as to said premises, 
and after publication of notice of intention to ap- 
ply for transfer, in the same manner as is required 
in case of an application for license as to said prem- 
ises, the director or other issuing authority may 
transfer, upon payment of a fee of $5.00, any license 
issued by hin or it respectively to a different place 
of business than that specified therein, by indorsing 
permission upon such license. 

On apphecation made therefor setting forth the 
same matters and things with reference to the per- 
son to whom a transfer of license is sought as are 
required to be set forth in connection with an 
original application for license, which application 
for transfer shall be signed and sworn to by the 
person to whom the transfer of license is sought 
and shall bear the consent in writing of the licensee 
to such transfer, and after publication of notice of 
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intention by the person to whom the transfer of 
license is sought, to apply for transfer in the same 
manner as is required in the case of an original 
application for license, the director or other issuing 
authority, as the case may be, may transfer any 
license issued by him or it respectively to such ap- 
plicant for transfer by indorsing the license. Such 
application and the applicant shall comply with all 
requirements of this chapter pertaining to an 
original application for license and shall be accom- 
panied, in lieu of the license fee required on the 
original application, by a fee of 10% of the annual 
license fee for the license sought to be transferred, 
which 10% shall be retained by the director or 
other issuing authority, as the case may be, whether 
the transfer be granted or not, and accounted for 
as other license fees. . 

If the other issuing authority shall refuse to 
erant a transfer the applicant shall be notified 
forthwith of such refusal by a notice served per- 
sonally upon the applicant, or sent to him by reg- 
istered mail addressed to him at the address stated 
in the application, and such applicant may, within 
30 days after the date of service or mailing of such 
notice, appeal to the director from the action of 
the issuing authority. If the other issuing author- 
ity shall grant a transfer any taxpayer or other 
aggrieved person opposing the grant of the transfer 
may, within 30 days after the grant of such trans- 
fer, appeal to the director from the action of the 
issuing authority. 

No person who would fail to qualify as a licensee 
under this chapter shall be knowingly employed 
by or connected in any business capacity whatso- 
ever with a licensee; but specialized technical 
workers, required in any business may, with the 
approval of the director, and subject to rules and 
regulations, be employed although failing to qualify 
as to residence or citizenship. Persons failing to 
qualify as to age, residence or citizenship may, with 
the approval of the director, and subject to rules 
and regulations, be employed by any licensee, but 
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such employee, if disqualified by age, shall not, in 
any manner whatsoever serve, sell or solicit the sale 
or participate in the manufacture, rectification, 
blending, treating, fortification, mixing, processing 
or bottling of any alcoholic beverage; and further 
provided, that no permit shall be necessary for the 
cimployment in a bona fide hotel or restaurant of 
any person failing to qualify as to age or residence 
so long as such person shall not in any manner 
whatsoever serve, sell or solicit the sale of any 
alcoholic beverage, or participate in the mixing, 
processing or preparation thereof.

1. The Interstate Sanitation Commission is here- 
by authorized and empowered to make a compre- 
hensive study of smoke and air pollution in the 
areas of New York and New Jersey specified in 
section 32:19-3 of the Revised Statutes and the 
problems caused thereby. The study shall include 
a survey of the sources and extent of such pollution, 
property damage caused thereby, its effect upon 
public health and comfort, and relevant meteoro- 
logical, climatological and topographical factors. 

2. For the accomplishment of the study, the com- 
mission shall have power to appoint and remove 
its own officers and staff, prescribe the duties of 
such employees and fix their compensation within 
the appropriations available therefor. 

3. The commission shall make a report to the 
Governor and the Legislature on or before Feb- 
ruary 1, 1956. The report shall set forth the findings 
of the commission, its recommendations for a smoke 
and air pollution control program and a plan for 
the administration of such a program by an ap- 
propriate agency. It shall also include a study and 
evaluation of existing laws in the States of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and in other jur- 
isdictions relating to smoke and air pollution and 
drafts of proposed legislation to carry out the rec- 
ommendations of the commission. 

4. There is appropriated to the Interstate Sanita-

person.

Aw Act concerning municipalities bordering on 
the Atlantic ocean, tidal water bays or rivers, 
and supplementing subtitle 3 of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes.

tions for the government and policing of such lands, 
boardwalk, bathing facilities, safeguards and equip- 
ment; provided, that such power of control, gov- 
ernment, care and policing shall not be construed 
in any manner to exclude or interfere with the 
operation of any State law or authority with respect 
to such lands, property and facilities. Any such 
municipality may, in order to provide funds to im- 
prove, maintain and police the same and to protect 
ihe same from erosion, encroachment and damage 
by sea or otherwise, and to provide facilities and 
safeguards for public bathing and recreation, in- 
cluding the employment of lifeguards, by ordinance, 
make and enforce rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment, use, maintenance and policing thereof 
and provide for the charging and collecting of rea- 
sonable fees for the registration of persons using 
said lands and bathing facilities, for access to the 
beach and bathing and recreational grounds so pro- 
vided and for the use of the bathing and recrea- 
tional facilities, but no such fees shall be charged 
or collected from children under the age of 12 
years.

Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

7. (1) Upon the written application of a member 
or his employer any member may be retired by the 
board of trustees, not less than 30 nor more than 
90 days next following the date of filing such appli- 
cation, on an accidental disability retirement allow- 
ance; provided, that the medical board, after a 
medical examination of such member, shall certify 
that the natural and proximate cause of such dis- 
ability was an accident met in the actual perform- 
ance of duty within 5 years preceding the date of 
such application and that such disability was not 
the result of the member’s willful negligence and 
that such member is mentally or physically incapac- 
itated for performance of his usual duty and of any 
other available duty in the department which his 
employer is willing to assign to him, and that such 
incapacity is likely to be permanent and to such an 
extent that such member should be retired. 
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(2) Upon retirement for accidental disability, a 
member shall receive an accidental disability re- 
tirement allowance which shall consist of : 


(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial 
equivalent of the member’s aggregate con- 
tributions at retirement; and 

(b) A pension equal to 4% of the member’s 
average final compensation. 

(c) The total of the annual allowance as pro- 
vided in this section shall not exceed 60% of 
the average final compensation of the member. 


(3) Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member who has retired on an accidental 
disability retirement allowance, there shall be paid 
# pension of $1,500.00 a year to the widow of the 
member, if he leaves a widow to whom he was mar- 
ried at the time he became so disabled, to continue 
until her death or remarriage; or, if there is no 
widow, or if such widow dies leaving children of 
the deceased member, a pension to each child under 
age 18 to continue to age 18 or prior death, such 
pension to be $600.00 annually if there is only 1 
such surviving child; or $480.00 annually to each 
child if 2 such surviving children; or $1,500.00 an- 
nually divided equally among the surviving children 
if there are 3 or more such children. 

2. Section 5 of chapter 266 of the laws of 1953 is 
amended to read as follows: 

5. (1) Within 6 months after July 1, 1955, or after 
the effective date of membership, whichever date 
is later, each member shall have the right to select 
additional death benefit coverage as follows: 


(a) Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member selecting coverage under 
this section who has retired on a service retire- 
ment allowance, there shall be paid to such per- 
son, if living, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed with 
the board of trustees, otherwise to the executor 
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or administrator of the member’s estate, an 
amount equal to 46 of the compensation re- 
ceived by the member in the last year of cred- 
itable service. 

(b) Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member selecting coverage under 
this section who has retired on an ordinary dis- 
ability retirement allowance, there shall be paid 
to such person, if living, as he shall have nom- 
inated by written designation duly executed 
and filed with the board of trustees, otherwise 
to the executor or administrator of the mem- 
ber’s estate, an amount equal to %6 of the 
compensation received by the member in the 
last year of creditable service. 

(c) Upon the receipt of proper proof of the 
death in service of a member selecting coverage 
under this section, on account of which no ac- 
cidental death benefit is payable under section 
10, there shall be paid to such person, if living, 
as he shall have nominated by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the board 
of trustees, otherwise to the executor or admin- 
istrator of the member’s estate, an amount 
equal to 114 times the compensation received 
by the member in the last year of creditable 
service. 


(2) Each member selecting the additional death 
benefit coverage under this section shall agree to 
the deduction of a percentage of his compensation 
in addition to that required under section 15. The 
actuary of the retirement system shall determine 
the uniform and constant percentage of contribu- 
tions which, if deducted from each payment of the 
prospective earnable compensation throughout ac- 
tive service of all members selecting coverage under 
this section, is computed to be sufficient to provide 
for all benefits of this section. 

(3) The percentage rate of contribution payable 
by members selecting coverage under this section 
shall be subject to adjustment from time to time 
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by the board of trustees on the basis of annual 
actuarial valuations and experience investigations 
as provided under section 13, so that the value of 
future contributions of members selecting the ad- 
ditional death benefit coverage under this section 
when taken with present assets held for such addi- 
tional death benefits, shall be equal to the value of 
prospective benefit payments. 

(4) All other provisions of this section notwith- 
standing, this section and the benefits provided 
under this section shall not come into effect until 
a required percentage of the members shall have 
applied for the additional death benefit coverage 
under this section. This required percentage shall 
be fixed by the board of trustees and shall not be less 
than 65% nor more than 75% of the members. Such 
application shall be made with the secretary of the 
board of trustees in such manner and upon such 
forms as the board of trustees shall provide. 

(5) Any other provision of this act notwithstand- 
ing, the additional contributions of members select- 
ing the additional death benefit coverage under this 
section shall not be returnable to the member or 
his beneficiary in any manner, or for any reason 
whatsoever, nor shall such contributions be in- 
cluded in any annuity payable to any such member 
or his beneficiary. 

(6) A member selecting the additional death 
benefit coverage under this section may file, and 
alter from time to time during his lifetime, as de- 
sired, a request with the board of trustees naming 
the payee of the death benefit provided under this 
section. Such member may also file and alter from 
time to time during his lifetime, as desired, a re- 
quest with the board of trustees directing payment 
of said benefit in 1 sum or in equal annual install- 
ments over a period of years or as a life annuity. 
Upon the death of such a member, a beneficiary 
to whom a benefit is payable in 1 sum may elect to 
receive the amount payable in equal annual install- 
ments over a period of years or as a life annuity. 
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3. Section 15 of chapter 255 of the laws of 1944 
is amended to read as follows: 

15. (1) The contributions required for the sup- 
port of the retirement system shall be made by 
members and their employers except for the ex- 
penses of administration, which shall be paid by 
the State. 

(2) Upon the basis of such tables as the board 
shall adopt and regular interest, the actuary of the 
retirement system shall determine for each age at 
entrance into the system the uniform and constant 
percentage of compensation of the member enter- 
ing at such age, which, if deducted from each pay- 
ment of his prospective earnable compensation 
throughout active service, is computed to be suffi- 
cient to provide for all benefits on account of his 
rnembership. 

(3) The percentage contribution rate of each 
member, exclusive of the rate for any additional 
death benefit provided under section 5 of chapter 
266 of the laws of 1953, shall be fixed according to 
his age at entrance into membership and shall be 1% 
of the total percentage contribution rate calculated 
for such age to be required to provide all benefits 
except the pensions upon accidental disability and 
the benefits pavable upon death. 

(4) Each employer shall make a contribution 
equal to that made by each member in its employ 
and in addition shall make a contribution equal to 
the percentage of the compensation of each such 
member certified by the board to be required to 
provide the cost of accidental disability pensions 
and any death benefits on his account exclusive of 
additional death benefits provided under section 5 
of chapter 266 of the laws of 1953. Notwithstand- 
ing this provision, the board may in its discretion 
certify an average and uniform rate for payments 
bv all employers, which shall be set on the basis 
of the annual actuarial valuations to be sufficient 
to provide with previous contributions of emplovers 
all benefits for which employers are responsible. 
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(5) In addition each employer shall make such 
contribution, if any, as is certified by the board of 
trustees to be required to provide for accrued lia- 
bility arising out of all prior service certificates 
eranted to members chargeable to such employer. 

(6) The percentage rates of contribution pay- 
able by members and employers shall be subject to 
adjustment from time to time by the board of trus- 
tees on the basis of annual actuarial valuations and 
experience investigations as provided under section 
13, so that the value of future contributions of mem- 
bers and employers, when taken with present assets, 
shall be equal to the value of prospective benefit 
payments. 

(7) The board of trustees shall certify to the 
chief fiseal officer of each employer the percentage 
of salary payable by each member and by the em- 
ployer in behalf of each member. The officer or of- 
ficers responsible for the payment of salaries of the 
employer shall cause to be deducted from the salary 
of each member on each and every payroll of such 
employer for each and every payroll period the per- 
centage of earnable compensation of each member 
certified for payment by the member. In determin- 
ing the amount earnable by a member in a payroll 
period, the board of trustees may consider the rate 
of salary payable to such member on the first day 
of the payroll period as continuing throughout such 
payroll period, and it may omit deduction from 
salary for any period less than a full payment 
period if an employee was not a member on the 
first day of the payroll period, and to facilitate the 
making of deductions it may modify the deduction 
required of any member by such an amount as shall 
not exceed 4%» of 1% of the annual salary upon 
the basis of which such deduction is to be made. 

(8) The deductions provided for herein shall be 
made notwithstanding that the minimum salary 
provided for by law for any member shall be re- 
duced thereby. Every member shall be deemed 
to consent and agree to the deductions made and 
provided for herein and shall receipt for his full 
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salary or compensation, and payment of salary or 
compensation less said deduction shall be a full and 
complete discharge and acquittance of all claims 
and demands whatsoever for the service rendered 
by such person during the period covered by such 
payment, except as to the benefits provided under 
this aet. The chief fiseal officer of each employer 
shall certify to the board of trustees on each and 
every payroll or in such other manner as the board 
of trustees may prescribe, the amounts to be de- 
ducted ; and each of said amounts shall be deducted, 
and when deducted shall be paid into said annuity 
savings fund, and shall be credited to the individual 
uecount of the member from whose salary said 
deduction was made. 

(9) The amount payable each year by the em- 
ployer based on the percentage rates certified by 
the board of trustees, together with the amount, if 
any, payable each year by the employer on account 
of accrued liability arising out of prior service cer- 
tificates as certified by the board of trustees, shall 
be included in the budget of the employer and levied 
und collected in the same manner as any other taxes 
are levied and collected for the payment of the 
salaries of members. 

(10) The treasurer or corresponding officer of 
the employer shall pay on or before December 27 
in each year to the State Treasurer the amount so 
certified as payable by the employer for said year, 
aud shall pay monthly to the State Treasurer the 
amount of the deductions from the salary of the 
members in the employ of the employer, and 
the State Treasurer shall credit such amount to 
the appropriate fund, or funds, of the retirement 
system. 

(11) The expenses of administration of the re- 
tirement system shall be paid by the State of New 
Jersey. The board of trustees shall estimate and 
certify, annually, to the Governor and to the Budget 
Commissioner by October 15 the amount required 
during the ensuing fiscal year to provide for the 
expense of operation of the retirement system 
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wid such amount shall be paid by the State to the 
expense fund for this purpose. For the purpose 
of organizing the retirement system an appropria- 
tion of $20,000.00 is hereby appropriated from the 
treasury of the State. 

(12) Prior to the receipt of contributions from 
members and employers, any moneys in the funds 
of the system may be used temporarily to cover 
disbursements, but such moneys shall be restored 
to their proper funds on or prior to the end of the 
second year of operation. 

4. Section 16 of chapter 255 of the laws of 1944 
is amended to read as follows: 

16. (1) Allof the assets of the retirement system 
shall be credited according to the purpose for which 
they are held to 1 of 5 funds, namely, the annuity 
savings fund, the pension accumulation fund, the 
retirement reserve fund, the members’ death bene- 
fit fund and the expense fund. 

(2) The annuity savings fund shall be a fund in 
which shall be accumulated contributions from the 
compensation of members to provide for their an- 
nuities. The aggregate contributions of a member 
withdrawn by him or paid to his estate or his des- 
ignated beneficiary in event of his death as provided 
in this aet shall be paid from the annuity savings 
fund. Upon the retirement or death of a member 
where the aggregate contributions of the member 
are to be provided in the form of an annuity, the 
ageregate contributions of the member shall be 
transferred from the annuity savings fund to the 
retirement reserve fund. 

(3) The pension accumulation fund shall be the 
fund in which shall be credited contributions made 
by employers. Upon the death of a member either 
before or after retirement any lump sum benefit 
payable in addition to the employee’s contributions, 
except any additional death benefit payable under 
section 5 of chapter 266 of the laws of 1953, shall 
be charged to the pension accumulation fund. Upon 
the retirement or death of a member the reserve of 
any pension pavable to or on his account shall be 
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transferred to the retirement reserve fund. <All 
interest and other income from investments shall 
be eredited to the pension accumulation fund and 
annually the board of trustees shall transfer from 
the pension accumulation fund to the retirement 
reserve fund and to the members’ death benefit 
fund regular interest on the mean amount in each 
fund for the year. The board of trustees, in its 
discretion, may transfer to and from the pension 
accumulation fund any surplus or deficit in the re- 
tirement reserve fund. 

(4) The retirement reserve fund shall be the fund 
in which shall be held the reserves on all retirement 
allowances granted to members or their benefici- 
aries and from which all retirement allowances and 
benefits in lieu thereof shall be paid. Should 
a member who retired on account of disability 
be restored to aetive service his pension reserve 
shall be transferred from the retirement reserve 
fund to the pension accumulation fund and the 
excess of lis aggregate contributions as they stood 
at retirement over the amount of annuity pay- 
ments made shall be transferred to the annuity sav- 
ings fund. Should the pension of any disabled 
member be reduced as a result of an increase in 
his earnme eapacity the amount of the annual re- 
‘cluction in his pension shall be paid annually into 
the pension accumulation fund during the period 
of such reduction. 

(5) The members’ death benefit fund shall be a 
fund in which shall be accumulated contributions 
from the compensation of members to provide for 
their additional death benefits under the provisions 
of section 5 of chapter 266 of the laws of 1953. 
ipon the death of a member electing the additional 
death benefit, the additional death benefit payable 
shall be paid from the members’ death benefit fund. 

(6) The expense fund shall be the fund contrib- 
uted by the State, and shall be the fund to which 
shall be credited all money provided by the State 
to pay the administration expenses of the retire- 
ment system, and from which shall be paid all the

1. Any person who becomes a resident of this 
State and who immediately prior thereto was au- 
thorized to operate and drive a motor vehicle or 
motor vehicles in this State as a nonresident pur- 
suant to sections 39:3-15 and 39:3-17 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, shall not lose his right to so operate 
and drive such motor vehicle or motor vehicles by 
becoming a resident of this State, but such right 
shall continue to be in full force and effect for 60 
days after the establishment of his residence in 
this State in the same manner and to the same ex- 
tent as though he were a nonresident. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 54 


Aw Act to supplement ‘‘An act providing for the 
retirement of certain persons holding office, posi- 
tion or employment in State penal institutions 
and providing a pension for such persons and 
their dependents,’’ approved June 24, 1941 (P.

1. Any prison officer or his beneficiary presently 
receiving benefits under the act to which this act 
is a supplement shall continue to receive such bene- 
fits notwithstanding the fact that the length of 
service upon which the rights of benefits have been 
computed was based in whole or in part on tem- 
porary service. Nothing in this act or in the aet 
to which this act is a supplement shall authorize 
the Prison Officers Pension Commission to grant 
benefits hereafter based upon temporary service. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 50 


Aw Acr concerning interstate compacts on juve- 
niles, authorizing and directing the Governor to 
execute’on behalf of the State such compacts in 
certain cases. oe 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assen- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to execute a compact on behalf of this State 
with any other State or States legally joining there- 
in in the form substantially as follows: 


INTERSTATE COMPACT ON JUVENILES 
The contracting States solemnly agree: 
ArticLe I—I"inpincs aNnp PurpPosESs 


That juveniles who are not under proper super- 
vision and control, or who have absconded, escaped 
or run away, are likely to endanger their own health, 
morals and welfare, and the health, morals and wel- 
fare of others. The co-operation of the States party 
to this compact is therefore necessary to provide 
for the welfare and protection of juveniles and of 
the public with respect to (1) co-operative super- 
vision of delinquent juveniles on probation or 
parole; (2) the return, from 1 State to another, of 
delinquent juveniles who have eseaped or ab- 
seconded; (3) the return, from 1 State to another, 
of nondelinquent juveniles who have run away from 
home; and (4) additional measures for the protec- 
tion of juveniles and of the public, which any 2 or 
more of the party States may find desirable to un- 
dertake co-operatively. In earrying out the pro- 
visions of this compact the party States shall be 
guided by the noneriminal, reformative and pro- 
tective policies which guide their laws concerning 
delinquent, neglected or dependent juveniles gen- 
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crally. It shall be the policy of the States party to 
this compact to co-operate and observe their respec- 
tive responsibilities for the prompt return and 
ucceptance of juveniles and delinquent juveniles 
who become subject to the provisions of this com- 
pact. The provisions of this compact shall be 
reasonably and liberally construed to accomplish 
the foregoing purposes. 


Articte I[]—lMxistinc Ricguts anp REMEDIES 


That all remedies and procedures provided by 
this compact shall be in addition to and not in sub- 
stitution for other rights, remedies and procedures, 
end shall not be in derogation of parental rights 
and responsibilities. 


Articteé [I[—Derrinirions 


That, for the purposes of this compact, ‘‘delin- 
quent juvenile’? means any juvenile who has been 
adjudged delinquent and who, at the time the pro- 
visions of this compact are invoked, is still subject 
to the jurisdiction of the court that has made such 
adjudication or to the jurisdiction or supervision 
of an ageney or institution pursuant to an order 
of such court; ‘‘probation or parole’’ means any 
kind of conditional release of juveniles authorized 
under the laws of the States party hereto; ‘‘court”’ 
ineans any court having jurisdiction over delin- 
quent, neglected or dependent children; ‘‘State’’ 
means any State, territory or possession of the 
United States, the District of Columbia, and the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico; and ‘‘residence’’ 
or any variant thereof means a place at which a 
home or regular place of abode is maintained. 


ArtricLe [V—Retrurn or Runaways 


(a) That the parent, guardian, person or agency 
entitled to legal custody of a Juvenile who has not 
been adjudged delinquent but who has run away 
without the consent of such parent, guardian, per- 
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son or ageney may apply to the appropriate court 
in the demanding State for the issuance of a req- 
uisition for his return. The application shall state 
che name and age of the juvenile, the name of the 
applicant and the basis of entitlement to the ju- 
venile’s custody, the circumstances of his running 
away, his location if known at the time application 
is made, and such other facts as may tend to show 
that the juvenile who has run away is endangering 
lis own welfare or the welfare of others and is not 
an emancipated minor. The application shall be 
verified by affidavit, shall be executed in duplicate, 
and shall be accompanied by 2 certified copies of 
the document or documents on which the applicant’s 
entitlement to the juvenile’s custody is based, such 
as birth certificate, letters of guardianship, or cus- 
tody decrees. Such further affidavits and other 
documents as may be deemed proper may be sub- 
initted with such application. The judge of the 
court to which this application is made may hold 
a hearing thereon to determine whether for the 
purposes of this compact the applicant is entitled 
io the legal custody of the juvenile, whether or not 
it appears that the juvenile has in fact run away 
without consent, whether or not he is an emanci- 
pated minor, and whether or not it is in the best 
interest of the juvenile to compel his return to the 
State. If the judge determines, cither with or with- 
out a hearing, that the juvenile should be returned, 
he shall present to the appropriate court or to the 
executive authority of the State where the juvenile 
is alleged to be located a written requisition for 
the return of such juvenile. Such requisition shall 
set forth the name and age of the juvenile, the de- 
termination of the court that the juvenile has run 
away without the consent of a parent, guardian, 
person or agency entitled to his legal custody, and 
that it is in the best interest and for the protection 
of such juvenile that he be returned. In the event 
that a proceeding for the adjudication of the ju- 
venile as a delinquent, neglected or dependent ju- 
venile is pending in the court at the time when such 
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juvenile runs away, the court may issue a requisi- 
tion for the return of such juvenile upon its own 
motion, regardless of the consent of the parent, 
evuardian, person or agency entitled to legal custody, 
reciting therein the nature and circumstances of 
the pending proceeding. The requisition shall in 
every case be executed in duplicate and shall be 
signed by the judge. One copy of the requisition 
shall be filed with the compact administrator of 
the demanding State, there to remain on file sub- 
ject to the provisions of law governing records of 
such court. Upon the receipt of a requisition de- 
manding the return of a juvenile who has run away, 
the court or the executive authority to whom the req- 
uisition is addressed shall issue an order to any 
veace officer or other appropriate person directing 
him to take into custody and detain such juvenile. 
Such detention order must substantially recite the 
facts necessary to the validity of its issuance here- 
under. No juvenile detained upon such order shall 
be delivered over to the officer whom the court de- 
manding him shall have appointed to receive him, 
unless he shall first be taken forthwith before a 
judge of a court in the State, who shall inform him 
of the demand made for his return, and who may 
appoint counsel or guardian ad litem for him. If 
the judge of such court shall find that the requisi- 
tion is in order, he shall deliver such juvenile over 
to the officer whom the court demanding him shall 
have appointed to receive him. The judge, how- 
ever, may fix a reasonable time to be allowed for the 
purpose of testing the legality of the proceeding. 

Upon reasonable information that a person is a 
juvenile who has run away from another State party 
to this compact without the consent of a parent, 
guardian, person or agency entitled to his legal 
custody, such juvenile may be taken into custody 
without a requisition and brought forthwith before 
a Judge of the appropriate court who may appoint 
counsel or guardian ad litem for such juvenile and 
who shall determine after a hearing whether suffi- 
cient cause exists to hold the person, subject to 
the order of the court, for his own protection and 
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welfare, for such a time not exceeding 90 days as 
will enable his return to another State party to 
this compact pursuant to a requisition for his re- 
turn from a court of that State. If, at the time 
when a State seeks the return of a juvenile who 
has run away, there is pending in the State wherein 
le is found any criminal charge, or any proceed- 
ing to have him adjudicated a delinquent juvenile 
for an act committed in such State, or if he is sus- 
peeted of having committed within such State a 
criminal offense or an act of juvenile delinquency, 
he shall not be returned without the consent of 
such State until discharged from prosecution or 
other form of proceeding, imprisonment, detention 
or supervision for such offense or juvenile delin- 
quency. The duly accredited officers of any State 
party to this compact, upon the establishment of 
their authority and the identity of the juvenile being 
returned, shall be permitted to transport such ju- 
venile through any and all States party to this com- 
pact, without interference. Upon his return to the 
State from which he ran away, the juvenile shall 
be subject to such further proceedings as may be 
appropriate under the laws of that State. 

(b) That the State to which a juvenile is returned 
under this article shall be responsible for payment 
of the transportation costs of such return. 

(c) That ‘‘juvenile’’ as used in this article means 
any person who is a minor under the law of the 
State of residence of the parent, guardian, person 
or agency entitled to the legal custody of such 
minor. 


ArticLE V—Rerurn or Escapees AND ABSCONDERS 


(a) That the appropriate person or authority 
from whose probation or parole supervision a delin- 
quent juvenile has absconded or from whose insti- 
tutional custody he has escaped shall present to 
the appropriate court or to the executive authority 
of the State where the delinquent juvenile is al- 
Jeged to be located a written requisition for the 
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return of such delinquent juvenile. Such requisi- 
tion shall state the name and age of the delinquent 
juvenile, the particulars of his adjudication as a 
delinquent juvenile, the circumstances of the breach 
of the terms of his probation or parole or of his 
escape from an institution or agency vested with 
his legal custody or supervision, and the location 
of such delinquent juvenile, if known, at the time 
the requisition is made. The requisition shall be 
verified by affidavit, shall be executed in duplicate, 
and shall be accompanied by 2 certified copies of 
the judgment, formal adjudication, or order of com- 
mitment which subjects such delinquent juvenile to 
probation or parole or to the legal custody of the 
institution or ageney concerned. Such further affi- 
davits and other doeuments as may be deemed 
proper may be submitted with such requisition. 
One copy of the requisition shall be filed with the 
compact administrator of the demanding State, 
there to remain on file subject to the provisions of 
law governing records of the appropriate court. 
Upon the receipt of a requisition demanding the 
return of a delinquent juvenile who has absconded 
or escaped, the court or the executive authority to 
whom the requisition is addressed shall issue an 
order to any peace officer or other appropriate 
person directing him to take into custody and de- 
tain such delinquent juvenile. Such detention order 
must substantially recite the facts necessary to the 
validity of its issuance hereunder. No delinquent 
juvenile detained upon such order shall be delivered 
over to the officer whom the appropriate person or 
authority demanding him shall have appointed to 
receive him, unless he shall first be taken forthwith 
before a judge of an appropriate court in the State, 
who shall inform him of the demand made for his 
return and who may appoint counsel or guardian 
ad litem for him. If the judge of such court shall 
find that the requisition is in order, he shall deliver 
such delinquent juvenile over to the officer whom 
the appropriate person or authority demanding 
him shall have appointed to receive him. The judge, 
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however, may fix a reasonable time to be allowed 
for the purpose of testing the legality of the pro- 
ceeding. 

Upon reasonable information that a person is a 
delinquent juvenile who has absconded while on 
probation or parole, cr escaped from an institution 
or agency vested with his legal custody or supervi- 
sion In any State party to this compact, such person 
inay be taken into custody in any other State party 
to this compact without a requisition. But in such 
event, he must be taken forthwith before a judge 
of the appropriate court, who may appoint counsel 
or guardian ad litem for such person and who shall 
determine, after a hearing, whether sufficient cause 
exists to hold the person subject to the order of 
the court for such a thine, not exceeding 90 days, 
as will enable his detention under a detention order 
issued on a requisition pursuant to this article. If, 
at the time when a State seeks the return of a delin- 
quent juvenile who has either absconded while on 
probation or parole or escaped from an institution 
or agency vested with his legal custody or super- 
vision, there is pending in the State wherein he 
is detained any criminal charge or any proceeding 
to have him adjudicated a delinquent juvenile for 
an act committed in such State, or if he is suspected 
of having committed within such State a criminal 
offense or an act of juvenile delinquency, he shall 
not be returned without the consent of such State 
until discharged from prosecution or other form 
of proceeding, imprisonment, detention or super- 
vision for such offense or juvenile delinquency. The 
duly aeeredited officers of any State party to this 
compact, upon the establishment of their authority 
and the identity of the delinquent juvenile being 
returned, shall be permitted to transport such delin- 
quent juvenile through any and all States party to 
this compact, without interference. Upon his re- 
turn to the State from which he escaped or ab- 
seconded, the delinquent juvenile shall be subject to 
such further proceedings as may be appropriate 
under the laws of that State. 
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(b) That the State to which a delinquent juve- 
nile is returned under this article shall be respon- 
sible for payment of the transportation costs of 
such return. 


ArticLE VI—Voreunrarny Rerveren Procepvure 


That any delinquent juvenile who has absconded 
while on probation or parole, or eseaped from an 
institution or agency vested with his legal custody 
or supervision in any State party to this compact, 
and any juvenile who has run away from anv State 
party to this compact, who is taken into custody 
without a requisition in another State party to this 
compact under the provisions of article IV (a) 
cr of article V (a), may consent to his immediate 
return to the State from which he absconded, 
escaped or ran away. Such consent shall be given 
by the juvenile or delinquent juvenile and his coun- 
sel or guardian ad litem if any, by executing 
or subscribing a writing, in the presence of a 
judge of the appropriate court, which states that 
the juvenile or delinquent juvenile and his coun- 
sel or guardian ad litem, if any, consent to his 
return to the demanding State. Before such con- 
sent shall be executed or subscribed, however, 
the judge, in the presence of counsel or guardian 
ad litem, if any, shall inform the juvenile or delin- 
quent juvenile of his rights under this compact. 
When the consent has been duly executed, it shall 
be forwarded to and filed with the compact admin- 
istrator of the State in which the court is located 
and the judge shall direct the officer having the 
juvenile or delinquent juvenile in custody to de- 
liver him to the duly accredited officer or officers 
of the State demanding his return, and shall cause 
to be delivered to such officer or officers a copy of 
the consent. The court may, however, upon the 
request of the State to which the juvenile or delin- 
quent juvenile is being returned, order him to re- 
turn unaccompanied to such State and shall provide 
him with a copy of such eourt order; in such event 
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a copy of the consent shall be forwarded to the com- 
pact administrator of the State to which said juve- 
nile or delinquent juvenile is ordered to return. 


ArticLeE VII—Co-oprrativeE SUPERVISION OF PRo- 
BATIONERS AND PAROLEES 


(a) That the duly constituted judicial and admin- 
istrative authorities of a State party to this com- 
pact (herein called ‘‘sending State’’) may permit 
any delinquent juvenile within such State, placed 
on probation or parole, to reside in any other State 
party to this compact (herein called ‘‘receiving 
State’’) while on probation or parole, and the 
receiving State shall accept such delinquent juve- 
nile, if the parent, guardian or person entitled to 
the legal custody of such delinquent juvenile is 
residing or undertakes to reside within the receiv- 
ing State. Before granting such permission, oppor- 
tunity shall be given to the receiving State to make 
such investigations as it deems necessary. The 
authorities of the sending State shall send to the 
authorities of the receiving State copies of perti- 
nent court orders, social ease studies and all other 
available information which may be of value to and 
assist the receiving State in supervising a proba- 
tioner or parolee under this compact. <A receiving 
State, in its discretion, may agree to accept super- 
vision of a probationer or parolee in cases where 
the parent, guardian or person entitled to the legal 
custody of the delinquent juvenile is not a resident 
of the receiving State, and if so accepted the send- 
ine State may transfer supervision accordingly. 

(b) That each receiving State will assume the 
duties of visitation and of supervision over any 
such delinguent juvcuile and in the exercise of those 
duties will be governed by the same standards of 
visitation and supervision that prevail for its own 
delinquent juveniles released on probation or pa- 
role. 

(c) That, after consultation between the appro- 
priate authorities of the sending State and of the 
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receiving State as to the desirability and necessity 
of returning such a delinquent juvenile, the duly 
accredited officers of a sending State may enter a 
receiving State and there apprehend and retake 
any such delinquent juvenile on probation or parole. 
For that purpose, no formalities will be required, 
other than establishing the authority of the officer 
and the identity of the delinquent juvenile to be 
retaken and returned. The decision of the sending 
State to retake a delinquent juvenile on probation 
or parole shall be conclusive upon and not review- 
able within the receiving State, but if, at the time 
the sending State seeks to retake a delinquent ju- 
venile on probation or parole, there 1s pending 
against him within the receiving State any criminal 
charge or any proceeding to have him adjudicated 
« delinquent juvenile for any act committed in 
such State, or if he is suspected of having com- 
mitted within such State a criminal offense or an 
aet of juvenile delinquency, he shall not be returned 
without the eonsent of the reeciving State until 
discharged from prosecution or other form of 
proceeding, imprisonment, detention or supervision 
for such offense or juvenile delinquency. The duly 
aeceredited officers of the sending State shall be 
permitted to transport delinquent juveniles being 
so returned through any and all States party to 
this compact, without interference. 

(d) That the sending State shall be responsible 
under this article for paying the costs of transport- 
ing any delinquent juvenile to the receiving State 
or of returning any delinquent juvenile to the send- 
ing State. 


ArticLeE VIJTI—ReEsponsrpitiry ror Costs 


(a) That the provisions of articles ITV (b), V (b) 
and VII (d) of this compact shall not be construed 
to alter or affect any internal relationship among 
the departments, agencies and officers of and in 
the government of a party State, or between a 
party State and its subdivisions, as to the payment 
of costs, or responsibilities therefor. 
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(b) That nothing in this compact shall be con- 
strued to prevent any party State or subdivision 
thereof from asserting any right against any per- 
son, agency or other entity in regard to costs for 
which such party State or subdivision thereof may 
be responsible pursuant to articles IV (b), V (b), 
or VII (d) of this compact. 


ArticLe [X—-DrtTEenTION Practices 


That, to every extent possible, it shall be the 
policy of States party to this compact that no ju- 
venile or delinquent juvenile shall be placed or de- 
tained in any prison, jail or lockup nor be detained 
or transported in association with criminal, vicious 
or dissolute persons. 


ARTICLE X——SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENTS 


That the duly constituted administrative author- 
ities of a State party to this compact may enter into 
supplementary agreements with any other State 
or States party hereto for the co-operative care, 
treatment and rehabilitation of delinquent juveniles 
whenever they shall find that such agreements will 
improve the facilities or programs available for 
such care, treatment and rehabilitation. Such care, 
treatment and rehabilitation may be provided in an 
institution located within any State entering into 
such supplementary agreement. Such supplemen- 
tary agreements shall (1) provide the rates to be 
paid for the care, treatment and custody of such 
delinquent juveniles, taking into consideration the 
character of facilities, services and subsistence fur- 
nished; (2) provide that the delinquent juvenile 
shall be given a court hearing prior to his being 
sent to another State for care, treatment and cus- 
tody; (3) provide that the State receiving such a 
delinquent juvenile in 1 of its institutions shall act 
solely as agent for the State sending such delin- 
quent juvenile; (4) provide that the sending State 
shall at all times retain jurisdiction over delinquent 
juveniles sent to an institution in another State; 
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(5) provide for reasonable inspection of such in- 
stitutions by the sending State; (6) provide that the 
consent of the parent, guardian, person or agency 
entitled to the legal custody of said delinquent juve- 
nile shall be secured prior to his being sent to 
another State; and (7) make provision for such 
other matters and details as shall be necessary to 
protect the rights and equities of such delinquent 
juveniles and of the co-operating States. 


ARTICLE XI—AcCEPTANCE OF FEDERAL AND 
Oruer AID 


That any State party to this compact may accept 
any and all donations, gifts and grants of money, 
equipment and services from the Federal or any 
local government, or any agency thereof and from 
any person, firm or corporation, for any of the pur- 
poses and functions of this compact, and may re- 
ceive and utilize the same subject to the terms, con- 
ditions and regulations governing such donations, 
vifts and grants. 


ArticLE XI]—Compacr ADMINISTRATORS 


That the Governor of each State party to this 
compact shall designate an officer who, acting 
jointly with like officers of other party States, shall 
promulgate rules and regulations to carry out more 
effectively the terms and provisions of this compact. 


ArticLe XITJ—Exrcution or Compact 


That this compact shall become operative im- 
mediately upon its execution by any State as be- 
tween it and any other State or States so executing. 
When executed it shall have the full force and ef- 
fect of law within such State, the form of execution 
to be in accordance with the laws of the executing 
State. ; 
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ArtIcLE XI V—RENUNCIATION 


That this compact shall continue in force and re- 
main binding upon each executing State until re- 
nounced by it. Renunciation of this compact shall 
be by the same authority which executed it, by 
sending 6 months’ notice in writing of its intention 
to withdraw from the compact to the other States 
party hereto. The duties and obligations of a re- 
nouncing State under article VII hereof shall con- 
{inue as to parolees and probationers residing 
therein at the time of withdrawal until retaken or 
finally discharged. Supplementary agreements en- 
tered into under article X hereof shall be subject 
to renunciation as provided by such supplementary 
agreements, and shall not be subject to the 6 
months’ renuneiation notice of the present article. 


ARTICLE X V—SEVERABILITY 


That the provisions of this compact shall be 
severable and if any phrase, clause, sentence or 
provision of this compact is declared to be contrary 
to the constitution of any participating State or 
of the United States or the applicability thereof 
to any government, agency, person or circumstance 
igs held invalid, the validity of the remainder of 
this compact and the applicability thereof to any 
government, agency, person or circumstance shall 
not be affected thereby. If this compact shall be 
held contrary to the Constitution of any State par- 
ticipating therein, the compact shall remain in full 
force and effect as to the remaining States and in 
full foree and effect as to the State affected as to 
all severable matters. 

2. Pursuant to said compact, the Governor is 
hereby authorized and empowered to designate an 
officer within the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies who shall be the compact administrator 
and who, acting jointly with like officers of other 
party States, shall promulgate rules and regula- 
tions to carry out more effectively the terms of the 
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compact. Said compact administrator shall serve 
subject to the pleasure of the Governor. The com- 
pact administrator is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered and direeted to co-operate with all depart- 
ments, agencies and officers of and in the govern- 
ment of this State and its political subdivisions in 
facilitating the proper administration of the coim- 
pact or of any supplementary agreement or agree- 
ments entered into by this State thereunder. 

3. The compact administrator is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to enter into supplementary 
agreements pursuant to said compact with appro- 
priate officials of other States. In the event that 
such supplementary agreement shall require or 
contemplate the use of any institution or facility of 
this State or require or contemplate the provisions 
of any service by this State, said supplementary 
agreement shall have no foree or effeet until ap- 
proved by the head of the department or agency 
under whose jurisdiction said institution or fa- 
ceility is operated or whose department or agency 
will be charged with the rendering of such service. 

4, The compact administrator, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Director of the Division of Budget 
aud Accounting, may make or arrange for any 
payments necessary to discharge any financial 
obligations imposed upon this State by the compact 
or by anv supplementary agreement entered into 
thereunder. 

). This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 56 


An Act concerning unemployment compensation, 
and supplementing chapter 21 of Title 43 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. At the request of the Director of the Division 
of Employment Security, the Director of the Divi- 
sion of Purchase and Property may sell, either at 
public or private sale, or otherwise dispose of, 
property purchased or acquired with funds or 
evrants of the United States of America or any 
agency or department thereof which have been or 
shall be deposited in the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Administration Fund, if the Director of the 
Division of Employment Security deems such prop- 
erty surplus, obsolete or no longer suitable for the 
purposes for which it was intended. The pro- 
ceeds of any sale of surplus, obsolete or unsuitable 
property heretofore or hereafter made shall be 
deposited in the Unemployment Compensation Ad- 
ministration Fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 57 


An Act providing appropriations from certain 
funds to defray in part the expenses of investi- 
gating the activities of the Division of Employ- 
ment Security in the Department of Labor and 
Industry. | 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated to the Depart- 
ment of Law and Public Safety the sum of 
$100,000.00, out of the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Auxiliary Fund established by paragraph (¢) 
of section 43 :21-14 of the Revised Statutes, to de- 
fray in part the expenses of the investigation of the 
activities of the Division of Kmployment Security 
in the Department of Labor and Industry to be ex- 
pended on the requisition of the Attorney General 
upon the warrant of the Director of the Division 
of Budget and Accounting. 

The Legislature may appropriate such further 
amounts as it may authorize for the expenses of 
such investigation upon receipt of a full report of 
the investigation ineluding a report of the operation 
of such division in respect to efficiency and economy. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 58 


Ax.Acr to amend and supplement ‘‘ An act to reg- 
ulate and control the teaching and practice of 
nursing and to prescribe penalties for the viola- 
tions thereof (Revision of 1947),’’ approved 
June 11, 1947 (PB. L. 1947, ¢. 262). 


Bear enacren by the Senate and General Assen- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Definitions. As used in this act. 

a. The words ‘‘the board’’ mean the New Jersey 
Board of Nursing created by this act. 

b. The word ‘‘nursing’’ includes ‘‘professional 
nursing’’ and ‘‘practical nursing.’’ ‘‘ Professional 
nursing’’ is the performance for compensation of 
any professional service requiring the application 
of principles of nursing based on biological, physi- 
eal and social sciences, ineluding responsible super- 
vision of a patient requiring skill in observation 
of symptoms and reactions and the accurate re- 
cording of the facts and carrying out of treatments 
and medications prescribed by a licensed physician, 
and the application of such nursing proeedures as 
involve understanding of cause and effeet in order 
to. safeguard life and health of a patient and 
others, ‘Practical nursing’? is the performanee for 
compensation of such duties as are required 
mn the eare of a patient in carrying out of medical 
orders preseribed by a licensed physician, re- 
quiring an understanding of elementary nursing 
hut not requiring the professional service outlined 
in the definition of professional nursing. 

The terms ‘‘nursing,’’ ‘‘professional nursing,’’ 
and ‘‘practical nursing’’ as used in this act shall 
not be construed to inelude nursing by students 
enrolled in a school of nursing accredited or ap- 
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proved by the board performed in the prescribed 
course of study and training, nor nursing per- 
formed in hospitals, institutions and agencies ap- 
proved by the board for this purpose by graduates 
of such schools pending the results of the first 
licensing examination scheduled by the board fol- 
lowing completion of a course of study and train- 
ing and the attaining of age qualification for exam- 
ination, or thereafter with the approval of the 
board in the case of each individual pending re- 
sults of subsequent examinations; nor shall any of 
said terms be construed to include nursing per- 
formed for a period not exceeding 12 months un- 
less the board shall approve a longer period, in 
hospitals, institutions or agencies by a nurse leg- 
allv qualified under the laws of another State or 
country, pending results of an application for 
licensing under this act, if such nurse does not 
represent or hold himself or herself out as a nurse 
licensed to practice under this act; nor shall any of 
said terms be construed to include the practice of 
pursing in this State by any legally qualified nurse 
of another State whose engagement made outside 
of this State requires such nurse to accompany and 
eare for the patient while in this State during the 
period of such engagement, not to exceed 6 months 
in this State, if such nurse does not represent or 
hold himself or herself out as a nurse licensed to 
practice in this State; nor shall any of said terms 
be construed to include nursing performed by em- 
ployees or officers of the United States Government 
or anv agency or service thereof while in the dis- 
charge of his or her official duties; nor shall any of 
said terms be construed to include services per- 
formed by nurses aides, attendants, orderlies and 
ward helpers in hospitals, institutions and agencies 
or by technicians, physiotherapists, or medical sec- 
retaries, and such duties performed by said persons 
aforementioned shall not be subject to rules or reg- 
ulations which the board may prescribe concerning 
nursing: nor shall anv of said terms be construed 
to inelude first aid nursing assistance, or gratui- 
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tous care by friends or members of the family of 
a sick or infirm person, or incidental care of the 
sick by a person employed primarily as a domestic 
or housekeeper if such incidental care does not 
constitute professional nursing and such person 
does not claim or purport to be a licensed nurse; 
nor shall any of said terms be construed to in- 
clude services rendered in accordance with the 
practice of the religious tenets of any well-recog- 
nized chureh or denomination which subscribes to 
the art of healing by prayer and the principles of 
which are opposed to medical treatment. A person 
who is otherwise qualified shall not be denied licen- 
sure as a professional nurse or practical nurse by 
reason of the circumstance that such person is in 
religious lifé and has taken a vow of poverty. 

2. Section 4 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

+. Professional nurses. 

a. Qualifications of applicants. An applicant for 
a license to practice professional nursing shall sub- 
mit to the board evidence in such form as the 
hoard may prescribe that said applicant: (1) has 
attained his or her twentieth birthday; (2) is of 
good moral character, is not a habitual user of 
drugs and has never been convicted or has not 
pleaded nolo contendere, non vult contendere or 
non vult to an indictment, information or com- 
plaint alleging a violation of any Federal or State 
law relating to narcotic drugs; (8) holds a diploma 
from an accredited 4-vear high school or the equiv- 
alent thereof as determined by the New Jersev 
State Department of Education; (4) has completed 
a course of professional nursing studv in an ac- 
eredited school of professional nursing as defined 
hy the board and holds a diploma therefrom. 

Notwithstanding anything herein contained, anv 
person who possesses the educational and school of 
professional nursing qualifications for registration 
required by the law of this State at the time of his 
cor her eraduation from an accredited school of 
professional nursing shall be deemed to possess the 
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qualifications (3) and (4) prescribed hereinabove 
in this subsection. 

Notwithstanding anything herein eoutainet- any 
person who shall “have qualifications (1) and (2) 
and shall have graduated from a school of profes- 
sional nursing, which need not be an accredited 
school, shall be deemed to have qualifications (3) 
end (4) upon complying with such reasonable re- 
quirements as to high school and school of nursing 
studies and training as the board may prescribe ; 
provided, however, that such person shall make ap- 
pleation in form prescribed by the board within 1 
vear from the effective date of this act and shall 
satisfactorily complete such reasonable require- 
ments and successfully pass the examinations, 
which examinations shall be limited to subject mat- 
ters in the curriculum required by the board at the 
time of the applicant’s graduation, provided for in 
subsection b. hereof, within 2 years after the date 
of the filing of such application. 

b. License. 

(1) By examination. The applicant shall be re- 
quired to pass a written examination in such sub- 
jects as the board may determine, which examina- 
tion may be supplemented by an oral or practical 
examination or both. Upon successfully passing 
such examinations the applicant shall be licensed 
by the board to practice professional nursing. 

(2) By endorsement without examination. The 
board may issue a license to practice professional 
nursing without examination to an applicant who 
has been duly licensed or registered as a resistered 
or professional nurse by examination or by orig- 
inal waiver under the laws of another State, ter- 
ritory or possession of the United States, or the 
District of Columbia, or any foreign country, if in 
the opinion of the board the applicant has the 
qualifications required by this act for the licensing 
of professional nurses, or equivalent qualifica- 
tions. 

c. Fees. An applicant for a license by examina- 
tion shall pay to the board at the time of applica- 
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tion a fee of $15.00 and at the time of each applica- 
tion for re-examination a fee of $10.00. An 
applicant for license without examination shall pay 
to the board at the time of application a fee of 
$10.00. 

d. Nurses registered under a previous law. Any 
person who on the effective date of this act holds 
a subsisting certificate of registration as a regis- 
tered nurse issued pursuant to the provisions of 
the act repealed by section 22 of this act shall be 
deemed to be licensed as a professional nurse un- 
der this act during the calendar year in which 
this act shall take effect, and such person and any 
person who heretofore held a certificate of regis- 
tration under said act hereby repealed as afore- 
said shall be entitled to a renewal of such license 
as in the ease of professional nurses licensed 
originally under this act. 

e. Title and abbreviations used by licensee. Any 
person who holds a license to practice professional 
nursing under this act shall during the effective 
period of such license be entitled to use the title 
‘“‘Registered Nurse’’ and the abbreviation ‘‘R.N.’’ 
The effective period of a license or a renewal 
thereof shall commence on the date of issuance and 
shall terminate at the end of the calendar year in 
which it is issued, and shall not include any period 
of suspension ordered by the board as hereinafter 
provided, 

3. Section 5 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

5). Practical nursing. 


a. Qualifications of applicants. An applicant for 
a license to practice practical nursing shall submit 
to the board evidence in such form as the board 
may prescribe that the applicant (1) has attained 
his or her 18th birthday; (2) is of good moral char- 
acter, is not a user of drugs and has never been 
convicted or has not pleaded nolo contendere, non 


vult contendere or non vult to an indictment, in- 


formation or complaint alleging a violation of anv 
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Federal or State law relating to narcotic drugs; 

(3) has completed 2 years of high school or the 
equivalent thereof, as determined by the New Jer- 
sey State Department of Education; (4) has com- 
pleted a course of study in a school of practical 
nursing approved by the board and holds a 
diploma therefrom, or holds a diploma from a 
school of practical nursing oper ated by a board of 
education in this State and is certified by the De- 
partment of Education as having completed the 
number of hours of instruction in the subjects in 
the curriculum prescribed by the board and an ap- 
proved course of affiliation or has equivalent quali- 
fications as determined by the board. 

b. License. 

(1) By examination. The applicant shall be re- 
quired to pass a written examination in such sub- 
jects as the board may determine, which examina- 
tion may be supplemented by an oral or practical 
examination or both. Upon successfully passing 
such examinations, the applicant shall be licensed 
by the board to practice practical nursing. 

(2) By endorsement without examination. The 
board may issue a license to practice practical nurs- 
ing without examination to any applicant who has 
been duly licensed as a practical nurse or a person 
entitled to perform similar services under a differ- 
ent title by practical nurse examination or by orie- 
inal waiver under the laws of another State, terri- 
tory or possession of the United States, or the 
District of Columbia, if in the opinion of the board 
the applicant has the qualifications required by this 
act for licensing of practical nurses or equivalent 
qualifications. 

(3) Waiver. If application therefor is made on 
or before June 11, 1950, the board may issue with- 
out examination a license to practice practical 
nursing to an applicant who submits to the board 
evidence in such form as the board may prescribe 
that the applicant has qualifications (1) and (2) 
provided in subsection ‘‘a’’ of this section and 
has had at least 2 years of satisfactory experience 
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in practical nursing, at least 1 year of which 
shall have been performed in this State except in 
cases of such nursing performed in an agency or 
service of the Federal Government; provided, that 
except im cases of such nursing performed in an 
agency or service of the Federal Government, such 
applicant is endorsed under oath by 2 physicians 
duly licensed to practice medicine and surgery in 
New Jersey who have personal knowledge of the 
applicant’s qualifications and satisfactory  per- 
formance of practical nursing and by 2 persons 
who have employed the applicant. 

e. Fees. An applicant for heense by examination 
shall pay to the board at the time of application a 
fee of $10.00 and at the time of each appheation 
for re-examination a fee of $5.00. At the time of 
application an applicant for heense without ex- 
amination shall pay to the board a fee of $5.00, and 
an applicant for license by waiver shall pay to the 
hoard a fee of $10.00. 

d. Title used by licensee. Any person who holds 
® license to practice practical nursing under this 
act shall during the effective period of such license 
be entitled to use the title ‘‘licensed Practical 
Nurse’? and the abbreviation ‘4l.P.N.’? The effec- 
tive period of a license or a renewal thereof shall 
commenee on the date of issuance and shall ter- 
minate at the end of the calendar year in which it is 
issued, and shall not inelude any period or suspen- 
sion ordered by the board as hereinafter provided. 

4. Section 6 of the aet of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

6. Renewal of license. Applications for renewal 
of license issued under this act shall be made at 
such times and in such form and contain such in- 
formation as the board shall prescribe and shall 
he accompanied by a renewal fee of $2.00 if made 
within the time prescribed by the board and there- 
after by a renewal fee of $3.00. 
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d). Section 15 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

15. Violations of the act. It shall be unlawful for 
any person (including any corporation, partner- 
ship, association or individual): 

a. After September 1, 1956, to practice or offer 
to practice professional nursing as defined by this 
act, unless such person holds an effective, unsus- 
pended license as a registered nurse under this act; 
or 

b. To represent in any way that such person is a 
registered nurse or to use after his or her name the 
abbreviation ‘‘R.N.’’ unless such person holds an 
effective, unsuspended leense as a professional 
nurse under this aet; or 

ce. To represent in any way that such person Is 
licensed as a practical nurse or to use the title 
‘‘Ticensed Practical Nurse’’ or to use after his 
or her name the abbreviation ‘‘L.P.N.’’ unless 
such person holds an effective, unsuspended license 
as a practical nurse under this act; or 

d. To conduct or to represent in any way that 
such person conducts a school for professional 
nursing, unless such person holds an effective, un- 
suspended certificate of accreditation under this 
act; or 

e. After January 1, 1950, to conduct or to repre- 
sent in anv way that such person conducts a school 
for practical nursing unless such person holds the 
subsisting, unsuspended approval of the board; or 

f. To obtain or attempt to obtain by fraud a li- 
cense or renewal thereof or a certificate of accred- 
itation or a renewal thereof under this act; or 

eg. To represent in any way that such person is 
authorized to issue a license for the practice of 
professional nursing or practical nursing or a cer- 
tificate of acereditation for a school of professional 
nursing; or 

h. To transfer, offer to transfer, or permit the 
use by another of any license issued under this 
act; or 
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i. Without the approval of the board, to transfer, 
offer to transfer, or permit the use by another of 
a certificate of accreditation issued under this 
act; or 

j. Otherwise to violate any provision of this act; 
or 

k. To aid or abet any person to violate any pro- 
vision of this act. 

Every person violating any of the foregoing pro- 
visions of this section shall be subject to a penalty 
of $200.00 for each violation, and if after convic- 
tion as hereinafter provided such person shall 
again violate any provision of this act, such person 
shall be subject to a penalty of $500.00 for each 
subsequent offense. A voluntary payment of a 
penalty for a violation of any provision of this act 
shall be deemed to be a conviction rendering such 
person liable for the greater penalty for subse- 
quent violations, and the continuation of an offense 
after conviction shall be deemed to be a subsequent 
otfense. 

6. This act shall take effeet immediately.

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Aw Acr relating to the annual salaries of the 
mavor and members of the governing body of 
certain cities. 


Bear enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
Lily of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any city bordering on. 
the Atlantic Ocean having more than 7,000 and 
less than 15,000 inhabitants may by ordinance or 
ordinances inerease and fix the annual salary to 
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be paid to the mayor and to each member of the 
governing body of such city, but no such salary 
shall be increased and fixed in excess of the sum 
of $4,500.00 per annum for the mayor and $1,500.00 
per annum for each member of the governing body. 

2. Any such ordinanee shall become operative 
in 30 days after the publication thereof after its 
final passage unless within said 30 days a petition, 
signed by the voters of such city equal in number 
to at least 10% of the entire vote cast in the last 
preceding general election, protesting against the 
passage of such ordinance, be presented to the 
governing body, in which case such ordinance shall 
remain inoperative unless and until a proposition 
for the ratification thereof shall be adopted, at 
the next general election by a majority of the 
qualified voters voting on such proposition. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Any discharge or satisfaction of mortgage 
heretofore made by a building and loan association 
or savings and loan association affecting lands, 
tenements or hereditaments situated in this State 
is hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstand- 
ing that there has not been attached thereto an 
affidavit stating that the original mortgage had 
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been lost or destroyed in compliance with section 
46:18-8 of the Revised Statutes of New Jersey; 
provided, such discharge or satisfaction of mort- 
gage was executed by the person who was the pres- 
ident or a vice-president thereof, or by duly au- 
thorized officers, representatives or agents thereof, 
or by the trustees in voluntary dissolution and liq- 
uidation, or by the Commissioner of Banking and 
TInsuranee, in possession of such association pur- 
suant to the statute in such case made and pro- 
vided, and the said discharge or satisfaction of 
mortgage has been recorded for at least 2 vears:

of the county may, by order, waive all or any part 
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of said 72-hour period in cases of emergency, upon 
satisfactory proof being shown to it. Said order 
shall be filed with the licensing officer and attached 
to the application for the license. 

A license, when properly issued as provided in 
this article, shall be good and valid only for 30 
days after the date of the issuance thereof.

may be necessary.

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CHAPTER 63 


An Act to enable the Department of Agriculture 
to accept and administer grants from the Fed- 
eral Government for the improvement of New 
Jersey agriculture and rural life. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Subject to approval by the State Board of Ag- 
riculture, and in cases where State funds are re- 
quired, within the limits of State appropriations 
made therefor, the department may apply for and 
accept grants from the Federal Government or any 
officer or agency thereof, and may comply with the 
terms, conditions and limitations thereof, and en- 
{er into agreements therefor, for any program to 
promote the interests of agriculture and rural life 
in New Jersey. Any moneys so received shall be 
forwarded to the Treasurer of the State of New 
Jersey. The State Treasurer shall disburse same 
on receipt by him of a voucher certified or ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Agriculture or his duly 
authorized agent. Such expenditures shall be for 
the purposes named in this act and shall be made 
in the same manner as other Federal funds, de- 
voted to specific purposes, are now disbursed bv 
the Treasurer of the State of New Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Ayn Act to establish a rehabilitation commission to 
provide for, promote and assist in the rehabilita- 
tion of disabled persons, and repealing sections

34:16-6, 34:16-7, 384:16-8, 34:16-9, 54:16-10, 
34 16-11, 384:16-12, 34:16-138, 34:16-14, 34 16-15,

18:17-8 and 18:17-9 of the Revised Statutes; and 
to repeal ‘‘An act authorizing the New Jersev 
Rehabilitation Commission to appoint therem 
special examiners to serve tuberculous persons,”’ 
approved May 24, 1941 (P. L. 1941, ¢. 155) ; and 
repealing section 22 of the ‘‘ Department of Labor 
and Industry Act of 1948,’ approved October 21, 
1948 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 446). 


Br it enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
ily of the State of New Jersey: 

1. As used in this chapter: 

‘Conmnission’’ means the State Rehabilitation 
Commission, Department of Labor and Industry, 
for the rehabilitation of physically handicapped 
persons. 

‘*Maintenance’’ means payments to cover the 
handicapped individual’s basie living expenses, 
such as: food, shelter, clothing, health, maintenance, 
and other subsistence expenses essential to achieve- 
ment of mdividual’s vocational rehabilitation ob- 
jective. 

‘*Physically handieapped individual’? means any 
individual who is under a physical or mental dis- 
«bility which constitutes a substantial handicap to 
emplovment, but which is of such a nature that 
vocational rehabilitation services may reasonably 
be expeeted to render him fit to engage in a remu- 
nerative occupation. 
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‘‘Resident’’ means any person who is and has 
heen domiciled within the State for 1 year or more, 
or who presents reasonable evidence of an intention 
to be a domiciliary of the State. 

‘Prosthetic device’? means any appliance de- 
signed to support or take the place of a part of the 
body, or to increase the acuity of a sensory organ. 

‘*Vocational rehabilitation services’’ means diag- 
nostic and related services (including transporta- 
tion) incidental to the determination of eligibility 
for and the nature and scope of services to be pro- 
vided; training, guidance and placement services 
for physically handicapped individuals; and in the 
case of any such individual found to require finan- 
cial assistance with respect thereto, after full con- 
sideration of his eligibility for any similar benefit 
by way of pension, compensation, and insurance, 
any other goods and services necessary to render 
such individual fit to engage in a remunerative oc- 
cupation (ineluding remunerative homebound 
work), ineluding but not limited to the following 
physical restoration and other goods and services: 

(1) Corrective surgery or therapeutic treatment 
to correct or improve a physical or mental condi- 
tion which constitutes a substantial handicap to 
employment ; 

(2) Necessary hospitalization in connection 
with surgery or treatment specified in paragraph 1; 

(3) Such prosthetic devices as are essential to 
obtaining or retaining employment; 

(4) Maintenance, not exeeeding the estimated 
cost of subsistence, during rehabilitation ; 

(5) Tools, equipment, initial stocks and supplies, 
including equipment and initial stocks and supplies 
for vending stands; 

(6) Books and training materials; 

(7) Occupational licenses ; 

(8) Transportation (except where necessary in 
connection with determination of eligibility or 
nature and scope of services). 

Such term also includes: 
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(9) Acquisition of vending stands or other 
equipment, and initial stocks and supplies for small 
business enterprises conducted by severely handi- 
capped individuals under the supervision of the 
State agency; 

(10) The establishment of public and other non- 
profit rehabilitation facilities to provide services 
for physically handicapped individuals and the es- 
tablishment of public and other nonprofit work- 
shops for the severely handicapped. 

‘‘Rehabilitation facility’? means a facility oper- 
ated for the primary purpose of assisting in the 
rehabilitation of physically handicapped individ- 
uals, (1) which provides 1 or more of the following 
types of service: testing, fitting, or training in the 
use of prosthetic devices; prevocational or econ- 
ditioning therapy ; physical or occupational therapy 
adjustment traiing; evaluation, treatment, or con- 
trol of special disabilities; or (2) through which is 
provided an integrated program of medical, psy- 
chological, social and vocational evaluation and 
services under competent professional supervision ; 
provided, that the major portion of such evaluation 
and service is furnished within the facility, and that 
all medical and related health services are pre- 
scribed by, or under the formal supervision of, 
persons licensed to practice medicine or surgery in 
the State. 

‘“Workshop’’ means a place where any manu. 
facture or handiwork is carried on, and which is 
operated for the primary purpose of providing re- 
munerative employment to severely handicapped 
individuals (1) as an interim step in the rehabilita- 
{ion process for those who cannot be readily ab- 
sorbed in the competitive labor market; or (2) 
during such time as employment opportunities for 
them in the competitive labor market do not exist. 

‘‘Remunerative occupation’’ includes employ- 
ment in the competitive labor market; practice of 
a profession; self-employment; homemaking, farm 
or family work (including work for which payment 
is in kind rather than cash) ; sheltered employment ; 
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and home industries or.other homebound work of 
a remunerative nature. 

2. There is hereby established the Rehabilitation 
Commission which is placed in the Department of 
Labor and Industry for housekeeping purposes. 
The commission is hereby designated as the sole 
State agency to administer and supervise voca- 
tional rehabilitation authorized by this chapter. 
he commission shall consist of the Commissioner 
of Labor and Industry, the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, the Commissioner of the Department of 
Institutions and Agencies and 8 members appointed 
by the Governor. 

Of the 8 members so appointed by the Governor, 
i and only 1 shall be a person who by reason of 
vocation, activities and affiliations ean be considered 
as a representative of the employers of labor of the 
State. One member, and only 1, shall be a person 
who by reason of vocation, activities and affiliations 
can be considered as a representative of organized 
labor of the State. Two members, 1 of whom shall 
be a woman, shall be chosen because of their special 
interest in and knowledge of the problem of the 
care, treatment and education of crippled children. 

3. The chairman of the commission shall be the 
(‘ommissioner of Labor and Industry of the State 
of New Jersey. 

4. Of the members of the conunission appointed 
by the Governor, the first members shall be ap- 
pointed, 3 for 1 vear, 3 for 2 years, 2 for 3 vears, 
and their successors shall be appointed for terms 
of 3 years. The members so appointed shall hold 
over until their respective successors are appointed 
und shall qualify. Vacancies shall be filled for the 
unexpired terms only. | 

). The members of the commission shall serve 
without pay but actual expenses incurred in the 
performance of their duties shall be paid out of 
funds appropriated for the purposes of the com- 
mission. 

6. The Governor may at any time remove fot 
inefficiency or neglect of duty any member of the 
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commission appointed by him, charges in writing 
having been preferred and sustained after public 
hearing. 

7. The commission shall annually make report 
io the Governor of its work in carrying out the 
provisions of this chapter and shall submit to him 
its recommendations concerning legislation and a 
statement of the sum necessary for such work for 
the ensuing vear. 

8. The commission shall be authorized to: 

(a) Adopt and promulgate such rules and regu- 
lations as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act. 

(b) Provide vocational rehabilitation services, 
directly or through public or private instrumentali- 
ties to eligible resident handicapped individuals 
without discrimination as to sex, race, color, creed 
or national origin, excepting blind persons under 
the care of the State commission to ameliorate the 
condition of the blind, deaf persons under the care 
of the State Sehool for Deaf-mutes, and persons 
who in the judgment of the commission are not 
feasible of rehabilitation. In case vocational re- 
1abilitation services cannot be provided all eligible 
handicapped persons who apply for such services, 
the commission shall provide, by regulation, the 
order to be followed in selecting those to whom such 
services will be provided. 

(c) Establish and operate rehabilitation facili- 
ties and workshops and make grants to publie and 
other nonprofit organizations for such purposes. 

(d) Establish and supervise the operation of 
vending stands and other small businesses estab- 
lished pursuant to this act to be conducted by 
severely handicapped individuals. 

(e) Make studies, investigations, demonstra- 
tions, and reports, and provide training and 
instruction (ineluding the establishment and 
maintenance of such research fellowships and 
traineeships with such stipends and allowances as 
mav be deemed necessary) in matters relating to 
vocational rehabilitation. 
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({) Enter into reciprocal agreements with other 
States to provide for the vocational rehabilitation 
of residents of the States concerned. 

(z) Accept and use gifts made, by will or other- 
wise, for carrying out the purposes of this chapter. 
Gifts made under such conditions as in the judg- 
ment of the commission are proper and consistent 
with the provisions of this chapter, may be ac- 
cepted, held, invested, reinvested, or used in ac- 
cordance with the conditions, if any, of the gift. 

(h) Take such action as it deems necessary or 
appropriate to carry out the purposes of this act. 

9, The commission shall appoint a director, who 
shall be its executive officer and have primary re- 
sponsibility for, and shall devote his full time to 
the administration of the program, and who shall 
employ such staff and special assistants as may be 
necessary to carry out the purposes and objects of 
this chapter. The chairman of the commission 
shall be the individual with whom the direetor shall 
consult when the commission is not in session. Not- 
withstanding the provisions of this act or any other 
law to the contrary, the director and all employees 
and special assistants shall be appointed pursuant 
to the provisions of Title 11, Civil Service, and 
shall continue to be subject thereto. 

10. The commission is also authorized: 

(a) To co-operate with the Federal Government 
in carrying out the purposes of any Federal stat- 
utes pertaining to vocational rehabilitation and to 
adopt such methods of administration as are found 
by the Federal Government to further the proper 
and efficient operation of agreements or plans for 
vocational rehabilitation and to comply with such 
conditions as mav be necessary to secure the full 
benefits of such Federal statutes. 

(b) To co-operate with and utilize the services 
of the State agency or agencies administerine the 
State’s Public Assistance program, the Federal 
Bureau of Old-Age and Survivors’ Insuranee (De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare), and 
other public and private agencies providin® sery- 
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ices related to vocational rehabilitation, and with 
the State system of public employment offices in 
the State, and shall make maximum feasible utili- 
zation of the job placement and employment coun- 
seling services and other services and facilities of 
such offices. 

(ec) To co-operate with and make grants to po- 
litical subdivisions, other public and nonprofit or- 
canizations and agencies, for the establishment of 
workshops and rehabilitation facilities, and in pro- 
viding vocational rehabilitation services to utilize 
such facilities meeting the standards established 
by the commission. 

(d) Upon designation by the Governor, to per- 
form other related functions and services for tbe 
Federal Government, including making determina- 
tions of disability under Title II of the Federal 
Social Security Act. 

11. The State Treasurer is hereby designated as 
the eustodian of all funds received from the Fed- 
eral Government for the purpose of carrying out 
anv Federal statutes pertaining to vocational re- 
habilitation or any agreement authorized by this 
chapter. The State Treasurer shall make disburse- 
ments from such funds and from all State funds 
available for vocational rehabilitation purposes 
upon certification by the commission. 

12. Any individual applying for or receiving vo- 
eational rehabilitation who is aggrieved by anv 
action or inaction of the commission shall be en- 
titled in accordance with regulations to a hearing 
by the commission. 

13. No officer or employee engaged in the ad- 
ministration of the vocational rehahilitation pro- 
eram shall use his official authority to influence or 
permit the use of the vocational rehabilitation pro- 
gvam for the purpose of interfering with an elec- 
tion or affecting the results thereof or for any 
partisan political purpose. No such officer or em- 
ployee shall solicit or receive. nor shall any officer 
or emplovee be obliged to contribute or render, anv 
service, assistance, subscription, assessment, or 
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contribution for any political purpose. Any officer 
or employee violating this provision shall be sub- 
ject to discharge or suspension. 

14. All records relating to the receipt of or ap- 
plication for vocational rehabilitation services shall 
be confidential and shall not be published or open 
to public inspection. No member, officer or em- 
ployee of the commission shall, except for purposes 
directly connected with the administration of the 
vocational rehabilitation program, and in acecord- 
anee with regulations, solicit, disclose, receive or 
make use of, or authorize, knowingly permit, par- 
ticipate in, or acquiesce in the use of any list of, 
or names of, or any information concerning per- 
sons applying for or receiving vocational rehabili- 
tation, directly or indirectly derived from the rec- 
ords, papers, files, or communications of the State 
or subdivisions or agencies thereof, or acquired in 
the course of the performance of official duties. 
Any such act on the part of a member, officer or 
employee of the commission shall be grounds for 
dismissal by the Governor as to members and as to 
officers and employees, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Title 11, Civil Service, of the Revised 
Statutes and of rules and regulations issued pur- 
suant thereto.

Brrr enactEpD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: | 

43 :21-14. (a) In addition to such reports as the 
Director of the Division of Employment Seeurity 
may require under the provisions of subsection (2) 
of section 43:21-11 of this chapter (R. S. 43:21-1 
et seq.), every employer shall file with the division 
periodical contribution reports on such forms and 
at such times as the director shall prescribe, to dis- 
close the employer’s liability for contributions 
under the provisions of this chapter (R. S. 43 :21-1 
et seq.), and at the time of filing each contribution 
report shall pay the contributions required by this 
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chapter (R. $. 48:21-1 et seq.) for the period cov- 
ered by such report. The director may require that 
such reports shall be under oath of the employer. 
Any employer who shall fail to file any report, re- 
quired by the director, on or before the last day 
for the filing thereof shall pay a penalty of $1.00 
for each day of delinquency until and including the 
tenth day following such last day and, for any 
period of delinquency after such tenth day, a pen- 
alty of $1.00 a day or 20% of the amount of the 
contributions due and payable by the employer 
for the period covered by the report, whichever is 
the lesser; if there be no lability for contributions 
for the period covered by any contribution report 
or in the ease of anv report other than a eontribu- 
tion report, the employer or employing unit shall 
pay a penalty of $1.00 a day for each day of de- 
linqueney in filme or $15.00, whichever is the 
lesser; provided, however, that when it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the director that the failure to 
file any such report was not the result of fraud 
or an intentional disregard of this chapter (R. S. 
43:21-1 et seq.), or the regulations promulgated 
hereunder, the director, in his diseretion, may re- 
mit or abate any unpaid penalties heretofore or 
hereafter imposed under this seetion and he may 
also, in his discretion, ratify any remission or 
abatement of penalties heretofore allowed by the 
Unemployment Compensation Commission, its ex- 
ecutive director or acting executive director, or 
the Division of Employment Security, its director 
or acting director. On or before October 1 of each 
vear, the director shall submit to the Commissioner 
of Labor and Industry a report covering the 12- 
month period ending on the preceeding June 30, and 
showing the names and addresses of all employers 
for whom the direetor remitted or abated any 
penalties, or ratified any remission or abatement 
of penalties, and the amount of such penalties with 
respect to each employer. Any employer who shall 
fail to pay the contributions due for any period on 
or before the date they are required by the division

to be paid, shall pay interest at the rate of 1% a 
month on the amount thereof from such date until 
the date of payment thereof. Upon the written re- 
quest of any employer or employing unit, filed with 
ihe division on or before the due date of any report 
or contribution payment, the director, for good 
cause shown, may grant, in writing, an extension 
of tune for the filme of such report or the paying 
of such contribution with interest at the rate of 
1% a month on the amount thereof; provided, no 
such extension shall exceed 80 days and that no 
such extension shall postpone payment of any con- 
tribution for any period beyond the day preceding 
the last day for filing tax returns under Title IX 
of the Federal Social Security Act for the year in 
which sueh period oceurs. 

(b) The contributions, penalties, and interest 
due from any employer under the provisions of 
this chapter (R. S. 48:21-1 et seq.), from the time 
they shall be due, shall be a personal debt of the 
employer to the State of New Jersey, recoverable 
in any court of competent jurisdiction in an action- 
at-law in the name of the State of New Jersey; 
provided, however, that except in the event of fraud, 
no employer shall be liable for contributions, penal- 
ties or interest unless assessed before 4 years have 
elapsed from the time when the contributions were 
due. Upon application therefor, the division shall 
furnish interested persons and entities certificates 
of indebtedness covering employers, employing 
units and others for contributions, penalties and 
interest, for each of which certificates the division 
shall charge and collect a fee of $0.25 per name, 
no such certificate to be issued, however, for a fee 
of less than $1.00. All fees so collected shall be 
paid into the unemployment compensation auxiliary 
fund. 

(c) If any employer shall fail to make any re- 
port as required by the rules and regulations of 
the division pursuant to the provisions of this chap- 
ter (R. S. 43:21-1 et seq.), the division may make 
an estimate of the labilitv of such employer from 
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any information it may obtain and, according to 
such estimate so made, assess such employer for 
the contributions, penalties, and interest due the 
State from him, give notice of such assessment to 
the employer, and make demand upon him for pay- 
ment. 

(d) After a report is filed under the provisions 
of this chapter (R. 8. 43:21-1 et seq.) and the rules 
and regulations of the division, the division shall 
cause the report to be examined and shall make such 
further audit and investigation as it may deem nec- 
essary, and if therefrom there shall be determined 
that there is a deficiency with respect to the pay- 
ment of the contributions due from such employer, 
the division shall assess the additional contribu- 
tions, penalties and interest due the State from such 
emplover, give notice of such assessment to the em- 
plover, and make demand upon him for payment. 

(ec) As an additional remedy, the division may 
issue to the clerk of the Superior Court of New 
Jersey a certificate stating the amount of the em- 
plover’s indebtedness under this chapter (R. S. 
4321-1 et seq.) and describing the liability, and 
ihereupon the clerk shall immediately enter upon 
lis record of docketed judgments such certificates 
or an abstract thereof and duly index the same. 
Such certificate or abstract from the time of such 
docketing shall have the same force and effect as 
a judgment obtained in the Superior Court of New 
Jersey, and the division shall have all the remedies 
aud may take all the proceedings for the collection 
thereof which may be had or taken upon the re- 
covery of such a judgment in an action at law upon 
contract in said court. Such debt. from the time 
of the docketing thereof, shall be a lien on and bind 
the lands, tenements, and hereditaments of the 
debtor, 

The Clerk of the Superior Court shall be entitled 
io receive for docketing such certificate $0.50, and 
for a eertified transeript of sueh docket $0.50. Tf 
the amount set forth in said certificate as a debt 
shall be modified or reversed upon review, as here- 
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inafter provided, the Clerk of the Superior Court 
shall, when an order of modification or reversal is 
filed, enter in the margin of the docket opposite the 
entry of the judgment the word ‘‘modified’’ or 
‘‘reversed,’’ as the ease may be, and the date of such 
modification ox reversal. 

The employer, or any other party baving an in- 
terest in the property upon which the debt is a 
tien, may deposit the amount claimed in the cer- 
tificate with the Clerk of the Superior Court of 
New Jersey, together with an additional 10% of 
the amount thereof, or $100.00, whichever amount 
is the greater, to cover interest and the costs of 
court, or in licu of depositing the amount in eash, 
inay give a bond to the State of New Jersey in 
double the amount claimed in the certificate, and 
file the same with the Clerk of the Superior Court. 
Said bond shall have such surety and shall be ap- 
proved in the manner required by the Rules of the 
Supreme Court. 

After the deposit of said money or the filing of 
said bond, the employer or any other party having 
an interest in the said property, may, after ex- 
hausting all administrative remedies, seeure ju- 
dicial review of the legality or validity of the in- 
debtedness or the amount thereof, and the said 
deposit of cash shall be as security for and the bond 
shall be conditioned to prosecute the judicial re- 
view with effect. 

Upon the deposit of said money or the filing of 
the said bond with the Clerk of the Superior Court, 
all proceedings on such judgment shall be staved 
until the final determination of the cause, and the 
moneys so deposited shall be subject to the lien of 
the indebtedness and costs and interest thereon, 
and the lands, tenements, and hereditaments of 
said debtor shall forthwith be discharged from the 
lien of the State of New Jersey and no execution 
shall issue against the same bv virtue of said jude- 
ment. 

(f) If not later than 2 years after the calendar 
vear in which any moneys were erroneously paid 
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to, or collected by the division, whether such pay- 
ments were voluntarily or involuntarily made or 
made under mistake of law or of fact, an employer, 
employing unit, or employee who has paid such 
moneys shall make application for an adjustment 
thereof, the said moneys shall, upon order of the 
director, be either credited or refunded, without 
interest, from the appropriate fund. For like cause 
and within the same period, credit or refund may 
be so made on the initiative of the director. 

(¢) All interest and penalties collected pursuant 
to this section shall be paid into a special fund to 
be known as the unemployment compensation aux- 
ihary fund; all moneys in this special fund shall be 
deposited, administered and disbursed, in the same 
manner and under the same conditions and require- 
ments as is provided by law for other special funds 
in the State treasury, and shall be expended, under 
legislative appropriation, solely for the purpose of 
aiding in defraying the cost of the administration 
of this chapter (R. 8. 48:21-1 et seq.) and for es- 
sential and necessary expenditures in connection 
herewith not provided in or by grants of the Fed- 
eral Government. The Treasurer of the State shall 
be ex officio the treasurer and custodian of this 
special fund and, subject to legislative appropria- 
tion, shall administer the fund in accordance with 
the directions of the division. Any balances in this 
fund shall not lapse at any time, but shall be con- 
tinuously available, subject to legislative appro- 
priation, to the division for expenditure. The State 
Treasurer shall give a separate and additional 
bond conditioned upon the faithful performance 
of his duties in connection with the unemployment 
compensation auxiliary fund in an amount to be 
fixed by the division, the premiums for such bond 
to be paid from the moneys in the said special fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediatelv.

An Acr concerning the appointment of officers or 
members of the police force in certain townships 
in certain cases, and supplementing chapter 47 of 
Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who has at least 5 years’ service, 
in the aggregate, as a member of one or more pub- 
lie police forces within the State, may be appointed 
an officer or member of the police force of a town- 
ship having a population of less than 6,000 inhabit- 
ants, notwithstanding that he has not been a resi- 
dent of such township for 2 years preceding his 
appointment, if he is otherwise qualified and has 
been a resident of the county wherein such. town- 
ship is situate for a period, in the aggregate, of at 
least 5 years. 

Every such person so appointed shall become a 
resident of the township for which he was so ap- 
pointed within 2 years of the date of his appoint- 
ment. In the event such person does not become 
such a resident within such 2-year period he shall 
on the second anniversary date of his appointment 
cease to be an officer or member of the police force 
of the township, and a vacancy in his office or posi- 
tion shall immediately exist, and he shall not exer- 
cise any of the duties of the office or position there- 
tofore held by him. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 67 


An Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending section 43:21-9 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 43:21-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


43 :21-9. (a) Establishment and control. There 
is hereby established as a special fund, separate and 
apart from all public moneys or funds of this State, 
an unemployment compensation fund, which shall 
be administered by the commission exclusively for 
the purposes of this chapter. This fund shall con- 
sist of (1) all contributions collected under this 
chapter; (2) interest earned upon any moneys in 
the fund; (3) any property or securities acquired 
through the use of moneys belonging to the fund; 
and (4) all earnings of such property or securities. 
All moneys in this fund shall be mingled and un- 
divided. 

(b) Accounts and deposit. The treasurer of the 
State of New Jersey shall be ex-officio the treasurer 
and custodian of the fund and shall administer such 
fund in accordance with the directions of the com- 
mission and shall issue his warrants upon it in 
accordance with such regulations as the commission 
shall preseribe. He shall maintain within the 
fund 3 separate accounts: (1) a clearing account, 
(2) an unemployment trust fund account, and (3) 
a benefit account. All moneys payable to the fund, 
upon receipt thereof by the commission, shall be 
forwarded to the treasurer, who shall immediately 
deposit them in the clearing account. Refunds pay- 
able pursuant to subsection (f) of section 43 :21-14 
of this Title may be paid from the clearing account 
upon warrants issued by the treasurer under the 
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direetion of the commission. After clearance 
thereof, all other moneys in the clearing account 
shall be immediately deposited with the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States of America to 
the credit of the account of this State in the unem- 
plovment tiust fund, established and maintained 
pursuant to section 904 of the social security act, 
as amended, any provisions of law in this State 
relating to the deposit, administration, release or 
disbursement of moneys in the possession or cus- 
tody of this State to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The benefit account shall consist of all moneys 
requisitioned from this State’s account in the un- 
employment trust fund. Moneys in the clearing 
and benefit accounts may be deposited by the treas- 
urer, under the direction of the commission, in any 
bank or pubhe depository in which general funds 
of the State may be deposited, but no publie deposit 
insurance charge or premium shall be paid out of 
the fund. The treasurer shall give a separate bond 
conditioned upon the faithful performance of his 
duties as custodian of the fund im an amount fixed 
ly the commission and in a form preseribed by law 
or approved by the Attorney-General. Premiums 
for said bond shall be paid from the administration 
fund. 

(c) Withdrawals. Moneys shall be requisitioned 
from this State’s account in the unemployment 
trust fund solely for the payment of benefits and 
in accordance with regulations preseribed by the 
commission. The conimission shall from time to 
time requisition from the unemployment trust fund 
such amounts, not exceeding the amounts standing 
to its account therein, as it deems necessary for the 
payment of benefits for a reasonable future period. 
Upon receipt thereof the treasurer shall deposit 
such moneys in the benefit account and the payment 
of benefits shall be made solely from such benefit 
account. Expenditures of such moneys in the bene- 
fit account and refunds from the clearing account 
shall not be subject to any provisions of law requir- 
ing specific appropriations or other formal release 
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by State officers of money in their custody. All 
warrants for the payment of benefits and refunds 
shall be issued by and bear only the signature of the 
director or his duly authorized agent for that pur- 
pose. Any balance of moneys requisitioned from 
the unemployment trust fund which remains un- 
claimed or unpaid in the benefit account after the 
¢xpiration of the period for which such sums were 
requisitioned shall either be deducted from esti- 
mates for, and may be utilized for the payment of, 
benefits during succeeding periods, or, in the discre- 
tion of the commission, shall be redeposited with 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States 
of America, to the credit of this State’s account 
in the unemployment trust fund, as provided in 
subsection (b) of this section. 

(d) Management of funds upon discontinuance 
of unemployment trust fund. The provisions of 
subsections (a), (b) and (ce) to the extent that they 
relate to the unemployment trust fund shall be 
operative only so long as such unemployment trust 
fund continues to exist and so long as the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States of America 
continues to maintain for this State a separate book 
account of all funds deposited therein by this State 
tor benefit purposes, together with this State’s pro- 
portionate share of the earnings of such unemploy- 
nent trust fund, from which no other State is per- 
mitted to make withdrawals. If and when such 
unemployment trust fund ceases to exist, or such 
separate book account is no longer maintained, all 
moneys, properties, or securities therein, belong- 
ing to the unemployment compensation fund of this 
State shall be transferred to the treasurer of the 
unemployment compensation fund, who shall hold, 
invest, transfer, sell, deposit and release such 
moneys, properties or securities in a manner ap- 
proved by the commission, in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter; provided, that such 
moneys shall be invested in the following readily 
marketable classes of securities: Bonds or other 
interest-bearing obligations of the United States 
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of America and of the State of New Jersey; and 
provided, further, that such investment shall at 
«ll tines be so made that all the assets of the fund 
shall always be readily convertible into cash when 
needed for the payment of benefits. The treasurer 
shall dispose of seeurities or other properties be- 
longing to the unemployment compensation fund 
only under the direction of the commission. 

(e) Notwithstanding any requirements of the 
foregoing subsections of this section, the commis- 
sion shall, prior to whichever is the later of (i) 30 
days after the close of this session of the Legis- 
lature, and (11) July 1, 1939, authorize and direct 
the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States 
to transfer from this State’s account in the Unem- 
ployment Trust Fund, established and maintained 
pursuant to section 904 of the Social Security Act 
as amended, to the Railroad Unemployment In- 
surance Account, established and maintained pur- 
suant to section 10 of the Railroad Unemployment 
Insurance Act, an amount hereinafter referred to as 
the preliminary amount; and shall, prior to which- 
cver is the later of (1) 30 days after the close of 
this session of the Legislature, and (ii) January 1, 
1940, authorize and direct the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury of the United States to transfer from this 
State’s account in said Unemployment Trust Fund 
to said Railroad Unemployment Insurance account 
un additional amount, hereinafter referred to as 
the hquidating amount. The Social Security Board 
shall determine both such amounts after consulta- 
tion with the commission and the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board. The preliminary amount shall consist 
of that proportion of the balance in the un- 
employment compensation fund as of June 30, 1939, 
as the total amount of contributions collected from 
‘‘employers’’ and ‘‘employees’’ (as the terms 
‘‘employer’’? and ‘‘employee’’ are defined in sec- 
tions 1-(a) and 1-(d) respectively of the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act) and credited to the 
memployment compensation fund bears to all con- 
tributions theretofore collected under this chapter 
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and credited to the unemployment compensation 
fund. The liquidating amount shall consist of the 
total amount of contributions collected from ‘‘em- 
ployers’’ and ‘‘employees’’ (as the terms ‘‘em- 
ployer’’ and ‘‘employee’’ are defined in sections 
1-(a) and 1-(d) respeetively of the Railroad Un- 
employment Insuranee Act) pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this chapter during the period July 1, 
1939, to December 31, 1939, inclusive.

Aw Act concerning poliomyelitis vaccine, providing 
for the purchase and distribution thereof by the 
State Department of Health, making appropria- 
tions therefor, controlling and regulating the 
purchase, sale, distribution and use thereof, pro- 
viding that violators of this act in certain cases 
shall be disorderly persons, and providing for 
punishment for violations of this act and rules 
and regulations adopted thereunder. 


Be rr ENacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
Lly of the State of New Jersey: 
C. 26:4-1006. 1, It is hereby declared to be the policy of the 
pate poe’ = State that no child shall be denied vaccination 
aa against poliomyelitis because of inability to pay the 
cost thereof. It is hereby found that there exists 
i shortage of poliomyelitis vaccine (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as ‘‘the vaecine’’) and that the public 
interest requires that the purchase, sale, distribu- 
tion and use of the vaecine shall, so long as the 
shortage shall exist, be controlled and regulated 
as herein provided, to the end that fair and equi- 
table distribution may be had and the vaccine be 
administered to children and others in accordance 
with priority groups based on the relative suscep- 
tibility of various age groups of children and others 
to poliomyelitis. 
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2. The State Commissioner of Health (herein- 
after referred to as ‘‘the commissioner’’) is 
authorized and directed, without compliance with 
chapter 48 of the laws of 1954, to purchase polio- 
myelitis vaccine supplementing that which may be 
made available pursuant to conditions of Federal 
grants in sufficient quantities to inoculate children 
of this State who shall not have attained the age 
of 20 years and for whom free vaccine is not avail- 
able through the auspices of the National Founda- 
tion for Infantile Paralysis or because of inability 
to pay the cost thereof. The commissioner shall 
distribute the vaccine so purchased or acquired 
under such plan, procedures and regulations as to 
him shall appear necessary or appropriate to ac- 
complish the objective of providing the vaccine 
without cost for such children, fairly and equitably, 
according to priority groups based upon the relative 
susceptibility of various age groups of children to 
poliomyelitis as determined by the commissioner 
and upon such evidence or assurances of use for 
such children as to the commissioner shall appear 
to be adequate and consistent with expeditious dis- 
tribution of the vaccine. 

3. The commissioner on behalf of the State is 
authorized and directed to apply for and receive 
Federal grants of the vaccine or funds therefor and 
to use such funds for the purchase of the vaccine 
in accordance with the conditions of such grants 
and for distribution as provided in section 2 of this 
act, and to make such reports and establish such 
methods and procedures as may be required for 
such Federal grants. 

4. In carrying out the purposes of this act the 
commissioner is authorized to enlist the participa- 
tion and co-operation of the State Department of 
hidueation, the Division of Purchase and Property, 
the Division of Civil Defense and any other depart- 
ment or division which in his opinion may be of 
assistance to him, and every such department or 
division, so enlisted, is authorized and directed so 
to assist the commissioner. 
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3. (a) The commissioner shall have the power 
and authority, upon a finding that the vaccine con- 
tinues to be in short supply, to make, promulgate, 
suspend, repeal and enforce rules and regulations 
concerning the purchase, sale, distribution, and use 
of the vaccine, to the end that the vaccine, whether 
distributed by an agency of the State or through 
private channels, shall be fairly and equitably 
available to all children and others in accordance 
with priority groups based on the relative suscep- 
ubility of various age groups of children and others 
to poliomy elitis, as found and determined by the 
commissioner and prohibiting the sale, offer to sell, 
purchase, distribution and use of the vaccine in 
contravention of such rules and regulations. No 
person shall buy, sell, offer to sell, distribute or 
use the vaecine except in accordance with such rules 
und regulations. 

(b) Such rules and regulations and all amend- 
ments thereof may be adopted with or without pub- 
lic hearing; shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State; and shall become effective immediately upon 
the filing thereof, unless otherwise therein pro- 
vided. 

(c) Any person who knowingly violates any pro- 
vision of this act or of any rule or regulation 
adopted thereunder, or who conspires with or 
knowingly aids, abets or assists another to do so, 
is a disorderly person. 

(d) The expiration or other termination of 
rule or regulation shall not terminate or affect the 
liability of a person for violation thereof or of 
= act. 

In addition to the sums appropriated to the 
State Department of Health during the fiscal year 
1955-56, eye is hereby appropriated out of the 
eeneral treasury for the period between the date 
of the enactment of this act and June 30, 1956, the 
sum of $570,000.00 for the purchase of the vaccine 
and for no other purpose. 
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7. For carrying out the provisions of this aet 
in the fiseal year beginning July 1, 1956, there shall 
be appropriated to the State Department of Health 
any unexpended balances remaining from the ap- 
propriation contained in section 6 of this act. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

2. The following agencies, namely the Board of 
Trustees of the Public Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem, the Prison Officers’ Pension Commission, the 
Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Pension and 
Annuity Fund, the Board of Trustees of the Alco- 
holic Beverage Law Enforcement Officers’ Pension 
Fund, the Board of Trustees of the Police and Fire- 
men’s Retirement System of New Jersey, and the 
Consolidated Police and Firemen’s Pension Fund 
Commission, and all of their respective present 
functions, powers, duties, equipment and records, 
excepting, however, documents, records and equip- 
ment relating to their respective investments which 
documents, records and equipment shall remain in 
the Division of Investment of the Department of 
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the Treasury, are hereby transferred to the Divi- 
sion of Pensions created and established hereunder 
in the Department of the Treasury.

do. The Division of Pensions established here- 
under shall be headed, directed and supervised by 
a director, who shall be a person qualified by train- 
ing and experience to direct the work of such divi- 
sion. The director of such division shall be 
appointed by the Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and shall serve during the 
term of the Governor appointing him, and until the 
director’s successor is appointed and has qualified.

6. Nothing in this act shall be construed or

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CHAPTER 71 


Aw Acr concerning the county district courts in 
certain counties, and amending sections 2A :6~—12, 
2A :6-14 and 2A :6-42 of the New Jersey Stat- 
utes. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
ily of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2A :6-12 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-12. In counties of the first class, judges of 
the county district court shall devote their entire 
time to their duties and shall not engage in the 
practice of law. In all other counties, judges of the 
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county district court may practice law in any court 
of this State except in a county district court or in 
the Superior or Supreme Court in cases removed 
or appealed thereto from a county district court. 

2. Section 2A :6-14 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-14. The annual salary of each judge of a 
county district court in counties of this State shall 
be as follows: 

In counties of the first class having Judges who 
devote their entire time to their duties and are pro- 
hibited from practicing of law, $14,000.00. 

In counties of the second class having less than 
500,000 and more than 325,000 inhabitants and 
having 5 judges, $6,000.00. 

In counties of the second class having less than 
525,000 inhabitants and more than 300,000 inhabit- 
ants and having 4 judges, $7,500.00. 

In counties of the second class having less than 
300,000 inhabitants, and more than 250,000 inhabit- 
ants and having 1 judge, $9,000.00. 

_ In counties of the second class having less than 
250,000 inhabitants and having 2 judges, $6,000.00. 

In counties of the third class having less than 
200,000 inhabitants and more than 150,000 inhabit- 
ants and having 1 judge, $8,000.00. 

In counties of the third class having less than 
150,000 inhabitants and more than 75,000 inhabit- 
ants and having 3 judges, $4,000.00. 

In counties of the third class having less than 
75,000 inhabitants and more than 60,000 inhabitants 
and having 1 judge, $5,000.00. 

In counties of the third class having less than 
60,000 inhabitants and 1 judge, $4,000.00. 

In counties of the fourth class having less than 
30,000 inhabitants and having 1 judge, $3,500.00. 

In counties of the fifth class having more than 
150,000 inhabitants and having 2 judges, $7,500.00. 

In counties of the fifth class having less than 
150,000 inhabitants and having 1 judge, $9,000.00. 

All such salaries shall be payable in the same 
manner as other salaries payable by a county. — 
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In each such county having more than 1 county 
district court judge, the judge designated as pre- 
siding judge shall receive extra compensation in 
addition to his salary, at the rate of $500.00 per 
annum for the time during which he shall act as 
presiding judge. 

3. Section 2A :6-42 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2A :6-42. The judge of the county district court 
shall be the judge of the division of small claims, 
and for his services as judge of the division of small 
claims he shall receive a yearly salary of $600.00 
in addition to his salary as judge of the county dis- 
trict court except that in counties of the first class, 
the judges of the county district court shall not re- 
ceive any additional compensation for their services 
as Judges of the division of small claims.

The pavment of the $50.00 per day for such 
services shall be made by the county treasurer from 
the county funds of the county in which the serv- 
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ives are rendered, on claim approved by the judge 
and adnunistrative director of the courts. 

When the judge of a county district court who 
is not required by law to devote his entire time to 
his judicial duties, sits temporarily in a county 
distriet court without the county in and for which 
he is appointed, he shall in addition to his regular 
salary, be entitled to $50.00 per day while so sitting. 
The payment of the $50.00 per day for such serv- 
ices shall be made by the county treasurer from 
the county funds of the county in which the serv- 
ices are rendered, on claim signed by the judge and 
approved by the administrative director of the 
courts. 

2. Where any judge of a county district court 
sat in a county district court without the county 
in and for which he was appointed on or after 
April 5, 1955 and prior to the effective date of this 
act, compensation shall be paid at the same rate 
and in the same manner as provided in section 1 
of this act.

59 :4-197. No municipality shall pass an ordi- 
nanee or resolution on a matter covered by or which 
alters or In any way nullifies the provisions of this 
chapter or any supplement to this chapter; except 
that ordinances and resolutions may be passed reg- 
ulating special conditions existent in the munici- 
pality on the subjects and within the limitations 
following: 


(1) Ordinance. 
a. Altering speed limitations as provided in 
section 39 :4-98 of this Title; 
b. Limiting use of streets to certain class of 
vehicles ; 
ce. Designating 1-way streets; 
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d. Designating stops, stations or stands for 
omnibuses ; 

e. Regulating the stopping or starting of 
street cars at special places such as railroad 
stations, public squares or in front of certain 
public buildings ; 

f. Regulating the passage or stopping ot 
traffic at certain congested street corners or 
other designated points; 

eg. Regulating the parking of vehicles on 
streets and portions thereof including angle 
parking as provided in section 39 :4-135 of this 
Title ; 

h. Regulating the parking of vehicles upon 
grounds, other than a street or highway, owned 
or leased and maintained by the municipality, 
or any school district board of education 
therein, including any lands devoted to the 
public parking of vehicles, the entrances 
thereto and exits therefrom; 

i. Designating streets or roads upon which 
heavy commercial vehicles may be required to 
use low gear in descending steep declivities 
and pr oviding for the use of such gear thereon. 


(2) Ordinance or resolution. 


a. Designating through streets as provided 
in article 17 of this chapter (39 :4-140 et seq.) ; 

b. Designating and providing for the main- 
tenance as ‘‘no passing’’ zones of portions of 
highway where overtaking and passing or driv- 
ing to the left of the roadway is deemed espe- 
cially hazardous.

aud supplementing chapter 3 of Title 39, of the 
Revised Statutes,’’ approved April 5, 1955 (PB.

1959, c. 8). 


Br ir ENacTED by the Senate and General Asscin- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 5 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

do. Section 39:3-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39:3-10. No person shall drive a motor vehicle 
on a public highway in this State unless licensed 
to do so in accordance with this article. No person 
under 17 years of age shall be licensed to drive 
motor vehicles, nor shall a person be licensed until 
he has passed a satisfactory examination as to lis 
ability as an operator. The examination shall in- 
elude a test of the applicant’s knowledge of such 
portions of the mechanism of motor vehicles as is 
necessary to insure the safe operation of a vehicle 
of the kind or kinds indicated by the applicant and 
of the laws and ordinary usages of the road and 
a demonstration of his ability to operate a vehicle 
of the class designated. 

The director, upon payment of the lawful fee and 
after he or an inspector of his has examined the 
applicant and is satisfied of the applicant’s ability 
as an operator, may, in his discretion, license the 
applicant to drive a motor vehicle. The license 
shall authorize him to drive any registered auto- 
mobile or motoreyele and shall expire on the last 
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day of the twelfth or thirty-sixth calendar month 
following the calendar month in which such license 
was issued, the term of such license to be at the op- 
tion of the driver; provided, however, that during 
the month of March, 1956, the director may, at his 
discretion, issue licenses which shall expire on a 
date fixed bv him, which date shall not be sooner 
than 5 months nor later than 41 months, after the 
date of issuance of such licenses, and the fee for 
such licenses shall be fixed by the director m 
amounts proportionately less or greater than the 
fee herein established. The license fee for such 36- 
month period shall be $8.00 for drivers of automo- 
biles and $2.50 for operators of motoreyeles, and 
for the 12-month period shall be $3.00 for drivers 
of automobiles and $1.00 for operators of motor- 
eveles. The driver’s license shall have the name of 
the licensee endorsed thereon in his own handwrit- 
ine, 

The director shall issue licenses for the follow- 
ing license period on and after the first day of the 
ealendar month immediately preceding the com- 
mencement of such period, such licenses to be ef- 
fective immediately. 

All applieations for renewals of lieenses shall he 
made on forms preseribed by the director, which 
forms shall be mailed by the director from the cen- 
tral office of the division to the last addresses of 
the licensed drivers as they appear on the records 
of the division. Upon the return by mail of such 
forms, accompanied by the requisite fees, the di- 
rector shall issue renewals of such licenses by mail 
from the central office of the division. 

The director in his diseretion mav refuse to grant 
a license to drive motor vehicles to a person who 
is, in his estimation, not a proper person to be 
granted such a license. but no defect of the appli- 
eant shall debar him from receiving a license un- 
less it ean be shown by tests approved by the Di- 
rector of the Division of Motor Vehicles that the 
defect incapacitates him from safely operating a 
motor vehicle. 
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A person violating this section shall be subject 
to a fine not exceeding $500.00 or imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than 60 days. 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to alter 
or extend the expiration of any license issued prior 
to March 1, 1956. 

2. This act shall take effect March 1, 1956, except 
that it shall become effective immediately, so far 
as to permit the taking of such measures and the 
making of such expenditures as shall be necessary 
to administer the provision of this act prior to 
March 1, 1956, and to make such preparations as 
may be necessary to provide for the administration 
of this act on and after said date.

Aw Acr concerning the criminal judicial districts 
in the county of Hudson, abolishing the criminal 
judicial district courts in said county, and re- 
pealing ‘‘An act concerning administration of 
civil and criminal justice, and supplementing 
Title 2, subtitle 17, entitled ‘Criminal Judicial 
District Courts,’ and incorporating the First, 
Second, Third and Fourth Criminal Judicial Dis- 
tricts in the county of Hudson,’’ passed October 
2, 1940 (P. L. 1940, ¢. 201). 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The criminal judicial districts in the county 
of Hudson and the criminal judicial district courts 
in the county of Hudson are abolished. 
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2. The office and terms of the judges of the crin- 
inal judicial district courts in the county of Hudson, 
upon the effective date of this act, shall cease and 
determine. Such clerks, officers and employees as 
are permanently in the classified service of the civil 
service under Title 11, Civil Service, of the Revised 
Statutes shall be transferred and appointed to com- 
parable positions or employment in the classified 
service of the civil service in the County Court, dis- 
trict court or juvenile and domestic relations court 
of the county. 

3. Any and all causes and proceedings of what- 
ever character pending in the said criminal judicial 
district courts in the county of Hudson on the effec- 
tive date of this act shall be transferred to the 
County Court of the county of Hudson and shall be 
continued in the said County Court with the same 
effect as though they had been commenced therein.

4. The files, records, papers, dockets, books of 
account, and all data appertaiming thereto, and 
property, and any moneys on deposit as bail or for 
any other purpose, of all of said criminal judicial 
district courts in the county of Hudson shall be 
transferred to the County Court of the county of 
Hudson. 

). Any unexpended appropriations for the main- 
tenance of the said criminal judicial district courts 
in the county of Hudson shall be transferred to the 
general funds of said county. 

6..The board of chosen freeholders of the county 
of Hudson is authorized and directed to take any 
and all necessary action to carry out the provisions 
of this act, including the termination of existing 
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leases, if any, for the court rooms of said criminal 
judicial district courts in said county and the dis- 
position of the furniture, fixtures, equipment and 
supphes of said courts. 

7. ‘‘An act concerning administration of civil and 
criminal justice, and supplementing Title 2, subtitle 
17, entitled ‘Criminal Judicial District Courts,’ and 
incorporating the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Criminal Judicial Districts in the county of Hud- 
son,’’ passed October 2, 1940, is repealed.

CHAPTER 78 


An Acr relating to transfer inheritance and the 
estate taxes, and amending section 54 :34-4 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr exacten by the Scnate and General Assem- 
Liy of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:34-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:34-4. The following transfers of property 
shall be exempt from taxation: 

a. Property passing to or for the use of the State 
of New Jersey, or to or for the use of a municipal 
corporation within the State or other political sub- 
division thereof, for exclusively public purposes. 

b. Property passing to a beneficiary or benefici- 
uries having any present or future, vested, con- 
tingent or defeasible interest under any trust deed 
or agreement heretofore or hereafter executed by a 
resident or nonresident decedent, to the extent that 
the trust fund results from the proceeds of con- 
tracts of insurance heretofore or hereafter in force, 
insuring the life of such decedent, and paid or pay- 
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able, at or after the death of such decedent, to the 
trustee or trustees under such trust deed or agrec- 
ment. 

ce. Property passing to a trustee or trustees of 
uny trust deed or agreement heretofore or here- 
after executed, by virtue of any contract of insur- 
ance heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the 
life of a resident or nonresident decedent and the 
proceeds of which are paid or payable at or after 
the death of such decedent to such trustee or trus- 
tees for the benefit of a beneficiary or beneficiaries 
having any present or future, vested, contingent or 
defeasible interest under such trust deed or agree- 
ment. 

d. That part of the estate of any decedent which 
passes to or for the use of any educational institu- 
tion including any institution instructing the blind 
in the use of dogs as guides no part of the net earn- 
ines of which inures to the benefit of any private 
stockholder or other individual or corporation; 
provided, that this exemption shall not extend to 
trausfers of property to such educational institu- 
tions of other States, territories and foreign coun- 
tries which do not grant an equal and like exemp- 
tion of transfers of property for the benefit of such 
institutions of this State. 

e. That part of the estate of any decedent who 
has heretofore died, or may hereafter die, received, 
either heretofore or hereafter, by the legal rep- 
resentatives of such decedent, whether directly 
from the United States or through any intervening 
estate or estates, by reason of any war risk insur- 
ance certificate or policy, either term or converted, 
or any adjusted service certificate, issued by the 
United States. Nothing contained in this para- 
eraph (e) shall entitle any person to a refund of 
any tax heretofore paid on the transfer of property 
of the nature aforementioned; and provided fur- 
ther, that the exemption provided for in this para- 
graph (e) shall not extend to that part of the estate 
of any decedent composed of property of the nature 
aforementioned, when such property was received 
by the decedent before death. 
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f. The proceeds of any contract of insurance 
heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the life 
of a resident or nonresident decedent paid or pay- 
able at or after the death of such decedent to any 
beneficiary or beneficiaries other than the estate 
or the executor or administrator of such decedent. 

g. Any transfer, relinquishment, surrender or 
exercise at any time or times by a resident or non- 
resident of any right to nominate or change the 
beneficiary or beneficiaries of any contract of in- 
surance heretofore or hereafter in force insuring 
the life of such resident or nonresident irrespective 
of whether such transfer, relinquishment, sur- 
render or exercise of such right took place or 
whether the proceeds of such policy were paid or 
payable, before or after the taking effect of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr to relocate, fix and establish a portion of 
the boundary line between the borough of Essex 
Fells and the borough of Roseland in the county 
of Essex. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
Boundary 1. That a portion of the boundary line between 
ieccapton. the borough of Essex Fells and the borough of Rose- 
land, in the county of Essex and State of New 
Jersey, be and the same is hereby relocated, fixed 
and established so that the following described line 
will constitute such relocated boundary line, viz.: 
Beginning at a point in the southeasterly line of 
property of the Roseland Board of Education where 
said line intersects the southwesterly line of Fells 
Road as formerly laid out, said point being also in 
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the dividing line between the borough of Roseland 
and the borough of Essex Fells; 

Thence (1) along the extension of the present 
dividing line between the borough of Roseland and 
the borough of Essex Fells North 50°-12’-30" Hast 
1 foot and 0/100 of a foot to the southwesterly line 
of Fells Road as relocated; 

Thence (2) along the southwesterly line of Fells 
Road as relocated in a northwesterly direction on 
a curve to the right with a radius of 430,29 feet for 
a distance of 246.73 feet to a point of reverse curve, 
the chord of said curve having a bearing and dis- 
tance of North 48°-49’-44” West 243.37 feet;

Aw Act concerning aleoholic beverages, and amend- 
ing section 33:1-31 of the Revised Statutes. 


_ Brir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 33:1-31 of the Revised Statutes is 
wmnended to read as follows: 
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33 :1-31. Any heense, whether issued by the di- 
rector or any other issuing authority, may be sus- 
pended or revoked by the director, or the other 
issuing authority may suspend or revoke any li- 
cense issued by it, for anv of the following causes: 

a. Violation of any of the provisions of this 
chapter ; 

b. Manufacture, transportation, distribution or 
sale of aleoholic beverages in a manner or to an 
extent not permitted by the license or by law; 

e. Nonpayment of any excise tax or other pay- 
ment required by law to be paid to the State Tax 
Commissloner ; 

d. Failure to comply with any of the provisions 
of subtitle 8 of the title Taxation (§ 54:41-1 et 
seq.) : 

e. Failure to have at all time a valid, unrevoked 
permit, lieense or special tax stamp, or other in- 
dicia of payment, of all fees, taxes, penalties and 
payments required by any law of the United States; 

f. Failure to have at all times proper stamps or 
other proper evidence of payment of any tax re- 
quired to be paid by anv law of this State; 

e, Any violation of rules and regulations: 

h. Any violation of any ordinance, resolution or 
regulation of any other issuing authority or gov- 
erning board or body; 

i. Anv other act or happening, oceurring after 
the time of making of an application for a license 
which if it had occurred before said time would 
have prevented the issuance of the license; or 
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j. For any other cause designated by this chap- 
ter: 

No suspension or revocation of any license shall 
be made until a 5-day notice of the charges pre- 
ferred against the licensee shall have been given 
to him personally or by mailing the same by regis- 
tered mail addressed to him at the licensed prem- 
ises and a reasonable opportunity to be heard 
thereon afforded to bim. 


A suspension or revocation of leense shall be 
effected by a notice in writing of such suspension 
or revocation, designating the effective date 
thereof, and in case of suspension, the term of such 
suspension, which notice may be served upon the 
licensee personally or by mailing the same by reg- 
istered mail addressed to him at the heensed preim- 
ises. Such suspension or revoeation shall apply to 
the licensee and to the Heensed premises. 

A revocation shall render the heensee and the 
officers, directors and each owner, direetly or im- 
directly, of more than 10% of the stock of a cor- 
porate licensee ineligible to hold or receive any 
other license, of any kind or class under this chap- 
ter, for a period of 2 years from the effective date 
of sueh revocation and a seeond revocation shall 
render the lheensee and the offieers, directors and 
sach owner, directly or indirectly, of more than 
10% of the stock of a corporate heensee meleible 
to hold or reecive any such license at any time 
thereafter. Any revocation may, in the diseretion 
of the director or other issuing authority as the 
case may be, render the licensed premises ineligi- 
ble to become the subject of any further license, of 
any kind or class under this chapter, during a pe- 
riod of 2 vears from the effective date of the revo- 
‘ation. 

No refund, except as expressly permitted by sec- 
tion 33 :1-26 of this Title, shall be made of any por- 
tion of a license fee after issuance of a license; but 
if any licensee, except a seasonal retail consump- 
tion heensee, shall voluntarily surrender his license, 
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there shall be returned to him, after deducting as 
nu surrender fee 50% of the license fee paid by him, 
the prorated fee for the unexpired term; provided, 
that such licensee shall not have committed any 
violation of this chapter or of any rule or regula- 
tion or done anything which in the fair discretion 
of the director or other issuing authority, as the 
case may be, should bar or preclude such licensee 
from making such claim for refund and that all 
taxes and other set-offs or counterclaims which 
shall have aecerued and shall have become due 
aud payable to this State or any municipality, 
or both, have been paid. Such refund, if any, 
shall be made as of the date of such surrender. 
The surrender of a heense shall not bar pro- 
ceedings to revoke such license. The refusal of 
the other issuing authority to grant any refund 
hereunder shall be subject to appeal to the director 
within 30 days after notice of such refusal is mailed 
to or served upon the licensee. Surrenders of re- 
tail lieenses shall be promptly certified by the is- 
suing authority to the director. Surrender fees 
shall be accounted for as are investigation fees. If 
any licensee to whom a refund shall become due 
under the provisions of this section shall be in- 
debted to the State of New Jersey for any taxes, 
penalties or interest by virtue of the provisions of 
subtitle 8 of the title Taxation (§ 54:41-1 et seq.), 
it shall be the duty of the issuing authority before 
making any such refund, upon receipt of a certifi- 
cate of the State Tax Commissioner evidencing the 
said indebtedness to the State of New Jersey, to 
deduct therefrom, and to remit forthwith to the 
State Tax Commissioner the amount of such taxes, 
penalties and interest. 

In the event of any suspension or revocation of 
any license by the other issuing authority, the li- 
censee may, within 30 days after the date of serv- 
ice or of mailing of said notice of suspension or of 
revocation, appeal to the director from the action 
of the other issuing authority in suspending or re- 
voking such license which appeal shall act as a stay

2. At any time after the tax lists and duplicates 
shall have been delivered to the county board of 
taxation as provided in R. S. 54:4-35, the county 
board of taxation may, for such time and upon such 
terms and conditions as it deems proper, permit 
the collectors of the various taxing districts in the 
county to have custody of the duplicates.

A. Except as may otherwise be hereinafter pro- 
vided or provided by law now or hereafter enacted 
or by rules and regulations promulgated pursuant 
to law or to which the savings bank is subject by 
reason of membership in the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation or any successor corporation 
having for its purpose the insurance of deposits, 
every savings bank 


(1) shall allow interest or dividends upon 
the deposits therewith, so that the depositors 
receive, as nearly as possible, all the profits of 
the savings bank, after deducting necessary 
expenses and reserves and after reserving an 
amount the managers deem expedient as a sur- 
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plus or contingent fund for the security of de- 
positors, which, to the amount of 20% of the 
deposits, the managers may accumulate and 
hold, to meet any contingency or loss; 

(2) may (a) classify its depositors accord- 
ing to the character, amount, activity and dur- 
ation of their dealings with it, and (b) regu- 
late such interest or dividends as are allowed 
so that each depositor receives the same ratable 
proportion of interest or dividends as all others 
of his class; a 3 

(3) shall not declare or allow interest or 
dividends on any deposits for a longer period 
than they have been deposited, except that (a) 
deposits made not later than the fifth business 
day of any monthly period for which interest 
or dividends are declared or allowed, or the 
tenth business day of the month commencing 
any quarterly or Jonger interest or dividend 
period, may have interest or dividends declared 
upon them for the whole of the period or month 
when so deposited; and (b) deposits withdrawn 
during the last 38 business days of any quar- 
terly or longer interest or dividend period may 
have interest allowed or dividends declared and 
eredited upon them for the whole of such pe- 
riod; 

(4) shall, within 1 vear of the time its sur- 
plus reaches an amount equal to 20% of such 
deposits, divide equitably substantially all of 
the surplus in exeess, at the time of such di- 
vision, of 20% of sueh deposits, as an addi- 
tional dividend to depositors, in addition to 
other interest or dividends herein authorized ; 
provided, that no such additional dividend 
shall be declared or paid except after 1 month’s 
prior written notice to the commissioner of its 
intention to declare and pay such additional 
dividend; 

(5) mavy refuse to allow interest or dividends 
on deposit balances of less than a specified 
minimum amount; 
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(6) may refuse to allow interest or dividends 
upon sums on deposit for less than a specified 
minimum period; and 

(7) may refuse to allow interest or dividends 
for a fractional part of a month or other in- 
terest or dividend period, or upon a fractional 
part of a dollar or other specified multiple 
thereof, 


b. No dividends or interest shall be declared, 
eredited or paid, except by the authority of a vote 
of the board of managers duly entered upon its 
minutes. No savings bank which is a qualified bank 
shall declare or pay any interest or dividend in an 
amount which would reduce its surplus to less than 
100,000.00.

Aw Acr concerning the practice of medicine and 
surgery, and amending section 45 :9-1 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:9-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45:9-1. The State Board of Medical Examiners, 
hereinafter in this chapter designated as the 
‘‘hoard’’ created and established by the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act to regulate the practice of medicine 
and surgery, to license physicians and surgeons, 
and to punish persons violating the provisions 
thereof,’’ approved May 22, 1894 (L. 1894, e. 306, 
p. 454), as supplemented by an act approved April 
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2, 1913 (LL. 1918, ¢. 224, p. 408), and by an act ap- 
proved Mareh 31, 1921 (hl. 1921, ¢. 136, p. 263), is 
continued and the members and officers of said 
board as constituted pursuant to said act, and the 
amendments and supplements of said act, shall 
continue to hold office until the expiration of their 
terms. The board shall consist of 11 full members 
and 2 qualified members who shall be persons of 
recognized professional ability and honor, and shall 
possess a license to practice his or her respective 
profession in New Jersey, and who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor from a list to be furnished 
within 30 days after any vacancy oceurs in the 
membership of said board by the society or organ- 
ization of whom the persons nominated are mem- 
bers, if there be such a society or organization, or 
if such society or organization has a membership 
in good standing of not less than 100, and for every 
membership filled in said board at least 3 names 
shall be submitted to the Governor, and from the 
names thus submitted the Governor shall select 1 
person to be a member of said board; provided, 
however, that said board shall consist of 9 grad- 
uates of schools of medicine who shall possess the 
degree of M. D., and in addition the membership 
of said board shall comprise 1 osteopath, 1 chiro- 
practor, 1 qualified member who shall be a chiropo- 
dist and 1 qualified member who shall be a licensed 
hio-analytical laboratory director, who may or may 
not be the holder of a degree of M.D. The qualified 
members of the board shall have equal rights and 
privileges with the other members of the board, 
but shall vote only on matters pertaining to their 
own specialties and shall have no vote on the selec- 
{ion of officers. The term of office of members of 
the board hereafter appointed shall be 3 years or 
until their suecessors are appointed. Said appoint- 
ees shall, within 30 days after receipt of their re- 
spective commissions, take and subscribe the oath 
or affirmation prescribed by law and file the same 
in the office of the Secretary of State. 
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The Governor shall appoint 2 chiropractors who 
are licensed to practice chiropractic in the State 
of New Jersey to serve for a term of 3 years each 
and until their successors are appoimted and 
qualify, who shall be available to assist the board 
in the administration of sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 12, 
15 and 16 of chapter 233 of the laws of 1953, which 
act supplements chapter 9 of Title 45 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and contains this amendment to 
this section. Within the limits of available ap- 
propriations therefor each such chiropractor shall 
be paid a fee of $10.00 for each applicant assigned 
to him for examination and when designated and 
authorized by the board to do business on behalf 
of the board outside of the State shall receive 
$50.00 per day and when performing authorized 
official duties in or out of the State shall be reim- 
bursed for all proper expenses incurred in the 
performance of such duties. 

The Governor shall also appomt an advisory 
committee to consist of 4 licensed bio-analytical 
laboratory directors, only 2 of whom shall possess 
the degree of M.D., and who shall be appointed 
from a list to be submitted by the society or organ- 
ization of which the persons nominated are mem- 
bers. The members of this advisory committee 
shall serve for a term of 3 years and until their 
suceessors are appointed and qualified, and shall 
be available to assist the board in the administra- 
tion of the Bio-analytical Laboratory and Labora- 
tory Director’s Act. The advisory committee shal! 
meet at the call of the board. The board may 
authorize reimbursement of the members of the 
advisory committee for their actual expenses in- 
curred in connection with the performance of their 
duties as members of the committee.

1. Section 54:39-66 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04 :39-66. Any person who shall use any fuels as 
herein defined for any of the following purposes: 

(a) operating or propelling motor vehicles, mo- 
tor boats or other implements owned or leased by 
the State and all the political subdivisions thereof, 

(b) autobusses while being operated over the 
highways of this State in those municipalities to 
which the operator has paid a monthly franchise 
tax for the use of the streets therein under the pro- 
visions of sections 48 :4—14, 48:4-15 and 48:4-16 or 
48 :16-25 of the Title Public Utilities, 

(ec) agricultural tractors not operated on a prub- 
he highway, 

(d) farm machinery, 

(ec) aireraft, 

(f} ambulances, 

(¢) rural free delivery carriers in the dispatch 
of their official business, 

(h) such vehicles as run only on rails or tracks, 
and such vehicles as run in substitution thereof, 

(i) such highway motor vehicles as are operated 
exclusively on private property, 

(j) motor boats or motor vessels used exclusively 
for or in the propagation, planting, preservation 
and gathering of oysters and clams in the tidal 
water of this State, 
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(k) motor boats or motor vessels used exclusively 
for commercial fishing, 

(1) motor boats or motor vessels while being used 
for hire for fishing parties, 

(m) cleaning, 

(n) fire engines and fire-fighting apparatus, 

(o) stationary machinery and vehicles or imple- 
ments not designed for the use of transporting per- 
sons or property on the public highway, 

(p) heating and lighting devices, 

(q) fuels previously taxed under this chapter 
and later exported or sold for exportation from the 
State of New Jersey to any other State or country; 
provided, proof satisfactory to the commissioner 
of such exportations is submitted, 

(1) motor boats or motor vessels used exclusively 
for Sea Scout training by a duly chartered unit of 
the Boy Seouts of America, 


and who shall have paid the tax for such fuels 
hereby required to be paid, shall be reimbursed and 
repaid the amount of tax so paid upon presenting 
to the commissioner an application for such reim- 
bursement or repayment, in form prescribed by the 
ecomnussioner, which application shall be verified 
by a declaration of the applicant that the state- 
ments contained therein are true. Such application 
for reimbursement or repayment shall be supported 
by an invoice, or invoices, showing the name and 
address of the person from whom purchased, the 
name of the purchaser, the date of purchase, the 
number of gallons purchased, the price paid per 
evallon, and an acknowledgment by the seller that 
payment of the cost of the fuel, including the tax 
thereon, has been made. Such invoice, or invoices, 
shall be legibly written and shall be void if any cor- 
rections or erasures shall appear on the face 
thereof. 
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2. Where the State or any political subdivision 
thereof heretofore shall have been reimbursed and 
repaid for the tax paid on fuels used for operating 
or propelling motor vehicles, motor boats or other 
implements, whether owned or leased by the State 
or any political subdivision thereof, the State or 
any such political subdivision thereof shall be en- 
titled to retain such reimbursement and repayment, 
and no further claim therefor shall be required. 

3. Where the State or any political subdivision 
thereof has been or shall have been leasing motor 
vehicles, motor boats or other implements which 
have been or shall have been operated or propelled 
by them, or in their behalf, between October 1, 1954, 
and the effective date of this act, every application 
for reimbursements and repayments for such pe- 
riod filed, or which may be filed, in the manner 
required by sections 54:39-66 and 54:39-67 of the 
Revised Statutes shall be allowed by the commis- 
sioner notwithstanding the time limit contained in 
said section 54:39-67, if otherwise proper, and in 
the case of such applheation not presently filed, if 
filed with the commissioner within 60 days after 
the effective date of this act.

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CHAPTER 96 


An <Acr respecting the revocation of license for 
violation of the fish and game laws, and amend- 
ing section 23 :3-22 and supplementing chapter 3 
of Title 23 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enacteo by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:3-22 of the Revised Statutes is 
aniended to read as follows: 

23 :3-22. If a person shall, after conviction of any 
violation of the fish and game laws, or of any pro- 
vision of the State Fish and Game Code, be again 
convicted of another violation of the fish and game 
laws, or of any provision of the State Fish and 
Game Code, any fishing license or hunting license 
or bow and arrow license held by the person so 
convicted shall be void upon such conviction and 
it shall be the duty of such person to surrender the 
same to the Division of Fish and Game for can- 
cellation and a license issued to a person within a 
period of 2 years from the date of his second econ- 
viction exeept as otherwise provided by law, or of 
3 vears from the date of his third or subsequent 
conviction, shall be void, and if he shall be con- 
victed of fishing or hunting under any license so 
made void, or without a license, during any such 
period, he shall be punished by a penalty of $100.00 
for each offense. 

2. Any person aggrieved by the voiding of his 
fishing license, hunting license or bow and arrow 
license for a second conviction of a violation of the 
fish and game laws, or of any provisions of the State 
Kish and Game Code, may appeal to the Fish and 
Game Council for an order restoring such license, 
and if the council, after hearing shall, in its discre- 
tion, determine that by reason of the minor nature 
of the violations involved, or of other extenuating 
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circumstances, such license should be restored, it 
shall direct the director to cause to be endorsed 
upon said license that the same has been restored 
and to return such license to said person and there- 
after said license shall be in full force and effect 
and licenses may be issued to such person notwith- 
standing said second conviction but said conviction 
shall be counted as a second conviction in deter- 
mining a third or subsequent conviction.

If the party who shall have executed or 
who shall execute any deed or instrument of the 
deseription or nature set forth in section 46:16-1 
of this Title, or the witnesses thereto, shall have 
happened or shall happen to be in some other State 
of the United States or territory thereof, or in the 
District of Columbia, whether resident in this 
State, or in such State, territory or district, or else- 
where, an acknowledgment or proof of such as is 
prescribed by section 46:14-6 of this Title, made 
before and certified by any one of the officers herein 
named, shall be as good and effectual as if the 
same had been made in this State before an of- 
ficer authorized to take acknowledgments or proofs 
within the State and had been certified by him, as 
provided in section 46 :16-6. 
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The officers authorized to take acknowledgments 
and proofs under authority of this section are: 

(a) The Chief Justice or any associate justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, or a 
master of the Superior Court of New Jersey or 
attorney-at-law of New Jersey, at any place with- 
out the State but within the territorial limits of 
the United States. 

(b) At any place without this State but within 
the territorial limits of the United States and 
within the territorial limits of the jurisdiction of 
such officer or of his court, by 


(1) A judge of any of the United States 
courts other than the Supreme Court; 

(2) The Chaneellor of any State of the 
United States or territory thereof ; 

(3) Any judge or justice of the Supreme or 
Superior Courts of any State of the United 
States or territory thereof, or the District of 
(‘olumbia ; 

(4) Any foreign commissioner of deeds for 
New Jersey, when his certificate of acknowl- 
edgment or proof is duly certified under his 
official seal ; 

(5) The mavor or other chief magistrate of 
any city, borough or corporation, when his cer- 
tificate of acknowledgment or proof is duly 
certified under the seal of the city, borough or 
eorporation of which he was or is the mayor 
or chief magistrate ; 

(6) A judge of a court of record of any

by the State of New Jersey in the said project; 
granting to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
or its authorized agency, the right to acquire 
property in New Jersey for the purposes of 
this act; providing for the exercise of the power 
of eminent domain in connection with said proj- 
ect by the New Jersey State Department of 
Conservation and Economie Development; grant- 
ing certain powers to and imposing certain 
duties upon said department in connection with 
said project; prescribing the procedure for con- 
demnation; providing for the inoperation of 
the act unless and until the Legislature of the 
Jommonwealth of Pennsylvania shall enact into 
law legislation consistent with the terms of this 
act; and revoking in part (subject to Pennsyl- 
vania’s concurrence) the compact between New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania dated April 26, 1783, 
and ratified by the act entitled ‘An act to ratify 
and confirm an agreement, made between com- 
missioners appointed by the Legislature of the 
State of Pennsylvania, and commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Legislature of the State of New 
Jersey, for the purpose of settling the jurisdic- 
tion of the river Delaware, and islands within 
the same,’ passed May 27, 1783 (P. L. 1783, 
chap.

The holder of this 
license shall be entitled, subject to rules and regu- 
lations. to receive for purposes of storing and 
warehousing and to store and warehouse alcoholic 
beverages in the licensed public warehouse; but 
this heense shall not authorize the transportation 
of aleoholic beverages. The fee for this license 


shall be $200.00. . 
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Broker’s license. 2. The holder of this license 
shall be entitled, subject to rules and regulations, 
to act as a broker in the purchase and sale of alco- 
holie beverages for a fee or commission, for or on 
behalf of a person authorized to manufacture or 
sell at wholesale alcoholic beverages within or 
without the State. Such license shall not entitle 
the holder to buy or sell any alcoholic beverages 
for his own account, or take or deliver title to 
such alcoholic beverages, or receive or store any 
alcoholic beverages in his own name in this State, 
or offer, negotiate for the sale of or sell any alco- 
holic beverages to any wholesaler or retailer within 
this State; but such licensee shall be permitted, 
subject to rules and regulations, to use samples of 
aleoholic beverages in connection with the exercise 
of the privileges of such license. Such licensee’s 
activities hereunder shall not be deemed to con- 
stitute a sale within the meaning of paragraph 
‘ow’? of section 33:1-1 of the Revised Statutes. 
The fee for this license shall be $200.00.

CHAPTER 102 


An Act relating to workmen’s compensation, and 
amending section 34:15-43 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 34:15-43 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34 :15-43. Every employee of the State, county, 
municipality or any board or commission, or anv 
other governing body, including boards of educa- 
tion, and also each and every active volunteer fire- 
man doing public fire duty and also each and everv 
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active volunteer, first aid or rescue squad worker 
doing public first aid or rescue duty under the con- 
trol or supervision of any commission, council or 
any other governing body of any municipality, 
any board of fire commissioners of such munici- 
pality or of any fire district within the State, or 
ot the board of managers of any State institution, 
and every county fire marshal and assistant county 
fire marshal, who may be injured in line of duty 
shall be compensated under and by virtue of the 
provisions of this article and article 2 of this chap- 
ter (sections 34:15-7 et seq.). No former em- 
ployee who has been retired on pension by reason 
of injury or disability shall be entitled under this 
section to compensation for such injury or disa- 
bility; provided, however, that such employee, 
despite retirement, shall, nevertheless, be entitled 
to the medical, surgical and other treatment and 
hospital services as set forth in section 34:15-15 
of the Revised Statutes. 

As used in this section, the terms ‘‘doing public 
fire duty’’ and ‘‘who may be injured in line of duty,’’ 
as appled to active volunteer firemen, county fire 
marshals or assistant county fire marshals, shall 
be deemed to include participation in any author- 
ized public drill, showing, exhibition, or parade of 
said volunteer firemen or marshals either with or 
without their fire apparatus and to include also the 
rendering of assistance in case of fire in any po- 
litical subdivision or territory of another State of 
the United States or on property ceded to the 
Federal Government while such assistance is be- 
ing rendered and while going to and returning 
from the place in which it is rendered. 

Every active volunteer fireman shall be deemed 
to be doing public fire duty under the control or 
supervision of any such commission, council, gov- 
erning body, board of fire commissioners or fire 
district or board of managers of any State institu- 
tion within the meaning of this section, if such 
control or supervision is provided for by statute 
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or by rule or regulation of the board of managers 
or the superintendent of such State institution, or 
if the fire company of which he is a member re- 
ceives contributions from, or a substantial part 
of its expenses or equipment are paid for by, the 
municipality, or board of fire commissioners of the 
fire district or if such fire company has been or 
hereafter shall be designated by ordinance as the 
fire department of the municipality. 

Kivery active volunteer, first aid or rescue squad 
worker shall be deemed to be doing public first aid 
or rescue duty under the control or supervision of 
any such commission, council, governme body, 
board of fire commissioners or fire district within 
the meaning of this section if such control or super- 
vision is provided for by statute, or if the first aid 
or rescue squad of which he is a member receives 
or is eligible to receive contributions from, or a 
substantial part of its expenses or equipment are 
paid for by, the municipality, or board of fire 
commissioners of the fire district, or if such first 
aid or reseue squad has been or hereafter shall be 
designated by ordinance as the first aid or rescue 
squad of the municipality. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
affecting or changing in any wavy the provisions of 
any statute providing for sick, disability, vacation 
or other leave for public employees or any provi- 
sion of anv retirement or pension fund provided by 
law.

Aw Act concerning the alcoholic beverage tax law, 
relating to the preservation of certain records, 
and amending section 54:45-2 of the Revised 
Statutes.

1. Section 54:45-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:45-2. Every person, who, within this State, 
shall manufacture, import, distribute, transport, 
store, warehouse, sell or offer for sale alcoholic 
beverages, or who shall engage in purchasing, 
transferring, agreeing to sell or selling warehouse 
receipts, receipts, certificates, contracts or other 
documents given upon the storage of alcoholic bev- 
erages, or who is the holder of a license permitting 
the doing of any such acts, shall keep complete and 
accurate records of all alcoholic beverages pur- 
chased, sold, manufactured, improved, brewed, fer- 
mented, distilled, produced, stored, warehoused, 
withdrawn from storage, imported or transported 
and of all warehouse receipts, receipts, certificates, 
contracts or other documents given upon the stor- 
ave of alcoholic beverages. Such records shall be of 
a kind and in the form preseribed by the director 
and shall be safely preserved for 3 vears in such a 
manner as to insure permanency and accessibility 
for inspection by the director or any duly author- 
ized employee of said director. The director may, 
by regulation, require that any of such records shall 
be so preserved for an additional period, not ex- 
ceeding 2 vears. All such records shall be kept and 
maintained in this State, but the director may, in 
his diseretion, permit the records of any such per- 
son to be kept and maintained at a place outside of 
this State to be designated by him. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning shooting preserves, and amend- 
ing sections 23 :3-28, 23 :38-29, 28 :3-82 and 23 :3-36 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Axssem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 23:3-28 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


23 :3-28. As used in sections 23 :3-29 to 23 :3-39 
of this Title: 

a. A wholly inclosed preserve means an area of 
land the boundaries of which are surrounded by 
a fence at least 6 feet in height, constructed of a 
woven wire not larger than 2-inch mesh for game 
birds and at least 8 feet in height for quadrupeds. 

b. Propagating in a semiwild state means propa- 
gating on land the boundaries of which are clearly 
defined by a fence, road, ditch, wire, water or 
highway, and posted at intervals of not more than 
500 feet with signs to be prescribed by the division. 

e. A commercial pheasant, wild turkey, quail and 
partridge-shooting preserve shall mean land, the 
boundaries of which shall be clearly defined by 
posting at intervals of not more than 200 feet with 
signs to be prescribed by the Division of Fish and 
Game. 

d. ‘‘Pheasant’’ shall mean the species commonly 
known as English Ringneck. Melanistic Mutant, 
Mongolian, Formosan, Chinese or artificially prop- 
agated variety thereof. 

e. ‘‘Partridge’’ shall mean the species commonly 
known as Hungarian partridge and Chukar part- 
ridge. 

f. ‘‘Quail’’ shall mean the species commonly 
known as the ‘‘Bob White Quail.’’ 
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2. Section 23:3-29 of the Revised Statutes is 
ainended to read as follows: 

13:3-29. A person desirmg to engage in the 
business of raising and selling game birds or game 
animals, or both, in a wholly inclosed preserve of 
which he is the owner or lessee, or to have in cap- 
tivity game birds or game animals, or to propagate 
pheasants, partridge, wild turkey or quail, or any 
of them, in a semiwild state on lands of which he 
ix the owner or lessee, may apply in writing to the 
division for a license to do so. The license fee shall 
be $2.00 per annum for each of the above purposes. 

The division, when it appears that the applica- 
tion is made in good faith, shall, upon the payment 
of the fee for each license, issue to the applicant 
such of the following license or licenses as may be 
applied for: 

a. Propagating license permitting the licensee to 
propagate game birds or game animals, or both, in 
the wholly inclosed preserve the location of which 
is stated in the license and the application therefor, 
and to sell such propagated gaine birds or game 
wauimals, or both, and ship them from the State 
alive at any time and to kill the same and sell the 
carcasses for food subject to the conditions pre- 
seribed by sections 23 :3-28 to 23 :3-89 of this Title; 

b. License to propagate pheasants, partridge, 
wild turkey or quail, or any of them, in a semiwild 
state on lands of which the applicant is the owner 
or lessee, when the applicant shall have produced 
evidence satisfactory to the division that he has 
released, or already has, on land deseribed in the 
application and license, ‘at least 10 female and 2 
male pheasauts or at least 6 female and 6 male 
quail or partridge or such total number of pheas- 
ants, partridge aud quail, to each 100 acres of land, 
or a Seuner cuales number of such birds for less 
than 100 acres, prior to Mav 1 in the calendar year 
for which the license is to be issued; 

c. License to keep game birds and animals in 
captivity ; or 
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d. A person desiring to operate a ‘‘commercial 
pheasant, wild turkey, quail and partridge-shoot- 
ing preserve’’ on lands of which he is the owner or 
bona fide lessee may apply in writing to the division 
for a license so to do. The license fee shall be 
$100.00 per annum and the form of the application 
and license shall be determined by the division. 

The division may, upon payment of the fee, is- 
sue to the applicant such a license when it appears 
that: 

(1) The operation of such shooting pre- 
serve shall not conflict with a prior reasonable 
public interest; and 

(2) The applicant shall produce evidence 
satisfactory to the division that he has _ re- 
leased on lands deseribed in the application 
and license, a total of at least 10 female and 2 
male pheasants or 6 female and 6 male quail 
or partridge for the first 100 acres of land or 
portion thereof, or a proportionate number of 
birds for any acreage in excess of the first 100 
acres, prior to May 1 in the calendar vear for 
which the license is to be issued; and 

(3) The applicant shall have produced evi- 
dence satisfactory to the division that he will 
raise or purehase for liberation and liberate on 
the shooting preserve a total of at least 500 
pheasants. quail and partridge or combination 
thereof between September 1 of the vear for 
which the license was issyed and the following 
March 15. 


3. Section 23:3-32 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :3-82. No pheasants, wild turkeys, partridge 
or quail propagated in a semiwild state shall be 
sold. No such pheasants, wild turkeys, partridge 
or quail shall be possessed or transported outside 
of licensed areas unless each bird shall have been 
tagged with the special tag prescribed by sections 
28 :3-28 to 23 :3~-39 of this Title. Except as to the 
additional tags hereinafter provided for, no licensee 
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rusing pheasants, partridge or quail in a semiwild 
state shall procure from the division during any 
year of operation more tags to be affixed to the 
dead bodies of pheasants, partridge or quail prop- 
agzated in a semiwild state than 4 times the number 
of female pheasants, partridge or quail released 
prior to May 1 in each year. Additional tags may 
be provided to any licensee in number equal to % 
of the number of birds released after May 1 in each 
vear. The tags shall be of a special kind provided 
for the purpose. The number of birds taken in any 
vear, elther alive or dead, on lands on which pheas- 
ants, wild turkeys, partridge or quail are propa- 
gated in a semiwild state shall not exeeed the 
number of tags obtained from the division. Pheas- 
ants, wild turkeys, and partridge propagated in a 
semiwild state may be taken by shooting only from 
November 10 to ‘January 20, except ” where the 
licensee shall have produced evidence satisfactory 
to the division that he has liberated on the land 
during the year covered by his license, or that he 
has in his possession on the land or in some other 
designated place or places and will liberate on the 
land prior to February 28 a total of at least 100 
pheasants and partridge or combination thereof 
for any acreage up to 100 acres and at least 1 
pheasant or partridge for each additional acre, in 
which ease the licensee or anv person or persons 
authorized by him so to do may take pheasants, 
wild turkeys, and partridge by shooting from No- 
vember 10 to the next following February 28, both 
inclusive, on the land described in his license. The 
number of pheasants, wild turkeys, and partridge 
so taken by shooting shall not exeeed +5 of the 
total number of pheasants. wild turkeys, and 
partridge liberated on said land during the year 
eovered bv such license. Section 93:4-94 of this 
Title relating to hunting on Sunday shall not applv 
to any person authorized to shoot pheasants, wild 
furkeys, quail and partridge under sections 23 :3-28 
to 23:3-39 of this Title. Quail propagated in a 
semiwild state mav he taken by shooting only from 
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November 10 to the next following February 28, 
both days inclusive. No pheasants, wild turkeys, 
partridge or quail propagated in a semiwild state 
shall be trapped without the written permission of 
the division. 

Under a ‘‘commercial pheasant, wild turkey, 
quail and partridge-shooting preserve’’ license, 
pheasants, wild turkeys, and partridge may be 
taken by shooting only on lands described in the 
application and license, without regard to sex and 
daily bag limit, by fully licensed hunters authorized 
by the heensee to shoot on said land between Sep- 
tember 1 and the following March 15, both dates 
inclusive. 

All pheasants, wild turkeys, quail and partridge 
liberated on a ‘‘commercial pheasant, wild turkey, 
quail and partridge-shooting preserve’’ for which 
a license has been issued shall first be banded with 
a leg band which shall bear upon it a symbol identi- 
fying the shooting preserve, and a description of 
said band and symbol shall be set forth in the ap- 
plication for license. No pheasants, wild turkeys, 
quail or partridge shall be possessed or trans- 
ported outside the licensed area, unless each bird 
shall have been tagged with a suitable tag or seal 
supplied by the division, and no licensee shall re- 
ceive from the division, during any year of opera- 
tion, more tags to be affixed to the bodies of pheas- 
ants, quail and partridge than four times the 
number of female pheasants, quail and partridge 
released prior to May 1 in each vear, in addition to 
1 tag for each pheasant. wild turkey, quail and 
partridge liberated during the shooting period 
hereinbefore specified. 

4, Section 23:3-36 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :3-386. All licenses under sections 23 :3-28 to 
23 :3-39 of this Title shall expire on March 15 of 
each year. No renewal of a propagating license 
for pheasants, wild turkeys, partridge or quail in 
a semiwild state or for a ‘‘commercial pheasant, 
wild turkey, quail and partridge-shooting pre- 
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serve’? license shall be granted until the required 
nuniber of birds have been released as provided in 
section 23:3-29 of this Title, or until the applicant 
for renewal shall have submitted evidence satis- 
factory to the division showing that the minimum 
number of birds required in said section 23 :3-29 
are present on lis property.

1. Any person who solicits used clothing or 
property, or causes other persons to solicit used 
clothing or property on his behalf or on behalf of 
any charitable organization, where if is or has 
been represented that such clothing or property or 
the proceeds of the sale thereof is to be given to 
the poor or used for other charitable purposes, and 
who thereafter disposes of such clothing or prop- 
erty so collected in whole or in part for gain or 
other advantage and not in accordance with such 
representation, is a disorderly person.

Investments in loans may be made as follows: — c. 17:124-7s. 


Investments 


(1) Mortgage loans. In direct reduction, sink- jy inrteace 
ing fund, and straight mortgage loans. Kach such '2"* 
loan shall be evidenced by an obligation and se- 
cured by a mortgage which shall be a first hen on 
real estate in the State, or outside of the State 
if located within 50 miles of the principal office of 
the association. A mortgage shall be deemed a 
first lien notwithstanding the existence of a prior 
mortgage or mortgages held by the association, or 
liens of taxes or assessments which are not delin- 
quent, building restrictions or other restrictive 
covenants or conditions, leases or tenancies where- 
by rents or profits are reserved to the owner, joint 
driveways, sewer rights, rights in walls, rights-of- 
way or other easements, or encroachments which 
the appraisers signing the appraisal provided for 
in section 81, report in their opinion do not ma- 
terially affeet the security for the mortgage loan. 
Such loan shall be on real estate used or to be 
used wholly or partially for dwelling purposes. 
The granting of such loans shall be without regard 
to race, creed, color, national origin or ancestry. 
The granting of such loans shall be without dis- 
crimination of any nature including, but not lim- 
ited to, interest rates, terms and duration, because 
of race, creed, color, national origin or ancestry. 
If the proceeds of any such loan are used in whole 
or in part to improve the mortgaged real estate, 
they may be advanced in installments as the con- 
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struction of a building or the making of other im- 
provements thereon progresses and the value of 
the contemplated improvement may be included in 
arriving at the appraised value of the property. 

Each direct reduction loan shall require period- 
ical payments sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of the loan in full in a period of 25 years 
or less. Any association may by agreement with 
the borrowing member reduce the amount of peri- 
odical payments, but the amount of the periodical 
payments thereafter required shall be sufficient to 
pay the balance of the loan and interest thereon 
within a period of 20 years or less from the time 
of making such agreement. Hach sinking fund 
loan shall require periodical payments, at least 
monthly, on an account pledged as collateral se- 
curity for such loan which shall be sufficient to pay 
such loan in a period of 20 years or less. Any 
association may by agreement with the borrowing 
member provide for the application of such ac- 
count to the principal of the loan and for a redue- 
tion in the periodical payments required on an 
account thereafter; provided, however, that such 
periodical payments thereafter required shall be 
sufficient to retire the loan in a period of 20 years 
or less from the time of the making of such agrec- 
ment. The amount of any direct reduction loan 
or sinking fund loan, less the withdrawal value of 
any account which may be pledged as collateral 
security therefor, shall not exceed 80% of the 
value of such real estate as found by appraisal at 
the time when the loan is granted. 

A straight mortgage loan having a term of 1 
vear or less, the proceeds of which are used or are 
to be used in pursuance of a plan to improve the 
mortgaged real estate, may be made in an amount 
not to exceed 80% of the value of such real estate 
as found by appraisal at the time the loan is 
eranted. Otherwise, the term of any straight mort- 
gage loan shall not exceed 3 years and the amount 
of any such straight mortgage loan shall not ex- 
ceed 50% of the value of the property as found by 
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appraisal at the time the loan is granted. An as- 
sociation may renew any straight mortgage loan 
held by it for a period not exceeding 3 years and 
for amounts not in excess of 50% of the value of 
the real estate as found by appraisal at the time 
of such renewal. The total amount invested in 
straight mortgage loans by any association shall 
not exceed 10% of its assets at the time any such 
investment is made. 

(2) Improvement or repair loans. In additional 
loans to members for repairs, alterations, or im- 
provements already made or to be made, of real 
estate owned by such members, upon which the 
lending association already holds a mortgage lien, 
or to pay the cost of insurance upon the life of 
such member which policy of insurance may also 
include health, accident or disability features, the 
proceeds of such policy to be applied in accordance 
with its terms and conditions; provided, however, 
the amount of such life insurance shall not exeeed 
the amount loaned on the mortgage lien held by the 
association. If the mortgage already held by the 
lending association secures payment of a direct re- 
duetion loan, such additional loan shall not exceed 
the sum of $2,500.00 or the amount which has been 
repaid in reduction of the principal of such mort- 
eage loan, whichever is less. If the mortgage 
already held by the lending association  se- 
cures payment of a sinking fund loan, such addi- 
{ional loan shall not exeeed the sum of $2,500.00 or 
the withdrawal value of the installment account 
which is pledged as collateral securitv for the 
payment of such sinking fund loan, whichever is 
less. Each such additional loan shall be evidenced 
by an obligation which shall state the terms on 
which such loan is made, and the amount thereof 
shall be added to the amount due on the associa- 
tion's mortgage against such real estate, and pay- 
ment: thereof shall be secured thereby. All persons 
who aequire any rights in, or liens upon, the mort- 
eaged real estate subsequent to the recording of 
any association’s mortgage shall hold such: rights 
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and liens subject to the association’s right to make 
such additional loans. For the purpose of such 
additional loans, no search ov examination of the 
title to the mortgaged real estate shall be required. 
The power to make such additional loans is in 
addition to, and not to the exclusion of, the power 
to make any other lawful loan or any other law- 
ful additional loan, or to make advances for any 
purpose expressly or impliedly reserved or pro- 
vided for in anv bond, mortgage or other obliga- 
tion held by or hereafter acquired by any such as- 
sociation. 

(3) Camp meeting leaseholds. In any obliga- 
tion secured by first mortgage on any leasehold 
estate of real estate in this State of any camp 
meeting association, to the extent authorized by, 
and subject to, the limitations and restrictions 
contained in section 17 :2-1 of the Revised Statutes. 

(4) Purchase of loans. In the purchase of any 
loan which an association is authorized to make. 

(5) Account loans. In loans secured by a pledge 
of a member’s account. No such loan shall exceed 
the withdrawal value of the pledged account, less 
interest thereon for a period of 6 months. 

(6) Guaranteed loans. In loans guaranteed or 
insured in whole or in part by the United States 
of America or the State of New Jersey, any in- 
strumentality or ageney of cither of them, or for 
which a commitment to so guarantee or insure has 
been made. Such loans shall not be subject to the 
provisions of section 27, subdivision (13), section 
78, subdivision (1), section 81 and section 82 of 
this act. Such loans may be made in accordance 
with the terms and conditions permitted by the 
agency guaranteeing or insuring such loans, not- 
withstanding any other provisions of law limiting 
interest or other charges or prescribing terms and 
conditions. Such loans shall include only those 
which are made for the purchase or improvement 
of real estate, or for the construction, alteration, 
repair, or improvement of buildings erected there- 
on, used or to be used, wholly or partially for 
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dwelling purposes, in which case they may or may 

not be secured by mortgages; or those which may 

be made for any other purpose provided they be 

secured by a mortgage on real estate used or to 

be used wholly or partially for dwelling purposes.

A. No bank shall make a mortgage loan when the {iriatons 
total cost of acquisition by the bank of all real '*"* 
property owned by it, other than real property 
held for the purposes specified in subparagraph 
(a) of paragraph (5) of section 24, and the total 
of all principal balances owing to the bank on 
mortgage loans, less all write-offs and reserves 
with respect to such real property and mortgage 
loans, together exceed, or by the making of such 
loan will exceed, 60% of the time deposits of the 
bank or 100% of the aggregate of its unimpaired 
capital stock and its surplus, whichever is the 
greater. For the purposes of this subsection, 
principal balances owing to the bank on mortgage 
loans subject to the provisions of subsection A of 
section 68 shall only to the extent of 66%% of such 
balances owing to the bank, be included in the total 
of all principal balances owing to the bank on mort- 
gage loans. This subsection shall not, however, 
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prevent the renewal or extension of the time for 
payment of a mortgage loan for the amount due 
thereon at the tune of such renewal or extension. 
B. Except as in this article otherwise provided, 
no bank shall, as sole lender or as a co-lender, make 
a loan secured by mortgage on real property or 
by mortgage on a lease of the fee of real property, 
nor shall any bank purchase the entire interest or 
a part interest in any such mortgage, if the mak- 
ing of such loan or the purchase of such interest 
would cause the total of all unpaid balances se- 
cured by a mortgage or mortgages held by the 
bank as sole owner or as co-owner upon such 
real property or such leasehold, to exceed the lim- 
itations Mposed by this article upon the amount 
of a mortgage loan which may be made upon the 
security of such real property or such leasehold. 
(, The granting of mortgage loans to any person 
shall be without regard to race, creed, color, na- 
tional origin or ancestry. The granting of such 
loans shall be without discrimination of any nature 
including, but not limited to, interest rates, terms 
and duration. because of race, creed, color, national 
origin or ancestry.

34:15-89. The compensation rating and inspec- 
tion bureau as created and established by the act 
entitled ‘‘An act concerning the compulsory insur- 
ance of compensation payments arising under sec- 
tion 2 of an act entitled ‘An act prescribing the 
hability of an employer to make compensation for 
injuries received by an employee in the course of 
employment, establishing an elective schedule of 
compensation, and regulating procedure for the 
determination of lability and compensation there- 
under,’ approved April 4, 1911,’’ approved. March

of the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance. 

It shall establish and maintain rules, regulations 
and premium rates for workmen’s compensation 
and employer’s liability insurance and equitably 
adjust the same, as far as practicable, to the 
hazard of individual risks, by inspection by the 
bureau. 

It shall adopt means for assuring uniform and 
accurate audit of payrolls as they relate to policies 
of workmen’s compensation and employer’s liabil- 
ity insurance by auditors, appointed by the bureau, 
with the approval of the said commissioner or by 
such other means as the bureau may, with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
anee, establish. 
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It shall furnish upon request to any of its mem- 
bers or to any employer upon whose risk a rating 
has been promulgated by it, information as to such 
rating, including the method of its computation, 
and shall encourage employers to reduce the num- 
ber and severity of accidents by adjusting premi- 
ums and rates, through the use of credits and 
debits or other proper factors, under such uniform 
system of experience or other form of merit rat- 
ing as may be approved by the said commissioner. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 109 


Aw Acr to permit the board of chosen freeholders 
of counties of the third class to locate and main- 
tain certain county offices at any location within 
the county.

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county 
of the third class may, by resolution, provide for 
the establishment and maintenance of any of the 
county offices at any location within the county 
except that the following shall not be located with- 
out the county seat of the county, that is to say: 


The county clerk’s office; 

The register’s of deeds and mortgages office; 

The sheriff’s office; 

The surrogate’s office; 

The county prosecutor’s office; 

The county jail; and 

The places for holding the County Court and 
the Superior Court within the county.

1. Section 61 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

61. Unlimited liability. 

This article shall not apply to: 


(1) loans to or investments in obligations of the 
United States, this State or any county of this 
State, or investments in obligations uncondition- 
ally guaranteed both as to principal and interest by 
the United States or this State; 

(2) obligations to the extent that they are se- 
cured or covered by guarantees or by commitments 
or agreements to take over or to purchase made 
by any Federal Reserve Bank or by the United 
States, or by any department, bureau, board, com- 
mission or establishment of the United States, 
including any corporation, wholly-owned directly 
or indirectly by the United States; provided, that 
such guarantees, agreements or commitments are 
unconditional and must be performed by payment 
of cash or its equivalent within 60 days after de- 
mand ; 

(3) obligations in the form of drafts or bills of 
exchange drawn in good faith against actually 
existing values, whether or not accepted by the 
drawee; 

(4) obligations in the form of bankers’ accept- 
ances which are eligible for rediscount with a Fed- 
eral Reserve bank; 


(5) obligations arising out of the discount of 
negotiable or nonegotiable commercial or business 
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paper actually owned by the person negotiating 
the same; 

(6) demand balances owing by a reserve depos- 
itary arising out of deposits made pursuant to 
article 10; 

(7) obligations resulting from daily clearances 
through any clearing house association; 

(8) demand balances owing by a bank, or by a 
national banking association having its principal 
office in this State, or by a bank or trust company 
incorporated under the laws of any other State or 
territory of the United States or the District of 
Columbia, or by a national banking association 
having its principal office in any other State or 
territory of the United States or the District of 
Columbia; and 

(9) obligations of any diocese, synod, presby- 
tery or other corporate governing body of any re- 
ligious denomination organized as a corporation 
pursuant to the laws of the State of New Jersey 
as guarantor of or endorser of obligations of a 
ehureh under its jurisdiction. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

The bureau of banking, bureau of insurance and 
bureau of savings and loan associations shall each 
be in charge of a deputy commissioner appointed 
by the commissioner. One of the deputy commis- 
sioners shall be specially designated by the com- 
missioner with power to perform all the duties of 
the commissioner in case of his absence or inability 
to act from any cause, and who may so act in the 
event of the death, resignation or removal from 
office of the commissioner until a successor is ap- 
pointed, confirmed and qualifies and until such sue- 
cessor designates 1 of the deputy commissioners to 
perform all the duties of the commissioner as pro- 
vided by this section. The commissioner shall 
have power to revoke at any time such special des- 
ignation of any deputy commissioner. The deputy 
commissioners, before entering upon their duties, 
shall each give bond in the sum of $10,000.00 exe- 
cuted by a surety company authorized to transact 
business in this State, to be conditioned, approved 
and filed in the same manner as the commissioner’s 
bond.

system and disposal works of which there are sew- 
erage commissioners, for such period of time and 
at such service charge as may be agreed upon. 

2. Any body politic or political subdivision 
thereof contracting with the sewerage commis- 
sioners of the sewerage districts, for which they 
have been elected, for the use of the sewerage sys- 
tem and disposal works, shall at its own cost and 
expense, and with the consent of the body politic 
owning the street or streets wherein the installa- 
tion is to be made, install its own sewerage pipe- 
lines and appurtenances to bring same to an agreed 
point of tie-in with the sewerage system and dis- 
posal works of the sewerage district. 


3. The title and ownership of the sewerage pipe- 
lines and appurtenances installed by a body politic

1. Section 3A :6-5 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3A :6-5. Where the total value of the real and 
personal assets of the estate of an intestate will 
not exeeed $1,000.00, the surviving spouse upon 
the execution of an affidavit before the surrogate 
of the county where the intestate resided at his 
death, or if then nonresident in this State, where 
any of the assets are located, or before the Su- 
perior Court, shall be entitled absolutely to all the 
real and personal assets without administration 
and free from all debts of the intestate. The affi- 
davit shall state that the affant is the surviving 
spouse of the intestate and that the value of the 
intestate’s real and personal assets will not exceed 
$1,000.00, and shall set forth the residence of the 
intestate at his death, and specifically the nature, 
location and value of the intestate’s real and per- 
sonal assets. The affidavit shall be filed and re- 
corded in the office of the surrogate stated or, if 
the proceeding is before the Superior Court, then 
in the office of the clerk of that court. 

2. Section 3A :6-6 of the New Jersev Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3A.:6-6. Where the total value of the real and 
personal assets of the estate of an intestate will 
not exeeed $1,000.00, and the intestate leaves no 
surviving spouse, such 1 of the next of kin as 
shall have obtained the consent in writing of the 
remaining next of kin, if any, and shall have exe- 
cuted before the surrogate of the county where the 
intestate resided at his death, or, if then nonres- 
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ident in this State, where any of the personal as- 
sets are located, or before the Superior Court, the 
affidavit herein provided for, shall be entitled to 
receive the personal assets of the intestate for the 
benefit of all the next of kin and creditors without 
administration or entering into a bond. Upon 
executing the affidavit, and upon filing it and the 
consent, he shall have all the rights, powers and 
duties of an administrator duly appointed for the 
estate and, as such, may be sued and required to 
account as if he had been appointed administrator 
by the surrogate or the Superior Court, as the case 
may he. 

In the affidavit aforesaid there shall be set forth 
the residence of the intestate at his death, the 
names, residences and relationships of all the next 
of kin and specifically the nature, location and 
value of the real and personal assets and also a 
statement that the value of the intestate’s real and 
personal assets will not exceed $1.000.00. 

The consent shall be filed, and the affidavit filed 
and reeorded, in the office of the surrogate stated 
or, if the proceedings is before the Superior Court, 
then in the office of the clerk of that court. 

3. Section 3A :6-7 of the New Jersey Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

3A :6-7. Any bank, building and loan association, 
or other corporation or any person, association or 
society, which pays or delivers any assets of the 
intestate to the person executing an affidavit under 
section 3A.:6-5 or 3A :6-6 of this Title, upon pres- 
entation of a copy of the affidavit marked a true 
copy by the surrogate or the clerk of the Superior 
Court, shall be forever discharged from all claims 
by any administrator of the intestate who may be 
appointed or by any other person, as to the assets 
so paid or delivered; and this, notwithstanding 
that the total value of the real and personal assets 
does in fact exceed $1,000.00 or that the statements 
in the affidavit are erroneous or that the consent 
required by section 3A :6-6 has not been obtained.

to store or sell such fireworks. 

The Commissioner of Labor and Industry is 
authorized to issue such permits subject to rules 
and regulations to be prescribed by him and upon 
the payment of the required fees. 

The said rules and regulations shall be such as 
will reasonably protect the safety of the public by 
limiting the quantities to be stored in any one place 
and by providing safeguards against the danger 
of explosion and damage thereby to persons and 
property. 

In preseribing said rules and regulations, the 
commissioner shall consult and co-operate with the 
State Department of Agriculture. 

The fee for issuing any such permit shall be fixed 
by the commissioner according to a seale of quan- 
tities and locations prescribed by him, but in no 
ease shall such fee exeeed $100.00.

therefrom on the security of the obligations of the 
borrower, the reconstruction finance corporation, 

the Government of the United States or any de- 
partment, agency or officer thereof, now or here- 

after existing, any bank, banking corporation or

thorized to transact business in this State, or any 

person or lending institution if repayment of the 
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loan is insured or guaranteed by the Government

(1) require that more than 1 installment be pay- 
able in any 1 payment-period, except that the last 
2 installments may be payable in the same pay- 
ment-period. Every such loan shall provide for 
payment-periods of equal duration measured in 
terms of weeks or months, except that the period 
scheduled to elapse between the making of the 
loan and the date when the first installment is 
~cheduled to be paid, hereinafter in this paragraph 
referred to as ‘‘the initial payment-period,’’ may 
he longer than any other payment-period, but may 
not exceed 60 days. Any such loan may provide 
for the omission of installments during any period 
not exceeding 93 days in any one 12-month period. 
When the period during which installments are so 
omitted falls within or coincides with the initial 
pavinent-period as hereinabove defined, the initial 
payment-period may be longer than any other pavy- 
ment-period, but may not exceed 93 days. Except 
as herein otherwise expressly provided, no pay- 
ment-period shall be shorter than 1 week or longer 
than 1 month; 

(2) require that the amount of anv installment 
be greater than or less than that of any other in- 
stallment, except that the final installment may be 
not more than $1.00 more or less than any previous 
installment;

(4) make any such loan unless its final install- 
ment shall be due and payable not later than 2 
years and 1 month subsequent to the making of the 
loan; except that the final installment of any such 
loan may be due and payable not later than 3 years 
and 1 month subsequent to the making of the loan 
when 


(a) the loan is a property improvement 
loan, as defined in subsection B of this section; 


(b) the loan is secured by an interest in 
tangible personal property; provided, that the 
commissioner may, from time to time, make, 
alter and repeal regulations governing every 
such loan secured by an interest in tangible 
personal property, the final installment 
whereof is due and payable more than 2 years 
and 1 month but not more than 3 years and 1 
month subsequent to the making of such loan, 
in respect to (1) the maximum maturity, not 
to be less than 2 years and 1 month or more 
than 3 years and 1 month, which may be 
stipulated im any such loan; (2) the methods 
of determining purchase prices or market 
values of the tangible personal property taken 
as security, or other bases for computing the 
maximum amount which may be loaned upon 
the security of tangible personal property for 
any period in excess of 2 years and 1 month 
but not in excess of 3 years and 1 month; and 
(3) special or different terms, conditions or 
exemptions with respect to such loans secured 
by new or by used tangible personal property, 
and with respect to the kind and character of 
the tangible personal property, including, in 
the case of new goods financed in whole or in 
part with the proceeds of any such loan, the 
required minimum original cash payment; 
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(5) make any further interest or other charge or 
demand, in connection with such loan, other than 
those expressly authorized by this article; 

(6) make any such loan, other than a property 
improvement loan or loans, for the payment of 
which any person shall be liable to the bank in any 
capacity, if the making of such loan would cause 
the liability, in any capacity, of any such person to 
the bank upon all loans to which this article ap- 
plies, exclusive of property improvement loans, to 
exceed $3,000.00 ; 

(7) make any property improvement loan to 
which this article applies, for the payment of which 
any person shall be liable to the bank in any capac- 
ity, if the making of such property improvement 
loan would cause the lability, in any capacity, 
of any such person to the bank upon all property 
improvement loans to which this article applies, to 
exceed $3,000.00. 

B. As used in this section, ‘‘property improve- 
ment loan’’ means a loan, the purpose of which, as 
represented to the bank by the borrower, is to en- 
able the borrower to pay the cost, in whole or in 
part, of modernizing, rehabilitating, altering, re- 
pairing or improving real property in which the 
borrower bas an interest, and in connection with 
which the borrower files with the bank, at the time 
when the loan is made, either (1) a copy of the con- 
tract pursuant to which such modernizing, rehabili- 
tating, altering, repairing or improving has been 
done or is to be done; or, if there be no such con- 
tract, (2) a statement, sworn to by the borrower, 
that the proceeds of the loan will be used to pay the 
cost, in whole or in part, of modernizing, rehabili- 


tating, altering, repairing or improving such real - 


property, as the case may be. 

C. Nothing in this section or elsewhere in this 
article contained shall prevent a bank from mak-

In such a case, dividends 
may be paid from time to time in the stock of the 
bank, at the discretion of the board of directors, 
without compliance with article 19; provided that, 
prior to the date of the payment of any such 
dividend, a certificate made by 2 officers of the

8-point face, per folio, $0.20; when printed or type- 
written in whole or in part with type of less than 
8-point face with less than 4-point space between 
the lines, in broken measure, tabular, schedule or 
figure work, per folio, $0.25. 

For official copies and abstracts of such instru- 
ments from the records and files of the respective 
recording offices, per folio, $0.25. 

For preparing and transmitting to the assessor, 
collector or other custodian of the assessment map 
of any taxing district, the abstract of an instru- 
ment evidencing title to realty, as required by 
section 54:4-31 of the Revised Statutes, $0.50.

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for the authorization or issuance of 
bonds of the school district, and any bonds or other 
obligations of the school district issued or to be 
issued in pursuance of a proposal adopted by the 
legal voters at such meeting or election, are hereby 
ratified, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that the notices relating to such meeting or election 
required by the provisions of the Absentee Voting 
Law (P. L. 1958, c. 211) were not published prior 
to the holding of such meeting or election; pro- 
vided, however, that any applications received by 
the secretary of the board of education of such 
school district for military service ballots or ci- 
vilian absentee ballots for such meeting or election 
were forwarded to the clerk of the county in which 
such school district is located together with a mil- 
itary service ballot to be voted pursuant to each 
such application for a military service ballot and a 
civilian absentee ballot to be voted pursuant to 
each such application for a civilian absentee ballot; 
and provided further, that no action, suit or pro- 
ceeding to contest the validity of such meeting or 
election has been heretofore instituted in any court 
of this State.

40 :49-2. Except as otherwise provided in sections 
40:49-6 and 40:49-12 of this Title, the procedure 
for the passage of ordinances shall be as follows: 

a. Every ordinance after being introduced and 
having passed a first reading, which first reading 
mav be by title, shall be published at least once 
in a newspaper published and cireulated in the 
municipality, if there be 1, and if not, in a news- 
paper printed in the county and circulating in the 
municipality, together with a notice of the intro- 
duction thereof and the time and place when and 
where it will be further considered for final pas- 
sage. If there be only 1 such publication the same 
shall be at least 1 week prior to the time fixed for 
further consideration for final passage. If there 
be more than 1 publication, the first shall be at 
least 1 week prior to the time fixed for further 
consideration for final passage. 

b. At the time and place so stated in such pub- 
lication, or at any time and place to which the 
meeting for the further consideration of the ordi- 
nance shall from time to time be adjourned, all per- 
sons interested shall be given an opportunity to be 
heard coneerning the ordinance. Final passage 
thereof shall he at least 10 days after the first 
reading. 

e. Upon the opening of the hearing, the ordi- 
nance shall be given a second reading, which read- 
ing shall be in full, and thereafter, it may be passed 
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with or without amendments, or rejected. If any 
amendment be adopted, substantially altering the 
substance of the ordinance, the ordinance as so 
amended shall not be finally adopted until at least 
1 week thereafter, and the ordinance as amended 
shall be read at a meeting of the governing body, 
which reading may be by title, and shall be pub- 
lished, together with a notice of the introduction, 
and the time and place when and where the amended 
ordinance will be further considered for final pas- 
sage, at least 2 days prior to the time so fixed. At 
the time and place so fixed, or at any other meet- 
ing to which the further consideration of the 
amended ordinance may be adjourned, the govern- 
ing body may proceed to pass the ordinance, as 
amended, or again amend it in the same manner. 

d. Upon passage, every ordinance, or the title, 
together with a notice of the date of passage or ap- 
proval, or both, shall be published at least once 
in a newspaper circulating in the municipality, if 
there be 1. and if not, in a newspaper printed in 
the county and circulating in the municipality. No 
other notice or procedure with respect to the intro- 
duction or passage of any ordinance shall be re- 
quired. 

Nothing herein shall be construed to affect 
the provisions of sections 40:49-7 to 40:49-12 or 
section 40:49-27 of this Title.

Aw Acr concerning county hospitals for communi- 


cable diseases in certain counties, and amending 


section 30:9-38 of the Revised Statutes. 


Ber ir Enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 30:9-88 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

30 :9-38. When a county hospital for communi- 
cable diseases has been completed in counties other 
than counties of the first class the director of the 
board of chosen freeholders, with the consent and 
approval of the board, may appoint a board of 
managers for the hospital consisting of 6 members, 
residents of the county, 3 of whom shall be phy- 
sicians and 3 of whom shall be selected from the 
members of the several boards of health or depart- 
ment heads administering health laws within the 
county. Not more than 3 members shall belong 
to the same political party. Two shall be appointed 
to serve for 3 years, 2 for 2 years and 2 for 1 vear, 
and their suecessors shall be appointed in the same 
manner but shall serve for a term of 3 years. A 
-acaney shall be filled for the unexpired term only. 
Members shall serve without compensation. 

In any county of the first class, and in all coun- 
ties of the second class in which there is no ap- 
pointed board of managers as provided in the first 
paragraph of this section, the board of managers 
of such hospital shall consist of the board of 
chosen freeholders of said county or such commit- 
tee or committees thereof as the board of chosen 
freeholders shall designate. Each year at the time 
of organization of the board of chosen freeholders, 
the director shall select from among the members 
of the board a committee to act as a board of man- 
agers subject to the general jurisdiction and con- 
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trol of the board of chosen freeholders, and shall 
designate the chairman of such committee. The 
board of chosen freeholders shall appoint each 
year, with the advice of the superintendent of the 
hospital, an advisory and consulting staff of not 
less than 5 physicians resident in the county whose 
duties it shall be to confer and consult with the 
superintendent and board of chosen frecholders to 
promote and advance the scientific, medical and 
surgical development of the institution. Notice of 
meetings of the hospital committee of the board of 
chosen freeholders shall be given to each member 
of the advisory staff. 

In all counties of the second class in which there 
is no appointed board of managers, as provided 
in the first paragraph of this seetion, the board of 
chosen, freeholders may designate the board of 
managers of the tubereular sanitarium, established 
in said county as the board of managers for the 
county hospital for communicable diseases, and the 
board of freeholders may further designate the 
superintendent of said tubercular sanitarium as 
the superintendent of the county hospital for com- 
muniecable diseases. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr to amend ‘‘ An act to authorize the revival 
and extension in perpetuity of the corporate

porate existence, the title to all undisposed of 
property and assets acquired by such companies 
whether as de jure or as de facto corporations, 
including the proceeds of the sale of property 
held by their surviving trustees as statutory 
trustees upon dissolution; and supplementing 
chapter 8 of Title 15 of the Revised Statutes,’’ 
approved April 7, 1945 (P. L. 1945, ¢. 109). 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Whenever the limited period of corporate ex- 
istence of any fire company incorporated under the 
act entitled ‘‘An act for the incorporation of fire 
ecompanies,’? approved April 21, 1876, as supple- 
mented and amended, has expired prior to Decem- 
ber 1, 1952, and prior to such expiration no certifi- 
eate extending in perpetuity the corporate ex- 
istence of such fire company was filed under section 
15:8-8 of the Revised Statutes, and such fire com- 
pany since the expiration of its limited period of 
corporate existence has continued to act as a fire 
company under color of its certificate of incorpo- 
ration, it shall be competent and lawful for the

The proceedings, orders and acts of a 
majority of the members of such corporation pres- 
ent in person at any duly convened annual or 
special meeting, but not of a less number shall be 
valid and effectual. 

2. Section 16:1-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

16:1-8. Any religions society or congregation 
may, at the mecting for the election of trustees, pro- 
vide, by by-law or resolution, for the election of its 
trustees for 3 vears. In such event the number of 
trustees shall be fixed at the first election under this 
section by such society or congregation and shall be 
divided, as near as can be, into 3 equal numbers, 
1 part of which shall be elected for 1 year, 1 part 
for 2 years, and 1 part for 3 years, and annually 
thereafter the terms of those expiring shall be filled 
for a period of 3 years. 
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3. Any religious society or congregation may 
elect, in the same manner and at the same time as 
trustees are elected, a president, a vice-president, 
a secretary, and a treasurer, and such other officers 
as the by-laws may require to be elected by the con- 
gregation. No officer or trustee shall serve in the 
dual capacity of officer and trustee but the officers 
elected shall be meinbers of the board of trustees 
during the term of their respective offices. The 
officers so elected shall hold office until the next an- 
nual meeting of the congregation and until their 
successors are elected. 

4, In the event of any vacancy on the board of 
trustees or among the officers occasioned by the 
death, resignation, moving out of the limits of such 
society or congregation, or any other cause or 
reason, such vacancy may be filled for the unexpired 
term by the trustees unless the by-laws expressly 
provide that any such vacancy shall be filled by the 
congregation. 

5. Any religious society or congregation recog- 
nizing no superior judicatory may provide in its 
by-laws the qualifications for its trustees and of- 
ficers and may further provide therein the qualifi- 
cations of members entitled to vote for trustees and 
officers. Such provisions shall be effective only 
when adopted by % majority of the members en- 
titled to vote, who shall be present and voting at a 
meeting of which notice has been given as pre- 
scribed by section 16:1-1 of the time, place and pur- 
pose of such meeting.

Such 
publication shall be at least 1 week prior to the time 
so advertised for further consideration, but such 
further consideration must be at least 10 days after 
the introduction. At the time and place so adver- 
tised, which may be another meeting or an ad- 
journed meeting, or at any time and place to which 
such meeting or further consideration shall from 
time to time be adjourned, such resolution or ordi- 
nance shall be read in full and all persons interested 
shall be given an opportunity to be heard. After 
such hearing and after the certificate required by 
section 40:1-13 of this Title shall have been filed 
with the clerk of the board of chosen freeholders or 
of the municipality, as the case may be, by the 
Director of the Division of Local Government in 
the Department of the Treasury, the governing 
body may proceed to amend the same and there- 
upon finally pass or reject such resolution or 
ordinance with or without amendments; provided, 
however, that if any amendment is adopted sub- 
stantially altering the matters stated pursuant 
to section 40:1-10 of this Title, such resolution 
or ordinance as so amended shall not be finally 
passed until at least 1 week thereafter and the 
resolution or ordinance as amended shall be pub- 
lished at least once, together with notice of the 
introduction thereof and the time and place when 
and where such amended resolution or ordinance 
will be further considered for final passage, at least 
2 days prior to the time so advertised for further 
consideration.

The members of the municipal council, 
except in cities of the fourth class, shall receive the 
following annual compensation, payable in equal 
monthly installments: In every such municipality 
having less than 5,000 inhabitants, not less than 
$150.00 nor more than $500.00; 5,000 or more and 
less than 10,000 inhabitants, not less than $300.00 
nor more than $600.00; 10,000 or more and less than 
40,000 inhabitants, not less than $500.00 nor more 
than $1,000.00; 40,000 or more and less than 50,000 
inhabitants, not less than $750.00 nor more than 
$1,000.00; 50,000 or more and less than 100,000 in- 
habitants, not less than $1,000.00 nor more than 
$2,000.00 ; 100,000 or more inhabitants, not less than 
$1,200.00 nor more than $2,400.00. 

In cities of the fourth class the members of the 
municipal council shall receive the following annual 
compensation, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments: In every such municipality having less than 
5,000 inhabitants, $600.00; 5,000 or more and less 
than 10,000 inhabitants, $900.00 ; 10,000 or more and 
less than 25,000 inhabitants, $1,200.00; 25,000 or 
more and less than 50,000 inhabitants, $1,500.00; 
50,000 or more and less than 100,000 inhabitants, 
$2,000.00; 100,000 or more inhabitants, $2,500.00. 

Except in cities of the fourth class, the amount 
of the annual compensation to be paid to each mem- 
ber of the municipal council shall be fixed from time 
to time by ordinance between the minimum and 
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maximum amounts prescribed by this section, but 
until such an ordinance has been adopted each such 
member shall receive the minimum compensation 
herein provided.

CHAPTER 129 


An Act to amend ‘‘The Banking Act of 1948,’ ap- 
proved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, e. 67). 


Be rr enactED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 55 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

55. Permissible provisions and actions. 

A. A bank which makes a loan to which this 
article applies may 


(1) require 1 or more comakers or endorsers 
of the instrument evidencing the loan, or 1 or 
more guarantors of payment of the loan; 

(2) when the payment of such loan is se- 
cured by an interest in tangible personal prop- 
erty, require that such property be insured 
for the benefit of the bank, against such loss 
or damage as the bank may require, and may 
retain out of the proceeds of such loan the 
premium for such insurance. If such insurance 
expires, lapses, or is cancelled, and other in- 
surance by insurers and in amounts satisfac- 
tory to the bank is not furnished to the bank 
without lapse of coverage, the bank may obtain 
insurance upon such property, and the cost 
thereof, less the amount of the return premium, 
if any, received by the bank on cancellation of 
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prior insurance paid for by the borrower or the 
cost of which was retained out of the proceeds 
of the loan, shall be added to and become part 
of such loan, payable upon demand with in- 
terest at the legal rate; and, in default of such 
payment within 30 days after such demand, 
the entire unpaid balance of the loan shall, at 
the election of the bank, become immediately 
due and payable; 

(3) upon institution of a suit for the collec- 
tion of a loan in default, charge a collection fee, 
in addition to court costs allowable by law, 
equal to $7.50 when the unpaid balance of the 
loan is $50.00 or less; $10.00 when such unpaid 
balance is more than $50.00 but not in excess 
of $100.00; $12.50 when such unpaid balance is 
more than $100.00 but not in excess of $500.00; 
and $25.00 when such unpaid balance is in ex- 
cess of $500.00; 

(4) when the payment of such loan is 
secured, and provision is made by law for the 
filing or recording of the instrument of security 
or notice or abstract thereof, require compli- 
ance with such provision and retain the cost of 
such recording or filing out of the proceeds of 
the loan. 


B. An instrument evidencing, or intended to se- 
cure the payment of, a loan to which this article 
applies, may provide that 


(1) upon default in the payment of any in- 
stallment on its due date, the entire unpaid 
balance of the loan shall, at the election of the 
bank, become immediately due and payable; 

(2) when the maturity of the unpaid balance 
of the loan is accelerated as provided by this 
section, the bank may charge interest at the 
legal rate from the date such acceleration 
takes place upon the difference between the 
amount of the unpaid principal balance of the 
loan, and the amount of credit given pursuant 
to section 56; 
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(3) the bank may charge interest at the 
legal rate upon each installment in arrears, for 
the period from the date that default in the 
payment of such installment occurs, to the date 
that payment of such installment is made; or, if 
the maturity of the unpaid balance of the loan 
is accelerated as provided by this section, to 
the date upon which such acceleration takes 
place. In lieu of providing for interest pur- 
suant to this paragraph (8), such instrument 
may provide that, on any installment in arrears 
for more than 15 days, the bank may make a 
late charge which shall not exceed 5% of such 
installment, or $5.00, whichever is the lesser; 
provided, (a) that the total of such late charges 
shall not exceed $15.00 in any 1 12-month 
period, and (b) that only 1 such late charge 
shall be made on any 1 installment; and (c) 
that no such late charge shall be made upon any 
installment scheduled, by the terms of such in- 
strument, to fall due upon a date subsequent 
to the date upon which the maturity of the un- 
paid balance of the loan is accelerated as pro- 
vided by this section; 

(4) no person who is a party to the instru- 
ment evidencing the loan shall be released or 
discharged from liability to the bank by reason 
of the bank’s extending the time for the pay- 
ment of an installment or installments owing 
or due upon such loan, or by reason of the 
bank’s waiver of any term or condition of the 
instrument evidencing such loan, or of the in- 
strument intended to secure payment thereof; 

(5) all parties to the instrument evidencing 
the loan shall waive presentation for payment, 
demand for payment, protest and notice of 
protest, nonpayment, dishonor, and the bank’s 
election to accelerate the maturity of the un- 
paid balance of the loan. 
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C. For the purposes of this section, 


(1) ‘‘unpaid principal balance’’ of a loan 
means the face amount of the note evidencing 
such loan, less the aggregate of all installments 
paid thereon, plus the cost of any insurance 
paid for by the bank pursuant to paragraph (2) 
of subsection A of this section, after crediting 
against such cost the amount of the return 
premium, if any, received by the bank on can- 
cellation of prior insurance paid for by the 
borrower or the cost of which was retained out 
of the proceeds of the loan; 

(2) ‘‘unpaid balance’’ of a loan means the 
unpaid principal balance of such loan, plus un- 
paid interest and late charges, if any.

Association, Catholic Youth Organization, Young 
Men’s Hebrew Association, Young Women’s He- 
brew Association or Young Men’s and Young Wom- 
en’s Hebrew Association in this State or to any 
incorporated or unincorporated Boy Scout Council, 
Club or Troop affiliated with the Boy Scouts of 
America or Girl Seout Council, Club or Troop 
affiliated with the Girl Scouts of America, while it 
is used for the purposes of such organization in 
promoting the health, safety, morals and general 
welfare of the community and not for commercial 
business, trade, or manufacturing purposes, with- 
out cost or at a nominal rental.

1. When a membership account is maintained 
in a savings and loan association or building and 
loan association in the names of 2 or more persons, 
payable to either or any or to the survivor or sur- 
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vivors, the right of the survivors to be vested with 
sole and indefeasible title to the moneys to the 
eredit of the account on the death of the first of 
such persons to die, shall not be denied, abridged, 
or in anywise affected because such right has not 
been created by a writing executed in accordance 
with the laws of this State prescribing the require- 
ments to effect a valid testamentary disposition of 
property. This section shall apply regardless 
whether the names of the 2 or more persons are 
stated in the conjunctive or in the disjunctive, or 
otherwise. 

2. When a membership account is maintained in 
a savings and loan association or building and loan 
association in the name of 


a. an individual member as trustee for a 
named person; or 

b. an individual member in trust for a named 
person; or 

ec. an individual member payable on the 
death of the individual member to a named 
person, 


and the individual member predeceases the named 
person, the right of the named person to be vested 
with sole and indefeasible title to the moneys to 
the credit of the account at the death of the indi- 
vidual member, shall not be denied, abridged or 
in anywise affected because such right has not been 
created by a writing executed in accordance with 
the law of this State prescribing the requirements 
to effect a valid testamentary disposition of prop- 
erty. 

3. The provisions of this act shall also apply to 
all Federal savings and loan associations having 
their principal offices in this State.

CHAPTER 1383 


Aw Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19 :31-6 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br it enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:31-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

19:31-6. Up to and including the fortieth day 
preceding any election the commissioner, in coun- 
ties having a superintendent of elections, and the 
members of the county board in all other counties, 
or a duly authorized clerk or clerks acting for him 
or it, as the case may be, shall receive the appli- 
cation for registration of all eligible voters who 
shall personally appear for registration during of- 
fice hours at the office of the commissioner or the 
county board, as the case may be, or at such other 
place or places as may from time to time be des- 
ignated by him or it for registration. 

When any person shall apply to the commissioner 
in writing setting forth that due to a chronic or 
incurable illness, or that he is totally incapacitated 
and he cannot attend a place of registration and 
such application is accompanied by an affidavit by 
a physician duly licensed to practice medicine in 
this State certifying that such person is chronically 
or incurably ill or totally incapacitated, that such 
person is mentally competent and that such per- 
son cannot attend a place of registration, then the 
commissioner shall cause such person to be regis- 
tered at his place of residence or confinement. 

A duly authorized clerk is any person that has 
been appointed by the commissioner or the county 
board, as the case may be, to accept such registra- 
tions. | 

When the commissioner or county board has 
designated a place or places other than his office 
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or its office for receiving registrations, he or it, as 
the case may be, shall cause to be published a 
notice in a newspaper circulated in the municipality 
wherein such place or places of registration shall be 
located. Such notice shall be published within at 
least 10 days before the time that such place or 
places shall be open for registration and shall con- 
tain the address or addresses of such place or places 
and the dates and hours upon which they shall re- 
main open. 

Any eligible voter who applies for registration 
shall subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, 
Viz. : 


‘*You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that you 
will fully and truly answer such questions as 
shall be put to you touching your eligibility as 
a voter under the laws of this State.’’ 


Upon being sworn the applicant shall answer 
such questions as are provided for in the original 
and duplicate permanent registration forms here- 
inbefore set forth, and the person receiving the 
application shall fill out the forms which the appli- 
cant shall sign. If an eligible voter is unable to 
write his name, he shall be required to make a cross, 
which shall be followed by the writing of the words 
‘‘his or her mark,’’ as the case may be, by the per- 
son receiving the application, and such applicant 
shall answer the additional questions required 
under this Title. Such additional questions shall be 
sworn to or affirmed in the manner above provided. 
Registration by mail is specifically prohibited.

Aw Acr to amend the ‘‘Savings and Loan Act,’’ 
approved April 4, 1946 (P. L. 1946, ¢. 56). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 79 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

79. Other Investments. Securities. An associa- 
tion may invest as follows: 


(1) Obligations of the United States. In obliga- 
tions of or guaranteed as to principal and interest 
by the United States of America. 

(2) Federal Home Loan Bank Stock. In stock 
of the Federal Home Loan Bank, of which it is 
eligible to be a member; and in other obligations of 
any Federal Home Loan Bank or Banks or of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank System. 

(3) Participation in mortgage loans. In the 
investment in participating interests in mortgage 
loans. The mortgage which secures payment of 
any such participating interest shall be a lien upon 
real estate in this State used or to be used wholly 
or partially for dwelling purposes and shall con- 
form with the limitations, conditions and require- 
ments set forth in this article regulating direct 
reduction mortgage and straight mortgage loans, 
with respect to priority of lien, the percentage of 
such loan to be the appraised value of the mort- 
gaged property, and the terms of repayment of 
such loan. Such participating interest shall entitle 
the association to share all money and other bene- 
fits derived from such mortgage loan, or incidental 
thereto, pro rata with, or with preference and pri- 
ority over, the holder of any other participating 

interest therein. The total amount invested in 
such participating interests by any association 
shall not exceed 107% of its assets at the time any 
such investment is made. 
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(4) Accounts of other associations. In accounts 
of any insured association of this State and of any 
Federal association whose principal office is lo- 
cated in this State; provided, that no such invest- 
ment shall be made in excess of the amount for 
which such account is insured by the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Insurance Corporation. 

(5) Savings banks’ investments. In any invest- 
ment in which savings banks of New Jersey are or 
shall be authorized to invest by any law of this 
State, other than investments which are, or which 
hereafter shall be, specifically designated and reg- 
ulated by this act; provided, however, no funds may 
be invested pursuant to this subsection which are 
required for authorized loans to members. 

(6) Loans on securities. In loans upon obliga- 
tions secured by the pledge of any security desig- 
nated in subsections (1) and (5) of this section; 
provided, that such loans shall not exceed 80% of 
the market value of the security pledged as collat- 
eral; and provided further, that no funds may be in- 
vested pursuant to this subsection which are re- 
quired for other authorized loans to members. 

(7) Central corporation. In the capital stock, 
securities, debentures or other obligations of a 
single corporation organized under the laws of the 
State of New Jersey, the entire capital stock of 
which corporation shall be open to, subscribed for, 
and issued to associations of this State and such 
Federal associations that have their principal offices 
in this State; provided, however, that the original 
capital stock of such corporation shall aggregate 
at least $200,000.00 from subscriptions and pay- 
ments by at least 10 of the aforementioned associa- 
tions; and provided further, that no association, 
aforementioned, may invest its funds under this 
subsection in an amount exceeding 5% of its assets 
at the time of such subscription, payment or invest- 
ment, except with the approval of the commissioner. 

(8) Federal corporations. In the capital stock, 
securities, debentures or other obligations of any 
corporation created by Act of Congress in which 
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such investment may be open to associations and 
which shall afford advantages or safeguards to as- 
sociations. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 12, 1955. 


CHAPTER 135 


An Act concerning transfer inheritance taxes, and 
supplementing Title 54 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. A transfer of property by deed, grant, bar- 
gain, sale or gift wherein the transferor is entitled 
to some income, right, interest or power, either ex- 
pressly or by operation of law, shall not be deemed 
a transfer intended to take effect at or after trans- 
feror’s death if the transferor, more than 3 years 
prior to death, shall have executed an irrevocable 
and complete disposition of all reserved income, 
rights, interests and powers in and over the prop- 
erty transferred.

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CHAPTER 136 


An Acr to validate certain sales for unpaid taxes 
and assessments heretofore conducted by any 
municipality. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever heretofore any municipality has 
conducted a sale for unpaid taxes and assessments 
of any property, subsequent to a prior sale of the 
same property, which did not include certain taxes, 
assessinents or other municipal charges which 
should have been included, such subsequent sale 
shall be valid notwithstanding the governing body 
of the municipality had not by resolution declared 
the prior sale void and directed such subsequent 
sale; provided, such governing body by resolution 
confirms and ratifies such subsequent sale. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to af- 
fect any such sale for unpaid taxes and assess- 
ments in respect to which litigation now pending 
or which shall be instituted within 30 days from the 
effective date of this act. No confirmatory resolu- 
tion as provided herein shall be adopted until 30 
days after the effective date of this act and any 
such resolution to be effective must be adopted on 
or before April 1, 1956.

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CHAPTER 137 


A Supptement to ‘‘ An act providing for the retire- 
ment of policemen and firemen of the police

Be rr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any member or any beneficiary who has been 
or, in the future, may be retired, or receive a pen- 
sion, benefit or retirement allowance, including an 
annuity, pursuant to the provisions of chapter 16A 
of Title 43 of the Revised Statutes, may, by filing 
written request with the board of trustees, waive 
payment of a portion of the pension, benefit or re- 
tirement allowance, including annuity, to which he 
may be entitled. 

2. Upon the receipt of such waiver, and until the 
same is withdrawn, altered or revoked by a sub- 
sequent written request, similarly filed, the board 
of trustees shall pay a reduced pension, benefit, re- 
tirement allowance or annuity, as shall be re- 
quested in such waiver. 

3. Upon withdrawal, alteration, or revocation of 
such a waiver the member or beneficiary shall not 
be entitled to a refund, or credit, for such moneys 
as shall have been waived during the period such 
waiver has been in effect.

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CHAPTER 1389 
Aw Act concerning gifts of securities to minors. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any adult person may make a gift of secur- 
ities to a minor in the following manner: 


(a) Securities, if in registered form, shall be 
registered by the donor in his own name or in 
the name of any adult member of the minor’s 
family or in the name of any guardian of the 
minor, followed by the words ‘‘as custodian, for 
eh dg da as aca hae nee es , a minor, under P. L. 

(name of minor) 
TODD MBs 4 eaters of the laws of New Jersey,’’ and 
the securities shall be delivered to the person in 
whose name they are thus registered as custodian. 
If the securities are thus registered in the name of 
the donor as custodian such registration shall of 
itself constitute the delivery required by this act. 


(b) Securities, if in bearer form, shall be deliv- 
ered by the donor to any adult member of the 
minor’s family, other than the donor, or to any 
guardian of the minor, accompanied by a deed of 
gift duly acknowledged in substantially the follow- 
ing form, signed by the donor and the person 
designated therein as custodian:

(c) The person designated as a custodian under 
this section is hereinafter called ‘‘the custodian.”’ 


2. A gift made in the manner prescribed in sec- 
tion 1 shall be irrevocable and shall convey to the 
minor indefeasibly vested legal title to the secur- 
ities thus delivered, but no guardian of the person 
or property of the minor shall have any rights, 
duties or authority with respect to any property 
held at any time by the custodian under the author- 
ity of this section unless said guardian shall him- 
self be or become custodian in accordance herewith. 


3. (a) The custodian shall hold, manage, invest 
and reinvest the property held by him as custodian, 
including any unexpended income therefrom, as 
hereinafter provided. He shall collect the income 
therefrom and apply so much or the whole 
thereof and so much or the whole of the other 
property held by him as custodian as he may 
deem advisable for the support, maintenance, edu- 
cation and general use and benefit of the minor, in 
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such manner, at such time or times, and to such 
extent as the custodian in his absolute discretion 
may deem suitable and proper, without court order, 
without regard to the duty of any person to sup- 
port the minor and without regard to any other 
funds which may be applicable or available for the 
purpose. To the extent that property held by the 
custodian and the income thereof is not so ex- 
pended, it shall be delivered or paid over to the 
minor upon the minor’s attaining the age of 21 
vears, and in the event that the minor dies before 
attaining the age of 21 years it shall thereupon 
be delivered or paid over to the estate of the minor. 

(b) The custodian may sell, exchange, convert, 
or otherwise dispose of any and all of the securities 
or other property held by him in such manner and 
at such time or times, for such prices and upon 
such terms as he may deem advisable; he shall 
have the power in his sole and absolute discretion 
to retain any and all securities delivered to him 
within the meaning and under the authority of this 
act without reference to the statutes relating to 
permissible investments by fiduciaries; he shall 
invest the minor’s property in such securities as 
would be acquired by prudent men of discretion 
and intelligence who are seeking a reasonable in- 
come and the preservation of their capital without 
reference to the statutes relating to permissible 
investments by fiduciaries or hold part or all of the 
same in 1 or more bank accounts in his name as 
such custodian; he may vote in person or by gen- 
eral or limited proxy with respect to any securities 
held by him; he may consent directly or through 
a committee or other agent to the reorganization, 
consolidation, dissolution or liquidation of any 
corporations, the securities of which may be held 
by him, or to the sale, lease, pledge or mortgage of 
any property by or to any such corporation. 

(c) In addition to the foregoing rights, powers 
and duties with respect to any securities or other 
nroperty held by the custodian, the custodian, in 
his name as such custodian, shall have all the pow- 
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ers of management which a guardian of the prop- 
erty of the minor would have. 

(d) The custodian may execute and deliver any 
and all instruments in writing which he may deem 
advisable to carry out any of the foregoing powers. 
No issuer of securities, transfer agent, registrar or 
bank or other person acting on the instructions of 
any person purporting to be a custodian or donor 
shall be responsible for determining whether any 
person has been duly designated as a custodian 
under this act, or whether any purchase, sale or 
transfer to or by any person as custodian is in 
accordance with or authorized by this act, or shall 
be obliged to inquire into the validity under this act 
of any instrument or instructions executed or 
given by a person purporting to act as custodian 
or donor, or be bound to see to the application by 
any person purporting to act as custodian of any 
money or other property paid or delivered to 
him. All registered securities held by the cus- 
todian from time to time shall be registered in 
his name followed by the words ‘‘as custodian for

authority of this act. 

4. A person acting as custodian, other than a 
guardian of the property of the minor, shall re- 
ceive no compensation for his services but shall be 
entitled to reimbursement from the property held 
by him as custodian for the reasonable expenses 
incurred in the performance of his duties here- 
under. A guardian of the property of the minor, 
when acting as custodian under the authority of 
this aet, may receive such additional compensation 
for his services as guardian as he would be entitled 
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to receive if the property held by him as custodian 
hereunder were held by him in his capacity as 
guardian, in addition to the other property of the 
minor held by him in that capacity.

Aw Act concerning safe-deposit boxes and other 
receptacles for the safekeeping of personal prop- 
erty. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
lly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When a safe-deposit box or other receptacle 
for the safekeeping of personal property is rented 
to two or more persons acting as co-executors, co- 
administrators, co-guardians, co-trustees or co- 
receivers, access to such safe-deposit box or other 
receptacle may be allowed as follows, as the con- 
tract of renting shall provide: 

(a) by any one or more of such persons acting 
as co-executors; 

(b) by any one or more of the persons acting as 
co-administrators, co-guardians, co-trustees, or co- 
receivers, when authorized in a writing signed by 
the other person or all other persons so acting’; 

(c) by any agent authorized in a writing signed 
by all the persons acting as co-executors, co-admin- 
istrators, co-guardians, co-trustees or co-receivers. 
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2. When a safe-deposit box or other receptacle 
for the safekeeping of personal property is rented 
to a person acting as sole executor, administrator, 
guardian, trustee or receiver, access to the safe- 
deposit box or other receptacle may be allowed by 
any agent authorized in a writing signed by the 
person so acting. 

3. A minor may rent a safe-deposit box or other 
receptacle for the safekeeping of personal property. 
In all transactions with respect to the renting of 
such box or other receptacle, and access thereto, 
including access by an agent designated in a writ- 
ing signed by the minor, the minor shall, as be- 
tween himself and the lessor of the box or other 
receptacle, be deemed to be of full age. 

4. The death or incompetency of a person to 
whom a safe-deposit box or other receptacle for the 
safekeeping of personal property has been rented, 
and who has in writing appointed an agent with 
power of access thereto, shall not terminate the 
authority of such agent; but such authority shall 
continue until actual notice of such death or in- 
competency is received by the lessor of such box 
or other receptacle at the office in which such box or 
receptacle is located. As used in this section, ‘‘per- 
son’’ ineludes a minor, and also includes 

(a) a person acting in his individual capacity as 
sole renter of a safe-deposit box or other receptacle 
for the safekeeping of personal property; 

(b) one, or more, or all of 2 or more persons 
acting in their individual capacities as co-renters 
of a safe-deposit box or other receptacle for the 
safekeeping of personal property; 

-(c) a person acting as sole executor, adminis- 
trator, guardian, trustee or receiver in renting a 
safe-deposit box or other receptacle for the safe- 
keeping of personal property; and 

(d) one, or more, or all of 2 or more persons 
acting as co-executors, co-administrators, co-guard- 
ians, co-trustees or co-receivers in renting a safe- 
deposit box or other receptacle for the safekeeping 
of personal property. 
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5. This act shall apply to all corporations au- 
thorized by law to keep, maintain and rent out for 
hire safe-deposit boxes or other receptacles for the 
safekeeping of personal property. Nothing herein 
shall limit the rights, remedies, duties or powers of 
any corporation in keeping, maintaining and rent- 
ing out for hire safe-deposit boxes or other recep- 
tacles for the safekeeping of personal property as 
otherwise provided by law. 

6. Nothing in this act shall supersede the provi- 
sions of any will, codicil, trust instrument, order, 
decree or judgement prescribing the powers of the 
persons, if more than 1, required to act jointly in 
respect to property within their control as co- 
executors, co-administrators, co-guardians, co- 
trustees or co-receivers.

CHAPTER 152 


Aw Acr concerning counties, and amending section 
40 :26-2 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:26-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :26-2. Every county shall cause to be insured 
the drivers of its motor ears, trucks and other 
vehicles, including the drivers of fire and police ap- 
paratus, and the drivers of such motor ears, trucks 
and other vehicles, including fire and police ap- 
paratus as shall be under the control of the county 
or any department, board or commission main- 
tained by the public moneys of the county against 
liability for damages resulting in personal injury 
or death or damage to property caused by reason 
of the operation and use of such motor ears, trucks, 
vehicles and other apparatus. 
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This insurance may be issued in the name of the 
county but it shall insure the authorized drivers of 
such motor ears, trucks and other vehicles against 
lability for damages to property, in any 1 acci- 
dent, to an extent of not less than $5,000.00 and 
against liability for injuries or death of 1 person, 
in any 1 accident, to an extent of not less than 
$50,000.00 and against liability for injuries or 
death of more than 1 person, in any 1 accident, to 
an extent of not less than $100,000.00. 

Every county which shall fail to provide insur- 
ance for the said drivers as provided in this sec- 
tion, shall be liable for, and obligated to pay, any 
judgment recovered in a court of competent juris- 
diction against any such driver within the limits of 
the amounts required above by way of insurance 
for damages resulting in personal injury or death, 
or damage to property, caused by reason of the 
authorized operation and use of such motor ears, 
trucks, vehicles and other apparatus. Whenever 
a claim or demand is made upon or an action is in- 
stituted against any such driver arising out of the 
operation and use of any vehicle or apparatus to 
which this section relates, he shall promptly give 
written notice thereof to the board of chosen free- 
holders of the county. The board of chosen free- 
holders may by resolution elect to intervene in the 
settlement of any such claim or demand or to de- 
fend any such action. Upon the adoption of such 
a resolution the county shall cause written notice 
thereof to be served upon the driver. A county 
shall not be lable for any judgment recovered 
against any such driver, notwithstanding its fail- 
ure to insure as required by this section, if he shall 
fail or neglect to give the notice of any claim or de- 
mand as herein required. or shall fail to move 
promptly as a third-party plaintiff to name the 
county as a third-party defendant in anv such ac- 
tion following service unon him of notice of the 
adoption of such resolution.

This title shall not apply to a public 
museum or natural history society of this State so 
as to prevent the collection of specimens for it nor 
to the breeding, raising and producing in captivity, 
and the marketing, of fox, other than red or gray, 
mink, chinchilla, marten, fisher, caracul or other 
fur-bearing animals not native to New Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 154 


An Act concerning corporations, and amending 
section 14:8-16 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rt eENAcTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 14:8-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


14:8-16. Upon payment of each installment of 
capital stock, and of every increase thereof, the 
president or a vice-president and the secretary or 
treasurer shall make a certificate stating the 
amount of the capital so paid and whether paid in 
cash or by the purchase of property. This certificate 
shall be signed and sworn to by the president or 
such vice-president and the secretary or treas- 
urer, and shall be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, within 10 days after such payment. 
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If any of such officers neglect or refuse so to do 
for 30 days after written request so to do by a 
ereditor or stockholder of the corporation, they 
shall be jointly and severally liable for all its debts 
contracted before the filing of such certificate. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 155 


Aw Acr concerning the use of the State Seal; au- 
thorizing the use of said seal by certain persons; 
providing that persons not authorized to use the 
said seal, who use said seal, shall be disorderly 
persons; providing fines upon convictions as such 
disorderly persons; providing for revocation of 
motor vehicle licenses in certain cases for unau- 
thorized uses of said seal; terminating certain 
authorizations to use the said seal; and repeal- 
ing section 2A :148-23 of the New Jersey Stat- 
utes. 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor of the State, the head of any 
principal executive department of the State, the 
members of the Legislature of the State, the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, the Judges of the Su- 
perior Court and the County Judges, and each of 
them, are authorized to use, exhibit and display 
the Great Seal of the State of New Jersey, in whole 
or in part, including such use, exhibition and dis- 
play on their motor vehicle license plates. 

2. Any person who is not authorized by law to 
use, exhibit or display the State Seal, who uses, 
exhibits or displays the Great Seal of the State of 
New Jersey, in whole or in part, is a disorderly 
person and upon conviction as such shall be subject 
to a fine of $50.00. 
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3. Any person who is convicted as a disorderly 
person for an unauthorized use of the State Seal 
upon a motor vehicle license plate shall be subject 
to a revocation of his motor vehicle registration 
by the Director of the Division of Motor Vehicles 
in the State Department of Law and Public Safety. 

4. Any and all authorizations to use the State 
Seal upon motor vehicle license plates, heretofore 
granted by any official other than to the Governor 
of the State, to the head of any of the principal 
executive departments of the State, to a member 
of the Legislature of the State, to a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, to a Judge of the Superior Court 
or to a County Judge, are hereby terminated. 

5. Section 2A :148-23 of the New Jersey Statutes 
is repealed. 

6. This act shall take effect thirty days after its 
approval.

CHAPTER 156 


An Act concerning elections, relating to the quali- 
fications of voters, and amending section 19:4-1 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Be ir enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:4-1. Except as provided in sections 19:42 
and 19:4-3 of this Title, every person possessing 
the qualifications required by Article IT, paragraph 
3, of the Constitution of the State of New Jersey 
and having none of the disqualifications herein- 
after stated and being duly registered as required 
by this Title, shall have the right of suffrage and 
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shall be entitled to vote in the polling place as- 
signed to the election district in which he actually 
resides, and not elsewhere. 

No person shall have the right of suffrage— 

(1) Who is an idiot or is insane; or 

(2) Who was convicted, prior to October 6, 1948, 
of any of the following designated crimes, that is 
to say—blasphemy, treason, murder, piracy, arson, 
rape, sodomy, or the infamous crime against na- 
ture, committed with mankind or with beast, po- 
lygamy, robbery, conspiracy, forgery, larceny of 
above the value of $6.00, perjury or subornation of 
perjury, unless pardoned or restored by law to the 
right of suffrage; or 

(3) Who was convicted after October 5, 1948, 
or shall be convicted, of any of said crimes, except 
polygamy or larceny above the value of $6.00, or 
of bigamy or larceny of above the value of $20.00, 
or who shall be convicted of the crime of burglary 
or of any offense described in chapter 94 of Title 
2A, or section 2A :102-1 or section 2A :102-4, of the 
New Jersey Statutes or described in sections 
24:18-4 and 24:18-47 of the Revised Statutes, 
unless pardoned or restored by law to the right of 
suffrage; or 

(4) Who has been convicted of a violation of any 
of the provisions of this Title, for which criminal 
penalties were imposed, if such person was de- 
prived of such right as part of the punishment 
therefor according to law, unless pardoned or re- 
stored by law to the right of suffrage; or 

(5) Who shall be convicted of the violation of 
any of the provisions of this Title, for which crim- 
inal penalties are imposed, if such person shall be 
deprived of such right as part of the punishment 
therefor according to law, unless pardoned or re- 
stored by law to the right of suffrage. 

A person who will have on the day of general 
election the qualifications to entitle him to vote 
shall have the right to be registered for and vote at 
the primary election and register for and vote at 
the general election as though such qualifications 
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were met before registration for the primary elec- 
tion. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Bee peecen til: may by ordinance provide for the regulation and 
control of any or all of the following matters re- 
lated to fire prevention which are hereby declared 
to be matters in the interest of the public health 
and safety: 

(a) Construction, maintenance and use of flues 
and chimneys; 

(b) The types of space heaters using liquid fuel 
and methods of installation, maintenance and use 
thereof ; 

(c) The methods, other than underground stor- 
age, which may be employed for storage of various 
amounts of liquid fuels. 

c. 40:48-2.29. 2. Any ordinance adopted pursuant to this act 

Ordinance, shall designate the municipal officials responsible 
for enforcing the provisions of the ordinance and 
may provide that designated officers, employees or 
specially designated agents of the municipality 
may enter upon lands and buildings in the munici- 
pality for the purpose of inspection of flues, chim- 
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neys, space heaters and the storage of hquid fuel 
and installations and facilities in connection there- 
with and may provide for an educational program 
to instruct users of space heaters in proper meth- 
ods of installing, cleaning, maintaining and ad- 
justing the same to minimize fire hazard. 

3. The ordinance shall provide that the installa- 
tion, maintenance or use of such equipment or 
facilities, which by reason of type, installation, or 
place of use constitute a fire or explosion hazard 
endangering the lives of persons and property, 
constitutes a nuisance. 


4. Whenever the municipality by imspection or 
otherwise discovers a nuisance as provided in sec- 
tion 3 of this act, notice in writing shall be given 
to the owner of the premises to remove or abate 
the same within the time specified in such notice, 
which shall be not less than 7 days from the date 
of service thereof. A duplicate of the notice shall 
be left with a tenant or occupant of the premises, 
if any. If the owner resides outside the State the 
notice shall be given by mail and provide addi- 
tional time for comphance and a duplicate of the 
notice shall be left with a tenant or occupant or 
posted on the premises. 

). The governing body of a municipality may 
contract with a volunteer fire company or com- 
panies to perform inspections pursuant to this act 
and in such case designate as agents of the munici- 
pality, for such purpose, the members of such fire 
company or companies. 

6. The ordinance shall provide that any person 
who refuses to permit an authorized representa- 
tive of the municipality to enter upon the premises 
and make inspections in accordance with section 2 
of this act or who continues to use any equipment 
or facility declared to be a nuisance pursuant to 
the ordinance without complying with the provi- 
sions of the notice given, shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine of not less than $5.00 nor more 
than $100.00, or imprisonment for not more than 
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30 days, or both. Each day of continuance of a 
nuisance after the time required for abatement 
thereof, shall constitute a separate offense. 
7. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations and the incurring of indebtedness by 
county, city, borough, town, township, village or 
any other municipality, and amending section 
40:1-77 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:1-77 of the Revised Statutes is 
further amended to read as follows: 


40 :1-77. Such annual debt statement shall also 
set forth in the form prescribed the deductions ap- 
plicable thereto, as follows: 

a. Funds in hand and sinking funds applicable 
only to the payment of any part of the gross debt 
not otherwise deductible, including the proceeds 
of any bonds or notes held to pay any part of such 
gross debt, and the estimated proceeds of any 
bonds or notes which have been authorized when 
such estimated proceeds are to be held for that 
purpose, and any accounts receivable from other 
publie authorities applicable only to the payment 
of any part of the gross debt not otherwise de- 
ductible ; 

b. Notes or bonds issued, or authorized but not 
issued, for purposes hereinafter defined as ‘‘self- 
liquidating’’ within the limitations hereinafter pre- 
scribed, stating separately indebtedness for water 
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systems, sewer systems and each other self-liqui- 
dating purpose; 

e. In the case of a municipality, notes or bonds 
issued, or authorized but not issued, for school 
purposes and included in the gross debt, issued or 
authorized by a school district which is governed 
by or to which are applicable provisions of chapter 
8 of the Title Education (§ 18:8-1 et seq.) pursuant 
to a proposal a copy of which was endorsed prior 
to its adoption with the consents of the State Com- 
missioner of Education and of the Local Govern- 
ment Board provided for in section 18:5—86 of said 
Title Education (§ 18:1-1 et seq.), and also any 
other notes or bonds issued, or authorized but not 
issued for school purposes and included in the 
gross debt, issued or authorized by such a school 
district, to an amount not exceeding 6% of the 
average of the assessed valuations as set forth in 
such statement pursuant to subsection 2 of section 
40 :1—80 of this Title; 

d. In the case of a municipality, notes or bonds 
issued, or authorized but not issued, for school 
purposes and included in the gross debt, issued or 
authorized by the municipality or by any school 
district other than one which is governed by or to 
which are applicable provisions of chapter 8 of the 
Title Education ($18:8-1 et seq.) to an amount 
not exceeding 6% of the average of the assessed 
valuations as set forth in such statement pursuant 
to subsection 2 of section 40:1-80 of this Title and 
also (1) if such a school district which includes the 
territory of the municipality is certified by the 
State Commissioner of Education as having an 
approved high school, an additional amount not ex- 
ceeding 2% of such average, or (2) if no such school 
district which includes the territory of the munici- 
pality is certified by the State Commissioner of 
Edueation as having an approved high school, an 
additional amount not exceeding the lesser of (a) 
the amount of the notes or bonds issued, or author- 
ized but not issued, for the purpose of providing a 
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high school and ineluded in the gross debt or (b) 
2% of such average; 

e. Notes or bonds issued, or authorized but not 
issued, only for the relief of the poor, if included 
in the gross debt. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning school districts, amending 
sections 18:8-1, 18:8-2, 18:8-3, 18:8-4, 18:8-5, 
18:8-6, 18:8-8, 18:8-10, 18:8-16, 18:8-17, 
18:8-18, 18:8-19, 18:5-84, 18:5-85, 18:5-86, 
18:7-90, 18:7-100 and 18:7-102 of the Revised 
Statutes, amending chapter 113 of the laws of 
1939 and chapter 81 of the laws of 1954, and re- 
pealing chapter 433 of the laws of 1948, chapter 
189 of the laws of 1953 and chapter 51 of the laws 
of 1954. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:8-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-1. Whenever the boards of education of 2 
or more school districts and the State Commis- 
sioner of Education, after study and investigation, 
shall deem it advisable for such school districts 
to unite in creating a regional school district for 
the establishment and development of elementary 
schools, junior high schools, high schools, voca- 
tional schools, special schools, health facilities or 
particular educational services or facilities in the 
territory comprised within such school districts 
and shall determine whether the amounts to be 
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raised for annual or special appropriations for 
such regional school district, as provided in sec- 
tion 18:8-17 of the Revised Statutes, are to be 
apportioned upon the basis of ratables, or of 
average daily enrollment of the constituent school 
districts during the preceding school year, the 
board of education of each of such school districts 
shall call and conduct a special election, which 
shall be held on the same date in each of such 
school districts, in the manner provided for the 
conduct of special school district elections in chap- 
ter 7 of this Title and shall submit a proposal for 
creation of a regional school district for any 1 or 
more of the above purposes. The proposal so sub- 
mitted shall state whether the amounts to be raised 
for annual or special appropriations for such 
regional school district, as provided in section 
18:8-17 of the Revised Statutes are to be appor- 
tioned upon the basis of ratables or of average daily 
enrollment of the constituent school districts during 
the preceding school year. 

There may be included, as a part of each pro- 
posal to be submitted with respect to the creation 
of a regional school district, an authorization for 
the issuance of promissory notes or temporary 
loan bonds of the regional school district, in a 
principal amount not in excess of that stated in 
such proposal, for the purpose of providing for the 
current expenses of the regional school district un- 
til June 30 subsequent to the date of the first an- 
nual election of the regional school district. No 
such authorization shall be included in such pro- 
posal unless the State Commissioner of Education 
shall have made a finding, in writing, prior to the 
date of submission of such proposal, that the prin- 
cipal amount of such promissory notes or tempo- 
rary loan bonds, as stated in such proposal, is not 
in excess of the amount of money reasonably 
expected to be necessary for the current expenses 
of the regional school district as aforesaid. If 
each of such proposals includes such an authoriza- 
tion and pursuant to such proposals such school 
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districts shall vote to create a regional school dis- 
trict, such proposals shall after such vote be au- 
thority for the issuance of such promissory notes 
or temporary loan bonds of the regional school 
district to the amount and for the purposes set 
forth therein, and shall for all the purposes of chap- 
ters 7 and 8 of this Title and any other provisions 
of said Title, be deemed to constitute a proposal 
duly adopted on said date by the legal voters of 
the regional school district authorizing the re- 
gional board of education to issue bonds of the 
regional school district, but no school debt state- 
ment need be prepared or filed prior to such au- 
thorization. Such promissory notes or temporary 
loan bonds of the regional school district shall be 
issued by the regional board of education in the 
manner provided in article 8 of chapter 7 of this 
Title, except that all such promissory notes or 
temporary loan bonds shall mature in not exceed- 
ing 1 year and may be renewed by similar promis- 
sory notes or temporary loan bonds which shall 
mature not later than 2 years from the date of the 
first of the original notes or bonds so issued. An 
amount, sufficient to pay the principal and interest, 
at maturity, of such promissory notes or tempo- 
rary bonds shall be raised in the same manner as 
provided by law for the payment of bonds of the 
regional school district. 

There may be ineluded, as a part of each pro- 
posal to be submitted with respect to the creation 
of a regional school district, the authorization of 
bonds of the regional school district for any 1 or 
all of the following purposes: (a) any purpose or 
purposes described in section 18:7-85 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, (b) the purchase of any school- 
house or schoolhouses or other buildings for school 
purposes with or without the sites thereof and 
lands appertaining thereto or the furniture and 
other necessary equipment therefor or the mate- 
rials and supplies therefor, and (c) the making of 
additions, alterations, repairs or improvements in 
or upon any such schoolhouse or other building or 
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purchasing school furniture or other necessary 
equipment therefor. Such an authorization shall 
for all the purposes of this Title, and particularly 
chapter 8 and article 18 of chapter 5 thereof, be 
deemed to constitute a proposal authorizing the 
regional board of education to issue bonds of the 
regional school district, but no school debt state- 
ment need be prepared or filed prior to the author- 
ization of such bonds. <A copy of each such pro- 
posal may be submitted prior to said election for 
consideration by the State Commissioner of Kduca- 
tion and the Local Government Board under and for 
all the purposes of section 18:5-86 of the Revised 
Statutes. If each of such proposals includes such 
an authorization and pursuant to such proposals 
such school districts shall vote to create a regional 
school district, such proposals shall after such vote 
be authority for the issuance of bonds of the re- 
gional school district to the amount and for the 
purpose or purposes set forth therein and, from 
and after the date of such vote, shall for all the 
purposes of chapters 7 and 8 of this Title, and any 
other provisions of said Title, be deemed to consti- 
tute a proposal duly adopted on said date by the 
legal voters of the regional school district author- 
izing the regional board of education to issue 
bonds of the regional school district for the pur- 
pose or purposes and in the amount or amounts 
set forth in such proposal. The bonds so authorized 
shall be issued, shall be dated and sold in all re- 
spects in accordance with the provisions of said 
chapters, and shall mature within the period or 
respective periods of time prescribed by such pro- 
visions, in each ease computed from the date of 
such bonds. 

2. Section 18:8-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-2. The secretary of each school district re- 
ferred to in section 18:8-1 of this Title shall trans- 
mit to the county superintendent of schools of the 
county in which said school district is situate a 
certificate of the results of the election in such 
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school district. In the event that the uniting school 
districts are situated in different counties, the 
secretary of each school district shall also transmit 
a certificate of results of the election to the county 
superintendent of schools of each county in which 
any other such uniting school district or part 
thereof is situated. If each such county superin- 
tendent of schools shall determine from such certifi- 
eates that the total number of votes cast in each 
school district in favor of the proposal for creating 
a regional school district exceeds the total number 
of votes east in such school district against the 
same, he shall immediately notify the board of 
education of each of such school districts of his 
determination. 

3. Section 18:8-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-3. Whenever the board of education of a 
regional school district and the State Commis- 
sioner of Education, after study and investigation, 
shall deem it advisable to enlarge the regional 
school district to include any 1 or more additional 
constituent school districts and the board of edu- 
cation of each proposed constituent schoo] district 
shall deem it advisable to enlarge the regional 
school district to include each of such proposed 
constituent school districts, the board of education 
of each proposed constituent school district, and 
the board of education of the regional school dis- 
trict shall eall and conduct a special election to 
be held on the same day in each of said school dis- 
tricts, in the manner provided for the conduct of 
special school district elections in chapter 7 of 
this Title and shall submit a proposal for the en- 
largement of the regional school district to include 
such additional constituent school district or dis- 
tricts. There may be included as a part of the 
proposal to be submitted as aforesaid, any other 
matters which may be ineluded as a part of a pro- 
posal to be submitted for the creation of a regional 
school district. 
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Within 5 days after the date of a special school 
district election, held as provided in section 18 :8-3 
of this Title for the purpose of submitting a pro- 
posal for the enlargement of a regional school dis- 
trict, the secretary of each school district in which 
such an election is held shall transmit to the county 
superintendent of schools of each county in which 
any part of the regional school district or a pro- 
posed constituent school district is situated, a 
statement of the results of such special election 
showing the total number of votes cast in favor 
of such proposal in such school district and the 
total number of votes cast against such proposal 
in such school district. If such statements shall 
establish the adoption of such a proposal by the 
regional school district and by each proposed con- 
stituent school district, each of the county super- 
intendents of schools in which any part of any of 
said school districts is situated shall send notice 
thereof to the board of education of each of said 
school districts and to the State Commissioner of 
Education. 

Not later than 30 days after the date on which 
the enlargement of any regional school district 
shall become effective, the county superintendents 
of schools of each county in which any part of the 
regional school district or a new constituent school 
district is situated, shall make a reapportionment 
of the representation of the constituent school dis- 
tricts in membership on the regional board of 
education on the basis of the population of the 
constituent districts as provided in section 18:8-5 
of this Title and shall designate the number of 
members to be elected from each particular con- 
stituent school district at the next several annual 
elections of the regional school district upon the 
expiration of the terms of office of the then mem- 


bers of the regional board of education so that | 


the representation of the constituent school dis- 
tricts in membership on the regional board of 
education shall be as established by such reappor- 
tionment. Following the making of such reappor-

tionment and designation as above provided, the 
county superintendent of schools of the county in 
which each new constituent school district is lo- 
cated shall thereupon appoint a citizen of such 
district having the qualifications necessary to be 
a member of a regional board of education. 

Kach member of the regional board of education 
appointed from a new constituent school district 
shall serve until the first Monday succeeding the 
next annual election of the regional school district. 

The enlargement of a regional school district to 
include any proposed eonstituent school district 
shall become effective on the twentieth day follow- 
ing the date of the special elections held as pro- 
vided in section 18:8-3 of this Title at which 
proposals, providing for the enlargement of the 
regional school district, shall have been adopted 
by the regional school district and by each pro- 
posed constituent school district. Each new con- 
stituent school district shall become responsible 
for the indebtedness of the regional school district 
then outstanding, or authorized but unissued, as 
if such new constituent school district had origi- 
nally constituted a part of regional school dis- 
trict. The corporate existence of the regional 
school district shall be deemed to have continued 
without interruption from the date of its original 
creation prior to its enlargement and the regional 
school district shall continue to be known by its 
then cornorate name unless pursuant to resolution 
adopted by the regional board of education another 
cornorate title, as therein set forth, shall be ap- 
proved by the State Board of Education and so 
certified by said board to the Secretary of State. 
The board of education of the original school dis- 
trict shall have full authority and powers and 
duties with respect to the regional school district 
as enlarged. except that it shall not exercise any 
authority with respect to the educational facilities 
then being provided for pupils in any new constit- 
uent school district until July 1 next succeeding 
the first annual election in such regional school dis- 
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trict as enlarged, but the time for exercising such 
authority may be accelerated or postponed by the 
board of education of the regional school district 
with the approval of the State Commissioner of 
Education. 

4. Section 18:8-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-4. When 2 or more school districts have 


voted to create a regional school district as pro- > 


vided in chapter 8 of this Title, the county super- 
intendent of schools of the county or the county 
superintendents of schools of the counties in which 
said school districts are situated, shall select for 
the districts in their respective counties, from 
among the citizens of such districts having the 
qualifications for members of boards of education 
of school districts governed by the provisions of 
chapter 7 of this Title, 9 members to constitute the 
regional board of education, provided that if there 
are more than 9 school districts uniting to create 
the regional school district, then the number of 
members of the regional board of education shall 
be equal to the number of constituent school dis- 
tricts. 

d. Section 18:8-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-5. The membership of the regional board 
of education shall be apportioned by the county 
superintendent or county superintendents of 
schools among the several school districts uniting 
to create a regional school district as nearly as 
may be according to the number of their inhabit- 
ants as shown by the last Federal census officiallv 
promulgated in this State, but each constituent 
school district shall have at least 1 member on the 
regional board of education. The membership as 
apportioned shall continue to represent the respec- 
tive constituent school districts on the regional 
board of education until changed by reapportion- 
ment by the county superintendent or county su- 
perintendents of schools of the county or counties 
in which any part of the regional school district 
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is situated. Such reapportionment shall be made 
immediately succeeding the official promulgation in 
this State of each subsequent Federal census or 
as otherwise required by section 18:5-3 of this 
Title. Notwithstanding any such reapportionment, 
the members of the regional board of education, 
as theretofore apportioned among the constituent 
school districts, shall continue in office for the 
terms for which they were elected or appointed, 
and provision shall be made for election of their 
successors only to the extent necessary to provide, 
for each constituent school district, the representa- 
tion in membership on the regional board of edu- 
eat‘on to which such school district is entitled by 
reason of any such reapportionment. If by reason 
of any such reapportionment a constituent school 
district becomes entitled to increased representa- 
tion in membership on the regional board of edu- 
eation, such additional members shall be elected 
from such school district at the next annual re- 
gional school district election. 

6. Section 18:8-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-6. The regional board of education origi- 
nally appointed shall serve until the first Monday 
succeeding the next annual election of the regional 
school district, at which time the terms of office of 
the members so appointed shall end, and the elected 
members of the regional board of education shall 
take office under the provision of section 18:8-8 of 
this Title for terms as provided in section 18 :8-7 
of this Title. 

7. Section 18:8-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-8. The board of education of the regional 
school district shall provide at the annual regional 
school district election and in the manner prescribed 
for school districts governed by the provisions of 
chapter 7 of this Title, for the election, of members 
for the regional board of education to succeed for 
the respective constituent school districts the mem- 
bers representing such districts and whose terms 
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expire on the first Monday next succeeding such 
election. The polls shall remain open in each con- 
stituent school district for the same length of time 
as would be required by law for an annual school 
election held in such district pursuant to the pro- 
visions of chapter 7 of this Title. Members of the 
regional board of education shall be elected and 
shall serve for a term of 3 years. Vacancies for 
unexpired terms on the regional board of education 
shall be filled by said board in the same manner as 
such vacancies are filled with respect to boards of 
cdueation governed by the provisions of chapter 7 
of this Title. 

8. Section 18:8-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-10. The regional board of education shall 
forthwith after its first appointment and annually 
thereafter on the first Monday following each an- 
nual regional school district election, organize by 
the election of one of its members as president and 
one of its members as vice-president and shall ap- 
point a secretary who may be a member of said 
board. The president and vice-president shall serve 
until the election of their successors. If any re- 
gional board of education shall fail to organize 
within 30 days after the date hereinbefore provided 
for its organization, the county superintendent of 
schools shall appoint a president and a vice-presi- 
dent from among the members of said board then in 
office to serve until the election of their successors. 
The term of the secretary shall expire annually on 
June 30. 

9. Section 18:8-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-16. Regional school district elections for 
the purpose of raising annual appropriations or 
for authorizing the issuance of bonds of the re- 
gional school district or for any other purpose 
provided in chapter 8 of this Title shall be called 
and conducted by the regional board of education 
in the manner provided for such elections in school 
districts governed by the provisions of chapter 7 
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of this Title, with at least 1 polling place in each 
of the constituent school districts. The annual 
regional school district election shall be held on the 
first Tuesday in February. Except as otherwise 
provided in chapter 8 of this Title, only the total 
vote of all the constituent school districts in the re- 
gional school district shall be considered in deter- 
mining the result of any regional school district 
election and any proposition, question or proposal 
must be adopted by the affirmative vote of a major- 
ity of the legal ballots cast thereon in the entire 
regional school district without regard to the ma- 
jorities of the legal ballots cast thereon in the con- 
stituent school districts. 

10. Section 18:8-17 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-17. The amounts to be raised for annual or 
special appropriations for a regional school dis- 
trict and the amounts to be raised for interest and 
the redemption of bonds of a regional school dis- 
trict shall be apportioned among the constituent 
school districts by the regional board of education 
as follows: 

(1) The amounts to be raised for interest and 
the redemption of bonds of a regional school dis- 
trict shall be apportioned upon the basis of the 
ratables of the constituent school districts ; 

(2) The amounts, except the amounts referred 
to in paragraph (1) above, to be raised for annual 
or special appropriations for a regional school dis- 
trict created prior to July 1, 1953, shall be appor- 
tioned upon the basis of the ratables of the constit- 
uent school districts unless a different basis of 
apportionment shall have been adopted as provided 
in chapter 8 of this Title; and 

(3) The amounts, except the amounts referred 
to in paragraph (1) above, to be raised for annual 
or special appropriations for a regional school dis- 
trict created on or subsequent to July 1, 1953, shall 
be apportioned upon the basis of (1) the ratables 
of the constituent school districts, if such basis 
shall have been adopted at the time of creation of 
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the regional school district and a different basis of 
apportionment shall not have been adopted as other- 
wise provided in chapter 8 of this Title, or (2) the 
average daily enrollment of the constituent school 
districts during the preceding school year if (a) 
such basis shall have been adopted at the time of 
creation of the regional school district, or (b) such 
basis is thereafter adopted as provided in chapter 
8 of this Title, or (c) a basis of average daily at- 
tendance shall have been adopted at the time of the 
creation of the regional school district. 

With respect to regional school districts for 
which the average daily enrollment of the constit- 
uent school districts during the preceding school 
year is to be used as a basis for apportionment of 
amounts to be raised for annual or special appro- 
priations for such school districts, the State Com- 
missioner of Education shall certify to the regional 
board of education, from the latest official statistics 
then available, the average daily enrollment of 
resident public school pupils in all constituent 
school districts in the grade levels for which the 
regional school district is organized for use by the 
regional board of education until such time as ac- 
tual average daily enrollment statistics for the 
constituent school districts for a preceding school 
year shall be available and shall be certified by the 
State Commissioner of Education for such regional 
school district. 

The amounts of money thus determined to be 
raised in the respective constituent school districts 
shall be certified by the secretary of the board of 
education of the regional school district to the 
county board or county boards of taxation and to 
the assessors of the several taxing districts and the 
municipal clerks of the municipalities in the con- 
stituent school districts and the amount thus appor- 
tioned to each such school district shall be raised 
ratably in the taxing district or districts in such 
constituent school district and assessed, levied and 
collected in the same manner and at the same time 
as other school taxes are assessed, levied and col- 
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lected therein and shall be paid upon requisition 
as provided for with respect to school districts 
governed by the provisions of chapter 7 of this 
Title. 

11. Section 18:8-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-18. Bonds or notes of a regional school dis- 
{riet shall be authorized and issued as provided in 
chapter 8 of this Title and in conformity with the 
provisions for authorizing and issuing bonds or 
notes in school districts governed by chapter 7 of 
this Title. Bonds or notes of a regional school dis- 
trict shall be issued in the corporate name of said 
district. The outstanding bonds and notes of a re- 
gional school district shall be a lien upon the real 
estate situated in all of the constituent school 
districts in the regional school district and the 
personal estates of the inhabitants of all of such 
constituent school districts as well as the property 
of said districts and the regional school district 
shall be Hable for the payment thereof. 

12. Section 18:8-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:8-19. Whenever the board of education of a 
regional school district, heretofore or hereafter 
created, and the State Commissioner of Hduea- 
tion, after study and investigation, shall deem it 
advisable to add to the purpose or purposes for 
which the regional school district was created, the 
regional board of education may submit, at any 
subsequent election held in the regional school dis- 
trict, a proposal authorizing the regional school 
district to carry out any 1 or more additional pur- 
poses for which a regional school district may be 
created as provided in section 18:8-1 of this Title. 
Upon the adoption of such proposal by the affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the legal ballots cast 
thereon in the entire regional school district and 
the certification of the adoption of such proposal by 
the secretary of the regional school district to the 
county superintendent of schools of each county in 
which any part of the regional school district is 
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situated and to the State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, the regional school district shall be authorized 
to earry out such additional purpose or purposes 
as stated in such proposal. 

Whenever the board of education of a regional 
school district, heretofore or hereafter created and 
for which amounts raised for annual or special ap- 
propriations, as provided in section 18:8-17 of the 
Revised Statutes, are apportioned on the basis of 
the ratables of the constituent school districts, and 
the State Commissioner of Education, after study 
and investigation, shall deem it advisable that the 
amounts to be raised for annual or special appro- 
priations as aforesaid for such regional school dis- 
trict are to be apportioned upon the basis of the 
average daily enrollment of the constituent school 
districts during the preceding school year, the re- 
gional board of education may submit a proposal 
providing for the apportionment of such amounts 
as aforesaid at any subsequent election held in the 
regional school district. Upon the adoption of such 
proposal by the legal voters of each constituent 
school district by the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the legal ballots cast thereon in each such con- 
stituent school district, the amounts to be raised 
thereafter for annual or special appropriations as 
aforesaid for such regional school district shall be 
apportioned upon the basis of the average daily 
enrollment of the constituent school districts dur- 
ine the preceding school year. The secretary of 
the regional school district shall certify the adop- 
tion of such proposal by each constituent school 
district to the county superintendent of schools of 
each county in which any part of the regional 
school district is situated and to the State Commis- 
sioner of Edueation. 

13. Section 1 of chapter 113 of the laws of 1939, 
as heretofore amended by section 3 of chapter 81 
of the laws of 1954, is amended to read as follows: 

1. Every proposition, question or proposal here- 
tofore or hereafter adopted by the legal voters of 
anv regional school district authorizing the issu- 
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ance of bonds for the purchasing or taking or con- 
demning of land for school purposes shall, unless 
otherwise expressly provided therein, be deemed to 
include and authorize the purchase of any school- 
house or schoolhouses or other buildings situate 
thereon and the furniture and other necessary 
equipment therefor and the materials and supplies 
therefor, and the issuance of said bonds for said 
purpose in the amount or amounts set forth in such 
proposition, question or proposal. The bonds so 
issued shall be dated and sold in all respects in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of chapter 7 and 8 of 
Title 18 of the Revised Statutes, and shall mature 
within the period or respective periods of time pre- 
seribed by such provisions, in each case computed 
from the date of such bonds. 

14. Section 4 of chapter 81 of the laws of 1954 is 
amended to read as follows: 

4. The board of education of any constituent 
school district may, at private sale and on terms 
and conditions approved by resolution of said 
board of education, sell, transfer and convey to a 
regional school district any lands of the constituent 
school district with or without any schoolhouse or 
other building or improvements thereon and the 
furniture and other necessary equipment thereof, 
and also any other furnishings, equipment, ma- 
terials or supplies which may no longer be useful 
to the constituent school district. The proceeds of 
any such sale, transfer or conveyance shall be ap- 
plied by the board of education of the constituent 
school district only to the payment of the principal 
of bonds, promissory notes or temporary loan bonds 
of the constituent school district or of the munici- 
pality comprised within such constituent school 
district issued pursuant to the provisions of chap- 
ter 6 of this Title. Pending application as afore- 
said, such proceeds may be invested by such board 
of education in bonds or notes issued by the United 
States of America and the income on such invest- 
ment shall be applied to payment of interest as it 
becomes due upon said bonds, promissory notes or 
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temporary loan bonds or, if no such bonds, promis- 
sory notes or temporary loan bonds be then out- 
standing, shall be paid by said board of education 
into the building and repairing account of such con- 
stituent school district. Notwithstanding the fore- 
going provisions of this section, all or any part of 
such proceeds and interest thereon may be ex- 
pended by such board of education for any purpose 
or purposes for which bonds may be issued by such 
constituent school district or by said municipality 
pursuant to the provisions of chapter 7 or chapter 
6 of said Title upon (1) if such constituent school 
district has no board of school estimate, the adop- 
tion by the legal voters of such constituent school 
district, by a majority of the legal ballots cast 
thereon, of a proposal authorizing such board of 
education to make such expenditure or (2) if the 
provisions of said chapter 6 are applicable to such 
constituent school district, the final adoption by the 
governing body of said municipality of an ordi- 
nance of said municipality authorizing such board 
of education to make such expenditure, or (3) if the 
provisions of said chapter 6 are not applicable to 
such constituent school district and it has a board 
of school estimate, the approval and signature by a 
majority of all the members of such board of school 
estimate of a resolution of such board of education 
authorizing such expenditure. 

15. Section 18:5-84 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :5-84. Except as otherwise provided in section 
18 :5-85 or 18 :5-86 of this article: 

a. No local school district other than a certified 
local school district and no regional school district 
shall authorize the issuance of bonds the principal 
amount of which, added to the net school debt of 
such school district at the date of such authoriza- 
tion, shall exceed 6% of the average assessed valu- 
ation of property in such school district; and 

b. No certified local school district shall author- 
ize the issuance of bonds the principal amount of 
which, added to the net school debt of such school 
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district at the date of such authorization, shall ex- 
ceed 8% of the average assessed valuation of prop- 
erty in such school district. 

Nothing contained in this article shall apply to or 
affect or limit the issuance of bonds by any board of 
education or school district or municipality for the 
purpose of funding or refunding any bonds, notes 
or other indebtedness heretofore or hereafter is- 
sued or incurred by such board of education or 
schoo] district or municipality. 

16. Section 18:5-85 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:5-85. (a) Any school district other than a 
regional school district, within the limitations and 
upon compliance with the provisions of this section, 
may authorize the issuance of bonds notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of section 18 :5-84 of this article. 
The issuance of any such bonds shall be authorized 
(1) in the case of a chapter 6 school district, (a) 
upon the final adoption by the governing body of 
the municipality comprised within such school dis- 
trict, by the recorded affirmative vote of at least % 
of all the members thereof, of an ordinance of the 
municipality authorizing the issuance of such 
bonds, which ordinance shall be in form and sub- 
stance as stated in this section, or (b) upon the final 
adoption by the governing body of the municipality 
comprised within such school district, by the 
recorded affirmative vote of at least a majority of 
all the members thereof, of an ordinance of the 
municipality authorizing the issuance of such 
bonds. which ordinance shall be in form and sub- 
stance as stated in this section, and the subsequent 
adoption by the qualified voters of such municipal- 
ity, by a majority of the legal ballots cast thereon, 
of a proposition confirming such ordinance, which 
proposition shall be in form and substance as 
stated in this section, (2) in the case of a school 
district which has a board of school estimate and 
is not a chapter 6 school district, upon the making 
of the certificate of said board upon delivery of 
which the board of education, but for the provisions 
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of section 18:5-84 of this article, would be author- 
ized to issue such bonds and the subsequent adop- 
tion by the legal voters of such school district, by 
a majority of the legal ballots cast thereon, of a 
proposal authorizing the board of education to 
issue such bonds, which proposal shall be in form 
and substance as stated in this section, or (3) in the 
case of a school district which has no board of 
school estimate, upon the adoption by the legal 
voters of such school district, by a majority of the 
legal ballots cast thereon, of a proposal authorizing 
the board of education to issue such bonds, which 
proposal shall be in form and substance as stated 
in this section. 

(b) No proposal for authorizing, or ordinance 
authorizing, the issuance of bonds of a school dis- 
trict pursuant to this section shall be adopted if 
the percentage of net debt as stated in any supple- 
mental debt statement required by this article to be 
filed prior to such authorization shall exceed 7%. 

(c) Every proposal for authorizing, and every 
ordinance authorizing, and every proposition con- 
firming an ordinance authorizing, the issuance of 
bonds of a school district pursuant to this section, 
after stating any other matters or things author- 
ized or required by law, shall disclose the effect of 
such proposal or ordinance on the borrowing 
margin of every municipality comprised within 
such school district. Such disclosure shall include 
showing the amount of such borrowing margin 
before adoption of the proposal or ordinance and 
showing the amount of such borrowing margin used 
up by adoption of the proposal or ordinance. Such 
disclosure in any such proposal shall be sufficient 
if set forth in substantially the following form with 
appropriate figures inserted:

18:5-86. (a) Any school district, upon compli- 
ance with the provisions of this section, may au- 
thorize the issuance of bonds notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 18:5-84 of this article. The 
issuance of any such bonds shall be authorized (1) 
in the case of a chapter 6 school district, upon the 
final adoption by the governing body of the munici- 
pality comprised within such school distr ict, by the 
recorded affirmative vote of at least a majority of 
all the members thereof, of an ordinance of the 
municipality authorizing the issuance of such 
bonds, which ordinance shall be in form and sub- 
stance as stated in this section and upon a copy of 
which ordinance shall have been endorsed, prior to 
its adoption by said governing body, the consents 
of the State Commissioner of Kducation and of the 
Local Government Board hereinafter in this section 
provided for, and the subsequent adoption by the 
qualified voters of such municipality, by a majority

(2) in the case of a school district which has a board 
of school estimate and is not a chapter 6 school 
district, upon the making of the certificate of said 
board upon delivery of which the board of educa- 
tion, but for the provisions of section 18:5-84 of 
this article, would be authorized to issue such bonds 
and the subsequent adoption by the legal voters of 
such school district, by a majority ‘of the legal 
ballots cast thereon, of a proposal authorizing the 
board of education to issue such bonds, which pro- 
posal shall be in form and substance as stated in 
this section and upon a copy of which proposal shall 
have been endorsed, prior to its adoption by said 
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legal voters, the consents of the State Commis- 
sioner of Education and of the Local Government 
Board hereinafter in this section provided for, or 
(3) in the case of a school district which has no 
board of school estimate, upon the adoption by the 
legal voters of such school district, by a majority 
of the legal ballots cast thereon, of a proposal au- 
thorizing the board of education to issue such 
bonds, which proposal, in the case of a local school 
district, shall be in form and substance as stated in 
this section and upon a copy of which proposal shall 
have been endorsed. prior to its adoption by said 
legal voters, the consents of the State Commis- 
stoner of Education and of the Local Government 
Board hereinafter in this section provided for. 


(b) A copy of any proposal for authorizing, or 
ordinance authorizing, the issuance of bonds of a 
school district may, before its adoption by the legal 
voters of such school district or governing body of 
the municipality comprised within such school dis- 
trict, be submitted for consideration by the State 
Commissioner of Kducation under subsection (¢), 
and by the Local Government Board under subsec- 
tion (d), of this section. As a part of such con- 
sideration and before endorsing any approval on 
such copy, the commissioner or board may require 
the board of education of such school district or 
governing body of such municipality to adopt reso- 
lutions restricting or limiting any future proceed- 
ings therein or other matters or things deemed by 
the commissioner or board to affect any estimate 
made or to be made under said subsections, and 
every such resolution so adopted shall constitute 
a valid and binding obligation of the school dis- 
trict or municipality, as the case may be, running to 
and enforceable or releasable by the commissioner 
or board, as the case may be. 

(c) Within 60 days after submission to the State 
Commissioner of Education of a copy of a proposal 
or ordinance pursuant to subsection (b) of this 
section, he shall endorse his consent thereon if he 
shall be satisfied and shall record in writing his 
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estimates that existing educational facilities in such 
school district are or within 5 years will be less 
than 80% adequate, that the new educational 
facilities to be financed pursuant to such proposal 
or ordinance will within 10 years be fullv utilized, 
and that under existing statutes there is no alterna- 
tive method of providing such new educational 
facilities which would be more economical. If the 
State Commissioner of Education shall not be so 
satisfied within said period of 60 days, he shall en- 
dorse his disapproval on such copy. 

(d) Within 60 days after the submission to the 
local Government Board of any copy of a proposal 
or ordinance pursuant to subsection (b) of this 
section, it shall cause its consent to be endorsed 
thereon if it shall be satisfied and shall record by 
resolution its estimates that the amounts to be ex- 
pended for the new educational facilities to be 
financed pursuant to such proposal or ordinance 
are not unreasonable or exorbitant, and that issu- 
ance of the bonds mentioned and described in such 
proposal or ordinance will not materially impair 
the credit of any municipality comprised within 
such school district or substantially reduce its 
ability during the ensuing 10 years to pay pune- 
tually the principal and interest of its debts and 
supply essential public improvements and services, 
and that authorization of such bonds would not be 
possible under the provisions of either section 
18 :5-84 or section 18 :5-85 of this article, and that, 
taking into consideration trends in population and 
in values and uses of property and in needs for edu- 
cational facilities, the net school debt of such school 
district will at some date within 20 years be less, in 
the case of a certified local school district, than 8%, 
or in the case of any other school district, than 6% 
of the average assessed valuation of property in 
such school district as stated in supplemental debt 
statements, which might be filed on such date. If 
the Local Government Board shall not be so satis- 
fied within said period of 60 days. it shall cause its 
disapproval to be endorsed on such copy. 
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(e) Except proposals for authorizing the issu- 
ance of bonds of a regional school district, every 
proposal for authorizing, and every ordinance au- 
thorizing, and every proposition confirming an 
ordinance authorizing, the issuance of bonds of a 
school district pursuant to this section, after stat- 
ing any other matters or things authorized or re- 
quired by law, shall disclose the effect of such pro- 
posal or ordinance on the borrowing margin of 
every municipality comprised within such school 
district. Such disclosure shall include showing the 
amount, if any, of such borrowing margin before 
adoption of the proposal or ordinance and showing 
the amount of such borrowing margin, if any, used 
up by adoption of the proposal or ordinance and 
showing the amount, if any, of net debt in excess 
of the measure of such borrowing margin resulting 
after adoption of the proposal or ordinance. Such 
disclosure in any such proposal shall be sufficient if 
set forth in substantially the following form with 
appropriate figures inserted:

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18. Section 18:7-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

If the vote is in favor of the proposal 
submitted to the voters the board of education may 
carry out the purposes and issue the bonds sub- 
ject to the terms of the proposal and of this Title. 

The bonds shall be made payable in annual in- 
stallments, commencing not more than 2 years from 
their date of issue, and no installment shall be more 
than 50% in excess of the amount of the smallest 
prior installment. 

The bonds shall be signed by the president of the 
board of education and attested by the secretary 
and shall bear the seal of the district. Coupon 
bonds shall have coupons attached for current pay- 
ment of interest which shall be signed by the sec- 
retary and numbered to correspond with the bonds 
to which they are attached. Bonds so issued shall 
be numbered, and a proper registry thereof shall be 
kept by the secretary. 

Bonds (other than temporary loan bonds) issued 
by the board of education of any school district, 
under this Title, may be issued in registered or 
coupon form, and if in coupon form may contain 
provision for registration as to principal only, or 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, or may contain both of such provisions. 
Bonds issued in fully registered form may contain 
provision for conversion into bonds in coupon form 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at 
his expense. Bonds issued in coupon form with 
provision for registration as to both principal and 
interest, may contain provision for reconversion, 
when fully registered, into bonds in coupon form, 
at the request of the registered owner or his au- 
thorized attorney or legal representative, and at his 
expense, 

The delivery of any bonds or other obligations of 
a school district which are fully executed by the 
president and secretary of the board of education 
holding office at the time of such execution shall 
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be valid, notwithstanding any change in such of- 
ficers or in the seal of the school district occurring 
after such execution. 

19. Section 18:7-100 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:7-100. Whenever the legal voters of a school 
district have, pursuant to sections 18:7-85 to 
18 :7-97 of this Title, authorized the board of edu- 
cation to issue bonds, hereinafter in this articie 
ealled ‘‘permanent bonds,’’ the board of education 
may issue promissory notes or temporary loan 
bonds in anticipation of the issuance of permanent 
bonds. The promissory notes or temporary loan 
bonds may be authorized by resolution of the board 
of education which shall fix the maximum amount 
of such notes or bonds and the maximum rate of 
interest thereon. The other matters in respect of 
the notes or temporary loan bonds may be left to 
be determined by subsequent resolutions or by the 
officials executing them or by the secretary or the 
custodian of school moneys from time to time as 
the money is required for the purposes for which 
the permanent bonds are authorized. The aggregate 
face amount of such promissory notes or temporary 
Joan bonds shall not exceed the aggregate amount 
of the permanent bonds authorized. 

20. Section 18:7-102 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :7-102. The board shall issue the permanent 
bonds and apply the proceeds thereof to the pay- 
ment of the principal of the notes or temporary 
loan bonds issued under section 18:7-100 of this 
Title. 

Any issue of permanent bonds may be sold at one 
time or in installments at different times. In the 
ease of bonds sold in installments the maturities 
of such bonds offered for sale, combined with the

Licensing Law,’’ approved February 20, 1954 
(P. L. 1954, ¢. 6). 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

2. It shall be lawful for the governing body of 
any municipality, at any time after this act shall 
become operative within such municipality and ex- 
cept when prohibited by this act, to license bona 
fide organizations or associations of veterans of 
any war in which the United States has been en- 
gaged, churches or religious congregations and 
religious organizations, charitable, educational and 
fraternal organizations, civic and service clubs, of- 
ficially recognized volunteer fire companies, and 
officially recognized volunteer first-aid or rescue 
squads, to hold and operate games of chance of, and 
restricted to, the specific kind of game of chance 
commonly known as bingo or lotto played for prizes 
with cards bearing numbers or other designations, 
5 or more in 1 line, the holder covering numbers, as 
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objects, similarly numbered, are drawn from a 
receptacle and the game being won by the person 
who first covers a previously designated arrange- 
ment of numbers on such a card, by selling shares 
or tickets or rights to participate in such games 
and by conducting the games accordingly, when 
the entire net proceeds of such games of chance 
are to be devoted to educational, charitable, 
patriotic, religious or public-spirited uses, and for 
any such organization, association, church, con- 
gregation, society, club, fire company or first- 
aid or rescue squad, when so licensed, to hold, 
operate and conduct such games of chance by 
its active members pursuant to this act and such 
license, and under such conditions and regulations 
for the supervision and conduct thereof as shall 
be prescribed by rules and regulations duly 
adopted from time to time by the Legalized Games 
of Chance Control Commission, hereinafter des- 
ignated as the control commission, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, but only when the 
entire net proceeds thereof are devoted to the uses 
aforesaid and for any person or persons to par- 
ticipate in and play such games of chance conducted 
under any such license. 

2. Section 3 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

3. Hach applicant for such a license shall file 
with the clerk of the municipality a written appli- 
cation therefor in the form prescribed in said rules 
and regulations, duly executed and verified, in 
which shall be stated the name and address of the 
applicant together with sufficient facts relating to 
its incorporation and organization to enable the 
governing body of the municipality to determine 
whether or not it is a bona fide organization or 
association of veterans of any war in which the 
United States has been engaged or a church or a 
religious congregation or religious organization or 
a charitable, educational or fraternal organization, 
or a civic or service club, or an officially recognized 
volunteer fire company or an officially recognized 
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volunteer first-aid or rescue squad; the names and 
addresses of its officers; the specific kind of games 
of chance intended to be held, operated and con- 
ducted by the applicant, and the place or places 
where, the date or dates and the time or times when, 
such games of chance are intended to be held, oper- 
ated and conducted, by the applicant, under the 
license applied for; the items of expense intended 
to be incurred or paid in connection with the hold- 
ing, operating and conducting of such games of 
chance and the names and addresses of the persons 
to whom, and the purposes for which, they are to be 
paid; the specific purposes to which the entire net 
proceeds of such games of chance are to be devoted 
and in what manner; that no commission, salary, 
compensation, reward or recompense will be paid to 
any person for holding, operating or conducting 
such game or games of chance or for assisting 
therein except as in this act otherwise provided; and 
that no prize or aggregate of prizes will be offered 
and given under said license of a value in excess of 
the sum or value authorized to be offered and given 
by this act and a description of all prizes to be 
offered and given in all such games of chance to be 
held, operated and conducted under such license 
and such other information as shall be prescribed 
by such rules and regulations. 

In each application there shall be designated an 
active member or members of the applicant organ- 
ization under whom the game or games of chance 
described in the application are to be held, operated 
and conducted and to the application shall be ap- 
pended a statement executed by the applicant and 
by the member or members so designated, that he 
or they will be responsible for the holding, opera- 
tion and conduct of such games of chance in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the license and the 
provisions of the rules and regulations governing 
the holding, operation and conduct of such games 
of chance and of this act, if such license is granted. 


In event that any premises, upon which any such 
eame of chance is to be held, operated or conducted 
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or which is to be used for any other purpose in 
connection with the holding, operating or conduct- 
me thereof, is to be leased from any person, per- 
sons or corporation, a written statement shall ac- 
company the application signed and verified under 
cath by such person or persons or executed and 
verified under oath on behalf of such corporation, 
stating his or its address and the amount of rent 
which will be paid for said premises and that such 
lessor or lessors, or if a corporation all of its of- 
ficers and each of its stockholders who hold 10% or 
more of its stock issued and outstanding, are of 
good moral character and have not been convicted 
of crime. 

3. Section 4 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

4, The governing body of the municipality shall 
make an investigation of the qualifications of each 
applicant and the merits of each application, with 
due expedition after the filing of the application, 
and if it shall determine that the applicant is duly 
qualified to be licensed under this act to hold, op- 
erate and conduct games of chance under the pro- 
visions of this act and the rules and regulations 
governmg the holding, operation and conduct 
thereof in the municipality; that the member or 
members of the applicant designated in the appli- 
cation to hold, operate or conduct the games of 
chance, to hold, operate and conduct which the li- 
cense is applied for, are bona fide active members 
of the applicant and are persons of good moral 
character and have never been convicted of crime; 
that such games of chance are to be held, operated 
and conducted in accordance with the provisions of 
this act and in accordance with the rules and regu- 
lations governing the holding, operation and con- 
duct thereof and that the proceeds thereof are to 
be disposed of as provided by this act, and if the 
governing body is satisfied that no commission, sal- 
ary, compensation, reward or recompense whatever 
will be paid or given to any person holding, operat- 
ing or conducting or assisting in the holding, op- 
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cration or conduct of any such game of chance 
except as in this act otherwise provided; and that 
no prize will be offered and given in excess of the 
sum or value of $250.00 in any single game of 
chance, and that the aggregate of all prizes offered 
and given in all of such games of chance, held, op- 
erated and conducted on a single occasion, under 
said license shall not exceed the sum or value of 
$1,000.00, it shall issue a license to the applicant 
for the holding, operation and conduct of the spe- 
cific kind of games of chance applied for, accord- 
ingly, upon payment of a license fee or fees of $5.00 
for each occasion upon which any game or games 
are to be.conducted under such license. 

No license for the holding, operation and conduct 
of any game or games of chance shall be issued un- 
der this act which shall be effective for a period 
of more than 1 year. 

4. Section 7 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

7. The governing body of any municipality issu- 
ing any license under this act shall have and exer- 
cise control and supervision over all games of 
chance held, operated or conducted under such li- 
cense, to the end that the same are fairly held. 
operated and conducted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of such license, the rules and regulations 
promulgated by the control commission and the 
provisions of this act governing the holding, opera- 
tion and conduct of the same and such governing 
body and the control commission shall have power 
and authority to suspend any license issued by such 
governing body and to revoke the same, after hear- 
ing, for any violation of any such provision, and 
shall have the right of entry, by their respective 
officers and agents at all times into any premises 
where any such game of chance is being held, op- 
erated and conducted or where it is intended that 
any such game of chance shall be held, operated 
and conducted, or where any equipment being used 
or intended to be used in the conduct thereof is 
found, for the purpose of inspecting the same. 
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5. Section 11 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

11. No person shall hold, operate or conduct any 
game or games of chance under any license issued 
under this act except an active member of the or- 
eanization, association, church, congregation, so- 
ciety, club, fire company, first-aid or rescue squad 
to which the license is issued, and no person shall 
assist in the holding, operating or conducting of 
any game or games of chance under such license 
except such an active member or a member of an 
organization or association which is an auxiliary to 
the licensee or a member of an organization or as- 
sociation of which such licensee is an auxiliary or a 
member of an organization or association which is 
affiliated with the licensee by being, with it, aux- 
iliary to another organization or association and ex- 
cept bookkeepers or accountants as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and no such game of chance shall be 
conducted with any equipment except such as shall 
be owned absolutely or used without payment of 
any compensation therefor by the licensee, and no 
item of expense shall be incurred or paid in connec- 
tion with the holding, operating or conducting of 
any game of chance, held, operated or conducted 
pursuant to any license issued under this act, except 
such as are bona fide items of reasonable amount for 
goods, wares and merchandise furnished or services 
rendered, which are reasonably necessary to be pur- 
chased or furnished for the holding, operating or 
conducting thereof, under any circumstances what- 
ever; no rental shall be paid for the use of any 
premises for holding, operating or conducting any 
such game of chance thereon or for any other pur- 
pose in connection with the holding, operating or 
conducting thereof unless the amount of such rental 
is stated in a statement annexed to the application 
for the license as provided in section 3 of this act 
or which is in excess of the sum stated as the rental 
to be charged therefor in such a statement; and no 
commission, salary, compensation, reward or rec- 
ompense whatever shall be paid or given, directly 
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or indirectly, to any person holding, operating or 
conducting, or assisting in the holding, operation 
or conduct of, any game of chance so held, operated 
or conducted, except that reasonable compensation 
may be paid to bookkeepers or accountants for 
bookkeeping or accounting services rendered ac- 
cording to a schedule of compensation prescribed 
by rule of the Legalized Games of Chance Control! 
Commission. 

6. Section 13 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

13. No game of chance to be conducted under any 
license issued under this act shall be advertised as 
to its location, the time when it is to be or has been 
played, or the prizes awarded or to be awarded, by 
means of newspapers, radio, television or sound 
truck, or by means of billboards, posters or hand- 
bills or any other means addressed to the general 
public, except that 1 sign not exceeding 60 square 
feet in area may be displayed on or adjacent to the 
premises where the game will be played and an ad- 
ditional similar sign may be displayed on or adja- 
cent to the premises where the prize or prizes are 
displaved and additional signs may be displayed 
upon any fire fighting equipment belonging to any 
licensee, which is a volunteer fire company or upon 
any first-aid or rescue squad equipment belonging 
to any licensee, which is a first-aid or rescue squad, 
in and throughout the community or communities 
served by such volunteer fire company or such first- 
aid or rescue squad, as the case may be. 

7. Section 14 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

14. Within 15 days after the conclusion of the 
holding, operating and conducting of any such 
game of chance, the organization, association, 
church, congregation, society, club, fire company, or 
first-aid or rescue squad which held, operated or 
conducted the same, and its members who were in 
charge thereof, shall furnish to the clerk of the mu- 
nicipality a duly verified statement showing the 
amount of the gross receipts derived from each 
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game of chance, which shall include receipts from 
the sale of shares, tickets or rights in any manner 
connected with participation in said game or the 
right to participate therein, each item of expense 
incurred, or paid, and each item of expenditure 
made or to be made, name and address of each per- 
son to whom each such item has been, or is to be 
paid, with a detailed description of the merchan- 
dise purchased or the services rendered therefor, 
the net profit derived from each such game of 
chance, and the uses to which such net profit has 
been or is to be applied and a list of prizes offered 
and given, with the respective values thereof and it 
shall be the duty of each licensee to maintain and 
keep such books and records as may be necessary 
to substantiate the particulars of each such report. 

8. Section 15 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

15. The governing body of the municipality and 
the control commission shall have power to examine 
or cause to be examined the books and records of 
any organization or association, church, congrega- 
tion, society, fire company or first-aid or rescue 
squad to which any such license is issued so far as 
they may relate to any transactions connected 
with the holding, operating and conducting of 
any game of chance thereunder and to examine anv 
manager, officer, director, agent, member or em- 
ployee thereof under oath in relation to the conduct 
of any such game of chance under any such license 
but any information so received shall not be dis- 
closed except so far as may be necessary for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act. 

9. Section 16 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

16. Any applicant for, or holder of, any license 
issued or to be issued under this act aggrieved by 
any action of the municipal governing body of the 
municipality to which such application has been 
made or by which such license has been issued, may 
appeal to the control commission from the deter- 
mination of said governing body by filing with the 
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governing body a written notice of appeal within 
30 days after the determination or action appealed 
from, and upon the hearing of such appeal the evi- 
dence, if any, taken before the governing body and 
any additional evidence may be produced and shall 
be considered in arriving at a determination of the 
matters in issue, and the action of the control com- 
mission upon said appeal shall be binding upon said 
governing body and all parties to said appeal.

anv person or persons to participate in and play 
such games of chance conducted under any such 
license. 

No license shall be required for the holding, oper- 
ating or conducting of a raffle for a door prize of 
donated merchandise of the value of less than 
$50.00 for which no extra charge is made at an as- 
semblage at which no other game of chance is held, 
overated or conducted, if the proceeds of such as- 
semblage are devoted to the uses described in this 
section. . 

2. Section 3 of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory is amended to read as follows: 

3. Hach applicant for such a license shall file with 
the clerk of the municipality a written application 
therefor in the form prescribed in said rules and 
regulations, duly executed and verified, in which 
shall be stated the name and address of the appli- 
eant together with sufficient facts relating to its 
incorporation and organization to enable the gov- 
erning body of the municipality to determine 
whether or not it is a bona fide organization or asso- 
ciation of veterans of any war in which the United 
States has been engaged or a church or a religious 
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congregation or religious organization or a chari- 
tabie, educational or fraternal organization, or a 
civic or service club, or an officially recognized 
volunteer fire company or an officially recognized 
volunteer first-aid or rescue squad; the names and 
addresses of its officers; the specific kind or kinds 
of gaine or games of chance intended to be held, 
operated and conducted by the applicant, and the 
place or places where, the date or dates and the 
time or times when, such game or games of chance 
are intended to be held, operated and conducted by 
the applicant, under the license applied for; the 
items of expense intended to be incurred or paid 
in connection with the holding, operating and con- 
cucting of such game or games of chance and the 
names and addresses of the persons to whom, and 
the purposes for which, they are to be paid; the spe- 
cific purposes to which the entire net proceeds of 
such game or games of chanee are to be devoted and 
in what manner; that no commission, salary, com- 
pensation, reward or recompense will be paid to 
any person for holding, operating or conducting 
of such game or games of chance or shall assist 
therein except as in this act otherwise provided; 
and that no prize will be offered and given in cash 
except as otherwise provided in this act or of 
ereater value than is provided in this act and a 
description of the value and character of the prizes 
which are to be given and any other information 
which said rules and regulations may require. 

In each application there shall be designated an 
active member or members of the applicant under 
whom the game or games of chance described in 
the application are to be held, operated and con- 
ducted and to the application shall be appended a 
statement executed by the applicant and by the 
member or members, so designated, that he or thev 
will be responsible for the holding, operation and 
conduct of such game or games of chance in accord- 
anee with the terms of the license and the provi- 
sions of said rules and regulations governing the 
holding, operation and conduct of such game or 
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games of chance and of this act, if such license is 
granted. 

in event that any equipment, to be used in or in 
connection with the holding, operating or conduct- 
ing of any such game of chance, is to be leased from 
any person, persons or corporation, a written state- 
ment shall accompany the application, signed and 
verified under oath by such person or persons or 
executed and verified under oath on behalf of such 
corporation, stating his or its address and the 
amount of rent which will be paid for such equip- 
ment and that such rental conforms to the schedule 
of authorized rentals prescribed by rules of the 
Legalized Games of Chance Control Commission 
and that such lessor or lessors, or, if a corporation, 
all of its officers and each of its stockholders who 
hold 10% or more of its stock issued and outstand- 
ing have been approved by said commission as 
being of good moral character and not having been 
convicted of crime. 

3. Section 4 of the act of which this act 1s amenda- 
tory is amended to read as follows: 

4. The governing body of the municipality shall 
make an investigation of the qualifications of each 
appheant and the merits of the application, with 
due expedition after the filing of the application, 
and if it shall determine that the applicant is duly 
qualified to be licensed under this act to hold, oper- 
ate and conduct games of chance under the provi- 
sions of this act and the rules and regulations gov- 
erning the holding, operation and conduct thereof 
in the municipality; that the member or members 
of the applicant designated in the application to 
hold, operate or conduct the game or games of 
chance, to hold, operate and conduct which the 
license is applied for, are bona fide active members 
of the applicant and persons of good moral char- 
acter and have never been convicted of crime; that 
such game or games of chance are to be held, oper- 
ated and conducted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act and in accordance with the rules 
and regulations governing the holding, operation 
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and conduct thereof and that the proceeds thereol 
are to be disposed of as provided by this act, and 
if the governing body is satisfied that no commis- 
sion, salary, compensation, reward or recompense 
whatever will be paid or given to any person hold- 
ing, operating or conducting or assisting in the 
holding, operation or conduct of any such game of 
chanee except as in this act otherwise provided; 
that any rental to be paid for any equipment to be 
used in or in connection with the holding, operation 
and conduct of such game or games of chance con- 
forms to the schedule of authorized rentals pre- 
seribed by rules of the Legalized Games of Chance 
Control Commission and that such lessor or lessors 
have been approved as to good moral character and 
freedom from conviction of crime by said commis- 
sion; that no prize will be offered or given in cash 
except as otherwise provided in this act or of 
greater value than is provided in this act in any 
game or games of chance held, operated and con- 
ducted under the license, it shall issue a license to 
the applicant for the holding, operation and con- 
duct of the specific kind, or one or more of the 
specific kinds, of games of chance applied for ac- 
cordingly, upon the payment of a license fee of $5.00 
for each day upon which a raffle with respect to 
which all tickets or rights to participate are sold 
only to persons present at the place of the drawing 
on the oeeasion of the drawing, a license fee of 
$5.00 for all raffles concurrently held without draw- 
ing on any 1 day or any series of consecutive days 
not exceeding 6 in any 1 week, at 1 location and 
£5 00 for each $1,000.00 of the value of the prizes 
awarded in each raffle with respect to which tickets 
or rights to participate may be sold in advance of 
the occasion of the drawing or allotment of prizes. 

4, Section 8 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

8. The governing body of any municipality is- 
suing any license under this act shall have and ex- 
ercise control and supervision over all games of 
chance held, operated or conducted under such 
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license, to the end that the same are fairly held, 
operated and conducted in accordance with the pro- 
visions of such license, the rules and regulations 
promulgated by the control commission and the 
provisions of this act governing the holding, opera- 
tion and conduct of the same, and such governing 
body and the control commission shall have power 
and authority to suspend any license issued by such 
governing body and to revoke the same, after hear- 
ing, for any violation of any such provision, and 
shall by their respective officers and agents have 
the right of entry at all times into any premises 
where any such game of chance is being held, oper- 
ated and conducted or where it is intended that any 
such game of chance shall be held, operated and con- 
ducted, or where any equipment being used or in- 
tended to be used in the conduct thereof is found, 
for the purpose of inspecting the same. 

d. Section 10 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

10. No person under the age of 18 years shall be 
permitted to participate in any manner in any game 
or games of chance not conducted by a drawing, 
or to participate in the holding, operating or con- 
ducting of any game or games of chance conducted 
by a drawing, held, operated or conducted pursu- 
ant to any license issued under this act. 

6. Section 12 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

12. No person shall hold, operate or conduct any 
eame or games of chance under any license issued 
under this act except an active member of the or- 
ganization, association, church, congregation, soci- 
ety, club, fire company, first-aid or rescue squad to 
which the license is issued, and no person shall 
assist in the holding, operating or conducting of 
any game or games of chance under such license 
except such an active member or a member of an 
organization or association which is an auxiliary to 
the licensee and except bookkeepers or accountants 
as hereinafter provided, and no such game of chance 
shall be conducted with any equipment except such 
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as shall be owned absolutely or used without pay- 
ment of any compensation therefor by the licensee 
or shall be leased for a rental, the amount of which 
is stated in a statement annexed to the application 
for the license as provided in section 3 of this act 
and conforms to the schedule of authorized rentals 
prescribed by rules of the Legalized Games of 
Chanee Control Commission and the lessor or les- 
sors of which have been approved as to good moral 
character and freedom from conviction of crime by 
said commission and no other item of expense shall 
be incurred or paid in connection with the holding, 
operating or conducting of any game of chance, 
held, operated or conducted pursuant to any license 
issued under this act, except such as are bona fide 
items of reasonable amount for goods, wares and 
merchandise furnished or services rendered, which 
are reasonably necessary to be purchased or fur- 
nished for the holding, operating or conducting 
thereof, under any circumstances whatever, and no 
commission, salary, compensation, reward or ree- 
ompense whatever shall be paid or given, directly 
or indirectly, to any person holding, operating or 
conducting, or assisting in the holding, operation 
er conduct of, any game of chance so held, operated 
or conducted, except that reasonable compensation 
may be paid to bookkeepers or accountants for book- 
keeping or accounting services rendered according 
to a schedule of compensation prescribed by rule 
of the Legalized Games of Chance Control Commis- 
sion, and no prize shall be given in cash, in any 
such game of chance except as otherwise provided 
in this act. 

7. Section 13 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

13. No prize shall be offered and given in cash 
except as hereinafter provided. 

The aggregate retail value of all prizes to be of- 
fered and given by raffles held, operated and con- 
ducted under any license issued under this act in 
any calendar year shall not exceed $5,000.00 but in 
lieu thereof there may be offered and given as a 
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prize or award 1 article of merchandise having 
a retail value in excess of $5,000.00, but the limits 
so fixed shall not apply to any raffle conducted by 
a drawing with respect to which all tickets are sold 
only to persons present at the place of the drawing, 
the winners determined, and the prizes awarded, on 
the occasion of the drawing, if the prizes are wholly 
donated. Cash prizes may be offered or given in 
a raffle with respect to which all tickets are sold 
only to persons present at the place of the drawing, 
the winners determined, and the prizes awarded, 
on the occasion of the drawing, if the prizes equal 
50% of the total received for the tickets or rights 
to participate in the drawing, and the monetary 
limits prescribed above shall not apply thereto. 

No prize having a retail value greater than $15.00 
shall be awarded in any raffle, not conducted by a 
drawing, for each spin of the wheel or other allot- 
ment by chance. 

8. Section 14 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

14. No game of chance to be conducted under 
any license issued under this act shall be advertised 
as to its location, the time when it is to be or has 
been played, or the prizes awarded or to be 
awarded, by means of newspapers, radio, television 
or sound truck, or by means of billboards, posters 
or handbills or any other means addressed to the 
general public, except that 1 sign not exceeding 60 
square feet in area may be displayed on the 
premises where the drawing or allotment of prizes 
is to be held and also where the prize is to be ex- 
hibited and an additional similar sign may be dis- 
played on or adjacent to the premises where the 
prize or prizes are displayed and additional signs 
may be displayed upon any fire fighting equipment 
belonging to any licensee, which is a volunteer fire 
company or upon any first-aid or rescue squad 
equipment belonging to any licensee, which is a 
first-aid or rescue squad, in and throughout the 
community or communities served by such volun- 
teer fire company or such first-aid or rescue squad, 
as the case may be. 
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9. Section 15 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

15. Within 15 days after the conclusion of the 
holding, operating and conducting of any such game 
of chance, the organization, association, church, 
congregation, society, club, fire company or first- 
aid or rescue squad which held, operated or con- 
ducted the same and its member or members who 
were in charge thereof, shall furnish to the clerk 
of the municipality a duly verified statement show- 
ing the amount of the gross receipts derived from 
each such game of chance, which shall include re- 
ceipts from the sale of shares, tickets or rights in 
any manner connected with participation in said 
game or the right to participate therein, each item 
of expense incurred, or paid, and each item of ex- 
penditure made or to be made, name and address 
of each person to whom each such item has been, 
or is to be paid, with a detailed description of the 
merchandise purchased or the services rendered 
therefor, the net profit derived from each such 
game of chance, and the uses to which such net 
profit has been or is to be applied and a list of 
prizes offered or given, with the respective values 
thereof and it shall be the duty of each licensee to 
maintain and keep such books and records as may 
be necessary to substantiate the particulars of each 
such report. 

10. Section 16 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

16. The governing body of the municipality and 
the control commission shall have power to examine 
or to cause to be examined the books and records 
of any organization, association, church, congre- 
gation, society, fire company or first-aid or rescue 
squad to which any such license is issued so far 
as they may relate to any transactions connected 
with the holding and conducting of any game of 
chance thereunder and to examine any manager, 
officer, director, agent, member or employee thereof 
under oath in relation to the conduct of any such 
game of chance under any such license but any in- 
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formation so received shall not be disclosed except 
so far as may be necessary for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act. 

11. Section 17 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

17. Any applicant for, or holder of, any license 
issued or to be issued under this act aggrieved by 
any action of the governing body of the munici- 
pality to which such application has been made or 
by which such license has been issued, may appeal 
to the control commission from the determination 
of said governing body by filing with the governing 
body a written notice of appeal within 30 days 
after the determination or action appealed from, 
and upon the hearing of such appeal the evidence, if 
any, taken before the governing body and any ad- 
ditional evidence may be produced and shall be 
considered in arriving at a determination of the 
matters in issue, and the action of the control com- 
mission upon said appeal shall be binding upon 
said governing body and all parties to said appeal. 

12. Section 18 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

18. No person, association or corporation 

(1) Possessing, selling or in any manner dis- 
posing of, in any municipality which has adopted 
the provisions of this act, any shares, tickets or 
rights to participate in any game or games of 
chance conducted or to be conducted under any 
license lawfully issued pursuant to this act. 

(2) Lawfully conducting or participating in the 
conduct of any such game of chance, or 

(3) Permitting the conduct of any such game 
of chance upon any premises owned by him or it, 
under any license lawfully issued pursuant to this 
act, shall be liable to prosecution or conviction for 
violation of any provision of chapters 112 and 121 
of Title 2A, or of section 2A:170-18 of the New 
Jersey Statutes, but this immunity shall not extend 
to any person or corporation knowingly conducting 
or participating in the conduct of any game of 
chance under any license obtained by any false pre- 
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tense or statement made in any application for such 
license or otherwise, or possessing, selling or dis- 
posing of shares, tickets or rights to participate in, 
or permitting the conduct upon any premises owned 
by him or it of, any game of chance conducted 
under any license known to him or it to have been 
obtained by any such false pretense or statement. 


13. Section 19 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

19. Any person, association or corporation who 
or which shall make any false statement in any ap- 
plication for a license under this act or in any state- 
ment annexed thereto or shall pay or receive any 
rental for the use of any equipment in or in con- 
nection with the holding, operating or conducting 
of any game of chance under any license issued 
under this act unless the amount thereof is stated 
in a statement annexed to the applheation for the 
license and conforms to the schedule of authorized 
rentals prescribed by rules of the Legalized Games 
of Chance Control Commission and is paid to a 
person or persons or corporation approved as to 
good moral character and freedom from conviction 
of crime by said commission or shall fail to keep 
such books and records as shall fully and truly 
record all transactions connected with the holding, 
operating or conducting of games of chance under 
any such license or shall falsify or make any false 
entry in any books or records so far as they relate 
to any transaction connected with the holding, oper- 
ating and conducting of any game of chance under 
any such license or shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act or of any term of such license, 
shall be a disorderly person and if convicted as 
such shall, in addition to suffering any other penal- 
ties which may be imposed, forfeit any license 
issued to it under this act and shall be ineligible to 
apply for a license under this act for 1 year there- 
after. 
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14. Section 22 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

22. In event that in any municipality a majority 
of all the votes cast both for and against the ques- 
tion shall be cast against the question at any elec- 
tion at which said question is submitted, said ques- 
tion may again be submitted to the legal voters of 
the municipality at a general election held not 
earlier than the date upon which the third general 
election, following the date of the election at which 
the question was submitted, is to be held, if there 
shall be filed with the clerk of the municipality not 
less than 45 days prior to such general election a 
petition requesting the submission of the same 
signed by at least 15% of the qualified legal voters 
of the municipality as evidenced by the total num- 
ber of votes cast at the then next preceding general 
election held therein. 

15. Section 25 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

25. If in any municipality in which the provi- 
sions of this act shall have become operative in the 
manner hereinbefore provided, there shall be filed 
with the clerk of the municipality a petition signed 
by at least 15% of the qualified legal voters of the 
municipality, as evidenced by the total number of 
votes cast at the then preceding general election in 
such municipality, requesting that there shall be 
submitted to the voters of the municipality the 
question of rescinding the adoption of the provi- 
sions of this act by the municipality, the said ques- 
tion shall be submitted to the legal voters of the 
municipality at the next general election succeeding 
the forty-fourth day following the date of the filing 
of said petition. 

16. Section 27 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

27. If at such election a majority of all the 
votes cast, for and against the rescission of the 
adoption of this act, in said municipality shall be 
cast in favor of the rescission thereof, the said 
adoption of this act shall thereby be rescinded and 
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thereupon this act shall cease to be operative within 
such municipality and no petition shall be received 
for the submission of the question of the adoption 
of the provisions of this act to the voters of said 
municipality, and no such question shall be sub- 
mitted to them, at any election earlier than the gen- 
eral election to be held in the third calendar year 
following the date of such election. If at such elec- 
tion the majority of all the votes so cast shall be 
against the rescission of said adoption, no petition 
for such submission of the question of the rescission 
of such adoption shall be received and no such 
question shall be again submitted at any election 
earlier than the general election to be held in the 
third calendar year following the date of such elec- 
tion. 

17. In case for any reason any provision of the 
act to which this act is a supplement shall be ques- 
tioned in any court and shall be held to be uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, the same shall not affect any 
other provision of said act except so far as the pro- 
vision so declared unconstitutional or invalid shall 
be inseparable from such other provision. 

18. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 162 


An Act to amend ‘‘An act to create a Legalized 
Games of Chance Control Commission, defining 
its powers and duties, authorizing the commis- 
sion to investigate and supervise and enforce the 
administration of the Bingo Licensing Law and 
the Raffles Licensing Law, and to adopt, amend 
and repeal rules and regulations governing the 
administration thereof, and to enforce the same,’’ 
approved February 20, 1954 (P. L. 1954, e. 7). 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 6 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 


6. It shall be the duty of the commission to su- 
pervise the administration of the Bingo Licensing 
Law and the Raffles Licensing Law and to adopt, 
amend and repeal rules and regulations governing 
the issuance and amendment of licenses thereunder 
and the holding, operating and conducting of games 
of chance under such licenses and establishing 
schedules of rentals which may be paid for the 
leasing of equipment for use in or in connection 
with the holding, operating or conducting of any 
game or games of chance authorized to be held, 
operated or conducted under the Raffles Licensing 
Law, which shall have the force of law and shall 
be binding upon all municipalities issuing licenses 
under either or both of said laws and upon all li- 
censees thereunder and lessors of equipment to li- 
censees, to the end that such licenses shall be issued 
to qualified licensees only and that said games of 
chance shall be fairly and properly conducted for 
the purposes and in the manner in said laws pre- 
scribed and to prevent the games of chance author- 
ized to be conducted by said laws from being con- 
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ducted for commercial purposes instead of for the 
purposes authorized in said laws, and in order to 
provide uniformity in the administration of said 
laws throughout the State, the commission shall 
prescribe forms of applications for licenses, li- 
censes, amendment of licenses, reports of the con- 
duct of games and other matters incident to the 
administration of said laws. The commission shall 
have power also to approve any person, persons or 
corporation, applying to it for approval, to lease 
any equipment for use in or in connection with the 
holding, operating or conducting of any game or 
games of chance authorized to be held, operated or 
conducted under the Raffles Licensing Law as to 
such person’s or persons’ good moral character 
and freedom from conviction of crime or, if a cor- 
poration, as to the good moral character and free- 
dom from conviction of crime of all of its officers 
and each of its stockholders who hold 10% or more 
of its stock issued and outstanding, and any such 
application may be disapproved by the commission 
after hearing and due notice thereof if it shall find 
that the applicant is not of good moral character 
and free from conviction of crime as hereinbefore 
prescribed. | 

2. Section 16 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

16. If a person subpenaed to attend in any such 
investigation or hearing fails to obey the command 
of the subpena without reasonable cause, or if a 
person in attendance in any such investigation or 
hearing refuses, without lawful cause, to be exam- 
ined or to answer a legal or pertinent question or 
to exhibit any book, account, record or other docu- 
ment when ordered so to do by the commissioners 
holding such investigation or hearing, the commis- 
sion may apply to any judge of the Superior Court, 
upon proof by affidavit of the facts, for an order 
returnable in not less than 2 nor more than 10 days 
directing such person to show cause before the 
judge why he should not comply with such subpeena 
or such order. 
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3. Section 22 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

22. Each municipality, in which the Bingo Licens- 
ing Law or the Raffles Licensing Law, or both, shall 
be adopted, shall file with the commission a copy 
of each ordinance enacted pursuant thereto within 
10 days after the same is adopted, and on or before 
February 1 of each year, and at any other time or 
times which the commission may determine make 
report to the commission of the number of licenses 
issued therein under each of said laws, the names 
and addresses of the licensees, the aggregate 
amount of license fees collected, the names and ad- 
dresses of all persons detected of violation of each 
of said laws or of the rules and regulations adopted 
by the commission pursuant hereto, and of all per- 
sons prosecuted for such violations and the result 
of each such prosecution, and the penalties imposed 
therein, during the preceding calendar year, or the 
period for which the report is required, which re- 
port may contain any recommendations for im- 
provement of said laws or the administration 
thereof, which the governing body of the munici- 
pality shall deem to be desirable. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 163 


Aw Act concerning certain deductions from the 
compensation of persons holding public office, 
position or employment, whose compensation is 
paid by this State or by any board, body, agency 
or commission thereof. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any person holding public office, 
position or employment, whose compensation is 
paid by this State or by any board, body, ageney 
or commission thereof, shall indicate in writing to 
the proper disbursing officer his desire to have any 
deductions made from his compensation for the 
payment of contributions to a United Fund, Com- 
munity Chest or United Appeals, such deductions 
shall be made by the State Treasurer in his discre- 
tion, if such compensation is payable by the State 
Treasurer, or by any other disbursing officer, when 
directed so to do by resolution of the board, body, 
ageney or commission of which he is the disbursing 
officer, if such compensation is payable by him, and 
shall be transmitted to the treasurer of such fund, 
chest or appeals, as the case may be, but any such 
written authorization may be withdrawn at any 
time upon filing notice of such withdrawal with the 
State Treasurer or such disbursing officer, as the 
case may be. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 164 


An <Acr concerning the State, counties, cities, 
towns, townships, boroughs, villages and other 
municipalities of this State and regulating public 
employment therein, and amending section 
43 :3-5 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:3-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :3-5. The provision of this chapter shall not 
apply to any appointment of a temporary nature 
made or created by any rule or order of procedure 
of any court of this State, so as to interfere with 
any rule or order of procedure in such courts for 
the proper administration of justice therein; nor 
shall the provisions of this chapter apply to any 
person appointed to the office of court crier in any 
court where the term of such office is indefinite, or 
to any person who is appointed to the office of mag- 
istrate of any municipal court in a municipality 
having a population of less than 5,000, where the 
salary paid to such municipal magistrate is less 
than the amount of his pension; nor to the appoint- 
ment and employment of any pensioned former 
municipal manager as an engineer or consultant or 
member of any commission or board by any munici- 
pality, county or by the State, or as a teacher or 
lecturer in any school or educational institution in 
the State; nor to the employment, by the State or 
by any county, municipality or school district in 
any position or employment, at a salary or com- 
pensation of not more than $750.00 per year, of any 
person who retires or has retired under the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity System created 
pursuant to article 3 of chapter 13 of Title 18 of 
the Revised Statutes; nor to any person who has 
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or who may hereafter receive permanent disability 
in the performance of his duty while serving as a 
member of the Armed Forces of the United States, 
the New Jersey State Police, or the police depart- 
ment, or the fire department of any county or mu- 
nicipality in this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 25, 1955. 


CHAPTER 165 


Aw Act to amend the title of ‘‘An act concerning 
cities of the third class, and providing for the 
organization of the government thereof,’’ ap- 
proved March 12, 1925 (P. L. 1925, ec. 69), so that 
the same shall read ‘‘An act concerning cities of 
the third class and cities of the fourth class the 
elective officers of which are chosen at general 
elections, and providing for the organization of 
the government thereof,’’ and to amend the body 
of said act. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of ‘‘An act concerning cities of the 
third class, and providing for the organization of 
the government thereof,’’ approved March 12, 1925, 
is amended to read ‘‘ An act concerning cities of the 
third class and cities of the fourth class the elective 
officers of which are chosen at general elections, 
and providing for the organization of the govern- 
ment thereof.’’ 

2. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. The annual meeting of the common council, or 
other governing body, in any city of the third class 
or in any city of the fourth class the elective officers 
of which are chosen at general elections shall be 
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held on January 2, at the hour of 12 o’clock noon, 
unless such council, or other governing body, shall 
by resolution fix some other hour on a day during 
the first week in January for such meeting; pro- 
vided, that should January 2 fall on Sunday and 
no other time for the meeting has been fixed, the 
- said meeting shall be held on the following day. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 25, 1955. 


CHAPTER 166 


A Supputement to the ‘‘Public Employees’ Retire- 
ment-Social Security Integration Act,’’ approved 
June 28, 1954 (P. L. 1954, ec. 84). 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any member of the Public Employees’ Retire- 
ment System of New Jersey, established pursuant 
to the act to which this act is a supplement, who 
was employed by a municipality in connection with 
the operation of a municipal facility which was 
seized and occupied by the government of the 
United States for military use in time of war, with 
a resultant interruption in municipal operation 
thereof, shall be granted prior service credit for 
that period of time during which his employment 
was involuntarily interrupted due to such occupa- 
tion and seizure, provided application for such 
prior service credit is made to the board of trustees 
within 6 months of the effective date of this act. 
Such period of time shall likewise be included in 
the caleulation by the board of trustees of the ac- 
erued liability obligation of the employer on behalf 
of any member. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 25, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 167 


Aw Act to authorize the borough of Roseland, in 
the county of Essex, to pay an additional pension 
to Chief Russell O. Williams and to provide the 
means for the payment thereof. 


Wuereas, Russell O. Williams was retired as Chief 
of Police of the borough of Roseland under the 
provisions of New Jersey Revised Statutes 
43:16A-5 by reason of the fact that he had at- 
tained the age of 65 and retirement at such age 
was mandatory under the Police and Firemen’s 
Retirement System of New Jersey; and 


Wuereas, Under the provisions of the aforesaid 
retirement system Russell O. Williams is entitled 
to receive as a pension a sum of approximately 
$1,200.00 per annum; and 


Wuereas, Russell O. Williams has, prior to his re- 
tirement been continuously in the employ of the 
borough for a period of 25 years and has at- 
tained the age of 65; and 


Wuereas, The Mayor and Council of the borough 
of Roseland are desirous of seeing to it that said 
Russell O. Williams receives a total pension equal 
to % his salary at the time of his completion of 
25 years of continued service, which would 
amount to a total sum of $2,400.00 based upon a 
present salary of $4,800.00; and 


Wuenrras, To accomplish said result it will be neces- 
sary to pay an additional sum of approximately 
$1,200.00 per year to supplement the pension re- 
ceived from the Police and Firemen’s Retire- 
ment System of New Jersey; and 
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Wuersas, The borough of Roseland in the county 
ot Essex is desirous of providing for the pay- 
ment of a sum sufficient to supplement the afore- 
said pension; therefore, 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. That the borough of Roseland in the county 
of Essex is hereby authorized to grant and pay to 
Russell O. Williams, former Police Chief of the 
borough, for the remainder of his natural life, a 
sum which when added to the pension received 
from the Police and Firemen’s Retirement System 
of New Jersey will give to said Russell O. Williams 
a total pension of $2,400.00 per year to be payable 
monthly on the first of each and every month here- 
after. 

2. If said additional sum is permitted to be paid 
by the borough of Roseland by reason of the pas- 
sage of this act, the borough of Roseland shall pro- 
vide for said sum in its annual budget and said 
funds may be payable from any funds available 
after the adoption of this act until the next annual 
budget of said borough. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 168 


An Acr concerning the practice of beauty culture 
in State institutions in certain cases, and supple- 
menting chapter 4A of Title 45 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever requested by the chief executive 
officer of a State institution, students of a licensed 
school of beauty culture of this State who have had 
at least 500 hours of training in such school may 
practice beauty culture under the supervision of a 
licensed teacher of beauty culture upon any person 
in the State institution under the charge of said 
executive officer who consents to submit to such 
practice after having been first properly informed 
that the operator is a student. The chief executive 
officer is authorized and empowered to consent to 
such practice on the behalf of any such person lack- 
ing the capacity to consent. 

Such practice shall be conducted in accordance 
with the regulations of the Department of Health 
of the State of New Jersey and each student en- 
eaging therein shall be given credit toward the 
completion of the clinical work required by the 
school’s curriculum. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 26, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 169 


Aw Acr concerning municipalities in relation to 
certain funds for school purposes, and supple- 
menting chapter 48 of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality may by ordinance establish 
a special reserve account for the construction of 
new school buildings by the board of education of 
the school district coextensive with the municipal- 
ity or of which the municipality comprises a part. 
There may be paid into such special reserve account 
surplus revenues, in whole or in part, derived from 
licensing or permit fees as designated by resolution 
of the governing body of the municipality. 

The said governing body may, by resolution, au- 
thorize the transfer of and cause to be transferred 
all or such part of such special reserve account as 
it shall deem advisable, to the board of education 
of the school district coextensive with the munici- 
pality or of which the municipality comprises a 
part to be used for the construction of new school 
buildings but no such transfer of funds from any 
such special reserve account, under the authority 
conferred by this section, shall be made unless and 
until such proposed transfer shall have been in- 
cluded in the local annual municipal budget for the 
year in which it is intended to make such transfer 
available. 

In any case in which the municipality establish- 
ing such special reserve account is in a school dis- 
trict of which the municipality comprises a part, 
the governing body may as a condition upon such 
transfer, require the board of education of such 
school district to give credit to such municipality 
on account of the amount of school tax, for the con- 
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struction of new school buildings, due or to become 
due from such municipality in any year. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 26, 1955. 


CHAPTER 170 


Aw Act to amend the ‘‘Banking Act of 1948,’’ ap- 
proved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, ¢. 67). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 181 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


181. Mortgage loans. 

A-1. A savings bank may make or invest in mort- 
gage loans in the manner and subject to the limita- 
tions prescribed by this section. For the purposes 
of this section, ‘‘mortgage loan’’ shall include every 
indebtedness secured by mortgage on real property, 
or on a lease of the fee of real property (in any 
case in which such lease is lawful security for such 
mortgage loan), except as otherwise provided by 
subsection Q of this section, and a savings bank 
shall be deemed to have made a mortgage loan 
when 

(a) it lends or participates in lending money 
to a borrower upon the security of real prop- 
erty; or 

(b) it acquires, by purchase or otherwise, a 
mortgage loan or any share or part of or in- 
terest in a mortgage loan which is not subordi- 
nate to any share or part thereof or interest 
therein held by any other person. A savings 
bank may sell, assign or otherwise dispose of 
a share or part of or interest in a mortgage 
loan held by it to any other person. 
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A-2. For all purposes of complance with the 
applicable provisions and restrictions of subsec- 
tions D, KE, F and G of this section as to the per- 
centage of the mortgage loan to the appraised value 
of the mortgaged property, and the term of and 
rate of amortization of such loan, the date of the 
acquisition by a savings bank of a mortgage loan 
or a Share or part thereof or interest therein shall, 
as respects such savings bank, be deemed to be the 
date as of which the mortgage loan was made, and 
the unpaid amount of the principal then due shall 
be deemed to be the amount of such mortgage loan. 

B. No savings bank shall make a mortgage loan 
at any time when the total cost of acquisition by the 
savings bank of all real property owned by it, other 
than real property held for the purposes specified 
in subparagraph (a) of paragraph (5) of section 
24, and the total of all principal balances owing to 
the savings bank on mortgage loans, less all write- 
offs and reserves with respect to such real prop- 
erty and mortgage loans, together exceeds, or by 
the making of such loan will exceed, 70% of its de- 
posits. For the purposes of this subsection, princi- 
pal balances owing on mortgage loans made pur- 
suant to subsection Q of this section shall, only to 
the extent of 75% of such balances, be included in 
the total of all principal balances owing to the sav- 
ings bank on mortgage loans. 

C. Every mortgage loan shall be evidenced by a 
note or bond, and shall be secured by a mortgage 
on the fee of real property located within this State, 
or, if outside this State, upon the fee of real prop- 
erty located within 50 miles of the principal office 


of the savings bank. Every mortgage shall be cer- 


tified to be a first lien by an attorney-at-law of the 
State in which the real property is located, or cer- 
tified or guaranteed to be a first lien by a corpora- 
tion authorized to guarantee titles to land in such 
State. For the purposes of this section, a mortgage 
shall be deemed to be a first lien, notwithstanding 
the existence of a prior mortgage or mortgages 
held by the savings bank, or a lien for current taxes

or assessments not due or payable at the time the 
loan is made, and notwithstanding the existence of 
leases, building restrictions, easements, encroach- 
ments, or covenants which, in the opinion of an 
officer of the savings bank designated for that pur- 
pose by the board of managers, do not materially 
lessen the value of the real property to be mort- 
gaged. 

D. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is a 1-family dwelling, or upon which 
such a dwelling is in the course of construction or 
is to be constructed, the amount of the mortgage 
loan shall not exceed (a) 80% of the appraised 
value of the real property, or (b) $25,000.00, which- 
ever 1s lesser. 

EK. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is a 2-, a 3-, or a 4-family dwelling, or 
upon which such a dwelling is in the course of con- 
struction or is to be constructed, the amount of the 
mortgage loan shall not exceed 80% of the first 
$30,000.00 of the appraised value of the real prop- 
erty, plus 50% of the excess, if any, of such ap- 
praised value over $30,000.00. 

F. The instrument evidencing a mortgage loan 
made pursuant to either subsection D or subsection 
FE of this section shall require that 


(1) interest shall be paid on such loan 
monthly, and that equal monthly payments be 
made in reduction of such loan of an annual 
rate equal to at least 5% of the original amount 
of such loan; or 

(2) that a constant sum be paid monthly in 
an amount sufficient for current interest and 
for the payment of the loan in full in not more 
than 20 years from the making of such loan; or 

(3) the payments provided in (1) hereof 
may be reduced to an annual rate equal to 4% 
of the original amount of such loan, or the pay- 
ment provided in (2) hereof may be an amount 
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sufficient for current interest and payment of 
the loan in not more than 25 years from the 
making of such loan, provided, that in either 
of such cases the mortgage loan shall, by its 
terms, mature and any unpaid balance shall 
become due and payable not more than 20 
years from the making of such loan. 


G. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of a lot of land upon 
which there is a building or buildings other than 
dwellings of the nature described in subsections D 
and E of this section, or upon which such other 
buildings are in the course of construction or are 
to be constructed, the amount of the mortgage loan 
shall not exceed 66%3% of appraised value of such 
real property. The instrument evidencing a mort- 
gage loan made pursuant to this subsection shall 
require that the loan be repaid in full in not more 
than 10 years from the date it is made; and (a) if 
the amount of such loan, when made, exceeds 50% 
ot the appraised value of the real property, that 
payments shall be made in reduction thereof at 
least semiannually, at an annual rate equal to at 
least 2% of the original amount of such loan; or 
(b) if the amount of such loan, when made, does 
not exceed 50% of the appraised value of the real 
property, that payments shall be made in reduction 
thereof at least semiannually, at an annual rate 
equal to at least 1% of the original amount of such 
loan. When, however, the amount of such loan does 
not, when made, exceed 50% of the appraised value 
of such real property, and the instrument evidenc- 
ing such loan requires that it be paid in full in not 
more than 5 years from the date it is made, the in- 
strument need not require that any payment be 
made in reduction of such loan prior to its matur- 
ity date. 

H. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan is of the nature described in 
subsection D or E of this section, and the amount 
of the loan does not exceed 6674% of the appraised 
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value of such real property, the instrument evi- 
dencing such loan shall be sufficient if it conforms 
to the requirements of either subsection F or sub- 
section G of this section. 

J. A mortgage loan may be made for the purpose 
of enabling a borrower to construct a building or 
buildings upon real property owned by him, and, 
in such a case, the appraised value of the real prop- 
erty shall include the value of the building or build- 
ings to be constructed, but at no time shall a greater 
sum be advanced on account of such loan than, in 
the opinion of (1) the appraisers hereinafter pro- 
vided for, or (2) 1 of such appraisers and an officer 
of the savings bank designated for that purpose 
by the board of managers, is warranted by the 
state of completion of the buildings in process of 
construction. For the purposes of compliance with 
the applicable requirements of subsection F or G 
of this section as to the term of and the rate of 
amortization of a loan made pursuant to this seec- 
tion, such loan shall be deemed to have been made 
when the final advance shall be made to the bor- 
rower on such loan, or 18 months from the date of 
the mortgage securing such loan, whichever is 
earlier. 

J. When the real property offered as security 
for a mortgage loan consists of unimproved land, 
and the proceeds of such loan are not to be used. 
to construct a building on such land, the amount of 
such loan shall not exceed 30% of the appraised 
value of such real property. The instrument evi- 
dencing a loan made pursuant to this subsection 
shall require that such loan be paid in full in not 
more than 5 years from the date it is made. No 
loan made pursuant to this subsection shall exceed 
410,000.00, or 44 of 1% of the deposits of the sav- 
ings bank, whichever is greater; nor shall any such 
loan be made at any time when the total of all such 
loans exceeds, or if the making of such loan would 
cause such total to exceed 1% of the deposits of the 
savings bank. 
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K. No mortgage loan shall be made except upon 
a certificate signed by 2 or more appraisers who 
shall be either members of the board of managers 
or such other persons as the board of managers 
shall designate. The certificate shall certify that 
the appraisers have inspected the real property to 
be mortgaged, shall set forth or incorporate by ref- 
erence all factors which, in their judgment, are 
materially determinative of the value of the real 
property, and shall disclose as separate items the 
value placed upon land and upon improvements, if 
any. The appraisers shall also certify that, in their 
opinion, the real property furnishes adequate se- 
curity for the amount of the loan to be made. The 
certificate shall be filed with the permanent records 
of the savings banks, and shall be preserved until 
the savings bank has no interest, as mortgagee or 
otherwise, in the real property. 

L. Purchase money mortgage loans made by a 
savings bank on the sale of real property owned by 
it shall not be subject to the preceding subsections 
or to subsection P of this section, except that such 
loans shall be included in determining whether the 
total amount of mortgage loans held by a savings 
bank exceeds 70% of its deposits. 

M. In addition to the mortgage loans authorized 
by the preceding subsections of this section, a sav- 
ings bank may make mortgage loans secured by 


(1) a mortgage which is a first lien upon the 
lease of the fee of real property in this State 
of a camp meeting association; provided, 

(a) that the real property is subject to no 
lien or encumbrance other than such lease, or 
of the character permissible under subsection 
C of this section; 

(b) that the lease shall have an unexpired 
term of not less than 25 years, or shall be re- 
newable to the lessee, his heirs and assigns, for 
a term of not less than 25 years; 

(c) that the camp meeting association has 
consented to the making of such mortgage loan; 
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(d) that the amount of such loan shall not 
exceed 6674% of the appraised value of the 
leasehold estate; and 

(e) that the commissioner has approved the 
making of such loans by savings banks upon 
leases of real property of such camp meeting 
association. 


All the provisions of this section shall be appli- 
cable to loans made pursuant to this subsection ex- 
cept to the extent that such provisions are incon- 
sistent with this subsection. 

N. The instrument evidencing a mortgage loan 
may be in such form, and may contain such provi- 
sions, not inconsistent with law, as the savings bank 
may choose to insert for the protection of its lien 
and the preservation of its interest in the real 
property mortgaged to it. 

O. Notwithstanding the limitations prescribed 
by the preceding subsections or by subsection P of 
this section, a savings bank may 


(1) for the purposes of preventing or miti- 
gating loss, or of preserving the lien of its 
mortgage, or of conserving the value of the 
real property affected by its mortgage, (a) ex- 
tend the time for the payment of principal or 
interest, (b) modify or waive any of the terms 
or conditions of the instrument evidencing a 
mortgage loan, (c) settle or compromise all or 
part of the amount due or to grow due on a 
mortgage loan, (d) sell or assign the mortgage 
loan, or a share or part thereof or interest 
therein, for such consideration as it shall deem 
proper, and (e) advance funds for the payment 
of any tax, lien, charge or claim whatsoever ; 
and 

(2) make a loan in addition to an existing 
mortgage loan or loans held by it, upon the 
security of the same real property and secured 
by the existing mortgage or mortgages, in an 
amount not to exceed the difference between the

balance due on the existing mortgage or mort- 
gages and the original amount thereof, or the 
sum of $2,500.00, whichever is less; provided, 
however, that no such additional loan shall 
be made which shall increase the total amount 
due upon such mortgages over the amount 
which could be loaned upon the security of 
such real property. Such additional loan shall 
be repaid in equal monthly installments, begin- 
ning within 1 year from the date of such loan, 
with the payments adjusted so that the addi- 
tional loan shall be repaid in full either before 
or at the maturity of the existing mortgage. 
If the unexpired term of such mortgage or 
mortgages shall have been reduced to 10 years 
or less such term may be extended for an ad- 
ditional period of not more than 10 years. Ad- 
justment of payments and extension of mort- 
gage terms pursuant to this section shall 
comply with the provisions of subsection F, G 
or H of this section. If so provided in the orig- 
inal mortgage or a supplement or amendment 
thereto, persons who acquire any rights in or 
liens upon the mortgaged real property subse- 
quent to the recording of the original mortgage 
or such supplement or amendment, as the case 
may be, shall hold such rights and liens subject 
to the prior lien of the original mortgage and 
such supplement or amendment, if any, as se- 
curity for such additional loan; and in such 
case, no title certificate or insurance under 
subsection C of this section shall be required 
with respect to such additional loan. 


P. Except as otherwise provided by this section, 
no savings bank shall make a mortgage loan if the 
making of such loan would cause the total of all 
unpaid balances of such loans held by the savings 
bank upon the security of the same real property 
or leasehold, to exceed the limitations imposed by 
this section upon the amount of a mortgage loan 
which may be made upon the security of such real 
property or such leasehold. 
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Q. A savings bank may invest in 


(1) (a) veterans’ loans, wherever located, 
made pursuant to Title IT] of the Act of Con- 
gress of June 22, 1944, known as the ‘‘Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act of 1944,’’ as amended, 
supplemented, revised or recodified from time 
to time, which the Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs or other officer or agency which suc- 
eeeds to his powers and functions under said 
act has insured or guaranteed or has made a 
commitment to insure or guarantee, to the ex- 
tent and in the manner provided in said act or 
the regulations made thereunder; and 

(b) veterans’ loans, wherever located, made 
and insured or guaranteed in part as provided 
in paragraph (1) (a) of this subsection of this 
section, and, as to the balance thereof, insured 
or guaranteed by an insurer or guarantor 
named or described in paragraph (2) of this 
subsection of this section. 

(c) The provisions and restrictions con- 
tained in this section, except those relating to 
the percentage of the mortgage loan to the ap- 
praised value of the real property, the location 
of the real property, the term of the loan and 
the rate of amortization, shall apply to invest- 
ments made pursuant to paragraph (1) of this 
subsection of this section. 

(2) (a) mortgages or deeds of trust or other 
securities of the character of mortgages which 
are first liens on the fee of real property or a 
lease of the fee of real property, wherever lo- 
cated, which (1) the United States, or (ii) the 
Federal Housing Commissioner under the Act 
of Congress of June 27, 1934, known as the 
‘‘National Housing Act,’’ as amended, supple- 
mented, revised or recodified from time to time, 
or other officer or agency which succeeds to his 
powers and functions, or (iii) the State of New 
Jersey or an officer or agency thereof, or (iv) 
any other officer or agency of the United States 
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or of this State which the commissioner shall 
have approved for the purposes of this section 
aS an insurer or guarantor, has fully insured 
or guaranteed or made a commitment to fully 
insure or guarantee. 

(b) mortgages or deeds of trust or other se- 
curities made pursuant to paragraph 2 (a) of 
this subsection of this section shall not be sub- 
ject to the provisions and restrictions of this 
section, except that they shall be included in 
determining whether total mortgage invest- 
ments are within the limitation prescribed by 
subsection B of this section. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved July 27, 1955. 
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Aw Act concerning reinsurance by life insurance 
companies, and amending section 17 :34-13 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be iv EnacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:34-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :34-13. No life insurance company of this 
State may reinsure all or any substantial part of its 
outstanding risks or policy obligations in any other 
company, or itself reinsure all or any substantial 
part of the outstanding risks or obligations of an- 
other company until the contract for such reinsur- 
ance shall have been submitted to the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance together with 
satisfactory evidence that the interests of the pol- 
icyholders are fully protected and until such con- 
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tract of reinsurance shall have been approved by 
him; provided, however, that this section shall not 
be applicable to contracts of reinsurance hereto- 
fore or hereafter entered into providing for the 
reinsuring of single risks or policies, in whole or 
in part, or risks covered by any group policy or 
contract, in whole or in part. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 172 


Aw Acr to validate certain judgments or decrees 
heretofore entered in the Superior Court of New 
Jersey or the former Court of Chancery in ac- 
tions or suits to foreclose municipal liens, tax 
title liens or tax title lien certificate or certifi- 
cates. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All final judgments or decrees heretofore en- 
tered in the Superior Court of New Jersey or in 
the former Court of Chancery of this State in suits 
instituted therein for the purpose of foreclosing 
any municipal lien or liens, tax title lien or hens or 
a tax title len certificate or certificates, in which 
the plaintiffs or complainants did not produce evi- 
dence that all subsequent municipal liens had been 
paid to the time of the commencement of the suits 
before the entry of such final judgments or decrees, 
shall be good, valid and sufficient for all purposes 
whatsoever, both in law and in equity, if any such 
judgment or decree is valid in all other respects; 
provided, that all such subsequent municipal lens 
shall have actually been paid at any time prior to 
the effective date of this act; and provided, further,

Aw Act concerning the education of war orphans, 
and amending sections 38:20-1, 38:20-2 and 
38 :20-3 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 38:20-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38:20-1. For the purpose of this chapter, the 
term ‘‘war orphans’’ shall mean and include any 
child between the ages of 16 and 21 years, domiciled 
in this State for at least 12 months prior to the 
time of application for benefits under this chapter, 
who being otherwise qualified is the child of any 
resident of this State who was killed in action or 
died from other causes while a member of the 
Armed Forces of the United States in time of war 
or emergency or who died or shall hereafter die of 
disease or disability resulting from such war or 
emergency service. 

As used in this act, ‘‘war’’ shall mean World 
War I, being any time between April 6, 1917, to 
July 2, 1921, and World War II, being any time 
between September 16, 1940, and September 2, 
1945. 

As used in this act, the term ‘‘in time of emer- 
geney’’ shall mean and include any time after June 
23, 1950, and prior to the termination, suspension 
or revocation of the proclamation of the existence 
of a national emergency issued by the President 
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of the United States on December 16, 1950, or ter- 
mination of the existence of such national emer- 
gency by appropriate action of the President or 
Congress of the United States. 

2. Section 38:20-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :20-2. There is appropriated for the purposes 
of this chapter such sum not to exceed $15,000.00 
as shall be ineluded in any annual or supplemental 
appropriation act. In no case shall the sum exceed 
$500.00 for any 1 child annually. Such sum shall 
be used to defray the cost and expense of the at- 
tendance of any such orphan at any State educa- 
tional or other technical or professional school of 
a secondary or college grade, approved by the 
State Board of Education located in this State or 
outside the State if the desired course is not offered 
by a school or college in the State. The sum so al- 
lotted in each case shall be used for tuition or ma- 
triculation fees, board and room rent, books and 
supplies and other purposes incidental thereto. 

3. Section 38:20-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :20-3. Application for such benefits shall be 
made to the Department of Conservation and Eeco- 
nomic Development, which shall make rules and 
regulations to effectuate the provisions thereof. It 
shall ascertain and approve the educational apti- 
tude of the applicant for the course of study de- 
sired to be pursued in accordance with tests or 
standards prescribed or approved by the State 
Department of Education and the financial need of 
the applicant and may satisfy itself of the attend- 
ance of such applicants and the accuracy of the 
charges made by the institution which the appli- 
cant attends. No more than 4 annual allotments of 
$500.00 each shall be allowed any such applicant.

Aw Act relating to the salaries of the mayor and 
members of the governing body of certain cities, 
and amending section 40:46-26 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:46-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :46-26. The legal voters of any municipality 
may, by vote at a general election held in such 
municipality, fix and determine the salary or other 
compensation to be paid the members of the gov- 
erning body. They may in the same manner fix the 
salary or other compensation to be paid the mayor, 
except in municipalities having a population of 
more than 20,000, in which muncipalities the gov- 
erning body shall fix the salary of the mayor by 
ordinance. In case the mayor of any municipality 
is re-elected to succeed himself after having served 
1 full term in such office his salary may be increased 
not more than once during such term for which he 
is so re-elected. 


In any municipality in counties of the third class 
and fifth class having a population over 80,000 in 
which the legal voters have not fixed and deter- 
mined the salaries of the mayor or other chief ex- 
ecutive officer or members of the governing body 
in the manner aforesaid, the governing body may, 
by ordinance, fix the annual salary to be paid the 
mayor or other chief executive officer and members 
of the governing body, but any such salary shall 
not be in excess of $1,000.00 per annum in munici- 
palities having a population not in excess of 12,000, 
or $2,500.00 per annum in municipalities having a 
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population in excess of 12,000. Any such ordinance 
shall become operative in 10 days after the publica- 
tion thereof after its final passage, unless within 
said 10 days, a petition, signed by the voters of 
such municipality equal in number to at least 15% 
of the entire vote cast in the last preceding general 
election protesting against the passage of such or- 
dinanee, be presented to the governing body, in 
which case such ordinance shall remain inoperative 
unless and until a proposition for the ratification 
thereof shall be adopted at the next general elec- 
tion by a majority of the qualified voters voting 
on said proposition. 

This section shall not be construed to prevent the 
payment of a per diem compensation, pursuant to 
section 40:146-14 of this Title, to members of a 
township committee who are not paid a salary. 


This section shall not apply to municipalities 
governed by the provisions of subtitle 4 (40:70-1 
et seq.) or subtitle 5 (40:79-1 et seq.) of this Title 
or boroughs in counties of the fourth or the sixth 
class, in which boroughs such salaries may be fixed 
by ordinance pursuant to section 40:87-60 of this 
Title, or townships having a population in excess 
of 9,000 and not in excess of 14,000, in which town- 
ships such salaries are fixed by section 40:146—15 
of this Title, or to townships in counties of the 
sixth class bordering on the Atlantic ocean, in 
which townships such salaries are fixed by chapter 
201, laws of 1946, or to cities of the fourth class in 
counties of the sixth class having councilmanic 
form of government, in which cities the members 
of the governing body are hereby empowered, by 
ardinance, to fix the compensation for the mayor 
at a sum not exceeding $3,500.00 per annum and 
for each of the members of the governing body 
thereof at a sum not to exceed $1,000.00 per annum, 
or to any city of the third class in any county of 
the fourth class in which cities the members of the 
governing body are hereby empowered, by ordi- 
nance, to fix the compensation of the mayor and 
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the members of the governing body as provided 
by law. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 176 


A SuppieMeEnt to an act entitled ‘‘An act relating 
to and providing for the government of cities of 
this State containing a population of less than 
12,000 inhabitants,’’ approved March 24, 1897

Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In any municipality in counties of the fifth 
class operating under the provisions of the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act relating to and providing for the 
government of cities of this State containing a pop- 
ulation of less than 12,000 inhabitants,’’ approved 
March 24, 1897, to which act this act is a supple- 
ment, in which the legal voters have not fixed and 
determined the salaries of the mayor or members 
of the governing body pursuant to law, the govern- 
ing body may, by ordinance, fix the annual salary 
to be paid the mayor in a sum not to exceed 
$4,500.00 per annum, and the annual salary to be 
paid to each member of the governing body in a 
sum not to exceed $1,500.00. 

Any such ordinance shall become operative in 10 
days after the publication thereof, after its final 
passage, unless within said 10 days, a petition, 
signed by the voters of such municipality, equal in 
number to at least 15% of the entire vote cast in 
the last preceding general election, protesting 
against the passage of such ordinance, be presented 
to the governing body, in which case such ordinance 
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shall remain inoperative unless and until a propo- 
sition for the ratification thereof shall be adopted 
at the next general election by a majority of the 
qualified voters voting on said proposition. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 177

fault, barring the right of the defendants to redeem 
the property, the said foreclosure action and all 
proceedings thereon subsequent to the decree or 
judgment, are hereby validated notwithstanding 
that the action was commenced after the expiration 
of the said 20 years’ period; provided, however, 
any person claiming the right to redeem the said 
property may commence a civil action for such re- 
demption within 1 year from the effective date of 
this act, otherwise any and all right to redeem and 
to institute such an action shall be barred. The 
provisions of this act shall be inapplicable where 
any such action is so commenced or to any action 
to redeem the property which is pending on the 
effective date of this act.

An Acr concerning investments by insurance com- 
panies, and amending sections 17:24-1 and 
17 :24-2 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 17:24-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


17:24-1. Any imsurance company of this State, 
for the purpose of investing its capital, surplus and 
other funds, or any part thereof, may: 

a. Purchase or hold as collateral security or 
otherwise and sell and transfer any bonds or public 
stock issued, created or guaranteed by the United 
States, or any territory or insular possession 
thereof, or by this State, or by any of the other 
States of the United States or the District of Co- 
lumbia, or the Dominion of Canada or any of the 
provinees thereof, or by any of the incorporated 
cities, counties, parishes, townships or other mu- 
nicipal corporations situated in any of the places 
hereinabove mentioned; or bonds authorized to be 
issued by any commission appointed by the Su- 
preme Court of this State as the said court was 
constituted prior to September 15, 1948. 

b. Purchase or hold real estate for business or 
residential purposes (other than as provided for 
in sections 17:19-8 to 17:19-12, inclusive, of this 
Title) as an investment for the production of in- 
come, and improve or otherwise develop such real 
estate; provided, that if the commissioner shall de- 
termine, after due hearing upon notice to any such 
insurance company, that the interests of such in- 
surance company’s policyholders require that any 
specified real estate so purchased or held be dis- 
posed of, then such insurance company shall dis- 
pose of such real estate within such reasonable 
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time as the commissioner shall direct ; and provided 
further, the aggregate amount of such investments 
for the production of income, but excluding real es- 
tate held as provided for in said sections 17 :19-8 to 
17 :19-12, inclusive, shall not exceed 5% of the total 
admitted assets of such insurance company as of 
December 31 next preceding. The term ‘‘real estate 
for business or residential purposes’’ as used in 
this subsection ‘‘b’’ shall include any real property 
used or operated as a part of or in connection with 
a business or a residential development, and shall 
also include a leasehold of such real estate having 
an unexpired term of not less than 20 years, in- 
elusive of the term which may be provided by any 
enforceable option of renewal. Income produced 
by investment in any such leasehold shall be ap- 
plied by such insurance company in a manner cal- 
culated to amortize the amount invested for acqui- 
sition and improvement thereof within a period not 
exceeding %o of such unexpired term of the lease- 
hold following such acquisition or improvement, or 
within a period of 40 years, thereafter, whichever 
is less; 

ec. Invest in bonds or notes secured by mortgages 
or trust deeds on unencumbered fee simple or lease- 
hold real estate, which shall include areas above 
the surface of the ground but not contiguous 
thereto, or any interest therein, located within said 
States, the District of Columbia, or the Dominion 
of Canada, worth at least % more than the sum in- 
vested or loaned; or invest in bonds or notes se- 
cured by mortgages or trust deeds on unencumbered 
fee simple or leasehold real estate or any interest 
therein so located worth less than as above pro- 
vided but worth at least 4% more than the sum so 
invested, provided, (1) that any such bonds or 
notes so secured shall provide for amortization 
payments to be made by the borrower on the prin- 
cipal amount thereof at least once in each year; 
and (2) that in every such case such insurance 
company shall carry as a reserve any amount by 
which such investment or loan, or balance thereof 
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remaining after such amortization payments, may 
exceed the amount which could otherwise have been 
so invested or loaned as hereinabove provided. No 
loan may be made on leasehold real estate unless 
the terms of such loan provide for amortization 
payments to be made by the borrower on the prin- 
cipal thereof at least once in each year in amounts 
sufficient to completely amortize the loan within a 
period not exceeding %o of the term of the lease- 
hold unexpired at the time the loan is made. For 
the purposes of this subsection ‘‘c’’ fee simple or 
leasehold real estate or any interest therein shall 
not be deemed to be encumbered within the mean- 
ing of this subsection ‘‘ce’’ by reason of the exist- 
ence of taxes or assessments that are not delin- 
quent, easements, profits or licenses, nor by reason 
of building restrictions or other restrictive cove- 
nants, nor when such real estate or interest therein 
is subject to lease in whole or in part whereby rents 
or profits are reserved to the owner; provided, that 
the security created by the mortgage or trust deed 
on such real estate or interest therein securing 
such bond or note is a first Hen upon such real 
estate or interest therein; 

d. Invest in bonds or notes evidencing loans to 
veterans if the full amount of any such loan is guar- 
anteed by the government of the United States or 
by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs pursu- 
ant to the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944, 
as heretofore or hereafter amended; and in the 
ease of loans so guaranteed for less than the full 
amount thereof, the maximum amount which may 
be loaned or invested by any such insurance com- 
pany pursuant to the provisions of any law of this 
State shall be increased by the amount so guaran- 
teed ; 

e. Lend on or purchase mortgage or collateral 
trust bonds of railroad companies organized under 
the laws of said States, or the District of Columbia, 
or the Dominion of Canada, or operated wholly or 
partly therein; or equipment trust certificates or 
obligations which are adequately secured or other 
adequately secured instruments evidencing an in- 
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terest in transportation or municipal sanitation 
equipment wholly or in part within the United 
States or Canada and a right to receive determined 
portions of rental, purchase or other fixed obliga- 
tory payments for the use or purchase of such 
equipment; or certificates of receivers of any cor- 
poration where such purchase is necessary to pro- 
tect an investment in the securities of such corpo- 
ration theretofore made under authority of chapters 
17 to 33 of this Title; or the bonds or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness of public utility companies 
organized under the laws of the Dominion of Can- 
ada or any province thereof; or the capital stock, 
bonds, securities or evidences of indebtedness ecre- 
ated by any corporation of the United States or 
of any State or of the Dominion of Canada or of 
any province thereof; provided, that no purchase 
of any bond or evidence of indebtedness which is 
in default as to interest shall be made by such com- 
pany unless such purchase is necessary to protect 
an investment theretofore made under authority 
of said chapters 17 to 33 in the securities of the 
corporation which issued, assumed or guaranteed 
such bond or evidence of indebtedness in default; 
provided further, that no purchase of the stock of 
any company of a class on which dividends have 
not been paid during each of the past 5 years pre- 
ceding the time of purchase shall be made unless 
the stock so purchased shall represent a majority 
in control of all the stock then outstanding; and 
provided further, that in the case of the stock of 
a corporation resulting from or formed by merger 
or consolidation less than 5 years prior to such 
purchase, each consecutive year next preceding the 
effective date of such merger or consolidation dur- 
ing which dividends shall have been paid by any 
one or more of its constituent corporations on any 
or all classes of its or their stock in an aggregate 
amount sufficient to have paid dividends on that 
class of stock of the existing corporation whose 
stock is to be purchased, had such corporation then 
been in existence, shall be deemed a year during 
which dividends have been paid on such class of 
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stocks; provided, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall prohibit the purchase of stock of any 
class which is preferred, as to dividends, over any 
class the purchase of which is not prohibited by 
this section; and provided further, that no pur- 
chase of its own stock shall be made by any 
insurance company except for the purpose of the 
retirement of such stock or except as specifically 
permitted by any law of this State applicable by 
its terms only to insurance companies; 

f. Invest in bonds or notes evidencing loans if 
the full amount of any such loan is insured by the 
government of the United States, or by the Admin- 
istrator of the Farmers’ Home Administration 
pursuant to the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act 
of 1937 as heretofore or hereafter amended; or 

¢. Make loans or investments not qualifying or 
permitted under the preceding subsections of this 
section to an amount, not including the amount of 
investments otherwise expressly authorized by law, 
not exceeding in the aggregate at any 1 time 2% 
of the total admitted assets of such insurance com- 
pany as of December 31 next preceding. 

2. Section 17:24-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

17 :24-2. No life insurance company of this State 
shall purchase or acquire more than 20% of the 
common stock, or of any other class of stock which 
entitles the holder thereof to vote at all elections 
of directors, of any 1 corporation, unless it be a 
municipal corporation, nor shall the amount in- 
vested by any life insurance company in the stock 
of any 1 corporation exceed 2% of the assets of 
said life insurance company, nor shall the amount 
vested in the bonds, equipment trust certificates 
and receiver’s certificates of any 1 corporation ex- 
ceed 10% of said assets, except that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent any company from holding 
as much as $50,000.00, par value, of the bonds of 
any corporation, when none of the stock of said 
corporation is held by said company. No loan shall 
be made or retained on any of the securities in 
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which investment is authorized by this chapter, ex- 
cept the bonds or stock issued or created by the 
United States or this State, exceeding 90% of the 
market value thereof; and no such life insurance 
company shall at any time lend in the aggregate 
more than 2% of its assets upon the security of the 
stock of any 1 corporation, nor more than 10% of 
its assets upon the security of the bonds of any 1 
corporation. 

No such hfe msurance company shall keep on 
deposit in any 1 bank or trust company for more 
than 10 days consecutively a sum exceeding 3% of 
the assets of the said hfe insurance company, but 
this provision shall not in any ease limit the deposit 
to less than $100,000.00; and no loan shall be made 
by any such company on its own stock. 

No investment shall be made by any life insur- 
ance company, unless the same shall first have been 
authorized by the board of directors, or by a com- 
mittee thereof charged with the duty of supervis- 
ing such investment. No such company shall un- 
derwrite or participate in any underwriting of the 
purchase or sale of securities or property, or enter 
into any transaction for such purchase or sale on 
account of such company jointly with any other 
person, firm or corporation, nor shall any such 
company enter into any agreement to withhold 


from sale any of its property, but the disposition 


of its property shall be at all times within the con- 
trol of its board of directors; any company, how- 
ever, shall be free to subscribe for any proposed 
issue of bonds of the United States, or of any other 
bonds of the character hereinbefore permitted, pro- 
vided such subscription be made for a definite 
amount and at a definite price; and anv company 
may enter into an agreement to acquire any invest- 
ment permitted by law, directly with the issuer or 
owner thereof, and may participate with other in- 
vestors in the making of any such agreement pro- 
vided that the obligations of such company and 
such other investors shall be several and not joint. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 186 


An Act concerning salaries of officers and employ- 
ees in municipalities, and amending section 
40 :46-27 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:46-27 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :46-27. When the governing body of any mu- 
nicipality shall be required by petition or shall 
deem it advisable to fix the salaries of its members, 
or any officer, or the salaries paid in any municipal 
department, in cases where, under the provisions 
of this or any other law, it is necessary to have a 
referendum vote thereon, such governing body 
shall pass an ordinance definitely fixing such salary 
or salaries, with the date when the same shall com- 
mence. Where any such ordinance provides a 
larger salary than then presently payable, the 
amount of the increase may be made to take effect 
on a specified date or apportioned to be effective 
on different specified dates during a period not to 
exceed 3 years. Any such ordinance may be adopted 
by the governing body of the municipality notwith- 
standing that there has been a prior referendum 
initiated by petition instead of by the action of said 
soverning body. 

The clerk of the municipality shall forthwith for- 
ward a certified copy of the ordinance to the officer 
whose duty it is to prepare the ballots for the elee- 
tion, notifying such officer that a vote is desired 
upon the question. 


Such officer shall, in the manner and form pro- 
vided by law, place the same upon the ballots to be 
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used at the next general election in such munici- 
pality, in substantially the following form: 


‘¢Shall the salary (or salaries) of the ...... 
ee (title of office, department or group) 
Ol ane fas See 2 (name of municipality) 
be: fixed: as folows: ac.cecceiaprs ss eew ek se ees 
(amount or amounts) per annum?’’ 


If it is proposed to reduce or increase a sal- 
ary, the following form should be used: ‘‘Shall 
the salary (or salaries) of the .............. 
(title of office, department or group) of ...... 
ee ae (name of municipality) be reduced 
(or increased) as follows: ...............04. 
(title of office, department or group) from 
Ob aig aril tva dt Sadek aoa (amount of present salary) 
tO bic hese ad cae dene. (amount of proposed or 
adopted salary) per annum?”’ 


If a majority of the legal voters of the munici- 
pality voting upon such question at such election 
shall vote ‘‘Yes,’’ the salary or salaries so adopted 
shall be paid to the members of the governing body, 
department or officer, on and after the date speci- 
fied in the ordinance and until again changed by 
referendum vote. If a majority of the legal voters 
voting upon such question at such election shall 
vote ‘‘No,’’ such salary or salaries shall continue 
as theretofore. The salary or salaries to be paid 
any officer or in any department shall not be voted 
upon more than once in 2 years. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. All the estate, right, title, and interest of ev- 
ery kind and character of which it is alleged that 
the State of New Jersey is seized in and to certain 
real estate heretofore belonging to Rudolph Men- 
ver, more particularly dsecribed in the preamble to 
this act, is hereby vested in William H. Gladney, 
Jr., and such title as aforesaid vested under the 
provisions of this act is validated and confirmed. 

2. This act shall be deemed a private act and 
shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 188 


Aw Act coneerning leaves of absence of certain 
public employees to attend State or national con- 
ventions. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and Gencral Asscm- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The head of every public department and of 
every court of this State, the heads of the county 
offices of the several counties and the head of every 
department, bureau and office in the government of 
the various municipalities, shall give a leave of ab- 
sence with pay to every person in the service of the 
State, county or municipality who is a duly author- 
ized representative of the New Jersey State Pa- 
trolmen’s Benevolent Association, Inc., Fraternal 
Order of Police, Firemen’s Mutual Benevolent As- 
sociation, Inc., and the Uniformed Firemen’s As- 
sociation, to attend any State or national conven- 
tion of such organization. 

A certificate of attendance to the State conven- 
tion shall, upon request, be submitted by the rep- 
resentative so attending. 

Leave of absence shall be for a period inclusive 
of the duration of the convention with a reasonable 
time allowed for time to travel to and from the 
convention. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 189 


An Act concerning retirement of certain employ- 
ees of cities of the first class, and supplementing 
article 2 of chapter 13 of Title 43 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be iv pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
43:1-1 of the Revised Statutes, any employee of 
a city of the first class as defined in the article to 
which this is a supplement who at the time of the 
effective date of this act is ineligible to the benefits 
of said article by reason of having accepted em- 
ployment after reaching the age of 40 years and 
who was at the time of accepting such employment 
under the age of 55 vears and had prior service in 
any other elective or appoimtive State or county 
office or position, may within 2 months after this 
act becomes effective become a member of the fund 
established for emplovees of said cities of the first 
ciass by article 2 of chapter 138 of Title 48 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


2. Where any such employee has had prior elec- 
tive or appointive service in any State or county 
office or position such employee shall be given credit 
for pension purposes hereunder for such prior 
service, in addition to his total county service, upon 
payment into the fund, in such manner as shall be 
determined by the pension commission, of all ar- 
rears, with interest as the pension commission shall 
determine to be due in order to give such employee 
the same standing as a member of said fund as all 
other members who joined said pension fund when 
the law providing for such fund became effective, 
in which ease the maximum rate of interest shall 
not exceed the average rate of earnings of the in- 
vestments of said fund and the maximum length 
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of time for the payment of arrears shall be 5 vears 
from the date of the application to join the fund; 
or if so requested upon written application, the 
regular deductions from the salary of such em- 
ployee shall commence upon the filing of such writ- 
ten application and he shall be entitled to the same 
benefits as a new employee then joining the fund 
would receive. 

3. Where any such employee was in the employ 
of said city on or before January 1, 1950, and has 
remained continuously in the employ of said city 
since that time he shall be deemed to be a perma- 
nent employee for the purposes of this article and 
shall be eligible for membership in such pension 
fund notwithstanding the provisions of article 2, 
chapter 13 of Title 43 of the Revised Statutes. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 190 


Aw Act repealing certain statutes relating to pen- 
sions. 


Br ir ENactED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey:

utes with all amendments thereof and supplements 
thereto are repealed. 

2. No pension may be granted under the provi- 
sions of any statute repealed by this act after the 
date when this act becomes effective but any pen- 
sion granted prior to the effective date of this act 
under the provisions of any such statute shall be 
continued in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as originally granted.

Aw Act concerning the award of contracts by coun- 
ties, and amending section 40:25-10 of the Re- 
vised Statutes.

1. Section 40:25-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :25-10. The board of chosen freeholders shall 
make the award of the contract or contracts, or 
reject the same, within 30 days after the bids are 
received, and all cash and proposal checks delivered 
with any bid or bids, except the 2 lowest responsi- 
ble bids, shall be returned within 3 days thereafter. 
If for any reason the board of chosen freeholders 
is unable to make an award within the such 30-dav 
period it shall be lawful for such board and the 
lowest responsible bidder and his surety, if any, 
to agree upon an extended period, not exceeding 
an additional 30 days, for the award of such con- 
tract, in which event such board shall award or 
reject such bid on or before the end of such ex- 
tended period. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 192 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act concerning relief of cer- 
tain persons who served in the active military or 
naval forces of the United States, and supple- 
menting Title 38 of the Revised Statutes,’’ ap- 
proved June 11, 1947 (P. L. 1947, ¢. 263), as said 
title was amended by chapter 138 of the laws of 
1948. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. A veteran who served in the active military 
or naval forces of the United States and who is 
suffering from paraplegia and has permanent. pa- 
ralvsis of both legs and lower parts of the body, or 
who is suffermg from osteochondritis and has per- 
manent loss of the use of both legs, or who is suffer- 
ing from hemiplegia and has permanent paralysis 
of 1 leg and 1 arm or either side of the body, result- 
ing from injury to the spinal cord, skeletal struc- 
ture, or brain or who has suffered amputation of 
both hands, both feet or 1 hand and 1 foot, or who 
has lost the use of both feet or both legs, due to 
multiple sclerosis, sustained through enemy action, 
or accident, or resulting from disease contracted 
while in such active military or naval service, shall 
be paid for the term of his life the sum of $500.00 
annually in monthly payments. Such payments 
shall be due and payable from the date of his dis- 
charge or release if application therefor shall be 
made within 1 year from the date of such discharge 
or release. If the application shall be made after 1 
year from the date of his discharge or release, such 
payment shall be due and payable from the date of 
such application. Accrued payments to the date of 
certification shall be paid in 1 lump sum. 
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Nothing in this act shall be intended to include 
paraplegia or hemiplegia resulting from locomotor 
ataxia or other forms of syphilis of the central 
nervous system or from chronic aleoholism, or to 
inelude other forms of disease resulting from the 
veteran’s own misconduct which may produce signs 
and symptoms similar to those resulting from para- 
plegia, osteochondritis, hemiplegia or multiple 
sclerosis.

CHAPTER 193 


Aw Acr to amend ‘‘An aet to provide for the in- 
corporation and regulation of credit unions, and 
repealing sections 17 :13-1 to 17 :13-25, inelusive, 
of the Revised Statutes,’ approved June 4, 1938 
(P. L. 1938, ¢. 293). 


Br tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
Lly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2 of the act of which this aet is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. Upon executing, recording and filing a certifi- 
cate of ineorporation as hereinafter provided and 
upon compliance with the provisions of this act and 
upon approval of the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance as hereinafter provided, any 7 or 
more natural persons citizens of this State, may 
become a credit union and shall be a corporation by 
the name set forth in its certificate of incorporation 
with the following powers: 

(a) To receive the savings of its members as 
payments on shares ; 

(b) To make loans to its members for provident 
or productive purposes ; 
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(c) To make loans to any other credit union op- 
erating under the provisions of this act or operat- 
ing in this State under the provisions of the Fed- 
eral Credit Union Act; provided, however, that the 
aggregate of all loans to other eredit unions shall 
not exceed 25% of its share Hability, and no eredit 
union shall loan to any other eredit union more than 
25% of the share Habilitvy of such other credit 
union; 

(d) To invest m or purchase any security m 
which savings banks of this State are authorized by 
law to invest, exeept those investments which are 
restricted by law to savings banks alone; and 
shares and accounts of savings and loan associa- 
{ions organized under the laws of the State of New 
Jersey and Federal Savings and Loan Associations 
whose principal office is located in the State of New 
Jersey, provided all such shares and accounts are 
insured by an agency or instrumentality of the 
United States Government, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the amount of the insurance; provided, that 
any credit union which prior to the effective date of 
this act has invested in the shares and accounts of 
savings and loan associations or shares and ac- 
counts of Federal savings and loan associations, 
whose prineipal office is not located in this State, 
shall within 3 vears after the effective date of this 
amendatory act dispose of such investments; pro- 
vided, that no such credit union shall invest in real 
estate or bond and mortgage loans, nor shall any 
such eredit union make any investment im securities 
not permitted under the terms of this aet; and 
provided, that investments, other than in loans to 
members, shall he made only from funds not needed 
for loans to members except when the board of 
directors of any sueh credit union deems it advis- 
able to invest in other securities for the purpose of 
maintaining the Hquidity of such eredit union or 
maintaining a proper balance in its investment 
portfoho; 

(ec) To charge, contract for and receive interest 
ou loans at a rate not to exceed 1% per month; and 
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such mterest shall not be payable in advance, or 
compounded, and shall be computed on unpaid bal- 
ances; provided, that no further or other charge or 
amount whatsoever for examination, service, 
brokerage, commission or otherwise shall be di- 
rectly or indirectly charged, contracted for or re- 
ceived on loans, in addition to the interest herein 
provided for, except the lawful fees, if any, actually 
and necessarily paid out on anv such transaction to 
any publie officer for filmg or recording or releas- 
ing in any public office any instrument securing the 
loan, which fees may he collected when the loan is 
made, or at any time thereafter, and except on 
actual sale of the security in foreclosure proceed- 
ings or upon entry of judgment; and provided, 
further, that, in addition to the foregoing, attor- 
neys’ fees not to exceed 15% on the first $500.00 
and 1214% on the excess, but with a total maximum 
fee of $100.00 and a minimum fee of $10.00, may be 
added to the principal amount of any loan of any 
such credit union resolved into judgment or placed 
in the hands of any attorney for collection after 
default thereon and such addition to the principal 
amount shall be collectible in anv court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction in addition to the court costs; 

(f) To charge fines on delinquent shares ; 

To charge fines on delinquent loans in an amount 
not to exceed 4o of the interest due. 

(¢) To charge an entrance fee or membership 
fee not to exceed $0.25 per member ; 

(h) To deposit its funds only in national banks 
or in trust companies, banks or savings banks of 
this State; 

(i) To have and exercise all the powers of corpo- 
rations organized under Title 14 of the Revised 
Statutes not inconsistent with this act. 

2. Section 5 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

5. The membership of any such eredit union 
shall be limited to a group composed of : 

(a) Persons emploved within any 1 county of 
this State by a common emplover; or persons hav- 
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ing a common bond of association by belonging to 
the same labor union or fraternal or benevolent as- 
sociation affiliated with a national labor union or 
national fraternal or benevolent association, or a 
labor union or fraternal or benevolent association 
organized under the laws of the State of New Jer- 
sey for at least 5 years, provided that such labor 
union or fraternal or benevolent association has a 
membership of at least 200 members; or 

(b) Members of a chureh parish or church con- 
gregation or society consisting solely of members 
of such chureh parish or of such church congrega- 
tion; or 

(c) Persons employed within a municipality by 
the school board thereof; or persons employed 
within a municipality by the municipality itself or 
by any department thereof; or persons employed 
by municipal school boards within 1 county; or per- 
sons employed by municipalities within 1 county; 
or persons employed by any county or department 
thereof; or employees of the State or any depart- 
ment, board, commission, ageney or instrumentality 
thereof who are employed within a county; or em- 
plovees of any port authority, commission, board, 
agency or instrumentality created by agreement, 
treaty or compact between the State of New Jersey 
and any other State; or employees of the Federal 
Government or any department, board, commis- 
sion, agency or instrumentality thereof whose place. 
or places of employment are within a county of the 
State of New Jersey; or 

(d) Persons who are residents of a well defined 
rural area having not more than 2,500 population; 
or provided, however, that any corporation, asso- 
ciation, or partnership, the stockholders or mem- 
bers of which are eligible for membership in any 
credit union, may become a member thereof but 
shall not borrow therefrom; and provided, further, 
that no corporation, association or firm shall be 
eligible for membership in any credit union when 
the share liability of such credit union exceeds the 
principal amount due such credit union on notes 
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and other obligations of members by more than 
25% of such principal amount; and provided, 
further, that membership in any credit union shall 
be limited to a group existing under circumstances 
which will afford the officers, directors and commit- 
tees of such credit union reasonable opportunity to 
observe the character, financial responsibility and 
financial needs of the members thereof; and pro- 
vided, further, that the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance shall have power, in his discretion, 
notwithstanding the provisions of this act, to au- 
thorize, on terms, any credit union existing at the 
time of the taking effect of this act to continue to 
accept memberships from the group to which its 
membership was limited by the provisions of its 
eharter and the applicable laws of this State as 
said charter and said laws existed prior to the tak- 
ing effect of this act. 

(e) Members of the immediate family of the per- 
sons described in the above paragraphs who live 
under the same roof as said persons may become 
members in the credit union of which said persons 
are members; provided, that such additional im- 
mediate family members shall be permitted to bor- 
row from said credit union only to the extent of 
their share holdings in the credit union; and pro- 
vided further, that such immediate family members 
shall not be permitted to act as a comaker or en- 
dorser of any member loan except as provided by 
section 17 (e) hereinbelow. 

3. Section 16 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

16. At least annually the board of directors of 
each such credit union shall determine the net 
profits, if any, which are available for distribution 
to share accounts as apportioned profits or divi- 
dends and such available net profits shall either be 
paid in cash to the members or credited to the ac- 
eounts of the members. The board shall credit or 
pay at each dividend or apportionment period to 
unpaid retired share accounts and to unpaid ac- 
counts of members expelled and to unpaid accounts 
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which were originally member accounts but are 
presently held by nonmembers a dividend or profit 
at a rate equal to the highest dividend rate paid on 
shares and such dividend or profits shall be ecom- 
puted upon the balance remaining in each such un- 
paid account at such dividend or apportionment 
period; and the board shall, at such time, apportion 
a reasonable dividend or profit to share accounts 
upon which notices of withdrawal shall have been 
filed, which dividend or profit shall not be at a 
evreater rate but may be at a lesser rate than the 
dividend or profit apportioned to active shares and 
such dividend or profit shall be computed upon the 
balance remaiming due on each such withdrawal at 
such dividend or apportionment period. No profit 
shall be apportioned or dividends declared until a 
written financial statement of the credit union shall 
have been submitted to and approved by the board 
showing such profits to have been earned since the 
last apportionment or declaration of profits or 
dividends or to have been transferred from un- 
divided profits. Such dividends or profits shall be 
paid on full paid shares onlv except that shares 
paid in full during the period since the last appor- 
tionment of profits or declaration of dividends shall 
he entitled to a proportionate part of such profits 
or dividends caleulated from the first dav of the 
month following such payment in full. No profits 
shall be apportioned or dividends declared in ex- 
cess of 6% of the share value. No dividend shall be 
declared or profits apportioned unless the reserve 
fund shall be equal to or in excess of the sum of 
10% of the unpaid balances of all loans contractu- 
ally delinquent more than 2 months and less than 6 
months; plus 25% of the unpaid balances on all 
loans contractually delinquent 6 months and less 
than 12 months; plus 100% of the unpaid balances 
on all loans contractually delinquent 12 months or 
more; provided, further, that if the reserve fund 
does not equal the amount required as hereinabove 
set forth then there shall be set aside in a special 
reserve for delinquent loans an amount which, when 
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added to the reserve funds, shall equal the sum re- 
quired in accordance with the schedule hereinabove 
set forth. The transfer to the special reserve for 
delinquent loans shall be made on December 31 of 
each year from undivided profits or net earnings 
before any declaration of dividends. No deductions 
shall be made from the special reserve for de- 
linquent loans except that any excess in such fund 
at the close of the next succeeding year may be re- 
turned to undivided profits account. 

+. Section 17 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

17. Loans to members of any such eredit union 
shall be subject to the following conditions: 

(a) All member loans shall be evidenced by note ; 

(b) No director, officer, or committee member 
shall endorse a note evidencing a member loan; 

(c) Any note evidencing a member loan mav be 
paid in whole or in part on any business day; 

(d) No member loan to a director, officer or 
member of the eredit committee shall exceed the 
amount eredited on his shares unless the loan shall 
have been approved by a majority vote at a joint 
meeting at which a majority of the members of the 
eredit committee and a majority of the members 
of the board of directors shall be present; 

(e) No nonmember of anv such credit union, 
other than one who is eligible for membership 
therein, shall be acceptable as an endorser or co- 
maker on a member loan; provided, however, that 
any such credit union may loan to a member on the 
endorsement or cosignature of a person employed 
by the same employer, notwithstanding that such 
person shall not be eligible for membership in such 
eredit union; and provided, further, that a wife or 
husband of a member may be a comaker on a mem- 
her loan; the signature of a wife or husband of a 
member as a comaker on a member loan shall not 
be considered as security for a member loan where 
seeurity is required under the terms of this aet or 
the bylaws of any credit union organized hereun- 
der; 
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(f) No credit union shall loan to a member on 
note secured by mortgage on real estate, but this 
provision shall not be construed to bar any such 
credit union from accepting an assignment of a 
bona fide bond and mortgage on real estate or note 
and mortgage on real estate as a collateral; 

(¢) Any such credit union may accept an assigii- 
ment of wages as collateral for a member loan; and 
the word ‘‘wages,’’ as used in this act, shall include 
any salary, wages, commission or other compensa- 
tion for services, earned or to be earned, and the 
words ‘‘assignment of wages,’’ as used in this act, 
shall include an assignment or pledge of wages or 
an order upon an employer for the payment thereof, 
in whole or in part; and under any such assignment 
of future wages to any such credit union to secure 
a member loan a sum equivalent to not more than 
10% of the future wages of the maker thereof shall 
be collectible, from time to time, as such future 
wages become due, from the employer of the maker 
by such credit union holding the same, from tlie 
time that a copy of such assignment of future wages, 
certified by the secretary or treasurer of such credit 
union, together with a certified statement of the 
amount unpaid upon the loan collateralled by such 
assignment of future wages shall be served upon 
the employer of the maker thereof and accepted bv 
said employer in writing; and a municipality, school 
board or county may be an employer within the 
meaning of this section; and, if the employer be a 
corporation, association, partnership, firm, munici- 
pality, school board or county, acceptance of any 
such assignment of future wages may be made in 
the name of such employer by any authorized offi- 
cer, official, agent or employee thereof; provided, 
that no employer shall pay in the aggregate on 
assignments of future wages of an employee here- 
under more than 10% of said future wages, and, if 
an employee shall have already made an assignment 
of future wages, accepted by his employer, the ac- 
ceptance of subsequent assignments of wages shall 
be limited accordingly; and provided, that no as- 
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signment of future wages in excess of $300.00 or 
10% of the annual salary of the maker thereof, 
whichever is greater, shall be acceptable as col- 
lateral for a member loan; and provided, further, 
that this section shall not be construed to prevent 
the acceptance of any other collateral for member 
loans not mentioned herein ; 

(h) No member loan ecollateralled by bonds or 
securities shall exceed 2/3 of the value of such 
bonds or securities ; 

(i) No unsecured member joan in excess of 
$300.00 shall be granted by any such credit union; 

(j) No member loan secured only by shares of 
any such credit union shall be granted in excess of 
$300.00 more than the value of the shares pledged 
to secure it; 

(k) No member loan of anv such eredit union 
shall exceed $250.00 or 5% of its share liability, 
whichever is greatest, and no member loan of anv 
such credit union shall be in excess of $1,000.00, 
except that in the event the loan shall be secured by 
conditional sales lien or chattel mortgage on a new 
automobile, or by the pledging of bonds and securi- 
ties or shares in the credit union, or by the assign- 
ment of life insurance policies, the loan limit may 
be increased to $2,000.00; provided, that in all cases 
except where the loan is secured by the pledge of 
shares in the credit union the loan shall not exceed 
2/3 of the value of the security ; 

(1) No person shall be liable in the aggregate, 
both as endorser and maker, to any such credit 
union for an amount greater than $1,000.00, except 
that in the event the loan shall be secured by con- 
ditional sales lien or chattel mortgage on a new 
automobile, or by the pledging of bonds and securi- 
ties, or shares in the credit union, or by the assign- 
ment of life insurance policies, the loan limit and 
liability may be increased to $2,000.00; provided, 
that in all cases except where the loan is secured by 
the pledge of shares in the credit union the loan 
shall not exceed 2/3 of the value of the security. 
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(m) Any such credit union may accept as col- 
lateral for a member loan a chattel mortgage or 
conditional sales lien on used automobiles to the 
extent of 2/3 of the retail value of said used auto- 
mobiles as shown in a current standard automobile 
rating manual. 

do. Section 18 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory 1s amended to read as follows: 

18. A eredit union may by resolution adopted by 
a majority of its full board of directors borrow, in 
the manner provided in its by-laws, from any 
source, a total amount equivalent to its investments 
in securities other than share loans or 25% of its 
share loans, whichever is greater. 

6. Section 19 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

19. All entrance fees and fines collected by any 
such eredit union together with at least 15% of the 
net earnings of each year, before the declaration or 
apportionment of any dividends or profits, shall be 
set aside, subject to terms and conditions specified 
in the by-laws, as a reserve; provided, however, 
that when the regular reserve thus established 
shall equal 10% of the total amount of members’ 
shareholdings, no further transfer of net earnings 
to such regular reserve shall be required except 
that such amounts not in excess of 15% of the net 
earnings as may be needed to maintain this 10% 
ratio shall be transferred. Any such credit union 
shall have the additional right, by transfer from 
undivided profits, to create specific reserves to pro- 
vide against any contingency or loss anticipated by 
the board of directors. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 194 


An Acr concerning the holding of public employ- 
ment by persons entitled to widow’s pensions, 
and amending section 43 :3-1 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:3-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :3-1. Any person who is receiving or who shall 
be entitled to receive any pension or subsidy from 
this or any other State or any county, municipality 
or school district of this or any other State, shall 
be ineligible to hold any public position or employ- 
ment other than elective in the State or in any 
county, municipality or school district, unless he 
shall have previously notified and authorized the 
proper authorities of said State, county, munici- 
pality or school district, from which he is receiving 
or entitled to receive the pension that, for the dura- 
tion of the term of office of his public position or 
employment he elects to receive (1) his pension or 
(2) the salary or compensation allotted to his office 
or employment. Nothing in this chapter shall be con- 
strued to affect any pension status or the renewal 
of payments of the pension after the expiration of 
such term of office except that such person shall not 
accept both such pension or subsidy and salary or 
compensation for the time he held such position or 
employment. 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to pre- 
vent anyone entitled or who may be entitled to re- 
ceive any widow’s pension, from holding public 
employment in the State, county, municipality or 
school district, and from receiving any such pension 
together with the salary or compensation allotted 
to her office or employment. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 195 


Aw Act concerning park police pension funds in 
certain counties of this State, and amending see- 
tions 40:37-159 to 40:37-167, inclusive, of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:37-159 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


40 :37-159. The commission shall monthly pay to 
the treasurer of the fund all moneys collected in 


payment of fines imposed upon members of the 


police force, who are members of said fund, and all 
moneys deducted or withheld from the pay of mem- 
bers of the police force, who are members of said 
fund, by reason of absence from duty from any 
‘ause. These moneys shall constitute part of the 
police pension or retirement fund. There shall be 
added to the fund any moneys from time to time 
donated to the purpose, and all moneys derived 
fron the sale of unclaimed goods or property com- 
ing into the possession of the park police. 

There shall also be added the moneys collected by 
subscription or assessment from or upon the mem- 
bers of the park police force or department, which 
subscription or assessment shall be 5% per annum 
of the annual salary of every member of the foree 
or department, who is a member of said fund, in 
order to entitle him to the benefits of the pension 
or retirement fund as hereafter provided. The 
assessments shall be collected from each periodic 
payment of the salary of each such member of the 
force. 

2. Section 40:37-160 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-160. On January 1 each year there shall 
also be added to the fund such sum as the commis- 
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sion shall determine, on the basis of actuarial sur- 
veys made as of January 1, 1956, and of every third 
vear thereafter, will be sufficient, if added annually, 
for a period of 30 vears from January 1, 1956, to 
the contributions and assessments of the members 
of the fund and to all other sums included in and 
payable to the fund, to liquidate the liabilities of 
the fund, which sum so determined upon shall an- 
nually be certified by the commission to the board 
ot chosen freeholders of the county and shall be 
appropriated and made available by said board to 
the commission and which sums shall be held and 
applied by the commission for the purposes afore- 
sald. 

3. Section 40:37-161 of the Revised Statutes 1s 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-161. If anv member of the police foree, 
who is a member of said fund, in good standing 
shall voluntarily retire therefrom and his resigna- 
tion be accepted, the commission shall return to him 
all the assessments which he has paid into the fund; 
and in case of the death of any such member of the 
police force, while in the employ of the commission, 
whose death did not occur in the performance of 
duty and who at his death was not receiving a pen- 
sion as provided for in sections 40:37-157 to 
40 :37-168 of this Title, the commission shall return 
to his legal representatives all the assessments by 
lim paid into the fund if he left no widow or minor 
child or children surviving him, but if he left a 
widow surviving him the park commission shall pay 
the widow of any such member, a pension of 
+1,000.00 per annum under the same terms and 
conditions as prescribed for widows of members of 
the police force or department retired and pen- 
sioned as provided in section 40:37-165 of this 
Title. 

4. Section 40:37-162 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-162. Each of the persons hereinafter speci- 
fied shall be entitled to receive a pension for life 
from the fund established under section 40:37-157 
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of this Title, equal to % of his average salary for 
the last 3 years of his employment. 

5. Section 40:37-163 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-163. Every member of the county park po- 
lice force or department having paid into the fund 
the full amount of the annual assessments or con- 
tributions required of him and who shall have re- 
ceived permanent disability from injury or sickness 
incurred while in actual service, so as to incapaci- 
tate him from duty, shall upon the certificate of the 
police surgeon or other physician, or of a board of 
physicians designated by a board consisting of 2 
members of the commission, 2 members of the po- 
lice force and a fifth member to be chosen by the 4 
other members, be so pensioned and retired if said 
injury was incurred in the performance of duty, as 
provided for in section 40 :37-162 but if said injury 
shall have been incurred while in service but not in 
the performance of duty and if he is under the age 
of 50 years, the commission shall return to him all 
the assessments which he has paid into the fund 
except that if he is of the age of 50 years or over, he 
shall be pensioned and retired instead and shall be 
paid annually a sum equal to 25% of his average 
salary for the last 3 years of his employment and 
if he is over the age of 55 years, he shall be paid 
annually, in addition, as part of said pension 5% 
of his said average salary for each year or part of 
year over said age at the time of retirement, to a 
maximum of 1% of such average salary. 

6. Section 40:37-164 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-164. Every member of the county park po- 
lice force or department having paid into the fund 
the full amount of the annual assessments or con- 
tributions required of him and who shall have at- 
tained the age of 60 years and have served in all 
for a period of 20 years in the police force or de- 
partment, such service not being required to be 
continuous, may, by the vote of the commission, be 
so pensioned and retired, and shall, upon reaching 
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the age of 60 years, and having served for any pe- 
riod of 20 years, on application be so pensioned and 
retired. 

7. Section 40:37-165 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: | 

40 :37-165. The widow of every member of the 
county police force or department having paid into 
the fund the full amount of the annual assessments 
or contributions required of him and who shall have 
lost his life in the performance of duty, and the 
widow of every member of the police force or de- 
partment retired and pensioned as provided in 
section 40:37-164 of this Title, shall, if she was 
married to her deceased husband before his retire- 
ment and before he arrived at the age of 50 years, 
and so long as she remains unmarried, receive a 
pension equivalent to 14 of the pay of her deceased 
husband at the time of his death in the performance 
of duty, or his retirement, annually, for the use of 
herself and any of the children of her deceased hus- 
band, who may be under 18 years of age. 

8. Section 40:37-166 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-166. At the death of the widow unmarried, 
or in case such deceased member leaves no widow 
then at his death, his minor children who shall not 
have attained the age of 18 years, shall receive such 
pension in equal shares, until they respectively at- 
tain such age, to be paid to their guardian; but no 
child shall receive more than $40.00 monthly. 

9. Section 40:37-167 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :37-167. In case such deceased member leave 
no widow and no children under the age of 18 years 
him surviving, the pension shall be paid to his de- 
pendent parent or parents. 

10. Nothing in this act shall affect the future 
payments of any pension payable, under the act 
hereby amended, upon the effective date of this act. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 196 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act concerning public holi- 
days and regulating the transaction of business 
in the public offices in this State and the counties 
and municipalities in this State on such days, and 
supplementing chapter 1 of Title 36 of the Re- 
vised Statutes,’’ approved July 23, 1954 (P. L. 
1954, c. 196). 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Kach Saturday in each year shall, for all pur- 
poses whatsoever as regards the transaction of 
business in the public offices of this State, and the 
counties and municipalities in this State, be con- 
sidered as the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday, and as publie holidays. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved August 5, 1955. 


CHAPTER 197 


Aw Acr concerning the county district courts, in 
certain counties, and supplementing chapter 6 of 
Title 2A of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In counties having less than 300,000 inhabit- 
ants and more than 200,000 inhabitants and having 
but 1 judge, the said judge shall devote his entire 
time to his judicial duties and shall not while in 
office engage in the practice of law. 
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2. The annual salary of each such judge hereto- 
fore or hereafter appointed in any such county 
shall be $14,000.00, which salary shall be in lieu of 
any other compensation heretofore provided by any 
other law and shall be payable in the same manner 
as other salaries payable by the county. 

3. This act shall take effect July 1, 1955. 

Approved August 5, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 198 


An Act relating to motor vehicles and traffic regu- 
lation, and amending section 39 :3-84 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:3-84 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-84. No commercial motor vehicle, tractor, 
trailer or semitrailer shall be operated on any high- 
way in this State the outside width of which is more 
than 96 inches, or the extreme over-all length of 
which exceeds 35 feet either for a 2-axle 4-wheeled 
vehicle or 35 feet for a 3-axle 6-wheeled vehicle, or 
the height of which exceeds 13% feet, except that a 
vehicle exceeding the above limitations may be op- 
erated when a special permit so to operate is se- 
cured in advance from the director. 

In the case of an omnibus the maximum over-all 
length dimension shall be such as the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners prescribe. 

No commercial motor vehicle drawing or having 
attached thereto any other such vehicle, nor any 
combination of vehicles, shall be operated on any 
highway in this State, except a tractor and semi- 
trailer combination not in excess of a total over-all 
length, inclusive of load, of 45 feet and a truck and 
trailer combination not in excess of a total over-all 
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length, inclusive of load, of 50 feet, and also except 
a vehicle or a combination of vehicles transporting 
poles, pilings, structural units or other articles in- 
capable of dismemberment the total over-all length 
of which, inclusive of load, shall not exceed 70 feet, 
but the provisions of this paragraph shall not. 
apply to a vehicle nor to any combination of ve- 
hicles, operated by a public utility as defined in 
R. 8. 48:2-13 which vehicle or combination of 
vehicles is used by such public utility in the con- 
struction, reconstruction, repair or maintenance of 
its property or facilities. 

Subject to the provisions of section 39 :3-82 and 
the axle weight limitations of this section, no com- 
mercial motor vehicle, tractor, trailer or semitrailer 
shall be operated on any highway in this State hav- 
ing a combined weight of vehicle and load of more 
than (a) 30,000 pounds in the case of a 2-axle 4- 
wheeled vehicle, (b) 40,000 pounds in the case of a 
3-axle 6-wheeled vehicle, (c) 60,000 pounds in the 
ease of a tractor and semitrailer combination, and 
(d) 60,000 pounds in the case of a truck and trailer 
combination. 

The gross weight imposed on the highway by the 
wheels of any 1 axle of a vehicle shall not exceed 
22,400 pounds. 

For the purpose of this Title the gross weight 
imposed on the highway by the wheels of any 1 axle 
of a vehicle shall be deemed to mean the total load 
transmitted to the road by all wheels whose centers 
are included between 2 parallel transverse vertical 
planes less than 40 inches apart, extending across 
the full width of the vehicle. 

The combined gross weight imposed on the high- 
way by all wheels of all axles whose centers are on 
or between 2 parallel transverse vertical planes 
spaced 40 inches, but less than 96 inches apart, ex- 
tending across the full width of the vehicle, shall 
not exceed 32,000 pounds. 

Every commercial motor vehicle or motor-drawn 
vehicle used on the public highways carrying loads 
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extending beyond the outside dimensions of the 
vehicle shall have displayed at the outside ex- 
tremity of the load a red flag by day, which shall 
not be less than 18 inches square, and a red light by 
night, and they shall be so hung as to present a full 
view to the drivers of approaching vehicles. This 
red light shall be in addition to the red light pro- 
vided for in section 39 :3-61 of this Title. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 199 


Aw Acr to amend ‘‘An act concerning annual leave 
for vacation purposes of certain employees in 
the classified service of the State, and supple- 
menting chapter 14 of Title 11 of the Revised 
Statutes,’’ approved June 11, 1953 (P. L. 1953, 
¢e. 193). 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. In determining the annual leave for vacation 
purposes to which any employee in the classified 
service of the State service shall be entitled pursu- 
ant to section 11:14-1 of the Revised Statutes, 
eredit shall be given for all continuous full time 
service or permanent part time service which such 
employee shall have served whether the same shall 
have been under temporary or permanent appoint- 
ment in an office, position or employment in the 
classified or unclassified service of the State serv- 
ice, and for all noncontinuous permanent service 
prior to June 11, 1953. Part time service shall be 
eredited proportionately. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved August 5, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 200 


Aw Act concerning certain municipalities governed 
by municipal council and municipal manager, and 
amending section 40:81—-1 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br rv enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:81-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:81-1. The municipal council shall consist of 
3 members in municipalities having less than 25,000 
inhabitants, save in those cases in which prior to 
the adoption of the municipal manager form of 
government the municipal council shall have con- 
sisted of 5 or more members, in which event the 
municipal council provided for herein shall con- 
sist of 5 members; of 5 members in municipalities 
having more than 25,000 and less than 40,000 in- 
habitants; of 7 members in municipalities having 
more than 40,000 and less than 100,000 inhabitants: 
and of 9 members in municipalities having 100,000 
or more inhabitants. The number of councilmen 
shall not be changed by reason of an increase or 
decrease of population until the regular election 
for councilmen next following the promulgation of 
the last legally ascertained enumeration of the 
people, whether by Federal or State authority. 

Kach member shall have been a citizen and a 
resident of such municipality for at least 2 vears 
immediately preceding his election; except that in 
any municipality having a population of less than 
1,000, each such member shall have been a citizen 
and resident of such municipality for at least 90 
days immediately preceding his election. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 201 


Aw Acr relating to the government and administra- 
tion of the town of Bloomfield in the county of 
Hissex. 


Br it enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


ARTICLE I 
CHARTER SUPPLEMENT 


1. Short Title. This act shall be known as the 
‘‘Charter Supplement of the town of Bloomfield, 
1955,’’ hereinafter referred to as the charter. 

2. Construction. The provisions of this act shall 
be construed as a re-enactment of those provisions 
of the referendum act for the incorporation of 
towns (1895) (R. 8. 40:123-1 et seq.) and all other 
legislation relating to the town form of government, 
which are incorporated herein either verbatim or 
by reference. Upon the adoption of this charter 
supplement by the voters as hereinafter provided, 
the town shall be governed by the provisions hereof 
and by such provisions of general law relating to 
towns or municipalities generally as are not incon- 
sistent herewith. This act shall not affect the de- 
termination of ward boundaries as heretofore es- 
tablished pursuant to law (R. 8. 40:44-1 et seq.). 

3. Reineorporation. Upon the adoption of this 
charter supplement by the voters as hereinafter 
provided, the inhabitants of the town of Bloomfield 
in the county of Essex, within the territorial limits 
of the town as heretofore prescribed by ‘‘ An act to 
incorporate the town of Bloomfield in the county of 
Kssex,’’? approved February 26, 1900 (Laws of 
1900, chapter 3), and any amendments thereof, 
shall continue as a body politic and corporate with 
perpetual succession under the name of ‘‘the town 
otf Bloomfield.’’ 
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4. Governing body. The town shall be governed 
by a council, consisting of 2 councilmen elected 
from each ward (unless and until provision shall 
be made for the election of 1 councilman from each 
ward and 3 at large, by referendum as hereinafter 
provided) and a mayor elected at large, and by 
such appointive officers and employees as may be 
constituted or authorized by this charter supple- 
ment, ordinance or general law. 

5. Mayor and councilmen; term of office. The 
mayor and councilmen shall be elected at a general 
election to serve for a term of 3 years beginning 
January 1 next following their respective elections, 
and until the election and qualification of their re- 
spective successors. The mayor and councilmen 
elected at the general election in November, 1956, 
shall serve for a term of 3 years. The mayor and 
councilmen in office on January 1, 1957, or who 
take office on that date, shall continue in office for 
the remainder of the respective unexpired terms for 
which they were elected. 

6. Vacancies. Whenever a vacancy occurs in the 
office of mayor or councilman, the remaining mem- 
bers of the council shall fill the vacancy by appoint- 
ment of a qualified elector of the same political 
party to serve temporarily until the vacancy is 
filled by the election and qualification of a succes- 
sor. The vacancy shall be filled by election of a 
qualified person at the next general election held 
not less than 40 days following the occurrence of 
the vacancy, to serve for the remainder of the un- 
expired term; provided that no election to fill a 
vacancy for the remainder of an unexpired term 
shall be held at any general election in which the 
same office is to be filled by election for a full term. 

7. The council; powers and duties. The town 
council, subject to the provisions of the charter, 
shall: 

(a) Serve as the governing body of the town; 

(b) Adopt the town budget, authorize the issu- 
ance of bonds and other obligations, and levy taxes 
as authorized by general law; 
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(c) Notwithstanding the provisions of chapter 
125 of Title 40 of the New Jersey Revised Statutes 
(R. S. 40:125-1 through R. 8. 40:125-40), have 
power to organize and regulate the internal affairs 
of the town, with power to establish, alter, and 
abolish offices, positions and employments and to 
define the functions, powers and duties thereof, and 
to fix the term and compensation of all town officers 
and employees, except that this section shall not be 
construed to authorize compensation heretofore 
fixed by referendum to be modified without another 
referendum ; 

(d) Appoint the town administrator and fill such 
other appointive offices, employments and positions 
as may be created by law or ordinance where no 
other provision is made for such employment; 

(e) Have power to appropriate and authorize 
the expenditure of town moneys, and to adopt, 
amend and repeal such ordinances and resolutions 
as mav be required for the good government of the 
town; 

(f) Exercise such other powers of legislation 
and administration as are vested in the governing 
body by general law. 

8. Council procedure. The council shall act as a 
whole with respect to all matters within its juris- 
diction, and there shall be no standing committees 
of the council to perform administrative functions. 
Special committees and the chairman thereof, for 
legislative purposes, may be appointed by the 
mayor at any regular or special meeting of the 
council, 

9. Mayor; powers and duties. The mayor shall 
have the powers and duties prescribed for the office 
by general law, the charter and ordinances of the 
town. Without limitation of the foregoing, the 
mavor shall: 

(a) Have, exercise and discharge the functions, 
powers and duties of the ‘‘councilman at large’’ in 
towns ; 
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(b) Preside at all meetings of council at which 
he is present, and appoint council committees as 
authorized by the charter ; 

(c) Exercise such powers of approval and veto 
of ordinances and resolutions as are conferred upon 
the mayor by general law; 

(d) Consult and advise with the town adminis- 
trator during the preparation of the annual town 
budget; and, upon the preparation of the budget in 
the manner and form required by the charter, he 
shall introduce the budget ordinance in accordance 
with the council’s rules of procedure; 

(c) Have, exercise and discharge such other and 
different functions, powers and duties as council 
may delegate to him by ordinance, which it may 
adopt, amend and repeal as need appears. 

10. Town administrator. The town administra- 
tor shall be appointed by the council to serve for an 
indefinite term, at the pleasure of the council. He 
shall be chosen solely on the basis of his executive 
and administrative qualifications with special refer- 
enee to his training and actual experience in, or his 
knowledge of, accepted practices in respect to the 
duties of his office. At the time of his appointment, 
he need not be a resident of the town or State, but 
during his term of office he may reside outside the 
town only with the approval of the council. He may 
be removed by the council by vote of a majority of 
the members of the council after the service upon 
him of notice in writing stating the intention to re- 
move him and the reasons therefor and giving him 
an opportunity to be heard at a public hearing not 
less than 20 nor more than 30 days after the service 
of such notice. The town administrator shall, under 
the general direction of the town council: 

(a) Be responsible for the preparation of the 
budget document, and the compilation and analysis 
of budget costs and estimates; the maintenance of 
sound personnel policies and administrative prac- 
tices; and the purchasing of materials, supplies and 
equipment to be furnished, and work and labor to 
he done for the town; 
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(b) Supervise the administration of all depart- 
ments, offices and agencies of the town government; 

(c) Conduct prebudget public hearings during 
the month of November in each year during which 
each department head shall have an opportunity to 
present and justify his budget requests ; 

(d) Prepare the annual budget for introduction 
in such form and with such explanatory statements 
and schedules, consistent with the local budget law, 
as the council shall provide; 

(e) Approve all bills and vouchers for payment 
subject to audit and control in such manner as 
council shall provide ; 

(f) Study the governmental and administrative 
operations and needs of the town government, and 
prepare and recommend to the council necessary 
and desirable plans and programs with respect 
thereto ; 

(¢) Attend all meetings of council, and perform 
such other duties as council may prescribe. 

11. Budget preparation. The head of each de- 
partment shall prepare and submit to the town ad- 
ministrator on or before November 1 in each year 
budget requests for the ensuing budget year, stat- 
ing separately requests for current operations and 
for capital purposes. Such requests shall be in such 
form and shall be supported by such detail as the 
town administrator shall require. 

12. Control function. The council, by ordinance, 
shall continue and may from time to time modify, 
provisions for the exercise of a control function, in 
the management of the finances of the town, by 
some officer other than the administrator. The con- 
trol function shall include provision for an encum- 
branee system of budget operation, for ex- 
penditures only upon written requisition, for the 
preaudit of all claims and demands against the 
town prior to payment, and for the control of all 
payments out of any public funds by individual 
warrants for each payment to the official hav- 
ing custody of the fund. Such ordinance or ordi- 
nances shall supersede, with respect to the town of 
Bloomfield, the provisions of R. S. 40 :125-15.

CHAPTER 201, LAWS OF 1955 


13. Administrative organization. The council, 
subject to the provisions of the charter, shall on or 
before the sixtieth day following the date this 
charter takes effect provide for the organization of 
the administrative functions of the town govern- 
ment into not more than 10 departments. The coun- 
cil shall also allocate and assign, by ordinance, the 
administrative functions, powers and duties of the 
town among and within such departments, subject 
to the provisions of this charter and general law. 
The council may appoint the town administrator to 
be the head of a department, in which event the pro- 
visions of R. 8S. 40:125-38 shall be inapplicable to 
such appointment and the acceptance thereof. 

14. Transition provisions. All ordinances and 
resolutions of the town, to the extent that they are 
not inconsistent with this charter, shall remain in 
full force and effect following the adoption of the 
charter until modified or repealed by the council. 
All officers and employees shall continue in their 
respective offices and positions subject only to the 
express provisions of the charter. The civil service 
status, tenure and pension rights of officers and 
employees of the town, and of any of its agencies 
and instrumentalities, shall not be affected by the 
adoption of this charter. All property rights and 
obligations, interests in litigation, and pending 
matters of all kinds, shall continue unaffected by 
the adoption of this act. 


ARTICLE IT 
REFERENDUM ON ADOPTION OF THIS ACT 


15. This act shall be submitted to referendum, 
and shall take effect upon a favorable vote thereon, 
as herein provided. The question of adoption of 
this act shall be submitted to the legal voters within 
the town of Bloomfield at the next general election 
which is held not less than 25 days after its pas- 
sage; provided that if this act is not passed at least 
25 days prior to the general election in 1955, the 
question of adoption hereof may be submitted, in 
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the discretion of the council, at a special election 
called by the town council, by resolution, to be held 
at least 45 days prior to the primary election for 
the general election of 1956 and not less than 30 nor 
more than 40 days after the adoption of the resolu- 
tion. 

(a) There shall be printed in the space provided 
for public questions on the voting machines to be 
used in such general or special election the follow- 
ing question: 


Shall ‘‘ An act relating to the

(b) If at such election a majority of all the valid 
votes cast for and against the adoption of this act 
shall be cast in favor of the adoption thereof, the 
act shall take effect and become operative in accord- 
ance with its terms. 


ArticieE IIT 


OPTIONAL ELECTION OF COUNCILMEN-AT-LARGE 
AND FROM WARDS 


16. Upon the submission of the question to the 
legal voters and its adoption by the favorable vote 
of those voting thereon as hereinafter provided, the 
council of the town of Bloomfield shall consist of the 
mayor and 3 councilmen elected at large and three 
elected from wards; and in that event section 4 of 
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this act shall become inoperative and a new section 
4 shall be inserted in lieu thereof to read as follows: 

4. Governing body. The town council shall con- 
sist of the mayor and 3 councilmen elected at large 
and 3 councilmen elected by wards, one from each 
of 3 wards. 

‘‘At the first general election following the first 
primary election which is held not less than 45 days 
after this section takes effect, councilmen to be 
elected for a full term shall be nominated and 
elected at large, and those to be elected for a full 
term at the next succeeding election of councilmen 
shall be nominated and elected from wards as here- 
tofore. Their respective successors shall, there- 
after, be elected at large and from wards, as the 
case may be. The town shall be governed by the 
town council, elected as above stated, and by such 
appointive officers and employees as may be con- 
stituted or authorized by general law, the charter 
or ordinance. ’’ 

ceca 17. (a) At the same election and upon the same 
ballot which submits the referendum on the adop- 
tion of this act, there shall be submitted to the 
legal voters within the town of Bloomfield the ques- 
tion of adoption of Article IIT of this act. There 
shall be printed in the space provided for public 
questions on the voting machines to be used in such 
election the following question: 


Shall the town council of the

ARTICLE LV 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


18. Validation. All proceedings of the Charter 
Commission of the town of Bloomfield, including 
the election and qualification of its members and the 
submission of its report and recommendations, and 
ull action of the town council with respect thereto 
including the petition to the Legislature for the 
passage of this special act, and the time and man- 
ner of publication of notice of intention to apply 
thereof, are hereby ratified, confirmed and vali- 
dated. 

19. Repealer. All acts and parts of act incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are, to the 
extent of such inconsistency hereby repealed. 

20. This act is a special act enacted, in accord- 
ance with chapter 199 of the laws of 1948, upon the 
petition of the governing body of the town of 
Bloomfield in the County of Essex and State of 
New Jersey, under authority conferred by para- 
graph 10 of section 7 of Article IV of the Constitu- 
tion. 

21. Effective date. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately, subject to the results of the referenda 
herein provided. The town clerk of the town of 
Bloomfield shall, following such referenda, forth- 
with file his certificate of the results of the vote on 
the public questions with the Secretary of State.

Br rt enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 16 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

16. Weekly and daily benefit amounts. 

(a) With respect to periods of disability com- 
mencing prior to October 1, 1955, the weekly benefit 
amount shall be determined as % of an individ- 
ual’s average weekly wage; provided, that such 
amount shall be computed in the next higher 
multiple of $1.00 if not already a multiple thereof, 
and shall not be more than $30.00 nor less than 
$10.00. The amount of the benefits for each day of 
the disability for which benefits are payable shall 
be % of the corresponding weekly benefit amount; 
provided, that the total benefits for a fractional 
part of a week shall be computed in the next higher 
multiple of $1.00 if not already a multiple thereof. 

(b) With respect to periods of disability com- 
mencing on or after October 1, 1955: 

(1) The weekly benefit amount of an individual 
whose average weekly wage does not exceed $45.00 
shall be determined as % of his average weekly 
wage; provided, that such amount shall be com- 
puted in the next higher multiple of $1.00 if not 
already a multiple thereof, and shall not be more 
than $30.00 nor less than $10.00. 

(2) The weekly benefit amount of an individual 
whose average weekly wage exceeds $45.00 shall be 
determined as $30.00 plus % of the amount by 
which his average weekly wage exceeds $45.00; pro- 
vided, that such rate shall be computed in the next 
higher multiple of $1.00 if not already a multiple 
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thereof, and shall not be more than $35.00. The 
amount of the benefits for each day of the disability 
for which benefits are payable shall be % of the 
corresponding weekly benefit amount; provided, 
that the total benefits for a fractional part of a 
week shall be computed in the next higher multiple 
of $1.00 if not already a multiple thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 203 


An Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending sections 43:21-3, 48:21-6 and 
43 :21-19 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr Enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 43:21-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-3. (a) Payment of benefits. All benefits 
shall be promptly paid from the fund through local 
employment offices in accordance with such regula- 
tions as may be prescribed hereunder. 

(b) Weekly benefits for unemployment. 

With respect to an individual’s benefit year com- 
mencing on or after January 1, 1953, such individ- 
ual, if eligible and unemployed (as defined in sub- 
section (m) of section 43 :21-19 of this Title), shall 
be paid an amount (except as to final payment) 
equal to his weekly benefit rate with respect to any 
week in which he has earned no remuneration or 
remuneration equal to less than % said rate, or 
shall be paid an amount equal to % his weekly 
benefit rate with respect to any week in which he 
has earned remuneration equal to or more than % 
said rate but less than said rate. 
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c) Weekly benefit rate. 

(1) With respect to an individual whose benefit 
year commences prior to October 1, 1955, his weekly 
benefit rate under each benefit determination shail 
be % of his average weekly wage; provided, that 
such rate shall be computed to the next highest 
multiple of $1.00 if not already a multiple thereof, 
and shall not be more than $30.00 nor less than 
$10.00. 

(2) With respect to an individual whose benefit 
year commences on or after October 1, 1955, and 
whose average weekly wage does not exceed $45.00, 
his weekly benefit rate under each benefit deter- 
mination shall be % of his average weekly wage; 
provided, that such rate shall be computed to the 
next highest multiple of $1.00 if not already a mul- 
tiple thereof, and shall not be more than $30.00 nor 
less than $10.00. 

(3) With respect to an individual whose benefit 
year commences on or after October 1, 1955, and 
whose average weekly wage exceeds $45.00, his 
weekly benefit rate under each benefit determina- 
tion shall be $30.00 plus % of the amount by which 
his average weekly wage exceeds $45.00; provided, 
that such rate shall be computed to be the next 
highest multiple of $1.00 if not already a multiple 
thereof, and shall not be more than $35.00. 

(d) Maximum total benefits. 

With respect to an individual to whom benefits 
shall be pavable as provided in this section: 


(1) Such individual shall be entitled to 
receive, under each successive benefit deter- 
mination relating to each of his base year 
employers, a total amount of benefits equal to 
*% of his base weeks from the employer in 
question multiplied by his weekly benefit rate; 
but the amount of benefits thus resulting under 
any determination made with respect to an 
employer shall be adjusted to the next higher 
multiple of % of said weekly benefit rate, if not 
already a multiple thereof. 
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(2) No such individual shall be entitled to 
receive benefits under this Title for more than 
26 weeks in any benefit year under either of 
subsections (c) and (f) of section 43:214 of 
this Title. In the event that any individual 
qualifies for benefits under both of said subsec- 
tions during any benefit year, the maximum 
total amount of benefits payable under said 
subsections combined to such individual dur- 
ing the benefit year shall be 14% times the 
maximum amount of benefits payable under 1 
of said subsections. For the purposes of this 
paragraph, any week for which an individual 
receives a half-payment as provided in subsec- 
tion (b) of this section shall be counted as % 
of a week. 

(3) If the full weekly benefit rate cannot be 
paid to an individual who is otherwise entitled 
thereto because the amount of unused benefits 
remaining under the applicable benefit deter- 
mination is only % of said rate, he shall be paid 
that amount; but if such individual is entitled 
to additional benefits under a successive de- 
termination, he shall also be paid for the week 
in question an amount equal to % of his weekly 
benefit rate under said successive determina- 
tion. 


2. Section 43:21-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-6. (a) Filing. Claims for benefits shall be 
made in accordance with such regulations as the 
Director of the Division of Employment Security 
of the Department of Labor and Industry of the 
State of New Jersey may approve. Hach employer 
shall post and maintain on his premises printed 
notices of his subject status, of such design, in such 
numbers, and at such places as the director of the 
division may determine to be necessary to give 
notice thereof to persons in the employer’s service. 
Each employer shall give to each individual at the 
time he becomes unemployed a printed copy of 
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benefit instructions. Both the aforesaid notices and 
instruction shall be supplied by the division to em- 
ployers without cost to them. 

(b) (1) Procedure for making determinations 
with respect to benefit years commencing prior to 
January 1, 1953. (A) Initial determinations. The 
director of the division shall designate a repre- 
sentative or representatives to promptly examine 
the claims and to determine which claims do and 
which claims do not meet the requirements of sec- 
tion 4 (e); and as to those claims meeting the re- 
quirements of section 4 (e) to further determine the 
weekly benefit rates and the maximum total benefits 
payable. Each claimant shall promptly be notified 
of the determination of his claim. 

(B) Weekly determinations. The director of the 
division shall assign a representative or representa- 
tives to each local claims office for the purpose of 
making weekly determinations (except those under 
subsections 4 (f) and 5 (d) in the course of the 
benefit year, in accordance with the initial deter- 
mination of a valid claim. Whenever a determina- 
tion of eligibility shall be made with respect to the 
first week of the benefit year for which benefits are 
claimed, the claimant, the last employing unit and 
all employers in the base year shall be promptly 
notified of such determination. Whenever a deter- 
mination of ineligibility or disqualification shall be 
made with respect to any week of the benefit year, 
the claimant shall be promptly notified of such de- 
termination. 

(C) Any claimant or any interested entity or 
person may file an appeal from any determination 
under paragraphs (1) and (2) of this subsection 
within 5 calendar days after the delivery of notifi- 
cation, or within 7 calendar days after the mailing 
of notification, of such determination. Unless such 
an appeal is filed such determination shall be final 
and benefits shall be paid or denied in accordance 
therewith. If an appeal is duly filed, benefits with 
respect to the period covered by the appeal shall 
be payable only after a determination of entitle- 
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ment by the appellate tribunal; benefits payable for 
periods pending an appeal and not in dispute shall 
be paid as such benefits accrue; provided, that in- 
sofar as any such appeal is or may be an appeal 
from a determination to the effect that the claimant 
is disqualified under the provisions of section 
43 :21-5 of the Revised Statutes or any amendments 
thereof or supplements thereto, benefits pending 
determination of the appeal shall be withheld only 
for the period of disqualification as provided for in 
said section, and notwithstanding such appeal the 
benefits otherwise provided by this act shall be 
paid for the period subsequent to such period of 
disqualification; and provided, also, that if there 
are 2 determinations of entitlement, benefits for the 
period covered by such determination shall be paid 
regardless of any appeal which may thereafter be 
taken, but no employer’s account shall be charged 
with benefits so paid if the decision is finally re- 
versed. 

(2) Procedure for making initial determinations 
with respect to benefit years commencing on or 
after January 1, 1953. . 

A representative or representatives designated 
by the director of the division and hereinafter re- 
ferred to'as a ‘‘deputy’’ shall promptly examine 
the claim, and shall notify the most recent employ- 
ing unit and, successively as necessary, each em- 
ployer in inverse chronological order during the 
base year. Such notification shall require said em- 
ploying unit and employer to furnish such informa- 
tion to the deputy as may be necessary to determine 
the claimant’s eligibility and his benefit rights with 
respect to the employer in question, and such noti- 
fication shall also provide the most recent charge- 
able employer in the base year with the name and 
address of the most recent employing unit of the 
claimant. 

In his discretion, the director may appoint spe- 
cial deputies to make initial or subsequent deter- 
minations under subsections 4 (f) and 5 (d) of this 
chapter. 
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If any employer or employing unit fails to re- 
spond to the request for information within 7 days 
after the mailing of such request, the deputy shall 
rely entirely on information from other sources, 
including an affidavit to the best of the knowledge 
and belief of the claimant with respect to his wages 
and time worked. Except in the event of fraud, if 
it is determined that any information in such af- 
fidavit is erroneous, no penalty shall be imposed on 
the claimant. 

The deputy shall promptly make an initial deter- 
mination based upon the available information. 
The initial determination shall show the weekly 
benefit amount payable, the maximum duration of 
benefits with respect to the employer to whom the 
determination relates, and also shall show whether 
the claimant is ineligible or disqualified for benefits 
under the initial determination. The claimant and 
the employer whose account may be charged for 
benefits payable pursuant to said determination 
shall be promptly notified thereof. 

Whenever an initial determination is based upon 
information other than that supplied by an em- 
ployer because such employer failed to respond to 
the deputy’s request for information, such initial 
determination and any subsequent determination 
thereunder shall be incontestable by the noncom- 
plying employer, as to any charges to his employ- 
er’s account because of benefits paid prior to the 
close of the calendar week following the receipt of 
his reply. Such initial determination shall be al- 
tered if necessary upon receipt of information from 
the employer, and any benefits paid or payable with 
respect to weeks occurring subsequent to the close 
of the calendar week following the receipt of the 
emplover’s reply shall be paid in accordance with 
such altered initial determination. 

The deputy shall issue a separate initial benefit 


‘determination with respect to each of the claim- 


ant’s base year employers, starting with the most 
recent emplover and continuing as necessary in the 
inverse chronological order of the claimant’s last 
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date of employment with each such employer. If 
an appeal is taken from an initial determination as 
hereinafter provided by any employer other than 
the first chargeable base-year employer, then such 
appeal shall be limited in scope to include only 1 
or more of the following matters: 


(A) the correctness of the benefit payments 
authorized to be made under the determina- 
tion; 

(B) fraud in connection with the claim pur- 
suant to which the initial determination is is- 
sued; or 

(C) the refusal of suitable work offered by 
the chargeable employer filing the appeal. 


The amount of benefits payable under an initial 
determination may be reduced or canceled if neces- 
sary to avoid payment of benefits for a number of 
weeks in excess of the maximum specified in sub- 
section (d) of section 43 :21—3 of this Title. 

Unless the claimant or any interested party 
within 7 calendar days after delivery of notification 
of an initial determination or within 10 calendar 
days after such notification was mailed to his or 
their last-known address and addresses, files an 
appeal from such decision, such decision shall be 
final and benefits shall be paid or denied in accord- 
ance therewith, except for such determinations as 
may be altered in benefit amounts or duration as 
provided in this paragraph. If an appeal is duly 
filed, benefits with respect to the period covered by 
the appeal shall be payable only after a determina- 
tion of entitlement by the appellate tribunal; bene- 
fits payable for periods pending an appeal and not 
in dispute shall be paid as such benefits accrue; 
provided, that insofar as any such appeal is or may 
be an appeal from a determination to the effect 
that the claimant is disqualified under the provi- 
sions of section 43 :21-5 of the Revised Statutes or 
any amendments thereof or supplements thereto, 
benefits pending determination of the appeal shall 
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be withheld only for the period of disqualification 
as provided for in said section, and notwithstand- 
ing such appeal the benefits otherwise provided by 
this act shall be paid for the period subsequent to 
such period of disqualification; and provided, also, 
that if there are 2 determinations of entitlement, 
benefits for the period covered by such determina- 
tions shall be paid regardless of any appeal which 
may thereafter be taken, but no employer’s account 
shall be charged with benefits so paid if the deci- 
sion is finally reversed. 

(3) Procedure for making initial determinations 
in certain cases of concurrent employment, with 
respect to benefit years commencing on or after 
January 1, 1953. 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this 
Title, if an individual shows to the satisfaction of 
the deputy that there were at least 13 weeks in his 
base period in each of which he earned wages from 
2 or more employers totaling $15.00 or more but in 
cach of which there was no single employer from 
whom he earned as much as $15.00, then such in- 
dividual’s claim shall be determined in accordance 
with the special provisions of this paragraph. In 
such case, the deputy shall determine the individ- 


ual’s eligibility for benefits, his average weekly 


wage, weekly benefit rate and maximum total bene- 
fits as if all his base year employers were a single 
employer. Such determination shall apportion the 
liability for benefit charges thereunder to the in- 
dividual’s several base year employers so that each 
employer’s maximum liability for charges thereun- 
der bears approximately the same relation to the 
maximum total benefits allowed as the wages 
earned by the individual from each employer dur- 
ing the base year bears to his total wages earned 
from all employers during the base year. Such 
initial determination shall also specify the individ- 
ual’s last date of employment within the base year 
with respect to each base year employer, and such 
employers shall be charged for benefits paid under 
said initial determination in the inverse chronolog- 
ical order of such last dates of employment. 
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(4) Procedure for making subsequent determina- 
tions with respect to benefit years commencing on 
or after January 1, 1953. The deputy shall make 
determinations with respect to claims for benefits 
thereafter in the course of the benefit year in ac- 
cordance with any initial determination allowing 
benefits, and under which benefits have not been 
exhausted, and each notification of a benefit pay- 
ment shall be a notification of an affirmative subse- 
quent determination. The allowance of benefits by 
the deputy on any such determination, or the denial 
of benefits by the deputy on any such determina- 
tion, shall be appealable in the same manner and 
under the same limitations as is provided in the 
ease of initial determinations. 

(c) Appeals. Unless such appeal is withdrawn, 
an appeal tribunal, after affording the parties rea- 
sonable opportunity for fair hearing, shall affirm or 
modify the findings of fact and the determination. 
The parties shall be duly notified of such tribunal’s 
decision, together with its reasons therefor, which 
shall be deemed to be the final decision of the board 
of review, unless within 10 days after the date of 
notification or mailing of such decision, further 
appeal is initiated pursuant to subsection (e) of 
this section. 

(d) Appeal tribunals. To hear and decide dis- 
puted benefit claims, including appeals from deter- 
minations with respect to demands for refunds of 
benefits under section 43:21-16 (d) of this chapter 
(R. 8. 43:21-1 et seq.), the director with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Labor and Industry 
shall establish 1 or more impartial appeal tribunals 
consisting in each case of either a salaried examiner 
or a body, consisting of 3 members, 1 of whom shall 
be a salaried examiner, who shall serve as chair- 
man, 1 of whom shall be a representative of em- 
plovers and the other of whom shall be a repre- 
sentative of emplovees; each of the latter 2 mem- 
bers shall serve at the pleasure of the commissioner 
and be paid a fee of not more than $20.00 per day 
of active service on such tribunal plus necessary 
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expenses. No person shall participate on behalf of 
the division in any case in which he is an interested 
party. The director may designate alternates to 
serve in the absence or disqualification of any mem- 
ber of an appeal tribunal. The chairman shall act 
alone in the absence or disqualification of any other 
member and his alternates. In no case shall the 
hearings proceed unless the chairman of the appeal 
tribunal is present. 

(e) Board of review. The board of review may 
on its own motion affirm, modify, or set aside any 
decision of an appeal tribunal on the basis of the 
evidence previously submitted in such case, or 
direct the taking of additional evidence, or may 
permit any of the parties to such decision to initiate 
further appeals before it. The board of review 
shall permit such further appeal by any of the 
parties interested in a decision of an appeal tri- 
bunal which is not unanimous and from any deter- 
mination which has been overruled or modified by 
any appeal tribunal. The board of review may 
remove to itself or transfer to another appeal 
tribunal the proceedings on any claim pending be- 
fore an appeal tribunal. Any proceeding so re- 
moved to the board of review shall be heard by a 
quorum thereof in accordance with the require- 
ments of subsection (c) of this section. The board 
of review shall promptly notify the interested 
parties of its findings and decision. 

(f) Procedure. The manner in which disputed 
benefit claims, and appeals from determinations 
with respect to (1) claims for benefits and (2) de- 
mands for refunds of benefits under section 43:- 
21-16 (d) of this chapter (R. S. 43:21-1 et seq.) 
shall be presented, the reports thereon required 
from the claimant and from employers, and the 
conduct of hearings and appeals shall be in aecord- 
ance with rules prescribed by the board of review 
for determining the rights of the parties, whether 
or not such rules conform to common law or stat- 
utory rules of evidence and other technical rules 
of procedure. A full and complete record shall be 
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kept of all proceedings in connection with a dis- 
puted claim. All testimony at any hearing upon a 
disputed claim shall be recorded, but need not be 
transcribed unless the disputed claim is further 
appealed. 

(g) Witness fees. Witnesses subpoenaed pur- 
suant to this section shall be allowed fees at a rate 
fixed by the director. Such fees and all expenses of 
proceedings involving disputed claims shall be 
deemed a part of the expense of administering this 
chapter (R. 8S. 48 :21-1 et seq.). 

(h) Court review. Any decision of the board of 
review shall become final as to any party upon the 
mailing of a copy thereof to such party or to his 
attorney, or upon the mailing of a copy thereof to 
such party at bis last-known address. The Division 
of Employment Security and any party to a pro- 
ceeding before the board of review may secure 
judicial review of the final decision of the board of 
review. Any party not joining in the appeal shall 
be made a defendant; the board of review shall be 
deemed to be a party to any judicial action involv- 
ing the review of, or appeal from, any of its deci- 
sions, and may be represented in any such judicial 
action by any qualified attorney who may be a 
regular salaried employee of the board of review 
or has been designated by it for that purpose, or, 
at the board of review’s request, by the Attorney- 
General. 

(1) Failure to give notice. The failure of any 
public officer or employee at any time heretofore or 
hereafter to give notice of determination or deci- 
sion required in subsections (b), (c) and (e) of this 
section, as originally passed or amended, shall not 
relieve any employer’s account of any charge by 
reason of any benefits paid unless and until that 
employer can show to the satisfaction of the direc- 
tor of the division that the said benefits, in whole 
or in part, would not have been charged or charge- 
able to his account had such notice been given. Any 
determination hereunder by the director shall be 
subject to court review. 
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3. Section 43:21-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-19. As used in this chapter, unless the con- 
text clearly requires otherwise: 

(a) (1) ‘‘Annual payroll’’ means the total 
amount of wages paid during a calendar year (re- 
gardless of when earned) by an employer for 
employment. 

(2) ‘‘Average annual payroll’’ means the aver- 
age of the annual payrolls of any employer for the 
last 3 or 5 preceding calendar years, whichever 
average is higher, except that any year or years 
throughout which an employer has had no ‘‘annual 
payroll’’ because of military service shall be de- 
leted from the reckoning; the ‘‘average annual pay- 
roll”’ in such ease is to be determined on the basis 
of the prior 3 or 5 calendar years in each of which 
the employer had an ‘‘annual payroll”’ in the opera- 
tion of his business, if the employer resumes his 
business within 12 months after separation, dis- 
charge or release from such service, under 
conditions other than dishonorable, and makes 
application to have his ‘‘average annual payroll’’ 
determined on the basis of such deletion within 12 
months after he resumes his business; provided, 
however, that ‘‘average annual payroll’’ solely for 
the purposes of paragraph (3) of subsection (e) of 
section 43:21-7 of this Title means the average of 
the annual payrolls of any employer, on which he 
paid contributions to the State disability benefits 
fund, for the last 3 or 5 preceding calendar years, 
whichever average is higher; provided further, 
that only those wages be included on which em- 
ployer contributions have been paid on or before 
January 31 immediately preceding the beginning 
of the 12-months’ period for which the employer’s 
contribution rate is computed. 

(b) ‘‘Benefits’’ means the money payments pay- 
able to an individual, as provided in this chapter, 
with respect to his unemployment. 

(c) (1) The term ‘‘base year’’ with respect to 
benefit years commencing prior to January 1, 1953, 
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means the first 4 of the last 5 completed calendar 
quarters immediately preceding the first day of an 
individual’s benefit year; provided, that no calen- 
dar quarter shall comprise a part of more than 1 
base year. 

(2) ‘‘Base year’’ with respect to benefit years 
commencing on or after January 1, 1953, shall mean 
the 52 calendar weeks ending with the second week 
immediately preceding an individual’s benefit year. 

(d) ‘‘Benefit year’’ with respect to any individ- 
ual means the 364 consecutive calendar days begin- 
ning with the day on, or as of, which he first files a 
valid claim for benefits, and thereafter beginning 
with the day on, or as of, which the individual next 
files a valid claim for benefits after the termination 
of his last preceding benefit year. Any claim for 
benefits made in accordance with subsection (a) of 
section 43 :21-6 of this Title shall be deemed to be a 
‘‘valid claim’’ for the purpose of this subsection if 
(1) no remuneration was paid or is payable for the 
dav on which, or as of which he files a claim for 
benefits, and no work is available to him with his 
current employing unit on such day, or, he is un- 
employed for the week in which, or as of which, he 
files a claim for benefits; and (2) he has fulfilled the 
conditions imposed by subsection (e) of section 
43 :21-4 of this Title. 

(e) ‘‘Division’’ means the Division of Employ- 
ment Security of the Department of Labor and 
Industry established by chapter 446, P. L. 1948, and 
any transaction or exercise of authority by the di- 
rector of the division thereunder, or under this 
chapter (R. S. 43:21-1 et seq.), shall be deemed to 
be performed by the division. 

(f) ‘*Contributions’’ means the money payments 
to the State unemployment compensation fund re- 
quired by this chapter. 

(¢) ‘‘Employing unit’? means any individual or 
type of organization, including any partnership, as- 
sociation, trust, estate, joint-stock company, insur- 
ance company or corporation, whether domestic or 
foreign, or the receiver, trustee in bankruptcy, trus- 
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tee or successor thereof, or the legal representative 
of a deceased person, which has or subsequent to 
January 1, 1936, had in its employ 1 or more indi- 
viduals performing services for it within this State. 
All individuals performing services within this 
State for any employing unit which maintains 2 or 
more separate establishments within this State 
shall be deemed to be employed by a single employ- 
ing unit for all the purposes of this chapter. When- 
ever any employing unit contracts with or has 
under it any contractor or subcontractor for any 
employment which is part of its usual trade, occu- 
pation, profession, or business, unless the employ- 
ing unit as well as each such contractor or subcon- 
tractor is an employer by reason of subsection (c) 
of section 43 :21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of 
this section, the employing unit shall for all the pur- 
poses of this chapter be deemed to employ each 
individual in the employ of each such contractor or 
subcontractor for each day during which such in- 
dividual is engaged in performing such employ- 
ment; except that each such contractor or subcon- 
tractor who is an employer by reason of subsection 
(c) of section 43:21-8 of this Title or subsection 
(h) of this section, shall alone be lable for the 
contributions measured by wages payable to indi- 
viduals in his employ, and except that any employ- 
ing unit who shall become liable for and pay 
contributions with respect to individuals in the 
employ of any such contractor or subcontractor 
who is not an employer by reason of subsection (¢) 
of section 43 :21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of 
this section, may recover the same from such con- 
tractor or subcontractor. Each individual employed 
to perform or to assist in performing the work of 
any agent or employee of an employing unit shall 
be deemed to be employed by such employing unit 
for all the purposes of this chapter, whether such 
individual was hired or paid directly by such em- 
ploving unit or by such agent or employee; pro- 
vided, the employing unit had actual or constructive 
knowledge of the work. 
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(h) ‘‘Employer’’ means: 

(1) Any employing unit which for some portion 
of a day, but not necessarily simultaneously, in 
each of 20 different weeks, whether or not such 
weeks are or were consecutive, within either the 
current or the preceding calendar year, has or had 
in employment 4 or more individuals (irrespective 
of whether the same individuals are or were em- 
ployed in each such day) ; 

(2) Anv employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substantially 
all the assets thereof, of another which at the time 
of such acquisition was an employer subject to this 
chapter; 

(3) Any employing unit which acquired the or- 
ganization, trade or business, or substantially all 
the assets thereof, of another employing unit and 
which, if treated as a single unit with such other 
employing unit, would be an employer under para- 
graph (1) of this subsection; 

(4) Any employing unit which together with 1 
or more other employing units, is owned or con- 
trolled (by legally enforeible means or otherwise), 
directly or indirectly by the same interests, or 
which owns or controls 1 or more other employing 
units (by legally enforcible means or otherwise), 
and which, if treated as a single unit with such 
other employing unit or interest, would be an em- 
ployer under paragraph (1) of this subsection; 

(5) Any employing unit which, having become an 
employer under paragraphs (1), (2), (8) or (4), 
has not, under section 43 :21-8 of this Title, ceased 
to be an employer subject to this chapter; or 

(6) For the effective period of its election pur- 
suant to subseetion (c) of section 43:21-8 of this 
Title any other employing unit which has elected 
to become fully subject to this chapter. 

(i) (1) ‘‘Employment”’ means service, including 
service in interstate commerce performed for re- 
muneration or under any contract of hire, written 
or oral, express or implied. 
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(2) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall include an 
individual’s entire service performed within or 
both within and without this State if: 


(A) The service is localized in this State; or 

(B) The service is not localized in any State 
but some of the service is performed in this 
State, and (i) the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place 
from which such service is directed or con- 
trolled, is in this State; or (ii) the base of 
operations or place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is not in any State in 
which some part of the service is performed, 
but the individual’s residence is in this State. 


(3) Services performed within this State but not 
covered under paragraph (2) of this subsection 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter if contributions are not required and paid 
with respect to such services under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of the 
Federal Government. 


(4) Services not covered under paragraph (2) 
of this subsection, and performed entirely without 
this State, with respect to no part of which contri- 
butions are required and paid under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of the 
Federal Government, shall be deemed to be em- 
ployment subject to this chapter if the individual 
performing such services is a resident of this State 
and the division approves the election of the em- 
ploying unit for whom such services are performed 
that the entire service of such individual shall be 
deemed to be employment subject to this chapter; 
provided, written objections on the part of a sub- 
stantial proportion of such individuals affected are 
not presented to the division within 10 days follow- 
ing the filing of such election. 
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(5) Service shall be deemed to be localized 
within a State if 


(A) the service is performed entirely within 
such State; or 

(B) the service is performed both within 
and without such State, but the service per- 
formed without such State is incidental to the 
individual’s service within the State, for ex- 
ample, is temporary or transitory in nature or 
consists of isolated transactions. 


(6) Services performed by an individual for re- 
muneration shall be deemed to be employment sub- 
ject to this chapter unless and until it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the division that 


(A) such individual has been and will con- 
tinue to be free from control or direction over 
the performance of such service both under his 
contract of service and in fact; and 

(B) such service is either outside the usual 
course of the business for which such service 
is performed, or that such service is performed 
outside of all the places of business of the en- 
terprise for which such service is performed; 
and 

(C) such individual is customarily engaged 
in an independently established trade, occupa- 
tion, profession or business. 


(7) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall not include: 


(A) Agricultural labor ; 

(B) Domestic service in a private home; 

(C) Service performed by an individual in 
the employ of his son, daughter or spouse, and 
service performed by a child under the age of 
21 in the employ of his father or mother; 

(D) Service performed in the employ of this 
State or of any political subdivision thereof or 
of any instrumentality of this State or its po- 
litical subdivisions ; 
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(EK) Service performed in the employ of any 
other State or its political subdivisions, or of 
the United States Government, or of an instru- 
mentality of any other State or States or their 
political subdivisions or of the United States; 

(F) Services performed in the employ of a 
corporation, community chest, fund, or foun- 
dation, organized and operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, literary, hos- 
pital, benevolent, philanthropic, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals, no part of the net earnings 
of which inures to the benefit of any private 
shareholder or individual; 

(G) Services performed in the employ of 
fraternal beneficiary societies, orders, or asso- 
ciations operating under the lodge system or 
for the exclusive benefit of the members of a 
fraternity itself operating under the lodge sys- 
tem and providing for the payment of life, 
sick, accident or other benefits to the members 
of such society, order, or association, or their 
dependents ; 

(H) Services performed as an officer or 
other employee of any building and loan asso- 
ciation of this State, except where such serv- 
ices constitute the principal employment of the 
individual; services performed as an officer or 
other employee of any building and loan asso- 
ciation where such association is a member of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank System; services 
performed as an officer or other employee of 
any bank which is a member of the Federal Re- 
serve System; 

(1) Service performed after June 30, 1939, 
with respect to which unemployment compen- 
sation is pavable under the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094). 

(J) Service performed by agents of insur- 
ance companies, exclusive of industrial in- 
surance agents, or by agents of investment 
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companies, who are compensated wholly on a 
commission basis. 

(KK) Services performed by real estate sales- 
men or brokers who are compensated wholly 
on a commission basis. 

(L) Services performed in the employ of 
any veterans’ organization chartered by Act 
of Congress or of any auxiliary thereof, no 
part of the net earnings of which organization, 
or auxiliary thereof, inures to the benefit of 
any private shareholder or individual. 


(M) Service heretofore or hereafter per- 
formed for or in behalf of the owner or opera- 
tor of any theatre, ballroom, amusement hall 
or other place of entertainment, not in excess 
of 10 weeks in any calendar year for the same 
owner or operator, by any leader or musician 
of a band or orchestra commonly called a 
‘‘name band,’’ entertainer, vaudeville artist, 
actor, actress, singer or other entertainer. 

(N) Services performed by an individual 
for a labor union organization, known and 
recognized as a union local, as a member of a 
committee or committees reimbursed by the 
union local for time lost from regular employ- 
ment, or as a part-time officer of a union local 
and the remuneration for such services is less 
than $250.00 in a calendar vear. 


(j) ‘‘Employment office’’ means a free public 
emplovment office, or branch thereof operated by 
this State or maintained as a part of a State-con- 
trolled svstem of publie employment offices. 

(k) ‘‘Fund’’ means the unemployment compen- 
sation fund established by this chapter, to which 
all contributions required and from which all hene- 
fits provided under this chapter shall be paid. 

(1) ‘‘State’’ ineludes, in addition to the States of 
the United States of Ameriea, Alaska, Hawaii, and 
the District of Columbia. 
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(m) Unemployment. 

(1) An individual shall be deemed ‘‘unem- 
ployed’’ for any week during which he is not en- 
gaged in full-time work and with respect to which 
his remuneration is less than his weekly benefit 
rate. 

(2) The term ‘‘remuneration,’’ with respect to 
benetit years commencing prior to January 1, 1953, 
and as used in this subsection, shall include only 
that part of the same which exceeds $3.00 for any 
1 week. 

(3) An individual’s week of unemployment shall 
he deemed to commence only after his registration 
at an employment office, except as the division may 
by regulation otherwise prescribe. 

(n) ‘‘Unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund’? means the unemployment compensation 
administration fund established by this chapter 
from which administrative expenses under this 
chapter shall be paid. 

(o) ‘‘Wages’’ means remuneration payable by 
employers for employment prior to January 1, 
1947, and paid prior to such date; and means 
remuneration paid subsequent to December 31, 
1946, by employers for employment; provided, how- 
ever, that for eligibility and benefit purposes wages 
earned but not paid when the amount thereof has 
been calculated and is due as determined by the 
established and customary practices of the em- 
ployer shall be construed as having been paid when 
earned. 

(p) ‘‘Remuneration’’ means all compensation 
for personal services, including commissions and 
bonuses and the cash value of all compensation in 
anv medium other than cash. 

(q) ‘‘Week’’ means such period or periods of 7 
consecutive days ending at midnight, as the divi- 
sion may by regulation prescribe. 

(r) ‘‘Calendar quarter’’ means the period of 3 
consecutive calendar months ending on March 31, 
June 30, September 30, or December 31. 
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(s) ‘‘Investment company’’ means any company 
as defined in paragraph 1-a of chapter 322 of the 
laws of 1938, entitled ‘‘An act concerning invest- 
ment companies, and supplementing Title 17 of the 
Revised Statutes by adding thereto a new chapter 
entitled ‘investment companies.’ ’’ 

(t) ‘‘Base week’’ means any calendar week of an 
individual’s base year during which he earned in 
employment from an employer remuneration equal 
to not less than $15.00; provided, if in any calendar 
week, an individual is in employment with more 
than 1 employer, he may in such calendar week es- 
tablish a base week with respect to each such 
employer from whom the individual earns remu- 
neration equal to not less than $15.00 during such 
week, 

(u) ‘‘Average weekly wage’’ means the amount 
derived by dividing an individual’s total wages 
received during his base year base weeks from that 
most recent base year employer with whom he had 
established at least 17 base weeks by the number of 
base weeks in which such wages were earned. In 
the event that such claimant had no employer in his 
base year with whom he had established at least 17 
base weeks, then such individual’s average weekly 
wage shall be computed as if all of his base week 
wages were received from 1 employer and as if all 
his base weeks of employment had been performed 
in the employ of 1 employer. 

If on application of a claimant it is determined 
that he has been employed during at least the 4 
weeks immediately preceding his separation from 
employment by an employer on a substantially re- 
duced schedule of weekly hours due to lack of work, 
all weeks of substantially reduced schedule within 
the base period and his wages therefor shall be dis- 
regarded in computing his average weekly wage. 

(v) ‘‘Initial determination’’ means, subject to 
the provisions of R. 8. 43:21-6 (b) and (3), a 
determination of benefit rights as measured by an 
eligible individual’s base year employment with a 
single employer covering all periods of employment 
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with that employer during the base year. Subject 
to the provisions of R. 8. 43:21-38 (d) (8) an indi- 
vidual has been in employment in his base year 
with more than 1 employer, no benefits shall be 
paid to that individual under any successive initial 
determination until his benefit rights have been ex- 
hausted under the next preceding initial determina- 
tion. 

(w) ‘‘Last date of emplovment’’ means the last 
calendar day in the base year of an individual on 
which he performed services in employment for a 
viven employer. 

(x) ‘‘Most recent base year employer’’ means 
that employer with whom the individual most re- 
cently, in point of time, performed services in 
employment in the base year.

Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:18-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04:18-1. Nach insurer, not organized under the 
laws of this State, which takes fire insurance risks 
on property in this State, shall on or before March 
1 in each vear, cause to be made to the treasurer 
of the duly incorporated firemen’s relief associa- 
tion of each municipality, portion of a township 
or fire distriet in which any property on which the 
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insurer has taken a fire insurance risk is situate, 
a true return in writing, verified by the oath of an 
officer or representative of the insurer, showing the 
amount of all premiums received by the insurer, or 
agreed to be paid to it, during the 12 months ending 
December 31 of the preceding year, for insurance 
by the insurer against loss or injury by fire upon 
real or personal property, (except automobiles and 
aireraft unless stored for sale) including loss of 
use thereof, in the municipality, portion of a town- 
ship or fire district. The insurer shall, on or before 
March 1 of each year, pay to the treasurer the sum 
of 2% upon the amount of all the premiums so re- 
ecived or agreed to be paid during the 12 months 
ending December 31 of the preceding vear. Such 
insurer May, upon prior notice to the treasurer of 
each duly incorporated firemen’s relief association 
of each municipality, portion of a township or fire 
district, request any regularly appointed agents of 
the insurer, or any brokers who may have placed 
any insurance in the insurer, to make the return and 
the payment herein provided to be made by the 
insurer, but any such payment, when brought to the 
notice of the insurer, may be accounted for by it, 
under oath, and deducted from any payment so 
made by it. 

If the insurer fails to comply herewith, and the 
failure is reported to the commissioner of banking 
and insurance in writing, attested by the oath of the 
treasurer of a duly incorporated firemen’s relief 
association, the commissioner shall forthwith re- 
voke the certificate of authority issued to the in- 
surer, and, until the provisions of this chapter have 
been comphed with by the insurer, it shall not 
transact further business in this State. 

2. Section 54:18-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04:18-2. If a person residing or having an office 
or place of business in this State shall, in the capa- 
city either of agent or broker, effect, or cause to be 
effected, any insurance, or shall receive any appli- 
cation for the effecting of insurance upon property 
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in a municipality, portion of a township or fire dis- 
trict in this State, which shall have a duly incor- 
porated firemen’s relief association, and shall 
directly or indirectly place the insurance or cause 
the same to be placed in an insurer not organized 
under the laws of this State, the agent or broker 
mav, upon request of the insurer (as set forth in 
section 54:18-1) make a return to the treasurer 
of the duly incorporated firemen’s relief associa- 
tion of the municipality, portion of a township or 
fire district, in which the property is situate, on or 
before March 1 in each year, containing an account, 
under oath, of all premiums received by him, or by 
any other person for him, or agreed to be paid, 
during the 12 months ending December 31 of the 
preceding year, for insurance against loss or injury 
by fire upon real or personal property (except auto- 
mobiles and aircraft unless stored for sale) includ- 
ing loss of use thereof in the municipality, portion 
of a township or fire district, which insurance shall 
have been placed by him, or by any other person 
for him, or at his request, in any insurer not or- 
ganized under the laws of this State. Such agent 
or broker shall, on or before March 1 of each year, 
pay to the treasurer of the firemen’s relief associa- 
tion the sum of 2% upon the amount of all the pre- 
miums received or agreed to be paid as aforesaid 
within the 12 months ending December 31 of the 
preceding year. 

3. Section 54:18-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:18-3. Every agent or broker, residing or hav- 
ing an office or place of business in this State, 
requested by the insurer to make the return and 
payment as set forth in section 54:18-2 shall keep 
accurate books of account of all business done by 
him as agent or broker for which such a return is 
required, in which shall be put down the name of 
the insured, the date and expiration of the insur- 
ance, a description of the property insured, a state- 
ment of its location, the amount of the insurance 
and of the premium paid therefor. If any such 
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agent or broker fails, neglects or refuses to comply 
with any provisions of this chapter, or in case any 
fraud or dishonesty in the returns, hereinbefore 
provided to be made by him, is apparent or becomes 
known, the treasurer of a duly incorporated fire- 
men’s relief association injured thereby may obtain 
an order from a judge of the County Court of the 
county in which the association is located, compel- 
ling the agent or broker to produce in the court his 
books of account for examination by the court. 

4+. Section 54:18-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:18-4. Any such agent or broker who fails, 
neglects or refuses to keep books of account as 
aforesaid, or to produce them in the County Court 
upon an order of the court, or to make proper and

The meeting 
shall be held upon such notice as the by-laws pro- 
vide, and in the absence of such provision, upon 
10 days’ notice given personally or by mail, which 
notice shall contain a copy or summary of the 
resolution. If % of the members having voting 
powers present at such meeting and voting shall 
vote in favor of such amendment, change or altera- 
tion, the corporation shall make a certificate thereof 
under its seal and the hands of its president or vice- 
president and secretary or assistant secretary, 
which certificate shall be acknowledged or proved 
as in the case of deeds of real estate and shall be 
filed in the office of the Secretary of State. There- 
upon the corporation’s certificate of incorporation,

and that of each commissioner at $6,000.00. 

The said salaries shall be payable in installments 
in the same manner as in the case of the other of- 
ficials of the municipality. 

2. This act shall take effect January 1, 1956.

An Acr to provide for the establishment of a re- 
search and training center for the mentally re- 
tarded, the commitment and admission of persons 
thereto, the general administration thereof, sup- 
plementing Title 30 of the Revised Statutes, and 
providing for the transfer of certain land, build- 
ing and property, and appropriating moneys for 
the purposes of this act. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby created and established within 
the Department of Institutions and Agencies a 
research and training center for conducting re- 
search in the field of mental deficiency, for training 
instructors in the care, treatment and training of 
mentally-retarded persons in other institutions, for 
the rapid treatment of such persons so as to permit 
their return to the community in a constructive 
capacity, and to serve as a resource for training 
teachers, in co-operation with the Department of 
Education, in the education and training of such 
persons in the public schools. 

2. The research and training center shall admit 
and provide care and treatment for such patients 
as the Commissioner of the Department of Institu- 
tions and Agencies may deem to be in accord with 
the objects and purposes of this act, including a 
limited number of nonresident patients of special 
types for research and training purposes. 


3. The research and training center shall be fully 
equipped with all modern scientific equipment and 
shall be provided with a staff of competent special- 
ists in the fields of the physical and social sciences, 
to the end that full and complete research, training 
and treatment services will be provided. The re- 
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search and training center shall be so administered 
as to promote research and development in the care, 
treatment, training and prevention of mental 
disabilities, and to serve as a resource to the De- 
partment of Kducation in the training of persons 
qualified to teach mentally retarded children. 

4. The management, direction and control of the 
research and training center shall be vested in the 
Commissioner of the Department of Institutions 
and Agencies. No board of managers shall be ap- 
pointed for the center, and the commissioner shall 
perform those duties and functions which would 
otherwise be performed by such board. 

5. The research and training center shall be 
undex the direct supervision of the superintendent, 
who shall be appointed, with the approval of the 
State Board of Control, by the commissioner and 
who shall serve at the will of the commissioner. 
Such further specialists in the fields of the physical 
and social sciences shall be appointed to the staff, 
together with such other assistants as shall appear 
necessary, subject to the provisions of Title 11 of 
the Revised Statutes. 

6. Except as otherwise provided for herein, the 
management, operation and administration of the 
center and the disposition and release of all persons 
admitted thereto shall be in conformity with the 
provisions of Title 30 of the Revised Statutes. 

7. There may be such segregations of all persons 
admitted to the center based upon treatment, chron- 
ological or mental age, sex, and nature of their 
physical and mental condition as the superintend- 
ent may deem advisable. 

8. Patients may be admitted to the center (a) 
by transfer from other institutions under the juris- 
diction of the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies on order of transfer signed by the com- 
missioner thereof, or (b) upon the approval by the 
commissioner of an application of the next of kin 
by blood or marriage or the parent, guardian or 
person standing in loco parentis of any mentally- 
deficient person whose admission is sought. Such 
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application shall be upon forms prescribed by the 
commissioner and accompanied by proper certifi- 
cations of 2 physicians that the person is mentally 
deficient. The person making such application shall 
consent to receive the patient upon his discharge by 
the center. 

9. The superintendent, with the approval of the 
commissioner, may discharge those patients who 
have received sufficient training as to be able to 
adjust satisfactorily to a free or sheltered release. 
The superintendent, with the consent of the com- 
missioner, may transfer to other State institutions 
those patients who, after a reasonable time, are 
unable to be trained sufficiently to warrant dis- 
charge. 

10. The Board of Control of Institutions and 
Agencies may, with the approval of the State House 
(Commission, by agreement with any other Depart- 
ment of the State Government, provide for the 
transfer and conveyance of any lands, buildings, 
property and equipment of such department which 
said department and the State House Commission 
shall determine to be no longer used or useful for 
the purposes of said department and which the 
Board of Control of Institutions and Agencies may 
determine to be useful to carry out the purposes of 
this act and when the same have been so trans- 
ferred, the same may be used for the research and 
training center provided to be established by this 
act or in conjunetion therewith thereafter. 

11. There is hereby appropriated the sum of 
¢1,500,000.00 to the Department of Institutions and 
Agencies to carry out the purposes of this act. 

12. This act shall take effect immediately.

the director, before the end of the fifth day next 
succeeding the day on which the mortgage was ex- 
ecuted, excluding any day on which the office of the 
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director is not open for business, the certificate of 
ownership of the mortgaged motor vehicle, together 
with a statement of the encumbrance on a form 
prescribed by the director; otherwise there shall 
be the same result of failure to record as provided 
in section 46 :28-5 of the title Property.

CHAPTER 212 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘An act for the establishment of 
a police and firemen’s retirement system for the 
police and firemen of a municipality, county or 
political subdivision thereof,’’ approved May 23, 
1944 (P. L. 1944, ¢. 255). 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Seetion 13 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

13. (1) The general administration and respon- 
sibility for the proper operation of the retirement 
system and for making effective the provisions of 
this act are hereby vested in a board of trustees 
which shall be organized immediately after 3 of the 
trustees provided for in this section have qualified 
and taken the oath of office. 

(2) The board shall consist of 9 trustees as fol- 
lows: 


(a) Four members to be appointed by the 
Governor for a term of 3 years, who shall be 
private citizens of the State of New Jersey 
who are neither an officer thereof nor a member 
of any police or fire department thereof. 

(b) The State Treasurer, ex officio. 

(c) Two policemen and 2 firemen who shall be 
members of the system and who shall be elected 
by the members of the system for a term of 4 
years according to such rules and regulations 
as the board of trustees shall adopt to govern 
such election; provided, however, that the term 
of office of the first 2 trustees so elected shall 
begin immediately following their election and 
shall expire July 1, 1946, and July 1, 1948, in 
the order named. The term of the second po- 
liceman trustee shall begin July 1, 1955, and 
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expire on the same date as the first policeman 
trustee. The term of the second fireman trus- 
tee shall begin July 1, 1955, and expire on the 
same date as the first fireman trustee. There- 
after the terms of the 2 policemen trustees 
shall run concurrently with each other for 4 
vears, and the terms of the 2 firemen trustees 
shall run eoneurrently with cach other for 4 
vears, 


(3) Each trustee shall, within 10 days after his 
appointment or eleetion, take an oath of office that, 
so far as it devolves upon him he will diligently and 
honestly administer the affairs of the said board, 
and that he will not knowingly violate or willingly 
permit to be violated any of the provisions of the 
law applicable to the retirement system. Such oath 
shall be subseribed by the member making it, and 
certified by the officer before whom it is taken, and 
immediately filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

(4) If a vacancy oceurs in the office of a trustee, 
the vacaney shall be filled for the unexpired term 
in the same manner as the office was previously 
filled. 

(5) The trustees shall serve without compensa- 
tion, but they shall be reimbursed from the expense 
fund for all necessary expenses that they may i- 
eur throueh service on the board. 

(6) Hach trustee shall be entitled to 1 vote in the 
board. Five votes shall be necessary for a decision 
by the trustees at anv meeting of said board. 

(7) Subject to the Limitations of this act, the 
board of trustees shall, from time to time. establish 
rules and regulations for the administration of the 
funds created by this act and for the transaction of 
its business. 

(S) The board of trustees shall eleet from its 
membership a chairman and shall by a majority 
vote of all its members appoint a secretary, who 
may be, but need not be, 1 of its members. It shall 
engaee such actuarial and other service as shall be 
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required to transact the business of the retirement 
system. The compensation of all persons engaged 
by the board of trustees, and all other expenses of 
the board necessary for the operation of the retire- 
ment system shall be paid at such rates and in such 
amounts as the board of trustees shall approve, 
from moneys in the expense fund. 

(9) The board of trustees shall keep in conven- 
ient form such data as shall be necessary for actu- 
arial valuation of the various funds of the retire- 
ment system, and for checking the experience of the 
system. 

(10) The board of trustees shall keep a record 
of all of its proceedings which shall be open to pub- 
he inspection. It shall publish annually a report 
showing the fiscal transactions of the retirement 
system for the preceding year, the amount of the 
accumulated cash and securities of the system, and 
the last balance sheet showing the financial condi- 
tion of the system by means of an actuarial valua- 
tion of the assets and liabilities of the retirement 
system. 

(11) The Attorney-General of the State of New 
Jersey shall be the legal adviser of the board of 
trustees. 

(12) The board of trustees shall designate a med- 
ical board to be composed of 1, 2 or 3 physicians 
as the board shall designate who are not eligible to 
participate in the retirement system. If required, 
other physicians may be employed to report on spe- 
cial cases. The medical board shall arrange for and 
pass upon all medical examinations required under 
the provisions of this act, shall investigate all es- 
sential statements and certificates by or on behalf 
of a member in connection with an application for 
disability retirement, and shall report in writing to 
the board of trustees its conclusions and recom- 
mendations upon all matters referred to it. 

(13) The board of trustees shall designate an 
actuary who shall be the technical advisor of the 
board of trustees on matters regarding the opera- 
tion of the funds created by the provisions of this 
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act, and shall perform such other duties as are re- 
quired in connection therewith. 

(14) Immediately after the establishment of the 
retirement system, the actuary shall prepare and 
submit to the board of trustees the mortality and 
service tables which he recommends to the board 
for adoption. Having regard to such recommenda- 
tion, the board shall adopt for the retirement sys- 
tem such mortality and service tables as shall be 
deemed necessary, and shall certify the rates of 
contribution payable under the provisions of this 
act. At least once in each 5-year period following 
the establishment of the system, the actuary shall 
make an actuarial investigation into the mortality, 
service and compensation experience of the mem- 
bers and beneficiaries of the retirement system, 
and, taking into account the results of such investi- 
gation, the board of trustees shall adopt for the 
retirement system such mortality, service and other 
tables as shall be deemed necessary and shall cer- 
tify the rates of contribution payable under the 
provisions of this act. 

(15) The board of trustees from time to time 
shall set the rate of regular interest at such per 
centum rate compounded annually as shall be de- 
termined by the board to be equitable in its judg- 
ment, both to members and to the taxpayers of the 
State, such rate to be limited to a minimum of 2% 
and a maximum of 4%, with the rate of 3% ap- 
plicable until changed by the board. 

(16) On the basis of such tables as the board of 
trustees shall adopt and regular interest, the actu- 
ary shall make an annual valuation of the assets 
and habilities of the funds of the system created 
by this act. 

(17) The various funds created by this act shall 
be subject to the supervision of the Department of 
Banking and Insurance of the State of New Jersey. 

(18) Each policeman or fireman member of the 
board of trustees shall be entitled to time off from 
his municipal or county duty, with pay, during the 
periods of his attendance upon regular or special 
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meetings of the board of trustees or its duly ap- 
pointed committees, and such time off shall include 
reasonable travel time required in connection there- 
with. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved September 21, 1955. 


CHAPTER 213 


Aw Act concerning disorderly persons, and supple- 
menting chapter 170 of Title 2A of the New Jer- 
sey Statutes. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who exacts, procures, solicits, ac- 
cepts or uses, any statement, report, or certificate 
falsely stating a completion of all labor performed 
or materials furnished, for the erection, construc- 
tion, completion, alteration, improvement, repair 
or addition to any building or structure in advance 
of the full or substantial completion thereof, know- 
ing such statement to be false, is a disorderly per- 
son. Any person who, directly or indirectly, know- 
ingly aids, requests or authorizes any person to 
violate any of the provisions of this act is guilty of 
a violation of the provisions thereof and is a dis- 
orderly person. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved September 21, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 214 


Aw Acr to authorize and permit the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Public Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem to purchase group life insurance from 1 or 
more life insurance companies to provide mem- 
bers of the Public Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
ten with death benefits, and supplementing the 
‘Public Employees’ Retirement-Social Security 
Integration Act,’’ approved June 28, 1954 (P. L. 
1954, ¢. 84). 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The Board of Trustees of the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System is hereby authorized 
and permitted to purchase from 1 or more life in- 
surauce companies, as determined by it, a policy 
or policies of group life insurance to provide for 
the benefits specified in sections 41, 45, 46, 48 and 
o7 of chapter 84 of the laws of 1954. 

2. Any life insurance company must meet the fol- 
lowing requirements in order to qualify under see- 
tion 1 of this aet; (a) be licensed under the laws of 
the State of New Jersey to transact life and acci- 
dental death insurance, and (b) the amount of its 
eroup life insurance in the State of New Jersey 
other than group creditors insurance shall at the 
time said insurance is to be purchased equal at least 
% of the total amount of such group life insurance 
in the State of New Jersey in all life insurance 
companies. 

3. The Board of Trustees of the Public Employ- 
ees’ Retirement System may, in its discretion, de- 
termine to purchase group insurance coverage for 
cither the noneontributory death benefit provisions 
as provided for in chapter 84 of the laws of 1954 
or for additional death benefit coverage as provided 
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for in section 57 of chapter 84 of the laws of 1954. 
The Board of Trustees of the Public Employees’ 
Retirement System may also, in its discretion, de- 
termine to purchase group insurance coverage for 
both the noncontributory death benefit provisions 
as provided for in chapter 84 of the laws of 1954 
and for the additional death benefit coverage as 
provided for in section 57 of chapter 84 of the laws 
of 1954. The Board of Trustees of the Public Km- 
ployees’ Retirement System may also, in its discre- 
tion, determine not to purchase any group insurance 
coverage for the death benefit provisions provided 
in chapter 84 of the laws of 1954. 

4. In the event that the Board of Trustees of the 
Public Employees’ Retirement System shall deter- 
mine to purchase group coverage for the noncon- 
tributory death benefits, premiums for same shall 
be paid from the contingent reserve fund estab- 
lished by section 24 of chapter 84 of the laws of 
1954. In the event the Board of Trustees of the 
Public Employees’ Retirement System shall deter- 
mine to purchase group coverage for the optional 
contributory death benefits, premiums for same 
shall be paid from the members’ death benefit fund 
established by section 28 of chapter 84 of the laws 
of 1954. In the event both noneontributory and ad- 
ditional death benefit coverage are included in the 
same group life policy, any dividend or retrospec- 
tive rate credit allowed under the policy shall be 
credited to the aforesaid funds in an equitable man- 
ner. 

5. In the event that the Board of Trustees of the 
Public Employees’ Retirement System shall deter- 
mine to purchase group insurance coverage for the 
additional death benefit coverage, each member 
selecting the additional death benefit coverage shall 
agree to the deduction of a percentage of his com- 
pensation determined from a schedule of contribu- 
tions to be established by the Board of Trustees 
of the Public Employees’ Retirement System. The 
schedule of contributions shall be established by 
said board of trustees on a basis it deems appro- 
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priate and shall be subject to adjustment by said 
board of trustees from time to time for the purpose 
of maintaining the members’ death benefit fund es- 
tablished by section 28 of chapter 84 of the laws of 
1954 at a level sufficient to meet the obligations of 
the fund for the cost of the insurance. 

6. Any such group policy or policies shall inelude, 
with respect to any insurance terminating because 
the member ceases to be eligible for participation 
under the Public Employees’ Retirement System or 
beeause of termination of service for reasons other 
than retirement, the conversion privilege available 
upon termination of employment as prescribed by 
the law relating to group life insurance; and shall 
also include, with respect to insurance terminating 
because of termination of the group policy result- 
ing from a termination of the death benefits for all 
members established under sections 41, 45, 46, 48 
and 57 of chapter 84 of the laws of 1954, the con- 
version privilege available upon termination of the 
eroup policy as preseribed by such law. Any such 
group policy or policies shall also provide that if 
a member dies during the 31-day period during 
which he would be entitled to exercise the conver- 
sion privilege, the amount of insurance with respect 
to which he could have exercised the conversion 
privilege shall be paid as a claim under the group 
poliey. 

If any member who has exercised the conversion 
privilege under the group policy or policies again 
becomes a member of the Public Employees’ Re- 
tirement System, and the individual policy obtained 
pursuant to the conversion privilege is still in force, 
he shall not again be eligible for any of the death 
benefits provided by chapter 84 of the laws of 1954 
unless he furnishes satisfactory evidence of insur- 
ability. 

7. Benefits under such group policy or policies 
shall be paid by the company to such person, if liv- 
ing, as the member shall have nominated by written 
designation duly executed and filed with the insur- 
ance company through the board of trustees, other- 
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wise to the executors or administrators of the mem- 
ber’s estate; except that if the board of trustees 
accepts from the member during his lifetime a re- 
quest directing that the retirement system rather 
than the insurance company make payment of any 
death benefit in equal annual installments over a 
period of years or as a life annuity and such request 
is effective upon his death, or if the board of trus- 
tees accepts from a beneficiary to whom payment 
would otherwise be made by the insurance company 
in one sum a similar request for payment by the 
retirement system in equal annual installments over 
a period of years or as a life annuity, the insurance 
company shall make payment of the death benefit 
to which such request for payment pertains in one 
sum directly to the retirement system, and the re- 
tirement system shall thereupon make payment to 
the beneficiary in the manner directed by the mem- 
bev or the beneficiary as the case may be, and ex- 
cept, further, that if a member dies in active service 
as a result of accident and claim is made and al- 
lowed under section 49 of chapter 84 of the laws of 
1954, the death benefit pavable under the policy in 
such case, exclusive of any additional death benefit 
provided by section 57 of said chapter, shall, in heu 
of being paid as aforesaid be paid to the retirement 
svstem to be eredited to the contingent reserve 
fund established by section 24 of chapter 84 of the 
laws of 1954 and paid therefrom in accordance with 
said section 24. A member may file with the insur- 
ance company through the board of trustees and 
alter from time to time during his lifetime, as de- 
sired, a duly attested written nomination of his 
payee for the death benefit. 

8. Any such group poliev or policies shall provide 
that payment of any death benefits which are pay- 
able by the insurance company may be made in 1 
sum directly to the beneficiary as hereinafter pro- 
vided, in equal annual installments over a period 
of years or as a life annuity or in such other man- 
ner as may be made available by the insurance 
company. A member may make such arrangements 
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for settlement, and may alter from time to time 
during his lifetime any arrangement previously 
made, by making written request to the insurance 
company through the board of trustees. Upon the 
death of a member, a beneficiary to whom a benefit 
is payable in 1 sum by the insurance company may 
likewise arrange for a settlement as described 
above. Any arrangement for payment under the 
group policy to a beneficiary other than the retire- 
ment system shall be in leu of that provided by 
sections 41, 45, 46, 48 and 57 of chapter 84 of the 
laws of 1954. 

9. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any Insurance company or companies issuing such 
policy or policies may credit the Public Employees’ 
Retirement System, in the form of reduced pre- 
miums, with savings by said company or companies 
in the event that no brokerage commission or com- 
missions are paid by said company or companies 
on the issuance of such policy or policies. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 215 


Aw Act to authorize the conveyance of a right-of- 
way and easement in certain lands of the State 
of New Jersey situate in the township of Ches- 
terfield, Burlington county, New Jersey, to 
Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Corporation, a 
corporation of the State of Delaware. 


Wuereas, Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Cor- 
poration, a corporation of the State of Delaware, 
authorized to do business in New Jersey, is author- 
ized and empowered by a Certificate of Public Con- 
venience and Necessity issued to it by the Federal 
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Power Commission on December 28, 1954, pursuant 
to the Natural Gas Act (June 21, 1938, chapter 556, 
52 Stat. 821, U.S. C. A., Title 15, see. 717, et seq.) 
and amendments thereto, to construct, operate and 
maintain as an extension of its existing facilities 
for the transportation of gas in interstate com- 
meree, a pipeline with its appurtenant facilities, 
from a point on its existing main line in Hopewell 
township, Mercer county, New Jersey, to its exist- 
ing meter station in Deptford township, Gloucester 
county, New Jersey; and 


Wuereas, Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line Cor- 
poration is also a ‘‘natural gas pipeline utility’’ 
within the meaning of the Natural Gas Safety Act 
of New Jersey (R. 8. 48:10-3); and 


Wuereas, Acting pursuant to the authority of 
the aforesaid Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity, it is necessary that Transcontinental 
Gas Pipe Line Corporation acquire from the State 
of New Jersey a right-of-way and easement for its 
pipe line operations over, under and through cer- 
tain lands in the township of Chesterfield, county 
of Burlington, New Jersey, which right-of-way and 
easement is hereinafter more particularly de- 
seribed; and 


Wuereas, Proper notice of intention to apply for 
the passage of this act has been given and duly 
published; now, therefore, 


Be tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State House Commission is hereby au- 
thorized to grant and convey by good and sufficient 
deed, in the name of and in behalf of the State of 
New Jersey, to Transcontinental Gas Pipe Line 
Corporation, a corporation of the State of Dela- 
ware, its suecessors and assigns, at a fair market 
value to be determined by the State House Com- 
mission, but in no event for a consideration less 
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than $5,000.00, a right-of-way and easement for the 
purposes of laying, constructing, maintaining, op- 
erating, repairing, altering, replacing and remov- 
ing, from time to time, pipelines, together with 
valves, tie-overs and other appurtenant facilities, 
for the transportation of natural gas over, under 
and through all those tracts or parcels of land here- 
inafter described, situate, lying and being in the 
township of Chesterfield, county of Burlington and 
State of New Jersey, to wit: 

Beginning at the point of intersection of the cen- 
terline of Groveville Road with the northwesterly 
right of way line of the New Jersey Turnpike, and 
running thence (1) North 44 degrees 05 minutes 
00.7 seconds East along the northwesterly right of 
way line of said Turnpike 1621 feet to the point of 
intersection of the said northwesterly right of way 
line of the Turnpike with the division line between 
the lands of the State of New Jersey and lands of 
Woodrow W. Kehr and wife; thence with the same 
(2) north 80 degrees 20 minutes 39.3 seconds west, 
36.87 feet; thence parallel with and 30 feet distant 
from the said northwesterly right of way line of the 
Turnpike (3) South 44 degrees 05 minutes 00.7 sec- 
onds West, 1569 feet to a point in the centerline of 
Groveville Road, thence with the centerline of 
Groveville Road, (4) South 3 degrees 36 minutes 
O7 seconds West, a distance of 42.4 feet, more or 
less to the place of Beginning.

Together with the right to enter upon, clear off, 
and use for initial construction purposes only, an 
additional strip of land 45 feet in width parallel 
with and contiguous to the northwesterly side of 
the above described strip of land; and 

The right to enter upon, clear off, and use for 
initial construction purposes only an additional 
strip of land 42 feet in width over and across that 
certain 7.5 acre parcel of land conveyed to the State 


of New Jersey by the New Jersey Turnpike Au- © 


thority by deed dated July 9, 1953 and recorded in 
the Deed Records of Burlington County in Deed 
Book 1157 at Page 391, the southeasterly boundary 
line of said strip of land being along the division 
line between the land of the State of New Jersey 
and a 33 foot strip of land retained by the New 
Jersey Turnpike Authority parallel with and con- 
tiguous to the northwesterly line of the right of 
way of the Turnpike.

CHAPTER 216, LAWS OF 1955 


CHAPTER 216 


Aw Act concerning Palisades Interstate Park and 
Palisades Interstate Park Commission, and 
amending section 32:14-20 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Seetion 32:14-20 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


32:14-20. Palisades Interstate Park Commission 
may erect and operate elevators and escalators at 
such places in the park as it may deem necessary 
or expedient. The commission may provide and 
operate or provide by lease, charter, concession, 
exclusive or nonexclusive privilege, or otherwise, 
for the operation of such other facilities, including 
hotels, restaurants, stands, booths, amusements, 
docks, wharves, and any and all means of trans- 
portation to, from or in said park, for the use and 
enjoyment of such park by the public and for in- 
creasing the accessibility thereof to the public as 
it may deem to be necessary or expedient. The 
commission may also provide at its discretion, by 
proper rules or regulations, the terms upon and the 
manner in which all of such facilities may be used. 
The commission shall not issue or consent to li- 
censes, privileges or franchises to individuals or 
corporations for the operation for private profit of 
any facility, utility or device within the portions of 
the park in this State, except upon terms which will 
limit the operation of such licenses, franchises or 
privileges to a period not exceeding 20 vears in any 
event. No such license, privilege or franchise shall 
be authorized or awarded except after proper ad- 
vertisement and to the responsible person who will, 
in open competition, offer to pav to the commission 
the highest return therefor. All proceeds derived 
from the operation of such facilities or from any 
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of the operations of the commission in this State 
shall be used by the commission for the develop- 
ment and management of the portions of the park 
in this State. The commission shall have power to 
make, alter, amend and repeal rules and regulations 
for the use and government of the park as located 
within the limits of the State of New Jersey, and 
of such parts of the State, county and other public 
highways as le within the boundaries of such por- 
tions of the park and of all lands, parks and park- 
ways in this State under the jurisdiction of the 
commission. No such rule or regulation made by 
the commission relating to traffic on the roads under 
the jurisdiction of the commission in the State of 
New Jersey shall require the approval of any other 
commission or of any board nor the holding of a 
public hearing in connection with the adoption of 
such rule or regulation. No such rule or regula- 
tion heretofore made by the commission relating 
to such traffic shall be deemed to have required the 
approval of any other commission or board or the 
holding of any public hearing in connection with 
the adoption of such rule or regulation. [very 
person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
such rules and regulations shall be liable to a pen- 
alty for each offense of a fine of not more than 
$50.00 or imprisonment in the county jail for a term 
not more than 30 days, or both. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 217 


Aw Acr concerning disorderly persons and pro- 
hibiting the operation of, or any attempt or 
agreement to operate, any motor vehicle on a 
public highway in a race with any other motor 
vehicle or for the purpose of making a speed 
record and the arranging for, managing, encour- 
aging or assisting in the holding of, or in any 
attempt to hold, any such race or speed race 
event. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. A person who shall operate or attempt or 
agree to operate a motor vehicle on a public high- 
way in a race with any other motor vehicle or for 
the purpose of making a speed record or who shall 
arrange for, manage, encourage, or assist in, the 
holding of, or the attempting to hold, any such race 
or speed race event, is a disorderly person, and, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00 for the first 
offense and for each subsequent offense a fine of 
not less than $100.00 nor more than $200.00 or by 
imprisonment for not more than 90 days or both. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved September 27, 1955. 
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CHAPTER 218 


Aw Act to authorize the creation of a State debt by 
the issuance of bonds of the State of New Jersey 
in the aggregate principal amount of $100,000,- 
000.00 for the purpose of acquiring, constructing 
and developing dependable public water supplies 
for domestic and industrial uses and facilities 
appurtenant thereto, in any part of this State as 
need appears, and providing the ways and means 
to pay the interest of such debt and also to pay 
and discharge the principal thereof. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This act shall be known as and may be cited 
as the New Jersey Water Supply Bond Act. 

2. The Legislature hereby finds that— 

(a) Adequate supplies of wholesome water are 
essential to the health, welfare, commerce and 
prosperity of the people of the State. Such sup- 
plies will be best developed by plans, to be put into 
effect in stages during a period of years. The 
formulation and execution of such plans cannot 
safely be allowed to wait until the shortage of 
water in the State becomes critical in all parts of 
the State. 

(b) In order to serve the needs of a growing 
population and industrial development within this 
State, and to provide the increased water supplies 
demanded by modern living and manufacture, it is 
necessary and desirable to construct and provide 
large-scale water supplies which anticipate State- 
wide needs of up to 50 years in the future, and such 
needs are beyond the financial capacity or proper 
responsibility of existing public and private water 
supply systems. 

(ce) It is necessary to supplement and integrate 
existing public and private water supplies in order 
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to meet the present and future needs of the people 
of the State for adequate supplies of water. 

(d) The planning and development of adequate 
additional supplies of water will best be accom- 
plished by the issuance of State bonds to pay the 
cost thereof. 

(e) An ample and adequate water supply is of 
special benefit to the region directly affeeted, and is 
of general benefit to the entire State in enhancing: 
the health, safety and economic welfare of our in- 
terdependent areas of residence, employment and 
recreation. 

3. (a) The Legislature further finds that upon 
the basis of independent engineering studies and 
a report thereof made by the Legislative Commis- 
sion on Water Supply (pursuant to J. R. No. 3, of 
1955), by report dated August 1, 1955, the water 
needs and resources of the State may be analvzed 
with reference to 4 regions: 

J. Northeastern Metropolitan Region—Bergen, 
Hudson, Essex, Middlesex, Passaic and Union coun- 
ties. 

Il. Coastal Region—Atlantic, Cape May, Cum- 
berland, Monmouth and Ocean counties. 

IIT. Southwestern Metropolitan Region—Bur- 
lington, Camden, Gloucester, Mereer and Salem 
counties. 

IV. Northwestern Metropolitan Region—Hunt- 
erdon, Morris, Somerset, Sussex and Warren coun- 
ties. 

According to the engineering findings all 4 
regions, with the possible exception of Region IV, 
have important water problems which must be 
solved without undue delay, and the condition of 
Region I] is critical. This region accounts for ap- 
proximately 71% of total present water consump- 
tion in the State. The engineering studies conclude 
that Region I above ‘‘faces a critical situation with 
consumption rapidly approaching the dependable 
vield of existing supply systems.’’ With respect 
to this region, it is the conclusion of the engineers 
upon completion of population and water consump- 
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tion studies that ‘‘the available dependable supplies 
may equal demand before a major new system can 
be completed by 1960 or 1961 and that even with 
the completion of a new 200 mgd (million gallons 
daily) supply the demand may again approach de- 
pendable yields less reasonable reserve by 1975.”’ 

(b) The Legislature therefore finds and deter- 
mines that the health, welfare, commerce and pros- 
perity of the people of the State require immediate 
action on the water problem of Region I with con- 
current development of appropriate action with 
respect to Regions I, III, and IV. 

4. As used in this act, unless the context indicates 
another or different meaning or intent:

(c) ‘‘Construet’’ and ‘‘econstruction’’? mean, in 
addition to the usual meanings thereof, acts of con- 
struction, reconstruction, replacement, extension, 
improvement and betterment of a water supply 
system. 

(d) ‘*Cost’’ means, in addition to the usual mean- 
ings thereof, the cost incurred, or to be incurred, 
in planning, designing, constructing and putting 
fully in operation, all or any part of a water supply 
svstem, and of acquiring all or any real or per- 
sonal property, or any agreements or franchises, 
necessary, useful or convenient therefor, or in con- 
nection therewith, and shall include without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, provision for pay- 
ment of interest during construction, the cost of 
engineering, architectural, legal, accounting and 
other professional surveys, studies, estimates, in- 
speetions, reports, plans, specifications and advice, 
insurance and administrative and all other expenses 
necessary or ineident to the financing, acquisition, 
construction, and development of such water supply 
svstem. 
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(e) ‘‘Operating expenses’’ means, in addition to 
the usual meanings thereof, all costs and expenses 
of operating, maintaining, managing, repairing and 
reconstructing a water supply system and each and 
every part thereof including, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, administrative ex- 
penses, premiums on insurance, including use and 
occupancy insurance and casualty i insurance, costs 
of collection of any revenues, legal and engineering 
expenses, payments to pension, retirement, health 
and hospitalization funds, expenses, liabilities and 
compensation of fiduciaries, and any other expenses 
required to be paid for or with respect to proper 
operation or maintenance of such water supply 
system. 

(f) ‘‘Real property’? means lands, within or 
without the State, and improvements thereof or 
thereon, any and all rights of way, water, riparian 
and other rights, any and all easements and privi- 
leges in real property, and any right or interest 
of any kind or deseription in, relating to or con- 
nected with real property. 

(g) ‘Water supply system’’ means and refers 
to the real property and the plants, structures, ma- 
chinery and equipment and other property, real, 
personal and mixed, acquired, constructed or oper- 
ated, or to be acquired, constructed or operated by 
or on behalf of the State, for the purpose of making 
available a dependable public water supply, includ- 
ing without limiting the generality of the foregoing, 
dams, reservoirs, standpipes and other storage 
facilities, conduits, transmission mains, diversion 
tunnels, aqueducts, pipelines, mains, pumping sta- 
tions, treatment plants, intake and balancing reser- 
voirs and dams and structures appurtenant thereto, 
canals, open waterways and channels, connections 
and interconnections, roads, and other plants, struc- 
tures, machinery, tools, equipment, boats, convey- 
ances, and other real and personal property, and 
rights therein, and any and all appurtenances nec- 
essary, useful or convenient for the collection, 
storage, treatment, transmission, distribution, sale 
or exchange of water; or to preserve and protect 
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a water supply system or any part thereof, or to 
provide for the conservation and development of 
future water supply sources, or to facilitate inci- 
dental recreational uses of either of them. 


5. Bonds of the State of New Jersey are hereby 
authorized to be issued in the aggregate principal 
amount of $100,000,000.00 for acquiring, construct- 
ing, and developing dependable public water supply 
systems for domestic and industrial uses, and facili- 
ties appurtenant thereto, in any part of this State 
as need appears. The proceeds of such bonds shall 
be expended as follows: 


(a) In an amount not exceeding $60,000,000.00 
in the aggregate, for the cost of a water supply sys- 
tem (herein called the Chimney Rock System) in- 
cluding a reservoir in the vicinity of the place 
known as Chimney Rock in the county of Somerset; 
a suitable causeway across such reservoir and con- 
necting roads approximately on the line of the 
present Chimney Rock road; and compensating 
reservoirs, dams, works and facilities on the Rari- 
tan river and its tributaries for the purpose of 
additional water supplies and river regulation; 

(b) In the amount of the remainder of such pro- 
ceeds, whenever and to the extent authorized by 
statute, for costs incident to a water supply system 
or systems ineluding, without limitation thereto, the 
Wharton Tract as heretofore acquired by the State 
and any additions thereto, and any planning, de- 
signing, engineering, geological and hydrological 
studies and groundwater investigations in connec- 
tion with water supply systems. 

6. (a) The Governor, State Treasurer and Comp- 
troller of the Treasury or any 2 of such officials 
(herein referred to as ‘‘the issuing officials’’) are 
hereby authorized to carry out the provisions of 
this act relating to the issuance of said bonds, and 
shall determine all matters in connection therewith 
subject to the provisions hereof. In case anv of 
said officials shall be absent from the State or in- 
capable of acting for any reason, his powers and 
duties shall be exercised and performed by such 
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person as shall be authorized by law to act in his 
place as a State official. 

(b) Said bonds shall be issued from time to time 
as money is required for the aforesaid purposes for 
which they are authorized, as certified by the board 
to the issuing officials. 

(c) Said bonds shall be serial bonds and known 
as ‘‘Water Supply Bonds,’’ and each such bond 
shall mature and be paid not later than 35 years 
from the date of its issuance.

holder subsequent to the original issue, may be 
reissued by the issuing officials, at the request of a 
holder, as coupon bonds. 

(d) In ease any coupon bonds and coupons there- 
unto appertaining or any registered bond shall be- 
come mutilated or destroyed, a new bond shall be 
executed and delivered of like tenor, in substitution 
for the mutilated or destroyed bonds or coupons, 
upon the owner furnishing to the issuing officials 
evidence satisfactory to them of such mutilation or 
destruction and also such seeurity and indemnity 
as the issuing officials may require. 

10. When bonds are issued from time to time, 
the bonds of each issue shall constitute a separate 
series to he designated by the issuing officials. Hach 
series of bonds shall bear such rate or rates of 
interest, not exceeding 4% per annum, as may be 
determined by the issuing officials, which interest 
shall be payable semiannually; provided, that the 
first and last interest periods may be longer or 
shorter, in order that intervening semiannual pav- 
ments may be at convenient dates. 
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11. Bonds of each series issued hereunder shall 
mature in annual installments commencing not 
later than 10 vears and ending not later than 35 
vears after the date of issue of such series, and in 
such amounts as shall be determined by the issuing 
officials, but the issuing officials may reserve to 
the State by appropriate provision in the bonds of 
uny series the power of election by resolution or 
resolutions of the issuing officials to eall for re- 
demption, and to redeem on any interest payment 
date beginning in a stated year, as a whole or in 
part in the inverse order of their numbers, bonds of 
that series prior to their maturity, upon notice by 
publication, at least once, at least 60 days prior to 
the date fixed for redemption, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the eity of Trenton and in a publication 
earrving municipal bond notices and devoted pri- 
marily to financial news, published in New York 
City or in New Jersey. On and after the date of 
redemption so fixed, interest on bonds so ealled for 
redemption shall cease to accrue. 

12. Said bonds shall be issued and sold at such 
price not less than the par value thereof and accrued 
interest thereon and under such terms, conditions 
and regulations as the issuing officials may pre- 
scribe, after notice of said sale, published at least 
3 times (the first notice shall be at least 7 days 
prior to the day of bidding’) in at least 8 newspapers 
published in the State of New Jersey, and at least 
once in a publication carrying municipal bond 
notices and devoted primarily to financial news, 
published in the city of New York or in New Jersey. 
The said notice of sale may contain a provision to 
the effect that any or all bids made in pursuance 
thereof mav be rejected. In the event of such re- 
jection or of failure to receive any acceptable bid, 
the issuing officials are authorized to sell said bonds 
at private sale. The issuing officials may sell all or 
a part of the bonds of any series as issued to the 
sinking fund or funds for other bonds issued by 
the State or to the trustees for the support of pub- 
lic schools, the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity 
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lund, or any other pension fund established for the 
benefit of State employees or to the trustees of the 
State Disability Benefit Fund, or to the Federal 
Government or any agency thereof, at private sale, 
without advertisement. 

13. Until permanent bonds can be prepared, the 
issuing officials may, in their discretion, issue in 
heu of such permanent bonds temporary bonds in 
such form and with such privileges as to registra- 
tion and exchange for permanent bonds as may be 
determined by the issuing officials. 

14. The proceeds from the sale of said bonds, 
exclusive of accrued interest and premiums, and all 
interest on deposits thereof received from deposi- 
tories, shall be paid to the State Treasurer and be 
held by him in a separate fund, and be deposited in 
such depositories as may be selected by him to the 
eredit of such fund, which fund shall be known as 
the ‘‘State Water Supply Fund.’’ All accrued in- 
terest and premiums from the sale of said bonds, 
except as provided in section 19 hereof, shall also 
be held by the State Treasurer to the credit of the 
State Water Supply Fund. 

15. The moneys in the State Water Supply Fund 
are hereby specifically dedicated to acquiring, con- 
structing, and developing dependable public water 
supply systems for domestic and industrial uses 
and facilities appurtenant thereto and for paying 
the costs of water supply systems. Said fund shall 
be held for the demand of the board and shall be 
drawn upon and disbursed as are other moneys 
from the State treasury. 

16. Pending their application to the purposes 
provided in this act, moneys in the State Water 
Supplv Fund and Water Bond Fund, respectively, 
may be invested and reinvested as other trust funds 
in the custody of the State Treasurer, in the man- 
ner provided by law. 

17. There is hereby established a separate fund, 
to be known as the ‘‘Water Bond Fund” which 
shall be held by the State Treasurer and which shail 
be used and applied only as expressly provided in 
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this act. Moneys in the Water Bond Fund may be 
deposited in such depositories as may be selected 
by the State Treasurer. All revenues received from 
the operation of a water supply system in excess of 
the operating expenses ot such water supply system 
und such reasonable reserves therefor as the board 
may determine shall constitute the net revenues 
from the operation of such water supply system 
and shall be paid to the State Treasurer and by 
him paid into the Water Bond Fund.

Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. This aet shall be known and mav be cited as 
the ‘‘New Jersey Water Supply Law.”’

(a) ‘‘Board’’ means the New Jersey Water De- 
velopment Board in the Division of Water Develop- 
ment in the Department of Conservation and Heo- 
nomic Development, or its successor. 

(b) ‘Construct’? and ‘‘construction’’ mean, in 
addition to the usual meanings thereof, acts of con- 
struction, reconstruction, replacement, extension, 
improvement and betterment of a water supply sys- 
tem. 

(c) ‘*Cost’’ means, in addition to the usual mean- 
ings thereof, the cost incurred, or to be incurred, 
in planning, designing, constructing and putting 
fully in operation, all or any part of a water supply 
system, and of acquiring all or any real or personal 
property, or any agreements or franchises, neces- 
sary, useful or convenient therefor, or in connection 
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therewith, and shall include without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, provision for payment 
of interest during construction, the cost of engineer- 
ing, architectural, legal, accounting and other pro- 
fessional surveys, studies, estimates, inspections, 
reports, plans, specifications and advice, financing 
charges and bond discount, insurance, administra- 
tive and other operating expenses and all other ex- 
penses as may be necessary or incident to the fi- 
nancing, acquisition, construction, and operation of 
a water supply system. 

(d) ‘‘Commissioner’’? means the Commissioner 
of the State Department of Conservation and Eeo- 
nomic Development. 

(e) ‘Division’? means the Division of Water 
Development in the Department of Conservation 
and Eeonomie Development. 

(f) ‘‘Net revenues’? means all revenues received 
by the board or division from the operation of a 
water supply system, or any part thereof, in excess 
of the operating expenses thereof and provision for 
reasonable reserves therefor. 

(gz) ‘‘Operating expenses’? means, in addition to 
the usual meanings thereof, all costs and expenses 
of operating, maintaining, managing, repairing 
and reconstructing a water supply system and each 
and every part thereof including, without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, administrative ex- 
penses, premiums on insurance, including use and 
oceupaney insurance and casualty insurance, costs 
of collection of any revenues, legal and engineering 
expenses, payments to pension, retirement, health 
and hospitalization funds, expenses, liabilities and 
compensation of fiduciaries, and anv other expenses 
required to be paid for or with respect to proper 
operation or maintenance of such water supply 
svstem. 

(h) ‘‘Project’’ means any part of a water supply 
svstem or work for the protection and preservation 
or for the development. conservation, reeulation 
or recreational use thereof, which is separately 
planned, financed or identified by the hoard or 
division. 
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(i) ‘‘Real property’? means lands, within or 
without the State, and improvements thereof or 
thereon, any and all rights of way, water, riparian 
and other rights, any and all easements and privi- 
leges in real property, and any right or interest of 
any kind or description in, relating to or connected 
with real property. 

(j) ‘‘Water supply system’’ means and refers 
to the real property and the plants, structures, 
machinery and equipment and other property real, 
personal and mixed, acquired, constructed or oper- 
ated, or to be acquired, constructed or operated by 
or on behalf of the State, for the purpose of making 
avallable a dependable publie water supply, in- 
cluding without limiting the generality of the fore- 
voing, dams, reservoirs, standpipes and other 
storage facilities, conduits, transmission mains, 
diversion tunnels. aqueducts, pipelines, mains, 
pumping stations, treatment plants, intake and 
balancing reservoirs and dams and structures ap- 
purtenant thereto, canals, open waterways and 
channels, connections and interconnections, roads, 
and other plants, structures, machinery, tools, 
equipment, boats, conveyances, and other real and 
personal property, and rights therein, and any and 
all appurtenances necessary, useful or convenient 
for the collection, storage, treatment, transmission, 
distribution, sale or exchange of water, or to pre- 
serve and protect a water supply system or part 
thereof or to provide for the conservation and de- 
velopment of future water supply sourees, or to 
facilitate incidental recreational uses of either of 
them. 

». There is hereby created and established in the 
Department of Conservation and Eeonomie De- 
velopment the Division of Water Development 
consisting of a board to be known as the New 
Jersey Water Development Board and the officers 
and emplovees thereof. The said board shall con- 
sist of 5 members to be appointed by the Governor 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
Not more than 3 of the said members shall be of 
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the same political party. The commissioners shall 
be appointed for a term of 4 years except that of 
those first appointed, 1 shall be appointed for a 
term of 1 year, 1 for 2 years, 1 for 3 years and 2 for 
4 years. Hach member of the board shall serve until 
his successor has been appointed and qualified and 
any vacancy in the membership of the board shall 
be filled for the unexpired term in the manner pro- 
vided for an original appointment. All actions of 
the board and the division pursuant to this or any 
other act shall be subject to the approval of the 
comunissioner, which in his discretion may be given 
by general or special order. 

6. The members of the board shall serve without 
compensation unless otherwise provided by law but 
they shall be entitled to reimbursement for their 
expenses necessarily incurred in the performance 
of their duties. 

7. The board shall organize, as soon as it can 
practicably do so, and annually thereafter by the 
choice of 1 of its members as chairman and the 
appointment of a secretary, who need not be a 
member of the board. 

8. (a) The board shall, through the division, ac- 
quire and operate a water supply system to be 
known as the New Jersey Water Supply System. 
Such system shall be acquired, constructed, oper- 
ated and maintained by the division on behalf of the 
State and shall include a reservoir in the vicinity of 
the place known as Chimney Rock in the county of 
Somerset which shall be adequate in its first stage, 
hereby authorized to be constructed, to assure a 
dependable yield of 70,000,000 gallons daily and 
upon the completion of the second stage to be 
further authorized by legislation when needed, of 
a total of 200,000,000 gallons daily; and other 
reservoirs, works and facilities in any part of the 
State to provide for increased dependable public 
water supples for domestic and industrial pur- 
poses, including reservoirs, works and facilities to 
regulate the flow of streams, within the limits of 
subsections (b) and (c) hereof. 
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(b) The board may expend or commit from the 
proceeds of the New Jersey Water Supply Bond 
Act an amount not exceeding $60,000,000.00 in the 
aggregate for the following purposes: a water 
supply system including Chimney Rock Reservoir, 
which water supply system shall include a suitable 
causeway across the reservoir and connecting roads 
approximately on the line of the present Chimney 
Rock road, and compensating reservoirs, dams, 
works and facilities on the Raritan river, and any 
of its tributaries, designed to assure, so far as 
practicable, a minimum daily flow in the river of 
130,000,000 gallons per day measured at the Bound 
Brook gaging station of the U. S. Geological 
Survey. 

(c) The board may expend or commit the re- 
maining funds authorized by the New Jersey Water 
Supply Bond Act for such objects and purposes as 
shall be authorized specifically by law for planning, 
designing, engineering, geological and hydrological 
studies, ground-water investigations and additional 
water supply system or systems, or any part 
thereof, when so authorized including without 
limitation the Wharton Tract as heretofore ac- 
quired and additions thereto. 

9. With respect to any water supply system 
authorized by this act or other legislation, the 
division, upon the direction or approval of the 
board, may: 

(a) aequire, by purchase, gift, exchange or con- 
demnation, a water supply system or systems, or 
any part thereof, including, without limitation of 
the foregoing, easements, franchises, riparian 
rights, water diversion and withdrawal rights and 
all forms of property, real, personal and mixed; 

(b) construct or cause to be contructed, operate 
and maintain a water supply system or systems. 
or any part thereof, and may also construct, ac- 
quire, operate, maintain, and convey, transfer and 
sell, dams, reservoirs, diversion structures, sewers, 
pipelines, mains, pumping plants, treatment works, 
filtration plants, standpipes, tunnels, intercon- 
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nections, buildings or other structures, operating 
equipment, machinery appliances and all other ap- 
purtenances and supplies necessary or desirable to 
‘arry out the purposes of this act, or to preserve 
and protect a water supply system or any part 
thereof ; 

(c) exchange lands and water rights by contract 
with the owners thereof. 

10. With respect to any water supply system 
authorized by this act or other legislation, the 
division, upon the direction or approval of the 
board, shall also have power: 

(a) To aequire from any water supply system 
by contract, purchase, gift or exchange, the surplus 
water in any public or private system and the un- 
used watershed rights of any such system when 
needed to prevent regional shortages. 

(b) To aequire additional ground-water re- 
serves, and to construct and maintain water con- 
servation facilities, as it may find necessary and 
desirable. 

(c) To aequire real and personal property by 
gift, purchase, lease or condemnation, in fee simple 
or such lesser mterest as it may deem sufficient for 
the purposes of this act, in order to preserve and 
protect a water supply system or any part thereof, 
or to provide for the conservation and develop- 
ment of future water supply sources, or to facilitate 
the incidental recreational uses of either of them. 

11. With respect to any water supply system 
authorized by this act or other legislation, the 
division, upon the direction or approval of the 
board, shall: . 

(a) acquire in the name of the State, by contract. 
purchase, gift, exchange or condemnation such 
property, real, personal and mixed, as may be re- 
quired for the purposes of this act; 

(b) negotiate contracts for work, labor and serv- 
ices and materials, equipment and supplies; . 

(¢) operate and maintain water supply systens, 
and any parts thereof, which may be provided 
under this act; 
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(d) employ all necessary personnel to admin- 
ister, operate, maintain and protect the water 
supply system or systems acquired by the State 
under this act; 


(e) negotiate and enter into contract for the sale 
of water from the State systems, for the purchase 
of water from other systems and for exchange of 
water between systems; 


(f) have power to enter into and upon real prop- 
erty whenever necessary for the purposes of this 
act, by its duly authorized agents and other persons 
acting under its authority and by its direction, for 
the purpose of making surveys, diagrams, maps or 
plans, tests, soundings or borings, as it may find 
necessary or convenient for the acquisition, con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of any water 
supply system or any part thereof; 

(g) adopt rules and regulations for the oper- 
ation, maintenance and use of any water supply 
system within the control of the division. 

12. The division, upon the direction or approval 
of the board, may acquire, construct, operate and 
maintain works, facilities and appurtenances neces- 
sary and desirable for the integration of all or part 
of the dependable water supply resources including, 
without limitation, the construction and operation 
of interconnections, reservoirs and booster stations 
between and for the service of public and private 
water supply systems. Prior to undertaking any 
such project, the division shall upon the agreement 
of the water supply system or systems concerned, 
enter into a contract with such system or systems 
establishing the terms and conditions for the oper- 
ation of such works, facilities and appurtenances 
and for the exchange or transfer of water between 
and among such svstems or otherwise, and the es- 
tablishment of rates for the purchase, sale, ex- 
ehange and transmission of such water, and for 
such other or different purposes as may anpear 
necessary and desirable to achieve a more effective 
integration of water supply systems. 
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13. Any plan, project or work approved by the 
board except any diversion of ‘water from the 
Delaware and Raritan canal, shall not be subject to 
review, approval or other action by the State Water 
Policy and Supply Council, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any other law; provided that the 
board, division, or department, with or without 
such review, approval or action by said council, 
shall not withdraw water from the Raritan river 
at anv time that the flow in the river falls below 
130,000,000 gallons per day. 

14. The board shall fix the rates to be charged 
for water sold or exchanged by any water supply 
system operated by the division. Such rates shall 
not be subject to revision or other action by any 
other department, commission, board or body. 

The rates shall be fixed by the board after a 
public hearing thereon, upon reasonable notice to 
the public. They shall be based upon the cost of 
operation and maintenance of the water supply 
system or such part thereof as is in actual oper- 
ation, and may include an equitable charge for 
capital costs as herein provided. Whenever the 
board shall find, after such public hearing, that the 
price of water supplied from the State system can 
include amortization of principal and interest on 
the debt incurred by the State to supply such water 
without adversely affecting the economy of the 
region or district and without unduly burdening 
consumers of water from newly developed water 
supplies as compared with those served by older 
water supplies, the board shall, to the extent it so 
finds, include the annual amortization and interest 
cost in the water rates so fixed. Differentiation in 
rates may be made on the basis of quantities of 
water to be supplied, distances between the reser- 
voirs and points of distribution, connection and 
interconnection costs, and the like. The aggregate 
revenue produced by such rates shall, so far as 
practicable, be limited to costs to the State of oper- 
ation and maintenance and of debt service and to 
the reimbursement of the State treasury of the 
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amount of operating deficits, including annual pay- 
ments of principal and interest, previously incurred 
by the State. 

15. (a) Whenever, by this act, the division is 
authorized or directed to do or perform any act, 
such act may be performed by the commissioner 
and when so performed by him, such act shall have 
the same force and effect as though performed by 
the said division. 

(b) The commissioner may assign to the division 
from among the personnel of the Department of 
Conservation and Economic Development such 
personnel as he may deem necessary to aid it in 
the performance of its functions and duties. 

(c) Any specific enumeration of powers granted 
by this act to the board, division or commissioner 
shall not be deemed to be a limitation upon the 
general powers granted to the said board, division 
or commissioner. 

16. (a) Whenever the power of condemnation is 
exercised by the division, pursuant to this act, the 
provisions of chapter 1 of Title 20 (Kminent 
Domain) of the Revised Statutes, as amended and 
supplemented, shall be applicable and such power 
shall inelude the condemnation of public as well as 
privately owned property; provided that this shall 
not include the power to condemn any public or 
private water supply system except to construct, 
develop or aequire a water supply system author- 
ized by this act or other legislation. 

(b) Whenever any person entitled to an award 
in condemnation proceedings instituted for the pur- 
poses of this act, or whenever any person deriving 
a right, title or interest under such person, shall 
remain in possession of the property taken after 
the date of the vesting of title in the State, the 
reasonable value of the use and occupancy of such 
property subsequent to such time, as may be fixed 
by agreement or by the court in which such condem- 
nation proceeding is pending, or by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall be a lien against such 
award and the interest thereon, subject only to 
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liens of record at the time of such vesting of title 
in the State. 

17. On or at any time after the institution of an 
action by the division for the condemnation of 
property, such division may file with the clerk of 
the Superior Court, a declaration of taking signed 
by the commissioner or other duly authorized officer 
of the division declaring that all or any part of such 
property is being taken for the use of the State. 
The said declaration of taking shall be sufficient if 
it sets forth: (1) a description of the property, 
sufficient for the identification thereof, to which 
there may be attached a plan or map thereof; (2) a 
statement of the estate or interest in said property 
being taken; (3) a statement of the sum of money 
estimated by the division to be just compensation 
for the property taken. 

From the filing of the said declaration of taking 
and the deposit in court to the use of the persons 
entitled thereto of the amount of the estimated 
compensation stated in said declaration, title to the 
property described as being taken by said declar- 
ation shall vest in the State (free from the right, 
title, interest or lien of all persons), and said 
property shall be deemed to be condemned and 
taken for the use of the State and the right to just 
compensation for the same shall vest in the per- 
sons entitled thereto. Upon the filing of the declar- 
ation of taking, the court shall designate a day 
(not exceeding 20 days after such filing, except 
upon good cause shown), on which the persons in 
possession shall be required to surrender posses- 
sion to the division. 


The ultimate amount of compensation shall be 
determined pursuant to Title 20 of the Revised 
Statutes. If the amount so fixed shall exceed the 
amount so deposited in court by the division or 
otherwise paid to the persons entitled thereto, the 
court shall enter judgment against the division in 
the amount of such deficiency. together with in- 
terest at the legal rate on such deficiency from the 
date of the vesting of title to the date of the entry 
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of the final judgment (subject, however, to abate- 
ment for use, Income, rents or profits derived from 
such property by the owner thereof subsequent to 
the vesting of title in the State), and the court shall 
order the division to deposit the amount of such 
deficiency in court. The money deposited into court 
by the division shall be secured in such manner as 
may be directed by the court and shall be disbursed 
according to the order or judgment of the court to 
the persons found to be entitled thereto by the final 
award or judgment of the court. In ease the amount 
deposited in court by the division as the estimated 
compensation for the property shall exceed the 
amount of the final award or judgment, such excess 
shall be returned to the division. 


18. The division shall keep separate accounts for 
the operation, maintenance and debt service cost 
attributable to each project. 

19. The board shall also have power to make 
reasonable regulations for the installation, con- 
struction, maintenance, repair, renewal, relocation 
and removal of tracks, pipes. mains, conduits, 
eables, wires, towers, poles and other equipment 
and appliances herein called ‘‘publie utility facili- 
ties’’ of any public utility as defined in section 
48 :2-13 of the Revised Statutes, in, on, along, over 
or under any project. Whenever the board shall 
determine that it is necessary that any such public 
utility facilities which now are, or hereafter may 
be, located in, on, along, over or under any project, 
should be relocated, or should be removed from 
such project, the public utility owning or operating 
such facilities shall relocate or remove the same in 
accordance with the order of the board; provided, 
however, that the cost and expenses of such re- 
location or removal, including the cost of installing 
such facilities in a new location, or new locations, 
and the cost of any lands, or any rights or interests 
in lands, and any other rights acquired to accom- 
plish such relocation or removal, less the cost of any 
lands or any rights or interests in lands or any 
other rights of the public utility paid to the public 
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utility in connection with the relocation or removal 
of such property, shall be ascertained and paid by 
the division as a part of the cost of such project. 
In case of any such relocation or removal of 
facilities, as aforesaid, the public utility owning or 
operating the same, its successors or assigns, may 
maintain and operate such facilities, with the neces- 
sary appurtenances, in the new location or new 
locations, for as long a period, and upon the same 
terms and conditions, as it had the right to maintain 
and operate such facilities in their former location 
or locations. 

20. This act shall take effect immediately but 
shall be inoperative unless and until the ‘‘New 
Jersey Water Supply Bond Act,’’ enacted by the 
present Legislature, is approved by a majority of 
the legally qualified voters of the State voting on 
the question of the approval of said act at a general 
election.

CHAPTER 220 


Aw Acr concerning traffic regulations. and amend- 
ing sections 39:4-96 and 39:4-97, and supple- 
menting Title 39 of the Revised Statutes. 


_ Brrr exactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:4-96 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 4-96, A person who drives a vehicle on a 
highway heedlessly, in willful or wanton disregard 
of the rights or safety of others, in a manner so as 
to endanger, or be likely to endang er, a person or 
property, shall be guilty of reckless. driving and 
be punished by imprisonment in the county or 
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municipal jail for a period of not more than 60 
days, or by a fine of not more than $200.00, or both. 
On a second or subsequent conviction he shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not more than 3 
months, or by a fine of not more than $500.00, or 
both. 

2. Section 39:4-97 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39:4-97. A person who drives a vehicle on a 
highway carelessly, or without due caution and cir- 
cumspection, in a manner so as to endanger, or be 
likely to endanger, a person or property, shall be 
guilty of careless driving. 

3. No person shall drive a motor vehicle at such a 
slow speed as to impede or block the normal and 
reasonable movement of traffic except when reduced 
speed is necessary for safe operation or in com- 
pliance with law. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 221 


Aw Acr increasing the penalty for certain motor 
vehicle violations, and amending section 
39 :4-104 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:4-104 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


39 :4-104. A person violating a section of this 
article shall, for each violation, be subject to a fine 
of not more than $200.00, or imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding 10 days, or both, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 222 


Aw Acr to amend the ‘‘Absentee Voting Law 
(1953),’’ approved July 1, 1953 (P. L. 1958, e. 
211). 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State New Jersey: 


1. Section 33 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


33. The county board of elections shall keep, for 
a period of 1 year, all of the requests and applica- 
tions for absentee ballots, all voted absentee ballots, 
and all of the certificates which have been detached 
or separated by them from said inner envelopes, and 
all inner envelopes together with their certificates, 
and together with their contents, which have not 
been opened because the county board or the County 
Court rejected them. Specific power is hereby 
granted to the superintendent of elections in coun- 
ties having a superintendent of elections and the 
prosecutor in all other counties to impound all ab- 
sentee ballots whenever he shall deem such action to 
be necessary. 

2. Section 35 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

30. The county board of elections, the county 
clerk, the superintendent of elections and the com- 
missioner of registration shall exercise the same 
powers over absentee voting as over other voting in 
elections except as otherwise provided in this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 223 


Aw Acr to amend ‘‘An act concerning the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund, and supplementing 
article 3 of chapter 13 of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes,’’ approved July 17, 1951 (P. L. 1951, 
ce. 828). 


Beit enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of chapter 245 
of the laws of 1947 or any other law, the member- 
ship and interest accrual of any member of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund, protected by 
tenure pursuant to Title 18 of the Revised Statutes, 
who heretofore was or may hereafter become un- 
employed by reason of the creation of a regional 
school district or a consolidated school district or 
the closing or discontinuance of any school sup- 
ported in whole or in part by State funds, shall not 
cease, except upon withdrawal of accumulated de- 
ductions, retirement, or death. Any such member, 
who may subsequently be employed as a teacher in a 
school district or school at a salary or compensation 
less than he was receiving in the district or school 
where he became unemployed, shall be permitted to 
pay or cause to be paid into such fund the same 
amount as he was paying immediately prior to be- 
coming unemployed, and upon retirement his 
‘Caverage salary,’’ for pension purposes, shall be 
the average annual salary upon which contributions 
were based for the last 5 years preceding retire- 
ment. If such member is not subsequently em- 
ployed in a school district or school, his ‘‘average 
salary,’’ for pension purposes, shall be the average 
annual salary earned, as a teacher in a school dis- 
trict or school, for the last 5 years of his con- 
tributing membership. 
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2. Section 2 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

2. Any member who shall elect to come under 
the provisions of this act shall notify the board of 
trustees of the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity 
Fund in writing within 3 years of the date of the 
termination of his employment by reason of the 
creation of the regional or consolidated school dis- 
trict or the closing or discontinuance of any school 
supported in whole or in part by State funds. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 224 


Aw Act concerning interstate compacts on forest 
fires and authorizing the Governor to execute on 
behalf of the State a compact with certain other 
States for the effective prevention and control 
of forest fires and for mutual aid in fighting 
forest fires. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Governor is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to execute a compact on behalf of this State 
with any 1 or more of the States of Delaware, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia, 
who may, by their legislative bodies, so authorize a 
compact, in form substantially as follows: 


Minpite Atriuantic INTERSTATE 
Forest Fire Protection Compact 
ArtIcLE I 


The purpose of this compact is to promote effec- 
tive prevention and control of forest fires in the 
Middle Alantic region of the United States by the 
development of integrated forest fire plans, by the 
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maintenance of adequate forest fire fighting serv- 
ices by the member States, and by providing for mu- 
tual aid in fighting forest fires among the compact- 
ing States of the region and with States which are 
party to other regional forest fire protection 
compacts or agreements. 


ArticLe II 


This compact shall become operative immediately 
as to those States ratifying it whenever any 2 or 
more of the States of Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia 
which are contiguous have ratified it and Congress 
has given consent thereto. 


Articue IIT 


In each State the officer who is responsible for 
forest fire control shall act as compact administra- 
tor for that State and shall consult with like officials 
of the other member States and shall implement 
co-operation between such States in forest fire pre- 
vention and control. 

The compact administrators of the member 
States shall organize to co-ordinate the services 
of the member States and provide administrative 
integration in carrying out the purposes of this 
compact. 

The compact administrators shall formulate and, 
in accordance with need, from time to time revise 
a regional forest fire plan for the member States. 

It shall be the duty of each member State to 
formulate and put into effect a forest fire plan for 
that State and take such measures as may be neces- 
sary to integrate such forest fire plan with the 
regional forest fire plan formulated by the compact 
administrators. 


ARTICLE TV 


Whenever the State forest fire control agency 
of a member State requests aid from the State 
forest fire control ageney of any other member 
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State in combating, controlling or preventing forest 
fires, it shall be the duty of the State forest fire 
control agency of that State to render all possible 
aid to the requesting agency which is consonant 
with the maintenance of protection at home. 


ARTICLE V 


Whenever the forces of any member State are 
rendering outside aid pursuant to the request of 
another member State under this compact, the em- 
ployees of such State shall, under the direction of 
the officers of the State to which they are rendering 
aid, have the same powers (except the power of 
arrest), duties, rights, privileges and immunities as 
comparable employees of the State to which they 
are rendering aid. 

No member State or its officers or employees 
rendering outside aid pursuant to this compact 
shall be liable on account of any act or omission on 
the part of sueh forces while so engaged or on 
account of the maintenance or use of any equipment 
or supplies in connection therewith. 

All liability, except as otherwise provided herein- 
after, that may arise either under the laws of the 
requesting State or under the laws of the aiding 
State or under the laws of a third State on account 
of or in connection with a request for aid shall be 
assumed and borne by the requesting State. 

Any member State rendering outside aid pursu- 
ant to this compact shall be reimbursed by the mem- 
ber State receiving such aid for any loss or damage 
to or expense incurred in the operation of any 
equipment answering a request for aid, and for the 
cost of all materials, transportation, wages, salaries 
and maintenance of employees and equipment in- 
curred in connection with such request; provided, 
that nothing herein contained shall prevent any 
assisting member State from assuming such loss, 
damage, expense or other cost, or from loaning 
such equipment, or from donating such services to 
the receiving member State without charge or cost. 
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Each member State shall provide for the pay- 
ment of compensation and death benefits to injured 
employees and the representatives of deceased em- 
ployees in case employees sustain injuries or are 
killed while rendering outside aid pursuant to this 
compact, in the same manner and on the same terms 
as if the injury or death were sustained within such 
State. 


For the purposes of this compact, the term em- 
ployee shall include any volunteer or auxiliary 
legally included within the forest fire fighting forces 
of the aiding State under the laws thereof. 

The compact administrators shall formulate pro- 
cedure for claims and reimbursement under the 
provisions of this article in accordance with the 
laws of the member States. 


ARTICLE VI 


Nothing in this compact shall be construed to 
authorize or permit any member State to curtail 
or diminish its forest fire fighting forces, equip- 
ment, services or facilities, and it shall be the duty 
and responsibility of each member State to main- 
tain adequate forest fire fighting forces and equip- 
ment to meet demands for forest fire protection 
within its borders in the same manner and to the 
same extent as if this compact were not operative. 

Nothing in this compact shall be construed to 
limit or restrict the powers of any State ratifying 
the same to provide for the prevention, control and 
extinguishment of forest fires, or to prohibit the 
enactment or enforcement of State laws, rules or 
regulations intended to aid in such prevention, con- 
trol and extinguishment in such State. 

Nothing in this compact shall be construed to 
affect any existing or future co-operative relation- 
ship or arrangement between the United States 
Forest Service and a member State or States. 
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Articie VIT 


The compact administrators may request the 
United States Forest Service to act as the primary 
research and co-ordinating agency of the Middle 
Atlantic Interstate Forest Fire Protection Compact 
in co-operation with the appropriate agencies in 
each State, and the United States Forest Service 
may accept the initial responsibility in preparing 
and presenting to the compact administrators its 
recommendations with respect to the regional fire 
plan. Representatives of the United States Forest 
Service may attend meetings of the compact admin- 
istrators. 


ArticLe VIII 


The provisions of articles IV and V of this com- 
pact which relate to mutual aid in combating, con- 
trolling or preventing forest fires shall be operative 
as between any State party to this compact and any 
other State which is party to a regional forest fire 
protection compact in another region; provided, 
that the Legislature of such other State shall have 
given its assent to such mutual aid provisions of 
this compact. 


ArtvicLe TX 


This compact shall continue in force and remain 
binding on each State ratifying it until the Legisla- 
ture or the Governor of such State takes action to 
withdraw therefrom. Such action shall not be ef- 
fective until 6 months after notice thereof has been 
sent by the chief executive of the State desiring to 
withdraw to the chief executives of all States then 
parties to the compact. 

2. When the Governor shall have executed said 
compact on behalf of this State and shall have 
caused a verified copy thereof to be filed with the 
Secretary of State, and when said compact shall 
have been authorized by the Legislature and exe- 
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euted by the Governor of 1 or more of the States 
named in section 1 of this act, then said compact 
shall become operative and effective as between 
this State and such other State or States. The 
Governor is hereby authorized and directed to take 
such action as may be necessary to complete the 
exchange of official documents as between this State 
and any other State authorizing said compact. 

3. The Commissioner of Conservation and Heo- 
nomic Development, or someone designated by him, 
shall act as compact administrator for this State 
and represent this State in the Middle Atlantic 
Interstate Forest Fire Protection Compact. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 225 


Aw Aor to validate certain proceedings for the 
issuance of bonds or other obligations of school 
districts and any bonds issued or to be issued in 
pursuance of such proceedings. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any school district or at any school district meeting 
or election for the authorization or issuance of 
bonds or other obligations of the school district, 
and any bonds of the school district issued or to be 
issued in pursuance of a proposal adopted by the 
legal voters at such meeting or election, are hereby 
ratified, validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that such proposal did not disclose or correctly 
disclose the effect of such proposal on the borrow- 
ing margin of any municipality comprised within 
the school district in compliance with the provisions 
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of section 18:5-85 of the Revised Statutes; pro- 
vided, however, that supplemental debt statements 
and school debt statements shall have been made, 
sworn to and filed in the places required by section 
18 :5-87 of the Revised Statutes prior to such meet- 
ing or election and the percentage of net debt as 
stated in any such supplemetal debt statement does 
not exceed 7%; and provided, further, that no 
action, suit or proceeding to contest the validity of 
such meeting or election has been heretofore insti- 
tuted in any court of this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 7, 1955.

The word ‘‘assessor,’’ when used in 
relation to the assessment of taxes or water rents or 
other public assessments, includes all officers,

tion of this State, or of any subdivision thereof, the 
word ‘‘census’’ means the latest Federal census 
effective within this State. 

The word ‘‘collector,’’ when used in 
relation to the collection of taxes or water rents or 
other public assessments, includes all officers 
charged with the duty of collecting such taxes, water 
rents or assessments, unless a particular officer is 
specified. 

Folio; sheet. A sheet or folio shall consist of 100 
words, and in all cases where an entry of any writ- 
ing or copy is to be paid for, the sheet or folio shall 
consist of 100 words. 

See ‘‘Number; gender,’’ infra, this 
section. 

General election. The words ‘‘general election’’ 
shall be taken to mean the annual election to be held 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in No-

well as 1 matter or thing. 

Oath; sworn. The word ‘‘oath’’ ineludes ‘‘affir- 
mation’’; and the word ‘‘sworn’’ includes ‘‘af- 
firmed.’’

So far as appears, there is no instance in which 
the State has heretofore assumed the burden of 
disaster losses experienced by county and munici- 
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pal utilities. To grant such relief would be to deal 
unequally with the citizens of our State who hereto- 
fore met such local losses by local effort. Approval 
of this item would establish a precedent whereby 
the State would become an insurer against such 
losses to the extent of 50 percent thereof. Nor 
could the precedent be limited to utilities, since, 
by analogy, it could well embrace all county and 
municipal properties such as county and municipal 
buildings. Nor, of course, could it be limited to 
floods. The precedent would be equally compelling 
with respect to damage by wind or rain. And the 
citizens in municipalities where the utilities are 
privately-owned might, with equal justice, urge 
that similar State aid go to a private utility com- 
pany to avoid the impact which the loss might 
have upon rates charged by the company. 

It is impossible to estimate the total cost of this 
adventure into a new area of State aid, but some 
specifle events of the past are at least suggestive 
of the tremendous impact. 

Shortly after the 1944 hurricane, the City of Cape 
May issued $205,000.00 in bonds, and shortly after 
the 1950 hurricane made two such issues aggregat- 
ing $189,000.00. Some of our seashore municipali- 
ties made no attempt to restore some facilities 
destroyed by the 1944 hurricane, and in other in- 
stances only limited restoration was undertaken. 

With respect to the hurricane of November 
1953, reports filed with the Division of Local 
Government indicate that total damages in excess 
of $3,000,000.00 were sustained by municipalities 
as to which emergency resolutions were adopted 
in excess of $200,000.00. It is estimated that the 
bond issues filed at that time totaled $535,000.00. 

Although the bill would appropriate $900,000.00 
with respect to utility damage, the information 
presently available indicates the amount of damage 
is far below that figure. The amount fixed in the 
bill was based upon preliminary estimates which, 
by reason of attending circumstances, could not 
then be substantiated. It now appears that only 
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one municipality is concerned to any degree and 
after the completion of work which might be said 
to have been performed in the ordinary course of 
events with existing manpower, the amount of the 
remaining loss is in the neighborhood of $20,000.00. 
It is expected that through administrative efforts 
the actual remaining loss of that municipality will 
be met by a federal agency.

CHAPTER 229 


An Acr to amend ‘‘The Banking Act of 1948,’’ 
approved April 29, 1948 (P. L. 1948, c. 67). 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 187 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

187. Cash balances. 


Every savings bank shall maintain cash balances 
of not less than 3% of its aggregate deposits other 
than capital deposits. The cash balances may 
consist of (1) lawful currency of the United States, 
or (2) demand deposits made (a) in a reserve 
depositary as defined in section 49, or (b) in a 
Federal home loan bank of which the savings bank 
is a member, or (c) subject to the approval of the 
commissioner, in any bank or trust company in- 
eorporated under the laws of any State of the 
United States or the District of Columbia, whether 
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or not such bank or trust company is a member of 
the Federal Reserve System. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 230 


An Act to authorize and permit certain mutual 
benefit associations to become mutual life insur- 
ance companies, and supplementing Title 17 of 
the Revised Statutes.

1. As used herein, ‘‘mutual benefit association”’ = ee 
means a mutual benefit association heretofore or ~~ 
hereafter organized under any law of this State 
which (a) has transacted business in this State for 
not less than 10 years; (b) is subject to the provi- 
sions of chapter 45 of Title 17 of the Revised Stat- 
utes as amended and supplemented; and (c) pos- 
sesses a subsisting certificate of authority to 
transact business as a mutual benefit association 
issued by the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance.

3, Any such mutual benefit association may effect c. 17:434-3. 
its conversion into a mutual life insurance company Msthed of 
as follows: Its board of directors or board of 
trustees shall approve a plan for the conversion 
of the association into a mutual life insurance 
company, and shall adopt a resolution declaring 
that the conversion is in the best interests of such 
association, and fixing the time and place for a 
meeting of the members of the association to take 
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action thereon. Not less than 10 days’ written no- 
tice of such meeting shall be given to each of the 
members of the association by mail, postage pre- 
paid, addressed to the members at their addresses 
appearing upon the books of the association. The 
notice shall contain a copy of the plan and resolu- 
tion so adopted, or a summary thereof. The resolu- 
tion so adopted shall also state 

(a) the name by which the association shall be 
known after its conversion, which may be different 
from the name by which the association was there- 
tofore known, but which shall comply with the 
provisions of law governing the names of mutual 
life insurance companies; 

(b) the place in this State where the principal 
office of the association will be maintained after 
its conversion into a mutual life insurance com- 
pany; 

(c) the name and address of the registered agent 
upon whom process against the association may be 
served after its conversion; 

(d) the kind or kinds of insurance proposed to 
be transacted, which shall be limited to the purpose 
expressed in paragraph b of section 17 :17-3 of the 
Revised Statutes as amended; 

(e) the names and addresses of the persons who 
will constitute the board of directors or board of 
trustees of the mutual life insurance company until 
their successors are elected and qualify as provided 
by law applicable to mutual life insurance 
companies; 

(f) such other provisions as may be nesessary 
or convenient for the management of the mutual 
life insurance company, and which may lawfully be 
included in an original certificate of incoporation 
pursuant to 17:17-4 of the Revised Statutes as 
amended. 

4. If, at the meeting held pursuant to the notice 
required by section 3 of this act, or at any adjourn- 
ment thereof, 24 of the members present vote in 
favor of the plan and resolution so adopted by the 
board of directors or board of trustees, or in favor 
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of an amendment thereof or a substitute therefor, 
a certificate thereof signed by the secretary, and 
acknowledged or proved as in the case of deeds to 
real property, shall be submitted to the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance. The certificate 
shall set forth the plan and resolution adopted, and 
the approval thereof in the manner herein provided. 

5. If the commissioner shall find 

(a) that the association is possessed of unen- 
cumbered assets of at least $100,000.00 over and 
above all required reserves and other liabilities 
including the minimum guarantee fund and the 
benefit fund required to be established pursuant to 
chapter 45 of Title 17 of the Revised Statutes as 
amended and supplemented; and 

(b) that in the next fiscal year preceding the 
submission of the application for charter, the asso- 
ciation’s income from dues and contributions of 
its members as payments on certificates theretofore 
issued by the association amounted to not less than 
$100,000.00; and 

(ec) that the plan of conversion is not contrary 
to the best interest of the members, certificate 
holders and policyholders of the association; and 

(d) that the association has complied with all 
the requirements of this act to entitle it to convert 
into a mutual life insurance company, and that the 
proposed methods of operation of the association 
after its conversion are not such as would render 
its operation hazardous to the public or its policy- 
holders, the commissioner shall file the certificate 
in the department, and shall issue a certificate of 
authority to the association to conduct business as 
a mutual life insurace company. 

6. From and after the date of the issuance of 
the certificate of authority, the association shall be 
a mutual life insurance company, vested with all 
the powers and privileges of a mutual life insurance 
company, and subject to all provisions of law ap- 
plicable to such companies, in the same manner and 
with the same effect as if the converted association 
had originally been incorporated as a mutual life 
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insurance company on the date of the issuance of 
the certificate of authority, and the members of 
such association shall become and be members of 
the mutual life insurance company. 

7. The conversion of an association into a mutual 
life insurance company shall not affect the right of 
any creditor or member of any such association, 
but all rights of all persons against such association 
before its conversion shall continue unaffected and 
shall be enforced against the mutual life insurance 
company in the same manner they could have been 
enforced against the association had its conversion 
not taken place; except that all rights of assess- 
ment, or reduction in benefits in lieu of assessment, 
prescribed in the certificate of incorporation or by- 
laws of the mutual benefit association, or provided 
for in any certificate, policy or contract of such 
association, shall be canceled. ‘‘Assessment,’’ as 
used herein, means the right to require the pay- 
ment of a sum in addition to the weekly or other 
periodical dues, contributions, premiums and fees 
required under the terms of any certificate, policy 
or contract.

1. Seetion 18 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as fcllows: 

13. The commission may: 

a. Acquire, maintain and make available to the 
inhabitants of the county, public parks, play- 
grounds and recreation places ; 

b. Locate such pubhe parks, playgrounds and 
recreation places at such point or points within the 
limits of the county as it may determine; 

ce. Preserve, care for, lay out, construct, main- 
tain, and improve any such parks and places and 
by itself, or jointly with the State Highway Com- 
mission, board of chosen freeholders, or any mu- 
nicipality or other public body, provide for the 
construction, improvement or maintenance of any 
roadway or boulevard, within such park or parks 
or other places; 

d. Lay out, construct and maintain such side- 
walks, roadways, service ways, bridle paths, foot- 
paths, or other ways within any such park or parks 
or other places; 

e. Construct, reconstruct, alter, provide, renew 
and maintain such buildings or other structures, 
playgrounds and the equipment thereof, as it may 
determine; 

f. Enter into contracts with any person, or mu- 
nicipality or other public body, with respect to the 
laying out, construction or maintenance thereof; 
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eg. Engage, or contract for, the services of com- 
petent engineers or engineering firms, and do all 
other acts and things as may in the judgment of 
the commission be necessary or proper to effectuate 
and carry out the plan and purposes of this act, 
but such contract and employment shall not be for 
a longer period of time than 5 years; provided, 
however, that this provision shall not preclude the 
commission from extending any such contract and 
employment for a period of not exceeding 5 years 
from the date of such extension; 

h. Where no regularly organized full-time county 
park police department has been or shall hereafter 
be established pursuant to law, appoint and com- 
mission as many special policemen to patrol such 
county parks, playgrounds and recreation places 
as it may deem necessary and any such special 
policeman shall have the same powers therein as. 
may be exercised by a municipal policeman pursu- 
ant to law and such special policeman shall be 
charged with the duty of preserving order and shall 
have power to arrest and to hold any offender 
against the public peace in such county parks, play- 
grounds and recreation places; 

i. Subject to the approval of the board of chosen 
frecholders, lease to the highest bidder, after pub- 
lished advertisement not less than 10 days prior to 
award of lease, park lands or concessions therein 
to produce revenues from facilities required for or 
incidental to the operation of such public parks, 
playgrounds or recreation places; provided, how- 
ever, that the period of any such lease shall not. 
exceed 5 years.

Aw Act concerning surrenders of the custody of 
children to agencies and the termination of 
parental rights.

ArticLE I—DerFInITIONS ann GENERAL ProvIsIONS 


1. For the purposes of this act, the following 
words and phrases, unless otherwise indicated, 
shall be deemed to have the following meanings: 


(a) The phrase ‘‘approved agency’’ means a 
legally constituted agency having its principal office 
within or without this State, which has been ap- 
proved, pursuant to law, to place children in New 
Jersey for purposes of adoption. 

(b) The word ‘‘child’’? means any person under 
21 years of age. 

(c) The word ‘‘custody’’ means continuing con- 
trol and authority over the person of a child, estab- 
lished by natural parenthood, by order or judgment 
of a court of competent jurisdiction, or by written 
surrender to an approved agency pursuant to law. 

(d) The phrase ‘‘forsaken parental obligations’’ 
means willful and continuous neglect or failure to 
perform the natural and regular obligations of care 
and support of a child. 

(e) The phrase ‘‘mentally incompetent’’ means 
inability to understand and discharge the natural 
and regular obligations of care and support of a 
child by reason of mental disease, feebleness of 
mind, or habitual intemperance. 

(f) The word ‘‘parent,’’ when not otherwise 
described by the context, means a natural parent 
or parent by previous adoption, but the word 
parent shall not include the father of an illegitimate 
child.

CHAPTER 232, LAWS OF 1955 


(g) The word ‘‘may’’ shall be construed to be 
permissive and the word ‘‘shall’’ shall be construed 
to be mandatory. 

2. Except as otherwise provided by law or by 
order or judgment of a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion or by testamentary disposition, no surrender 
of the custody of a child shall be valid in this State 
unless made to an approved agency pursuant to the 
provisions of this act or pursuant to the provisions 
of a substantially similar law of another State or 
territory of the United States or of the Dominion 
of Canada or of one of its provinces. 

3. No surrender of custody by, nor termination 
of the parental rights of, one parent shall affect 
the rights of the other parent; nor may one parent 
act as the agent or representative of the other 
parent in the surrender of custody or termination 
of parental rights. 


ArticLE [I—SurrenpEer oF Custopy 


4. An approved agency may take a voluntary 
surrender of custody of a child from the parent of 
such child, or from such other person or persons 
who, by order of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
have been substituted for the parent as to custody 
of such child. Each such surrender, when properly 
acknowledged in the manner and form provided by 
sections 46:14-6 and 46:14-7 of the Revised 
Statutes, shall be valid whether or not the person 
giving the same is a minor, and shall be irrevocable 
except at the discretion of the approved agency 
taking such surrender or upon order or judgment 
of a court of competent jurisdiction, setting aside 
such surrender upon proof of fraud, duress or 
misrepresentation. 

5. The form of any such surrender shall be such 
as to declare that the person executing the same 
desires to relinquish the custody of the child, 
acknowledge the termination of parental rights as 
to such custody in favor of the approved agency, 
and acknowledge full understanding of the effect 
of such surrender as provided by this act. Any 
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such surrender may include a statement that its 
purpose is to permit the approved agency to place 
the child for adoption by such person or persons 
as the approved agency may select. 


AnrticLe [IJ—Termination or ParENTAL RiIGuHts 


6. An approved agency which is providing super- 
vision of a child may institute an action in the 
County Court of the county in which such approved 
ageney has its principal office in New Jersey or in 
the Superior Court, seeking the termination of the 
rights of the parents of such child and the transfer 
of custody of such child to the agency. A prior 
surrender of custody as provided by Article IT of 
this act shall not be deemed a waiver of notice or 
service of process in proceedings under Article III 
hereof. At least five days prior to the hearing, 
the plaintiff shall file with the court a written 
report as to all circumstances of the case. 


7. If the court shall determine that custody of the 
child has been surrendered as provided in Article 
IT of this act, the court may declare that the person 
making such surrender shall have no further right 
to custody of the ehild. If the court shall determine 
that a parent of the child is dead, or mentally 
incompctent, or has forsaken parental obligation, 
or has been divoreed by the other parent on 
grounds of adultery. desertion or extreme cruelty, 
the court may declare that such parent shall have 
no further right to custody of the child. If the 
court shall determine that the child is illegitimate, 
the court shall declare that the father, and the 
husband of the mother if she be married, shall have 
no right to custody of the ehild. If the court shall 
determine that a custodian or guardian has been 
appoimted for the child, but that such eustodian or 
euardian has willfully and continuously neglected 
or failed to discharge the responsibilities of such 
appointment, the court mav declare that such 
custodian or guardian shall have no further control 
and authority over the person of the child. 
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8. If the court shall find that the parents of the 
child should have no further right to custody of the 
ehild, or that the custodian or guardian, if any, 
should have no further control and authority over 
the person of the child, a jadgment shall be entered 
terminating such right or control and authority and 
transferring the custody of the child to the plaintiff. 
The judgment so entered, unless otherwise specified 
therein, shall not affect the duties of the parents, 
custodian or guardian with respect to support and 
maintenance of the child.

(or 544 point) line for the first insertion and $0.12 
per agate line for each subsequent insertion; in the 
ease of any newspaper having a bona fide net paid 
circulation of not less than 2,500 copies nor more 
than 50,000 copies, the rate shall be $0.18 per agate 
line for the first insertion and $0.15 per agate line 
for each subsequent insertion, and in the ease of 
newspapers having a bona fide circulation of 50,000 
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copies and not more than 75,000 copies, the rate 
shall be $0.22 per agate line per insertion, and in 
the case of newspapers having a bona fide net paid 
circulation in excess of 75,000 copies and not more 
than 100,000 copies, the rate shall be $0.27 per agate 
line per insertion, and in the case of newspapers 
having a bona fide net paid circulation in excess of 
100,000 copies and not more than 125,000 copies,

rate to be charged for official advertising, which in 
no ease shall be in exeess of the rates provided in 
the foregoing schedule. 

The charge per agate or nonparcil line shall be 
based on measurement by the standard newspaper 
ruler, but date lines, paragraph endings, titles, 
signatures and similar short lines shall be Eoripiited 
as full lines where set to conform to the usual rules 
of composition.

Br rv enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:13-438 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :13-43. Each new entrant shall file a detailed 
statement of school service and service in a similar 
capacity in other States rendered by him prior to 
so becoming a member for which he desires credit 
and on account of which he desires to contribute 
and of such other facts as the board of trustees may 
require for the prior operation of the system. New 
entrants who enroll on or after July 1, 1955, shall 
be given 1 year from the date of enrollment to file 
such statement and to agree to purchase credit for 
the prior service evidenced therein. New entrants 
who were enrolled in the retirement system prior 
to July 1, 1955 shall be given 1 year from that date 
to file such statement, except that any teacher in 
service on July 1, 1952, who has rendered service 
prior to September 1, 1919, as a teacher in the pub- 
lic schools of the State, for which no credit is 
allowed, may within 1 year after July 1, 1955, file a 
statement, or enroll and file a statement, showing 
the period of service as a teacher in the public 
schools of the State not now creditable for which 
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he is willing to contribute. Credit may be obtained 
for such service by making a lump sum payment, 
or by contributing at an additional percentage rate 
of deduction. The amount of the lump sum pay- 
ment shall be computed by the board of trustees to 
be sufficient to provide an annuity approximately 
equal to the pension allowable on account of such 
service at age 62 at the rate of 440 of average 
salary for each year so claimed. The additional 
percentage rate of deduction shall be the rate which 
if contributed to age 62 shall be computed to be 
sufficient to produce a like benefit. Any member 
electing to contribute towards such service, who re- 
tires prior to age 62, will receive pro rata eredit 
for service purchased to the date of retirement, 
subject to the provisions of section 18:13-55 of the 
Revised Statutes, but if he so elects at the time of 
retirement, he may make such additional lump sum 
payment as will be necessary to provide full credit 
at such earlier retirement date. 

2. Section 18:13-47 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18 :18-47. In his prior service certificate, a new 
entrant shall be credited in full up to the nearest 
number of years and months, but not exceeding 10 
vears, with all service rendered by him as a teacher 
in public schools in or outside of the State prior to 
becoming a member, for which he desires eredit 
and on account of which he desires to contribute, 
except that the limit of 10 years shall not apply to 
teachers who are in service on July 1, 1952, who 
rendered service in the State prior to September 
1, 1919, and who elect to contribute for prior service 
in the State prior to July 1, 1956. 

3. Section 4 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

4. A. former member whose membership has 
become inactive, who has not withdrawn his ac- 
cumulated deductions and whose inactive member- 
ship has expired, or a former member who has 
withdrawn his accumulated deductions, on return- 
ing to pensionable service, is required to re-enroll 
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in the retirement system and to contribute at the 
rate which applies at his then attained age. After 
accepting such employment the member shall not be 
permitted to withdraw any funds which may stand 
to his credit. The member may if he wishes, within 
1 year from the date of return to service, or if he 
re-enrolled prior to July 1, 1955, within 1 vear from 
that date, establish full credit for the service 
attached to his former membership by making a 
lump sum payment, the amount of which shall be 
determined by the board of trustees, or by agreeing 
to contribute until age 62 at an increased rate of 
deduction, which rate shall be determined by the 
board of trustees by the method hereinafter de- 
seribed. 

The amount of the lump sum payment or the in- 
creased rate of deduction referred to above is to 
be determined not by the amount of accumulated 
deductions formerly withdrawn but by the amount 
of prospective deductions calculated to be required 
from the date of reinstatement until age 62 in order 
that the total amount credited to his individua 
account in the annuity savings fund at age 62 may 
be adequate to produce an annuity which will ap- 
proximately equal the pension then payable on ac- 
count of the member’s service during his current 
membership and also on account of his service 
while formerly a member and on account of any 
years of prior service for which during his former 
membership he claimed credit by making a lump 
sum payment or by agreeing to contribute at an in- 
creased rate of deduction. 

The amount of such restored eredits shall not be 
limited to the 10 years of prior service for which 
new-entrants are permitted to purchase credit but 
may be for whatever years of service the member 
had established or was establishing credit during 
his former membership, if the member so elects.

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CHAPTER 236 


Aw Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19:5-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 19:5-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


19:5-8. The members of the county committees 
of political parties shall be elected annually at the 
primary for the general election in the manner pro- 
vided in this Title for the selection of party candi- 
dates to be voted for at the general election by 
voters of a municipality. The county committee 
shall consist of 1 male and 1 female member from 
each unit of representation in the county. The male 
receiving the highest number of votes among the 
male candidates and the female receiving the 
highest number of votes among the female candi- 
dates shall be declared elected. Members of the 
county committee shall actually reside in the dis- 
triets or units which they respectively represent. 
The county committee shall determine by its by- 
laws the units into which the county shall be 
divided for purpose of representation in the county 
committee. 

The members of the county committee of each of 
the political parties shall take office on the first 
Saturday following their election, on which day the 
terms of all members of such committees thereto- 
fore elected shall terminate. The annual meeting 
of each county committee shall be held on the first 
Tuesday following the primary election, except that 
when such meeting day falls on a legal holiday then 
the said meeting shall be held on the day following, 
at an hour and place to be designated in a notice in 
writing to be mailed by the chairman of the out- 
going ‘county committee to each member-elect, at 
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which annual meeting the members of such com- 
mittee shall elect some suitable person as chairman, 
to hold office for one year, or until his successor is 
elected. The members shall also elect a vice-chair- 
lady to hold office for one year or until her suc- 
cessor is elected and the vice-chairlady shall per- 
form all duties required of her by law and the 
constitution and by-laws of such committee. Such 
committee shall have power to adopt a constitution 
and by-laws for its proper government. The chair- 
man shall preside at all meetings of the committee 
and shall perform all duties required of him by law 
and the constitution and by-laws of such committee. 

A member of a county committee of any political 
party may resign his office to the committee of 
which he is a member, and upon acceptance thereof 
by the committee a vacancy shall exist. A vacancy 
in the office of a member of the county committee of 
any political party, caused by death, resignation, 
failure to elect or otherwise, shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the municipal committee of the 
municipality wherein the vacancy occurs, if there 
is such committee, and if not, by the remaining 
members of the county committee of such political 
party representing the territory in the county in 
which such vacancy occurs. 

The chairman of the county committee of the 
several political parties shall before March 1, 
certify to the clerk of each municipality in the 
county the unit of representation in such munici- 
pality, together with the enumeration of the 
election district or districts embraced within such 
unit. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 237 


Aw Act concerning municipalities governed by the 
commission form of government, and supple- 
menting chapter 75 of Title 40 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where several candidates for the office of com- 
missioner petition that their names be grouped to- 
gether and that one designation named by them 
shall be printed opposite their names pursuant to 
section 40:75-8 of the Revised Statutes, the said 
candidates whose names are to be grouped in a 
bracket under the said section may file with the 
clerk of the municipality a designation, in writing, 
of the names of 8 persons as a committee on 
Vacaneies. 

Any such committee shall have power in case a 
vacancy arises by death, resignation or otherwise, 
of any of the candidates included in the said group 
to fill such vacaney by filing with the clerk of the 
municipality the name of the candidate in the place 
and stead of the person whose death, resignation 
or other occurrence caused the vacancy. 

Any such designation to fill a vacancy shall have 
the same foree and effect as an original petition of 
nomination. 

To be effective any such designation by said com- 
mittee on vacancies must be filed with the clerk of 
the municipality not less than 10 days before the 
election is to be held. The procedure and the man- 
ner and method of placing the name of any such 
substituted candidate on the ballot and of the 
election of the candidates for the office, as nearly as 
practicable, shall be in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes appli- 
cable in the case of vacancies in other offices to be 
filled at elections. 
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Nothing herein contained shall prevent the filling 
of the vacancies in any other manner authorized by 
Title 19 of the Revised Statutes except that a 
candidate in a group bracket, who joins in the 
designation of a committee on vacancies under the 
provisions of this act, may not make or participate 
in any other method for filling a vacancy in his 
candidacy for commissioner. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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Aw Acr authorizing the Division of the New Jersey 
Real Estate Commission in the State Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance to conduct edu- 
cational and information programs, and supple- 
menting chapter 15 of Title 45 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Ber ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Division of the New Jersey Real Estate 
Commission in the State Department of Banking 
and Insurance, within the limits of appropriations 
available or to be made available to it for the pur- 
pose, may conduct educational and information 
programs relating to the real estate brokerage 
business and real estate brokers and salesmen for 
the information, education, guidance and protection 
of the general public, leensees, and applicants 
for license. The educational and information pro- 
erams may include preparation, printing and dis- 
tribution of publications and articles and the con- 
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duct of conferences, forums, lectures, and a public 
information service. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 239 


An Acr authorizing the making of emergency 
appropriations to meet certain extraordinary 
expenses incurred or to be incurred by reason of 
damage eaused by floor or hurricane. 


Be rr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any county or municipality may make emer- 
eency appropriations to meet extraordinary ex- 
penses for the repair and reconstruction of county 
or municipal streets, roads, bridges and other pub- 
lic property by reason of damage caused by flood 
or hurricane, which were not foreseen at the time 
of the adoption of the budget. 

2. The board of chosen freeholders of the county 
or the governing body of the municipality shall by 
resolution adopted by a % vote of all of its mem- 
bers declare that an emergeney exists and that said 
emergency was caused by flood or hurricane and 
authorizing an emergency appropriation sufficient 
to meet the cost of making such repairs or recon- 
struction, which emergency appropriation shall not 
be subject to any limitations of law as to its amount 
or the purposes for which it is made, and a copy of 
the resolution shall be forthwith filed with the D:- 
rector of the Division of Local Government im the 
Department of the Treasury.

school district for the establishment and develop- 
ment of high school education,’’ approved May 31, 
1951, is amended to read ‘‘An act to preserve the 
tenure and pension rights of teachers in high 
schools and in junior high schools in school districts 
which unite to create a regional school distriet for 
the establishment and development of high sehool 
or junior high school education.’’ 

2. Section 1 of the act of which this act is ameud- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. Whenever, subsequent to April 1, 1951, a re- 
gional school district shall be created for the estab- 
lishment and development of high school or junior 
high school education, the tenure and pension 
rights of the high school teachers or junior high 
school teachers in any high school or junior high 
school or schools located in any district or dis- 
tricts uniting to create a regional district shall be 
recognized and preserved by the regional board of 
education of the newly created district in the or-

count toward the acquisition of tenure in the new 
regional district.

Aw Act to supplement ‘‘An act concerning savings 
and loan associations and building and loan as- 
sociations, and revising chapter 12 of Title 17 of 
the Revised Statutes,’’ approved April 4, 1946 
(P. L. 1946, c. 56), and to repeal sections 48 and 
49 of said act. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Membership accounts by 1 person in trust for 
another. 

A. Whenever a membership account is held by 
an individual member in trust for a named person, 
or in the name of an individual member as trustee 
for a named person, the association shall pay any 
moneys to the credit of such account from time to 
time to, or pursuant to the order of, the individual 
member during his lifetime. When the individual 
member makes a payment or payments to such aec- 
count, or causes a payment or payments to be made 
to such account, the individual member shall con- 
clusively be presumed to intend to declare and 
ereate a trust of the moneys at any time to the 
eredit of such account, for the named person, with 
the individual member as trustee, upon the follow- 
ing terms: 

(1) The trust shall be revocable at will by the 
individual member, but only to the extent of with- 
drawals of, or charges against the moneys to the 
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credit of the trust, made or authorized by the in- 
dividual member, during the individual member’s 
life; 

(2) If the individual member survives the named 
person the named person’s death shall terminate 
the trust and title to the moneys to the credit of the 
trust shall vest in the individual member, free and 
clear of the trust; 

(3) If the named person survives the individual 
member, the individual member’s death shall termi- 
nate the trust and any moneys to the credit of the 
trust, less all proper set-offs and charges, shall vest 
solely and indefeasibly in the named person, not- 
withstanding any action by the individual member, 
or any evidence, contrary to or negativing the in- 
dividual member’s conclusively presumed intention 
in declaring, creating and maintaining the trust; 

(4) If the named person survives the individual 
member and is 16 vears of age or over at the death 
of the individual member, the association shall pay 
the moneys to the eredit of the trust, less all proper 
set-offs and charges, to the named person or upon 
his order, as hereinafter provided, and such pay- 
ment by the association shall be valid, notwith- 
standing any lack of legal age of the named person: 

(5) If the named person survives the individual 
member and is under 16 vears of age at the in- 
dividual member’s death the association shall pay 
the moneys to the credit of the trust, less all proper 
set-offs and charges, 


(a) When or after the named person be- 
comes 16 years of age, to the named person or 
upon his order, or 

(b) to the legal guardian of the named per- 
son wherever appointed, or 

(c) if a certificate of appointment of a legal 
guardian is not filed with the association to a 
person authorized to receive such moneys pur- 
suant to sections 3A.:6-31 and 3A:6-32 of the 
New Jersey Statutes. 
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B. An association which makes any payment 
pursuant to subsection A of this section prior to 
service upon the association of an order of court 
restraining such payment shall, to the extent of each 
payment so made, be released from all claims of the 
individual member, the named person, their legal 
representatives, and all others claiming under or 
through them. 

C. Nothing in subsection A of this section shall 
validate any trust created in fraud of creditors of 
the individual member. 

D. Subsection A of this section shall not apply 
to the moneys paid to an account by a trustee act- 
ing under a will, other fiduciary instrument, court 
order or decree. 

K. Nothing in this section shall affect any law of 
this State governing transfer inheritance or estate 
taxes, nor shall anything herein relieve an associ- 
ation of its duty to conform with the provisions of 
the law imposing transfer inheritance taxes with 
respect to decedents’ estates. 

F. When a membership account is maintained in 
a form described in this section the right of the 
named person to be vested with sole and indefeas- 
ible title to the moneys, to the credit of the member- 
ship account on the death of the individual member, 
shall not be denied, abridged, or in anywise affected 
because such right has not been created by a writ- 
ing executed in accordance with the laws of this 
State prescribing the requirements to effect a valid 
testamentary disposition of property. 

G. The provisions of this section shall apply to 
all Federal savings and loan associations having 
their principal offices in this State. 

2. Membership accounts by 1 person payable at 
death to another. 

A. A membership account in an association may 
be maintained in the name of an individual mem- 
ber, payable on the death of the individual mem- 
ber to a named person. When a membership 
account is so maintained the association shall pay 
any moneys to the credit of the account from time 
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to time to, or pursuant to the order of, the in- 
dividual member during: his lifetime, in the same 
manner as if the account were in the sole name of 
the individual member. If the named person sur- 
vives the individual member and is 16 years of age 
or over at the death of the individual member, the 
association shall pay the moneys to the eredit of 
the account, less all proper set-offs and charges, to 
the named person or upon his order, as herein- 
after provided, and such payment by the associ- 
ation shall be valid, notwithstanding any lack of 
legal age of the named person. If the named person 
survives the individual member and is under 16 
vears of age at the death of the individual member, 
the association shall pay the moneys to the credit 
of the account, less all proper set-offs and charges, 


(a) When or after the named person be- 
comes 16 years of age, to the named person or 
upon his order, or 

(b) to the legal guardian of the named per- 
son, wherever appointed, or 

(ce) if a certificate of appointment of a legal 
enardian is not filed with the association, to a 
person authorized to receive such moneys pur- 
suant to sections 3A :6-31 and 3A :6-32 of the 
New Jersey Statutes. 


B. When an individual member in whose name a 
membership account is maintained in an associ- 
ation in the form set forth in subsection A of this 
section, makes a payment or payments to such ac- 
count, or causes a payment or payments to be made 
to such account, the individual member shall be con- 
clusively presumed to intend to vest in the named 
person, a present beneficial interest in each pav- 
ment so made, and in the moneys to the eredit of 
the account from time to time, to the end that, if 
the named person survives the individual member, 
all the right and title of the individual member in 
and to the moneys to the credit of the account at 
the death of the individual member, less all proper 
set-offs and charges, shall, at such death, vest solelv 
and indefeasibly in the named person. 
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C. If the named person predeceases the indi- 
vidual member, the present beneficial interest pre- 
sumed to be vested in the named person pursuant 
to subsection B of this section shall terminate at 
the death of the named person. In such ease, the 
personal representatives of the named person, and 
all others claiming through or under the named 
person, shall have no right in or title to the moneys 
to the eredit of the account, and the association 
shall pay such moneys to the individual member, or 
pursuant to his order, in the same manner as if 
the account were in the sole name of the individual 
member. 

D. An association which makes any payment 
pursuant to this section prior to service upon the 
association of an order of court restraining such 
payment shall, to the extent of each payment so 
made, be released from all claims of the individual 
member, the named person, their legal represent- 
atives, and all others claiming through or under 
them. 

K. Nothing in this section shall impair the rights 
of creditors of the individual member, nor shall 
anything herein affect any law of this State gov- 
erning transfer inheritance or estate taxes, nor 
shall anything herein relieve an association of its 
duty to conform with the provisions of the law im- 
posing transfer inheritance taxes with respect to 
decedents’ estates. 

F. When a membership account is maintained in 
a form described in this section, the right of the 
named person to be vested with sole and inde- 
feasible title to the moneys to the credit of the ac- 
count on the death of the individual member shall 
not be denied, abridged, or in anywise affected be- 
cause such right has not been created by a writing 
executed in accordance with the law of this State 
prescribing the requirements to effect a valid testa- 
mentary disposition of property. 

G. The provisions of this section shall apply to 
all Federal savings and loan associations having 
their principal offices in this State. 
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3. Joint membership accounts. 

A. A membership account in an association may 
be maintained in the names of 2 or more persons, 
payable to either, or to any, or to the survivor or 
survivors. In the absence of written instructions 
to the contrary, consented to by the association, 
when a membership account is so maintained the 
association shall pay any moneys to the credit of 
the account from time to time to, or pursuant to 
the order of, either or any of said persons during 
their hfe or lives, in the same manner as if the ac- 
count were in the sole name of either or any such 
of the 2 or more persons to whom, or pursuant to 
whose order, the moneys are paid. Upon the death 
of any of such persons, the association shall pay 
the moneys to the credit of the survivorship ac- 
eount, less all proper set-offs and charges, to, or 
pursuant to the order of, the survivor or survivors. 

B. When either, or both, or one or more of the 
2 or more persons in whose names a membership 
account is maintained in any form described in this 
section, makes a payment or payments to such ac- 
count, or causes a payment or payments to be made 
to such account, such person or persons shall be 
conclusively presumed to intend to vest in the other 
or others a present beneficial interest in each pay- 
ment so made, and in the moneys to the credit of 
the account from time to time, to the end that, upon 
the death of any such person or persons, all the 
right and title of the person so dying in and to the 
moneys to the credit of the account on his death, 
less all proper set-offs and charges, shall, at such 
death, vest solely and indefeasibly in the survivor 
or survivors. 

C. Nothing in this section shall impair the rights 
of creditors of either or any of the persons in whose 
names a membership is maintained in any form 
described in this section, nor shall anything herein 
affect any law of this State governing transfer in- 
heritance or estate taxes, nor shall anything herein 
relieve an association of its duty to conform with 
the provisions of the law imposing transfer in- 
heritance taxes with respect to decedents’ estates. 
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D. This section shall apply to all membership ac- 
counts maintained in an association in the names of 
2 or more persons, payable to either, or to any, or 
to the survivor or survivors, regardless of whether 
the names of the 2 or more persons are stated in 
the conjunctive or the disjunctive, or otherwise and 
regardless of whether the account is expressed to 
be payable to either or any of such persons or to 
the survivor or survivors, or is expressed to be 
payable to either or any of such persons and to the 
survivor or survivors of them.

them, or any of them. 

F. When a membership account is maintained 
in the names of 2 or more persons in any form de- 
scribed in this section, the right of the survivor or 
survivors of the 2 or more persons to be vested with 
sole and indefeasible title to the moneys to the 
eredit of the account on the death of any of such 
person or persons, shall not be denied, abridged, or 
in anywise affected because such right has not been 
created by a writing executed in accordance with 
the law of this State prescribing the requirements 
to effect a valid testamentary disposition of 
property. 

G. The provisions of this section shall apply to 
all Federal savings and loan associations having 
their principal offices in this State. 

4. Sections 48 and 49 of chapter 56 of the laws 
of 1946 are repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately, but 
shall apply only to accounts hereafter opened. Ac- 
counts heretofore opened shall be governed by the 
law in effect when such accounts were opened.

In any county of the first, second, third 
and fifth classes the assignment judge of the Su- 
perior Court for such county may designate 1 or 
more competent stenographers who are regularly 
employed at a stated salary in the office of the pros- 
ecutor of such county, to act, if and when required 
in addition to their regular duties, as an assistant 
to the clerk of the grand jury of such county. The 
person, or persons, so designated shall, when re- 
quested by the grand jury attend its sessions and 
take minutes of the evidence there adduced. The 
person or persons so designated shall not be en- 
titled to any extra compensation for thei services 
as assistant to the clerk of the grand jury provided, 
however, the board of chosen freeholders may fix 
and pay extra compensation for the person or per- 
sons so designated for their services as assistant to 
the clerk of the grand jury to the extent necessary 
to compensate such person or persons for such ad- 
ditional responsibilities and work. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning elections, and amending sec- 
tions 19:6-18, 19:6-19 and 19:6—20, of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 19:6-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


19:6-18. During the 30-day period immediately 
preceding March 1 in each year, the chairman and 
vice-chairlady of each county committee, the State 
chairman, the State committeeman and State com- 
mitteewoman of each of such 2 political parties, 
respectively shall meet and jointly, in writing, nom- 
inate 1 person residing in the county of such county 
committee chairman, duly qualified, for member of 
the county board in and for such county. If nom- 
ination be so made, the Governor shall commission 
such appointees, who shall be members of opposite 
parties, on or before Mareh 1. Such appointees 
shall continue in office for 2 years from March 1 
next after their appointment. Each such nom- 
ination shall be certified by the said county com- 
mittee chairman and, in the event of a tie vote in 
the said meeting of the county committee chairman, 
county committee vice-chairlady, State chairman, 
State committeeman and State committeewoman, 
in respect to such nomination, the State chairman 
shall have the deciding vote and shall certify, in 
writing, to the Governor, the nomination made by 
such deciding vote. 

The first appointment having been made pur- 
suant to law for terms of 1 and 2 years, re- 
spectively, the members subsequently appointed 
each year shall fill the offices of the appointees 
whose terms expire in that year. 
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2. Section 19:6-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:6-19. If a vacancy arises in any county board 
from any cause other than expiration of the term, 
the Governor shall be forthwith notified, notice of 
the vacancy to be given to the chairman of such 
county committee, and within 10 days thereafter, 
the county committee chairman, county committee 
vice-chairlady, State chairman, State committee- 
man and State committeewoman shall jointly nom- 
inate a suecessor, and any such nomination shall 
be made and certified in the same manner as pro- 
vided in section 19:6-18 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the person so nominated shall thereupon be 
commissioned by the Governor. All appointments 
to fill vacancies shall be for the unexpired term 
only. 

3. Section 19:6-20 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :6-20. If any nomination is not made and certi- 
fied in writing to the Governor within the time 
specified, the Governor shall make such appoint- 
ments of his own selection from the citizens of the 
eounty in which such failure occurs.

foregoing list contains the valuations made by 
me to the best of my ability, of all the property 
hable to taxation in the taxing district in which 
T am assessor, and that I have valued it, with- 
out favor or partiality and have made such 
deduction only for debts and exemptions as 
are preseribed by law.’’ 


2. No tax list and duplicate for the tax year 1955

An <Actr concerning the hawking, peddling and 
vending of goods, wares and merchandise and the 
soliciting of trade; amending section 45:24-9 of 
the Revised Statutes; providing that violators 
of the act are disorderly persons, and supple- 
menting subtitle 12 of Title 2A of the New Jersey 
Statutes. 


Br tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:24-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :24-9. The following persons shall have the 
right to hawk, peddle and vend any goods, wares 
or merchandise or solicit trade within this State, 
by procuring a license for that purpose to be issued 
in the manner and under the conditions hereinafter 
in this article prescribed, except, however, the 
aforesaid right to hawk, peddle and vend any 
goods, wares or merchandise or solicit trade shall 
not extend to or inelude any public beach or public 
boardwalk : 

a. Every honorably discharged soldier, sailor, 
marine, nurse or army field clerk of the United 
States, having been in ‘the active military or naval 
service of the United States in any war in which 
this country has been engaged prior to the World 
War, or in the Boxer uprising, the Philippine in- 
sur rection or the Mexican expedition, or in any In- 
dian wars or uprisings, or in the World War prior 
to November 11, 1918, that is to say the date of the 
armistice, or in World War II subsequent to De- 
cember 8, 1941, the date of declaration of war upon 
Japan, or who served or shall have served in the 
Armed Forces of the United States, during the 
present emergency, and who is a resident of this 
State. 
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b. Every exempt member of a volunteer fire 
department, volunteer fire engine, hook and ladder, 
hose, supply company or salvage corps, of any 
municipality or fire district in this State, who holds 
an exemption certificate issued to him as an exempt 
member of any such department, company or corps, 
and who is a resident of this State. 

Hawking, peddling and vending hereafter may 
be regulated by municipal ordinance on public 
streets and highways. 

The term ‘‘present emergency’’ as used in this 
act shall mean and include any time after June 23, 
1950, and prior to the termination, suspension or 
revocation of the proclamation of the existence of 
a national emergency issued by the President of 
the United States on December 16, 1950, or termina- 
tion of the existence of such national emergency by 
appropriate action of the President or Congress 
of the United States. 

2. No such person who has received a license, 
as set forth in the first paragraph of this act, shall 
hawk, peddle or vend any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise or solicit trade on any public beach or 
public boardwalk of this State without obtaining, 
in addition to the license issued by the clerk of the 
county in which he may reside, an additional license 
or permit which may be issued by the board, com- 
mission, officer or authority having the control of 
such public beach or public boardwalk. Said board, 
commission, officer or authority having the control 
of such public beach or public boardwalk shall have 
the right by appropriate legal action to prohibit, 
limit or regulate the hawking, peddling and vend- 
ing of any goods, wares or merchandise or the 
solicitation of trade by said persons hereinbefore 
mentioned on any public beach or public boardwalk. 

3. Any person who shall violate the provisions 
of this act is a disorderly person. 

4. This act shall take effect July 1, 1955.

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CHAPTER 246 


An Act to amend ‘‘An act relating to property 
held in trust for municipal corporations,’’ 
approved March 7, 1900 (P. L. 1900, e¢. 21). 


Be ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. In all cases in which any person, persons or 
corporation shall heretofore have been invested 
with the legal title to any property, real or per- 
sonal, to hold as trustee for any municipal cor- 
poration, or the citizens of an unincorporated sub- 
division of a municipal corporation, the subdivision 
having a recognized name in the community, and 
the said trustee or trustees are now dead, or the 
powers of such corporation are extinguished by the 
death of all its members, the common council or 
other governing body of such municipal corpora- 
tion may appoint a new trustee for such trust 
property, and such newly appointed trustee shall, 
upon the demand of such municipal corporation, 
forthwith convey and transfer to such municipal 
corporation the legal title to such trust property, 
real or personal. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning the salaries of county clerks, 
surrogates, sheriffs and registers of deeds and 
mortgages in certain counties.

1. In any county of this State having a popula- 
tion of more than 375,000 and less than 600,000, the 
annual salary of the county clerk shall be

annual salary of the surrogate shall be $12,000.00, 
payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as other county salaries are now paid. 

3. In any county of this State having a popula- 
tion of more than 375,000 and less than 600,000, the 
annual salary of the sheriff shall be $12,000.00, 
payable at the same time and in the same manner 
as other county salaries are now paid. 

4. In any county of this State having a popula- 
tion of more than 375,000 and less than 600,000, the 
annual salary of the register of deeds and mort- 
gages shall be $12,000.06, payable at the same time 
and in the same manner as other county salaries 
are now paid.

Upon the receipt of a certified copy of 
a judgment permitting a change of name, and a 
request for correction of an existing record of the 
birth or marriage of the individual, the State 
Registrar of Vital Statistics or local registrar of 
vital statistics shall adjust the record or records 
to show the new name and the date and manner 
by which obtained. When the request and such 
copy are received by a local registrar, he shall 
forward them to the State Registrar after having 
adjusted his local record. The fee to be paid a local 
registrar or the State Registrar for such service 
shall be $1.00. Any certified copy of a record 
changed as provided for in this chapter shall show 
the name at birth or marriage and the new name 
and date and manner by which obtained, but upon 
request shall show only the new name.

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CHAPTER 250 


Aw Act concerning crimes, relating to the use of 
telephone party lines in eases of emergency, and 
supplementing subtitle 10 of Title 2A of the New 
Jersey Statutes.

1. Any person who fails to relinquish a telephone 
party line, consisting of a subscriber line telephone 
circuit with 2 or more main telephone stations 
connected therewith each having a distinctive ring 
or telephone number after he has been requested 
so to do to permit another to place a call, in an 
emergency in which property or human life are in 
jeopardy and the prompt summoning of aid is 
essential, to a fire or police department or for 
medical aid or ambulance service, and any person 
who shall request the use of such a party line by 
falsely stating that the same is needed for any of 
said purposes knowing said statement to be false, 
shall be a disorderly person; provided such party 
line at the time of the request is not being used 
for any other such emergency call. 

2. In every telephone directory printed and dis- 
tributed after January 1, 1956, to the general public 
in this State or in any portion thereof, which lists 
the call numbers of any telephones, located within 
this State and served from any telephone exchange 
located within this State, except such as are dis- 
tributed solely for business advertising purposes, 
commonly known as classified telephone directories, 
there shall be printed in type not smaller than any 
other type appearing on the same page, a notice 
preceded by the word ‘‘warning’’ printed in type 
at least as large as the largest type on the same 
page, setting forth the subtance of the first section 
of this act.

ment, or a commission or other public body created 
by an Act of Congress or pursuant to a compact 
between any 2 or more States. 

(b) The word ‘‘utility’’ shall mean any water- 
works system, gas system, electric light system, 
sewer or sewerage disposal system, bridge, tunnel, 
turnpike or other highway, or any combination of 
2 or more of the foregoing. The word ‘‘system’’ 
as used herein shall mean a supply or a generating 
system, or a transmission or a distribution system, 
or both such supply or generating system and such 
transmission or distribution system, and all appur- 
tenances thereof. 

(c) The term ‘‘revenue bonds’’ shall mean any 
bonds or other interest-bearing obligations of a 
unit, the principal and interest of which are by their 
terms payable from the revenues derived from a 
utility owned or operated by the unit which issued 
such bonds or obligations, or by an agency or instru- 
mentality thereof, whether or not said bonds are 
secured by a mortgage or a trust indenture. 

(d) The term ‘‘debt service’? shall mean pro- 
vision for the payment of principal and interest 
on revenue bonds, including mandatory sinking 
funds, if any.

CHAPTER 251, LAWS OF 1955 


(e) The term ‘‘enabling legislation’’ shall mean 
any Act of Congress or of the Legislature of any 
State or territory, any ordinance or resolution of 
any unit authorizing or providing for the issuance 
of revenue bonds, or any mortgage, trust inden- 
ture, trust agreement or other instrument executed 
as security for revenue bonds. 

(f) The term ‘‘consolidated net revenues’’ shall 
mean the revenue derived from the utility and 
available for debt service, as reported. In comput- 
ing the consolidated net revenues available for debt 
service in previous years the consolidated net reve- 
nues so available of any utility acquired by any 
unit may be included, such consolidated net reve- 
nues to be calculated as though such utility bad 
been operated by a unit and an equivalent amount 
of bonded debt was outstanding. 

2. A savings bank may, in addition to other in- 
vestments, presently or from time to time hereafter 
authorized by law (ineluding specifically revenue 
bonds so authorized, notwithstanding such bonds 
do not qualify as legal investments under this act) 
invest in revenue bonds of a unit; provided that 

(a) The utility, on account of which such revenue 
bonds shall have been issued, shall have been in 
operation (whether or not owned by said unit) for 
at least 5 years prior to the investment; and 

(b) the consolidated net revenues derived from 
the utility and available for debt service for the 5 
fiseal years of the unit next preceding the invest- 
ment have averaged not less than (1) 125% in the 
case of gas, water, electrical and sewer utilities, or 
(2) 150% in the case of bridges, tunnels, turnpike 
and highway utilities, of the average debt service 
requirements for the same period on the revenue 
bonds and other obligations of the unit having a 
lien or charge on such revenues equal or prior to the 
lien or charge thereon of such revenue bonds; and 

(c) said bonds are not in default at the time of 
investments and were not within 5 years prior to 
the time of investment in default for a period of 
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more than 6 months in the payment of any part of 
the principal or interest thereon; and 

(d) the enabling legislation contains provisions 
or covenants 


(1) requiring the unit issuing such revenue 
bonds to fix, maintain and collect charges for 
the services furnished by the utility adequate 
to provide revenues sufficient to pay its debt 
service and the proper operation and main- 
tenance of the utility; and 

(2) pledging a sufficient amount of such 
revenues for the payment of debt service and 
other obligations of the unit having a lien or 
charge on such revenues equal or prior to the 
= or charge thereon of such revenue bonds; 
an 


(e) if the enabling legislation permits sale of 
the utility in whole or in any substantial part, then 
the enabling legislation shall prohibit the sale of 
the utility as a whole or any substantial part 
thereof unless, at the time of such sale, provision 
shall be made for the continuance of debt service 
on the revenue bonds or for payment thereof; and 

(f) in the case of a unit outside of the State of 
New Jersey, it had outstanding at the time of the 
investment at least $5,000,000.00 of debt secured 
by the revenues pledged to secure said revenue 
bonds. 

3. No savings bank shall make an investment 
pursuant to this act at any time 

(a) when the total of all of such investments 
exceeds, or if the making of such investment would 
cause such total to exceed 10% of its deposits; or 

(b) when the total of all such investments in 
the revenue bonds of one unit exceeds, or if the 
making of such investment would cause the total 
investment in the revenue bonds of any 1 unit to 
exceed 1% of its deposits; or 

(c) when the total of all such investments in 
revenue bonds of any 1 unit exceeds, or if the 
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making of such investment would cause such total 
to exceed 5% of the total amount of all revenue 
bonds of that unit issued and outstanding. 

4, Nothing in this act shall be construed to en- 
large the classes of investments permitted for 
fiduciaries, or any other type of investor whose 
investments are regulated by statute, by reference 
in any such statute to investments which are legal 
for savings banks.

‘(Average daily enrollment’’ shall mean the 
average daily number cf full-time pupils enrolled 
in a public school during a school year; provided, 
however, that in determining for budget purposes 
the estimated amount of State aid, the commis-

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number of full-time pupils enrolled on the last 
school day of September. 

‘¢ Approved special class’’ shall mean a class for 
physically handicapped or mentally retarded chil- 
dren, and all other classes for atypical pupils 
approved by the Commissioner of Kducation.

‘‘School district’’ shall mean a district organized 
or operating under chapters 6, 7, or 8 of Title 18 
of the Revised Statutes. 

‘*State aid’’ shall mean the sum of equalization 
aid, minimum aid, transportation reimbursement, 
and supplementary aid for special classes and 
atypical pupils, county aid and county vocational 
school aid, as detemined pursuant to this act. 

2. Section 12 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

12. Reports to commissioner. On or before a 
date to be set by the Commissioner of Education, 
but not later than October 15 in each year, the 
secretary of each school district and the superin- 
tendent or, when there is no superintendent, such 
officer or employee delegated by the board of educa- 
tion to maintain enrollment records as prescribed 
by the Commissioner of Education, shall make and 
transmit a report of such information as the com- 
missioner may require.

Aw Act concerning the suspension or revocation 
of new and used motor vehicle dealers’ license, 
amending chapter 10 of Title 39 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Beir Enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:10-20 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

39 :10-20. The director may suspend for a period 
less than the unexpired term of a license or revoke 
a license, after hearing, for a violation of any pro- 
vision of this chapter or upon the final conviction 
of the licensee of a crime, arising out of fraud or 
misrepresentation in the sale or financing of a 
motor vehicle, or upon proof of the failure of a li- 
censee to make payment of the amount of any final 
judgment, rendered by a court of competent juris- 
diction against such licensee and founded upon a 
claim arising out of fraud or misrepresentation in 
the sale of a motor vehicle, within 90 days after the 
same is finally entered, or for final conviction of 
the licensee for violating any provision of chapter 
171 of Title 2A or of any supplement thereof (Ob- 
servance of Sabbath Days). The clerk of the court 
in which any conviction is rendered, or the court 
where it has no clerk, shall forward to the director, 
immediately upon the entry thereof, a certified 
copy of the conviction or a transcript thereof. The 
clerk of the court in which any judgment founded 
upon fraud or misrepresentation is rendered, or the 
court where it has no clerk, shall forward to the 
director, immediately after the expiration of the 90 
days, a certified copy of the judgment, or a tran- 
script thereof, showing it to have been unsatisfied 
more than 90 days after it became final. The 
director shall, before suspending or revoking the 
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license, and at least 10 days prior to the date set for 
the hearing, notify the holder of the license, in writ- 
ing, of any charges made, and shall afford him an 
opportunity to be heard in person or by counsel. 
The written notice may be served either personally 
or by registered mail addressed to the last-known 
address of the licensee. The director may sub- 
pena and bring before him any person in this State, 
or take testimony by deposition, in the same man- 
ner as prescribed by law in judicial proceedings 
in the courts of this State, and shall also issue and 
deliver to the dealer such subpcenas as are re- 
quested by him. The Appellate Division of the 
Superior Court shall have power to review, by an 
appeal in lieu of prerogative writ taken by an 
agerieved person, a final determination of the 
director.

CHAPTER 254 


An Acr concerning the observance of the first day 
of the week commonly known as Sunday, and 
providing penalties for engaging in the business 
of buying, selling and trading motor vehicles on 
Sunday, and supplementing chapter 171 of Title 
2A of the New Jersey Statutes. 


Br ir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who shall carry on or engage in 
the business of buying, selling, exchangine, deal- 
ing or trading in new or used motor vehicles; or 
who shall open any place of busines or lot wherein 
he attempts to or does engage in the business of 
buying, selling, exchanging, dealing or trading in 
new or used motor vehicles; or who does buy, sell, 
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exchange, deal or trade in new or used motor ve- 
hicles as a business on the first day of the week, 
commonly known and designated as Sunday is a 
disorderly person. Such a disorderly person upon 
conviction for the first offence shall pay a fine not 
to exceed $100.00 or be imprisoned for a period of 
not more than 10 days or both; and for the second 
offense shall pay a fine not to exceed $500.00 or be 
imprisoned for a period not more than 30 days or 
both; and for the third or each subsequent offense 
shall pay a fine of $750.00 or be imprisoned for a 
period of 6 months or both. If the person is a 
licensed dealer in new or used motor vehicles in 
this State, under the provisions of chapter 10, Title 
39 of the Revised Statutes, such person shall also 
be subject to suspension or revocation of his 
dealer’s license to engage in the business of buying, 
selling or dealing in motor vehicles in this State as 
provided in Title 39, chapter 10, section 20, for 
violation of this statute. 

2. The following definitions shall apply for the 
words or terms used in this act unless other mean- 
ing is clearly apparent from the language or con- 
text: 

‘‘Motor vehicle’’ means and includes all vehicles 
propelled otherwise than by muscular power, ex- 
cepting such vehicles as run only upon rails or 
tracks. 

‘‘New motor vehicle’’ means only newly manu- 
factured motor vehicles and includes but is not 
limited to motorcycles, trailers, trucks, passenger 
cars and tractors. 

‘‘Used motor vehicle’’ means every motor vehicle, 
title to, or possession of, which has been transferred 
from the person who first acquired it from the 
manufacturer or dealer and has been so used as 
to become or is commonly known as secondhand 
within the ordinary meaning thereof, and includes 
every motor vehicle other than a new motor vehicle, 
ineluding but not limited to motoreyeles, trailers, 
tractors, trucks and passenger cars. 
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‘‘Person’’ includes natural persons, firms, part- 
nerships, corporations, associations or other arti- 
ficial bodies, trustees, receiver and officers, em- 
ployees, agents, and others acting for or on behalf 
of any person. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 257, LAWS OF 1955 


CHAPTER 257 


An Act supplementing ‘‘An act to provide cover- 
age for certain State, county, municipal, school 
district and public employees, under the provi- 
sions of Title II of the Federal Social Security 
Act, as amended; repealing chapters 14 and 15 
of Title 43 of the Revised Statutes including acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto; 
granting refund of accumulated deductions paid 
thereunder or membership in the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System created hereunder, 
specifying contributions to be paid and benefit 
rights therein,’’? approved June 30, 1954 (P. L. 
1954, ce. 84), and providing for benefits and rates 
of contribution of State law enforcement officers. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. ‘‘Law enforcement officer’? shall mean any 
permanent and full-time active employee of the 
State of New Jersey holding one of the following 
titles: inspector, senior inspector, principal inspec- 
tor, deputy chief inspector and chief inspector in 
the Division of Motor Vehicles, and inspector, in- 
vestigator, and administrative inspector in the Di- 
vision of Alcoholic Beverage Control; provided, 
however, that no member of the Alcoholic Beverage 
Law Enforcement Officers Pension Fund, nor any 
person employed in the Division of Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control after the effective date of this act 
whose position is covered by the provisions of chap- 
ter 423, P. L. 1953, shall be eligible for membership 
in the Public Employees’ Retirement System until 
the conditions set forth in section 10 of this act have 
been complied with. 
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2. Any person holding a permanent appointment 
as a law enforcement officer within the Division of 


Motor Vehicles upon the effective date of this act 


shall be a member of the Public Employees’ Retire- 
ment System as of said effective date notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of section 7 of the act to which 
this act is a supplement. 


3. A member who has attained the age of 55 and 
who immediately prior to retirement has 20 years 
of creditable service as a law enforcement officer, 
shall be eligible for service retirement as a law en- 
forcement officer. Any member in service who is a 
law enforcement officer at the time of attaining age 
65 years shall be retired on a service retirement al- 
lowance forthwith or on the first day of the next 
calendar month, as is determined by the board of 
trustees. 


4. Subject to the provisions of section 59 of the 
act to which this act is a supplement, upon service 
retirement as a law enforcement officer a member 
shall receive a service retirement allowance consist- 
ing of: 

a. An annuity which shall be the actuarial equiv- 
alent of his accumulated deductions at the time of 
his retirement; and 

b. A pension which, when added to the annuity, 
will produce a retirement allowance equal to 2% of 
his fmal compensation multiplied by his number of 
vears of creditable service as a law enforcement 
officer for which he has made contributions up to 
25, plus 1% of his final compensation multiplied by 
his number of years of creditable service for which 
he has made contributions over 25 or for which he 
has made no contributions to the retirement system 
for the period while he was a law enforcement offi- 
cer; provided, however, that in the case of any 
member electing to receive benefits under section 
38 (b) of the act to which this act is a supplement, 
such benefits shall be payable at age 60. 
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0. Subject to the provisions of section 59 of the 
act to which this act is a supplement, a member who 
has 10 or more years of creditable service as a law 
enforcement officer but who cannot qualify for serv- 
ice retirement as a law enforcement officer shall 
receive upon retirement for service a retirement 
allowance as set forth in section 48 of the act to 
which this act is a supplement, except that for each 
year of creditable service as a law enforcement offi- 
cer he shall receive, instead of the pension provided 
in section 48 (b) of said act, a pension which, when 
added to the annuity, will produce a retirement al- 
lowance equal to 2% of his final compensation mul- 
tiplied by his number of years of creditable service 
as a law enforcement officer for which he has made 
contributions up to 25, plus 1% of his final compen- 
sation multiplied by his number of years of credit- 
able service for which he has made contributions 
over 25 or for which he has made no contributions 
to the retirement system for the period while he 
was a law enforcement officer. 

6. Any member who shall have been a law en- 
forcement officer for 5 years immediately preceding 
his retirement shall have full rights to, and shall 
be subject to, the provisions governing ordinary 
disability retirement as set forth in sections 42, 44 
and 45 of said act; provided, however, that, subject 
to the provisions of section 59 of said act, the total 
retirement allowance shall not be less than 30% of 
final compensation. 


7. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the death 
of a member who at the time of retirement was a 
law enforcement officer and who has retired on an 
accidental disability retirement allowance, there 
shall be paid to such person, if living, as he shall 
have nominated by written designation duly exe- 
cuted and filed with the board of trustees, otherwise 
to the executor or administrator of the member’s 
estate, the sum of $5,000.00 or the amount payable 
pursuant to section 46¢ of the act to which this act 
is a supplement, whichever is greater. 
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8. The rate of contribution of a member who is a 
law enforcement officer shall be determined by the 
actuary of the board of trustees in the same man- 
ner as set forth in section 25 of the act to which this 
act is a supplement, except that in the case of a law 
enforcement officer who is a member on the effec- 
tive date of this act, his age at the time of becoming 
a permanent and full-time employee of the State be 
used instead of his age at the time of entrance into 
the Public Employees’ Retirement System. In the 
event that a member ceases to hold a position as a 
law enforcement officer although continuing his em- 
ployment in a position covered by the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System, his rate of contribu-

9. In the event that a veteran member shall have 
made contributions to the retirement system for 
credit for service as a law enforcement officer ren- 
dered prior to January 1, 1955, such member shall 
be entitled to withdraw such contributions at the 
time of his application for retirement; provided, 
that he does not apply for retirement as a law en- 
forcement officer; and provided further, that he 
shall not claim or receive credit as a law enforce- 
ment officer for such years of service in calculating 
the amount of his retirement allowance. 

10. This act shall apply to State law enforcement 
officers as herein defined who are members of any 
contributory pension fund supported in whole or in 
part by the State other than the Public Employees’ 
Retirement System 60 days after a majority of the 
members of such pension fund qualified to vote in 
a referendum as required by section 218 (d) (3) of 
the Social Security Act shall have voted to be cov- 
ered under the terms of that act. At that time such 
other pension fund shall terminate: the aggregate 
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C. 43:15A-107. 


Act effective. 
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contributions of the members shall be transferred 
to the annuity savings fund and the same credit for 
such contributions shall be given toward all the 
benefits provided by this act and the act to which 
this act is a supplement as had been given in such 
other pension fund; the reserves for the payment 
of benefits to existing beneficiaries shall be trans- 
ferred to the retirement reserve fund; any other 
moneys contributed by the State shall be trans- 
ferred to the contingent reserve fund; and all se- 
curities, assets and records of such other pension 
fund shall be transferred to the board of trustees. 
Any benefits granted from such pension fund prior 
to such termination shall be continued by the board 
ef trustees of the Public Employees’ Retirement 
System in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as originally granted. 

11. This act shall take effect February 1, 1956.

CHAPTER 258 


An Act concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending section 43:21-9 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-9. (a) Establishment and control. There 
is hereby established as a special fund, separate 
and apart from all public moneys or funds of this 
State, an unemployment compensation fund, which 
shall be administered by the division exclusively 
for the purpose of this chapter. This fund shall 
consist of (1) all contributions collected under this 
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chapter; (2) interest earned upon any moneys in 
the fund; (3) any property or securities acquired 
through the use of moneys belonging to the fund; 
and (4) all earnings of such property or securities. 
All moneys in this fund shall be mingled and un- 
divided. 

(b) Accounts and deposit. The treasurer of the 
State of New Jersey shall be ex-officio the treasurer 
and custodian of the fund and shall administer such 
fund in accordance with the directions of the divi- 
sion and shall issue his warrants upon it in accord- 
ance with such regulations as the division shall 
preseribe. He shall maintain within the fund 3 sep- 
arate accounts: (1) a clearing account, (2) an un- 
employment trust fund account, and (3) a benefit 
account. All moneys payable to the fund, upon re- 
ceipt thereof by the division, shall be forwarded to 
the treasurer, who shall immediately deposit them 
in the clearing account. Refunds payable pursuant 
to subsection (f) of section 43:21-14 of this Title 
may be paid from the clearing account upon war- 
rants issued by the treasurer under the direction 
of the division. After clearance thereof, all other 
moneys in the clearing account shall be immediately 
deposited with the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States of America to the credit of the ac- 
count of this State in the unemployment trust fund, 
established and maintained pursuant to section 904 
of the Social Security Act, as amended, any provi- 
sions of law in this State relating to the deposit, 
administration, release or disbursement of moneys 
in the possession or custody of this State to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The benefit account shall 
consist of all moneys requisitioned from this State’s 
account in the unemployment trust fund. Moneys 
in the clearing and benefit accounts may be depos- 
ited by the treasurer, under the direction of the di- 
vision in any bank or public depository in which 
general funds of the State may be deposited, but no 
public deposit insurance charge or premium shall 
be paid out of the fund. The treasurer shall give 
a separate bond conditioned upon the faithful per- 
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formance of his duties as custodian of the fund in 
an amount fixed by the division and in a form pre- 
scribed by law or approved by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Premiums for said bond shall be paid from 
the administration fund. 

(c) Withdrawals. Moneys shall be requisitioned 
from this State’s account in the unemployment 
trust fund solely for the payment of benefits and in 
accordance with regulations prescribed by the di- 
vision. The division shall from time to time requi- 
sition from the unemployment trust fund such 
amounts, not exceeding the amounts standing to its 
account therein, as it deems necessary for the pav- 
ment of benefits for a reasonable future period. 
Upon reeeipt thereof the treasurer shall deposit 
such moneys in the benefit account and the payment 
of benefits shall be made solely from such benefit 
account. Expenditures of such moneys in the bene- 
fit account and refunds from the clearing account 
shall not be subject to any provisions of law requir- 
ing specific appropriations or other formal release 
by State officers of money in their custody. All war- 
rants for the payment of benefits shall be issued by 
and bear only the signature of the director or his 
duly authorized agent for that purpose. All war- 
rants for the payment of refunds shall be issued 
by the treasurer and bear the signature of the 
treasurer and the counter-signature of the director 
or his duly authorized agent for that purpose. Any 
balance of moneys requisitioned from the unem- 
ployment trust fund which remains unclaimed or 
unpaid in the benefit account after the expiration 
of the period for which such sums were requisi- 
tioned shall either be deducted from estimates for, 
and may be utilized for the payment of, benefits 
during succeeding periods, or, in the discretion of 
the division, shall be redeposited with the Sccre- 
tary of the Treasury of the United States of Amer- 
ica, to the credit of this State’s account in the 
unemployment trust fund, as provided in subsec- 
tion (b) of this section. 
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(dq) Management of funds upon discontinuance 
of unemployment trust fund. The provisions of 
subsections (a), (b) and (ec) to the extent that they 
relate to the unemployment trust fund shall be op- 
erative only so long as such unemployment trust 
fund continues to exist and so long as the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States of America 
continues to maintain for this State a separate book 
account of all funds deposited therein by this State 
for benefit purposes, together with this State’s pro- 
portionate share of the earnings of such unemploy- 
ment trust fund, from which no other State is per- 
mitted to make withdrawals. If and when such 
unemployment trust fund ceases to exist, or such 
separate book account is no longer maintained, all 
moneys, properties, or securities therein, belonging 
to the unemployment compensation fund of this 
State shall be transferred to the treasurer of the 
unemployment compensation fund, who shall hold, 
invest, transfer, sell, deposit and release such 
moneys, properties or securities in a manner ap- 
proved by the division, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this chapter; provided, that such moneys 
shall be invested in the following readily market- 
able classes of securities: Bonds or other interest- 
hearing obligations of the United States of America 
and of the State of New Jersey; and provided, 
further, that such investment shall at all times be 
so made that all the assets of the fund shall always 
be readily convertible into cash when needed for 
the payment of benefits. The treasurer shall dispose 
of securities or other properties belonging to the 
unemployment compensation fund only under the 
direction of the division. 

(e) Notwithstanding any requirements of the 
foregoing subsections of this section, the division 
shall, prior to whichever is the later of (i) 30 days 
after the close of this session of the Legislature, 
and (ii) July 1, 1939, authorize and direct the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury of the United States to 
transfer from this State’s account in the Unem- 
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ployment Trust Fund, established and maintained 
pursuant to section 904 of the Social Security Act 
as amended, to the Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
anee Account, established and maintained pursuant 
to section 10 of the Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, an amount hereinafter referred to as the 
preliminary amount; and shall, prior to whichever 
is the later of (i) 30 days after the close of this 
session of the Legislature, and (ii) January 1, 1940, 
authorize and direct the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States to transfer from this State’s 
account in said Unemployment Trust Fund to said 
Railroad Unemployment Insurance account an ad- 
ditional amount, hereinafter referred to as the liq- 
uidating amount. The Social Security Board shall 
determine both such amounts after consultation 
with the division and the Railroad Retirement 
Board. The preliminary amount shall consist of 
that proportion of the balance in the unemployment 
compensation fund as of June 30, 1939, as the total 
amount of contributions collected from ‘‘employ- 
ers’’ and ‘‘employees’’ (as the terms ‘‘employer”’ 
and ‘‘employee’’ are defined in sections 1-(a) and 
1-(d) respectively of the Railroad Unemployment 
Insurance Act) and credited to the unemployment 
compensation fund bears to all contributions there- 
tofore collected under this chapter and credited to 
the unemployment compensation fund. The liqui- 
dating amount shall consist of the total amount of 
contributions collected from ‘‘employers’’ and 
‘‘amployees’’ (as the terms ‘‘emplover’’ and ‘‘em- 
ployee’’ are defined in sections 1-(a) and 1-(d) 
respectively of the Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act) pursuant to the provisions of this chap- 
ter during the period July 1, 1939, to December 31, 
19389, inclusive. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 259 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘ An act relating to the Teachers’ 
Pension and Annuity Fund, and supplementing 
chapter 13 of Title 18 of the Revised Statutes,”’ 
approved August 11, 1953 (P. L. 1953, ¢. 360). 


Be rr eENAcTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 1 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read as follows: 

1. The minimum retirement allowance, prior to 
any reduction in accordance with section 18 :13-68 
of the Revised Statutes, to be paid to a member 
retired prior to July 1, 1954, or retiring on or after 
that date shall be as follows: 


a. With 35 or more years of service and on 
or after attaining age 62, $1,200.00; 

-b. With 35 or more years of service and be- 
fore attaining age 62, $1,000.00; 

e. With 20 or more years, and less than 35 
years, of service, upon disability, or on or after 
attaining age 62, $1,000.00; 

d. With 20 or more years, and less than 35 
years, of service, for reasons other than disa- 
bility and before attaining age 62, $800.00; 

e. With less than 20 years, and more than 
15 years, of service, for disability, or on or af- 
ter attaining age 62, $800.00; 

f. With less than 15 years, and more than 10 
years, of service, upon disability, or after at- 
taining age 62, $600.00; 


Service credits shall include service credits in 
the New Jersey Teachers’ Pension and Annuity 
Fund and service credits in said fund and credit 
for service in New Jersey prior to September 1, 
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1919. Eligible members for credit for service in 
New Jersey prior to September 1, 1919, must ap- 
ply to the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Pen- 
sion and Annuity Fund, and provide satisfactory 
evidence as to service to the board of trustees. The 
board of trustees shall inform all retired teachers 
of the provisions of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Passed January 5, 1956, over the Governor’s veto 
by a 2/3 majority of both houses. Filed January 
10, 1956. 


CHAPTER 260 


An Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19 :52-6 of the Revised Statutes, and supplement- 
ine Title 19 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br it enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:52-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19:52-6. The district election officers shall, as 
soon as the count is completed and fully ascer- 
tained, as by this subtitle required, lock the counter 
compartment and it shall so remain for a period of 
15 days, except it be opened by order of a judge of 
the Superior Court assigned to the county. Within 
such period and upon written request of any de- 
feated candidate, or in the case where a public 
question is involved upon petition of any 10 quali- 
fied voters of a county or municipality using ma- 
chines who voted in the election in question, the 
judge shall, at a cost of $2.00 per district to the 
candidate or petitioners, order the machines in 
question opened and the registering counters re- 
checked against the election officers’ returns. Any 
candidate or petitioners requesting such recheck, 
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shall deposit with the county clerk, the amount nec- 
essary for all the districts requested. The county 
clerk, if it appears that an error or errors have oc- 
curred as a result of which the election is changed or 
the difference between the negative and affirmative 
of any public question is altered so as to change the 
results of the election, shall upon the warrant of 
such judge of the Superior Court, pay to such can- 
didate or petitioners the cost of such recheck. In 
the event it shall appear after such recheck that the 
results of the election remain unchanged, the 
county clerk shall, upon the warrant of such judge, 
pay the funds so deposited into the county treas- 
ury. Such recheck shall be made under the super- 
vision of the county election officials and in co-op- 
eration with the parties at interest or their repre- 
sentatives. When irregular ballots of whatever 
deseription have been voted, the district election 
officers shall return all such ballots in a properly 
secured package indorsed ‘‘irregular ballots’’ and 
return and file such package with the municipal 
clerk at the same time the original statement of the 
results of the election made by them is filed. Such 
package shall be preserved for 6 months next suc- 
ceeding such election, and it shall not be opened or 
its contents examined during that time exeept by 
the order of a judge of a court lawfully empowered 
to direct the same to be opened and examined. At 
the end of the 6 months, such packages may be 
opened and the ballots disposed of at the discretion 
of the official having charge thereof. 

2. Whenever a judge of the Superior Court as- 
signed to a county enters an order for the recheck 
of any voting machines the county board of elec- 
tions of such county shall conduct such recheck in 
co-operation with the county clerk, the commis- 
sioner of registration and in counties having a 
superintendent of election in co-operation with him. 
which recheck shall be commenced within 5 davs of 
the entry of such order unless otherwise ordered 
by the judge and conducted in the followine man- 
ner: 
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(1) The county board shall ascertain from the 
defeated candidate or from the petitioners, as the 
case may be, which districts shall be rechecked and 
the order in which they shall be rechecked, and 
upon receiving such information shall conduct the 
recheck in conformity thereto. If more than one 
candidate or set of petitioners has requested a re- 
check and are unable to agree upon the order in 
which the districts are to be rechecked, such order 
shall be determined by the judge. 

(2) The superintendent of elections in counties 
having superintendents of election and the county 
board in all other counties shall remove the padded 


~ cover, remove the impounding seal, if any, and un- 


lock the padlock on the metal cover and where nec- 
essary raise all voting machines which are to be 
rechecked before the recheck is actually commenced. 

(8) The superintendent of elections in counties 
having a superintendent of elections and the county 
board in all other counties shall then proceed to 
open the counter compartment of each voting ma- 
chine as the same is rechecked, but in no event shall 
the counter compartment of more than 1 voting 
machine be opened at the same time unless it shall 
be agreed to do so by the county board of elections 
and a majority of the candidates whose nomination 
or election may be affected by the outcome of the 
recheck, and who are present or represented at the 
recheck, or in the case that the votes cast for or 
against a public question are to be rechecked then, 
by agreement between the county board of elections 
and a representative of the proponents and oppo- 
nents of the public question. 

(4) The county board of elections shall then 
check the number of votes cast for each candidate, 
or in the event a public question is involved for or 
against such public question and announce the num- 
ber of votes cast for each candidate named in the 
order or for or against a public question as found 
on the registering counters and record the same on 
tally sheets prepared for that purpose. 
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(5) Whenever a recheck is to be held, the county 
clerk or the municipal clerk, as the case may be, 
shall, upon demand by the county board of elections 
or any candidate whose interests may be affected 
by the recheck, produce at the time and place of the 
recheck the official statements containing the re- 
sults of the election as certified by the various dis- 
trict boards and filed with such officers. The county 
board of elections shall then recheck the register- 
ing counters on the machines with the official state- 
ments as returned by the various district boards. 


(6) After the recheck is completed the county 
board in co-operation with the county clerk or mu- 
nicipal clerk, as the case may be, shall make a com- 
parison of the tally sheets of the county clerk or 
municipal clerk showing the results of his official 
canvass with the tally sheets prepared by the county 
board in making the recheck. 

(7) Whenever any discrepancies shall appear as 
the same are set forth on such tally sheets such 
discrepancies shall be noted and upon completion 
of the comparison a report and certification shall 
be filed with the court wherein the order for the 
recheck otiginated, which report shall set forth in 
full just what discrepancies have been found in the 
county elerk’s or municipal clerk’s official canvass. 

(8) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed 
to mean that a defeated candidate or in the ease of 
a public question the petitioners cannot abandon 
the recheck at any time during the progress thereof 
and receive back the deposit made with the county 
clerk for the districts which remain unchecked. 

(9) In the event it should appear during the 
course of the recheck that there has been a sufficient 
change in the tally of votes cast which would affect 
the result of the election, any candidate who ap- 
pears then to be defeated, or in the event of a public 
question the parties in interest whose interest may 
be affected adversely may, within 7 days, apply to 
a judge of the Superior Court assigned to the 
county and received an order to continue the re- 
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check in his behalf upon the same terms and con- 

ditions under which the original recheck was held. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved January 11, 1956. 


CHAPTER 261 


Aw Act amending and supplementing ‘‘ Public Km- 
plovees’ Retirement-Social Security Integration 
Act,’’ approved June 28, 1954 (P. L. 1954, ¢. 84). 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
c.43usatos. 1. a. For the purposes of section 41 (¢c) and sec- 
aiember ss tion 87 of chapter 84 of the public laws of 1954, a 
be in service; member of the Public Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
pene tem shall be deemed to be in service for a period 
of no more than 2 years while on official leave of 
absence without pay; provided, that satisfactory 
evidence is presented to the board that such leave 
of absence without pay is due to illness. 
b. For the purposes of section 41 (¢) and section 
57 of chapter 84 of the public laws of 1954, a mem- 
ber of the Public Employees’ Retirement Svstem 
shall be deemed to be in service for a period of no 
more than 93 days while on official leave of absence 
without pay when such leave of absence is due to 
any reason other than illness. 
ce. In order for a member of the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System to be covered hereun- 
der for the optional death benefits provided by 
section 57 of chapter 84 of the public laws of 1954, 
he shall continue to make contributions for same 
during the period such member is on official leave 
of absence without pay. 
d. The terms of this section shall apply to all 
members of the Public Emplovees’ Retirement 
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System who have died on or after January 2, 1955, 
cr shall die after the effective date of this section. 

2. Any person entitled to become a member of 
the Public Employees’ Retirement System by vir- 
tue of the provisions of the act to which this act is 
amendatory and supplementary shall not be al- 
lowed any of the death benefits established by sec- 
tions 41, 45, 46, 48 and 57 of such act unless he 
makes application for membership within 1 year 
after the effective date of this act or within 1 year 
after he first became eligible to membership which- 
ever is later, or has furnished satisfactory evidence 
of insurability. 

3. Section 5 of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory is amended to read: 

do. The repeal of chapters 14 and 15 of Title 43 
of the Revised Statutes of the State of New Jersey 
and all amendments and supplements thereto is 
subject to the following provisos: 

(a) Any person retired for service under any of 
the provisions of either of said chapters and receiv- 
ing or entitled to receive benefits thereunder prior 
to their repeal shall continue to receive the same 
benefits or shall continue to be entitled to receive 
the same benefits to the same extent and in the 
same manner as if such chapters had not been re- 
pealed. If any such person shall have elected to 
take his retirement benefit under 1 of the options 
of sueh chapters, his beneficiary shall, upon the 
death of the retirant, receive such amount as was 
provided under such chapters, as if such chapters 
had not been repealed. 

(b) Any beneficiary recciving an allowance as a 
result of an election made by a person retiring un- 
der such chapters shall continue to receive such al- 
lowance as provided under such chapters. 

(c) Any person electing to have deductions for 
medical and hospitalization insurance subtracted 
from his retirement allowance shall continue to 
have such deductions subtracted as if such chapters 
had not been repealed. 
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(d) Any person retired for disability under such 
chapters and receiving benefits or entitled to re- 
ceive benefits thereunder and any person receiving 
accidental death benefits as the result of the death 
of a member in service under such chapters, prior 
to their repeal, including any person covered by 
R. S. 43:14-80 to R. S. 43:14-84, R. S. 4314-87 and 
R.§. 43 :15-5, shall, so long as he continues to meet 
the tests therefor prescribed in such chapters, con- 
tinue to receive the same or shall continue to be en- 
titled to receive to the same extent and in the same 
manner as if such chapters had not been repealed. 
At such time as he shall cease to meet such require- 
ments his benefits shall cease and as to him the 
chapters shall have no further application. If any 
person retired for disability under such chapters 
and receiving benefits thereunder prior to their re- 
peal shall have elected to take his retirement bene- 
fit under 1 of the options of such chapters, his bene- 
ficiary shall, upon the death of the retirant, receive 
such amount as was provided under such chapters. 

(e) Any person who, as of the effective date of 
this section meets the requirements for retirement 
under chapters 14 and 15 of Title 48 of the Revised 
Statutes but who has not made application for 
benefits under such chapters may make such appli- 
cation and be retired on or before the effective date 
of this section, as if such chapters had not been re- 
pealed. He shall thereafter receive benefits to the 
same extent and in the same manner as if such 
chapters had not been repealed. 

(f) If any person having made contributions 
under such chapters dies prior to their repeal but 
hefore retiring, his accumulated deductions shall 
be paid out as he shall have directed in writing; 
provided, however, that in the case of a contributor 
who dies with credit for 20 or more vears of total 
service, the provisions of R. 8. 43:14-29 shall ap- 
ply. In the absence of such written direction, his 
accumulated deductions shall be paid to his estate. 
This paragraph shall apply also to any person 
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dying subsequent to repeal but before receiving 
his contributions. 

(g) Any person who contracted for a loan under 
such chapters shall continue to repay the loan 
as if such chapters had not been repealed. 

(h) Interest on members’ accumulated deduc- 
tions shall cease as of the effective date of this sec- 
tion. 

(1) The accumulated deductions of the members 
constituting the Annuity Savings Fund shall be set 
aside in a trust fund designated as Fund A to be 
held for refund, upon demand, to the respective 
persons or beneficiaries entitled thereto; no further 
interest shall be allowed after the effective date 
of this section. Until refunded or otherwise dis- 
posed of, such funds, interests therein, and rights 
thereto shali not be subject to judicial process. 

(j) The accumulated reserves in the Contingent 
Reserve Fund established under such chapters 
which are required to meet pension and death 
benefits allowable shall be set aside in the State 
treasury as a trust fund and expended for no other 
purpose except for the payment of such benefits. 
Such fund shall be designated as Fund B. 

(k) The accumulated reserves constituting the 
Retirement Reserve Fund shall be set aside in 
a trust fund designated as Fund C to be held 
for payment of all pension and death benefits 
allowed. Such funds, interests therein and rights 
thereto, shall not be subject to judicial process. 

(1) All moneys in the Expense Fund shall be 
set aside in a trust fund designated as Fund D, 
to be held for the purpose of administering the 
payment of benefits under the provisions of this 
section. Such moneys, interest therein and rights 
thereto shall not he subject to judicial process. 

4. The accumulated reserves which have heen 
designated as Fund C by section 5 (k) of chapter 
84 of the public laws of 1954 shall be transferred 
to and become merged with the Retirement Reserve 
Fund created by section 27 of chapter 84 of the 
public laws of 1954; provided, however, that the 
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payment of benefits and the retention of certain 
privileges stipulated in section 4 of chapter 84 of 
the public laws of 1954 shall continue. The author- 
ization and direction to administer the payment 
of benefits under the former ‘‘State Employees’ 
Retirement Svstem of New Jersey’? abolished by 
the act to which this aet is amendatory is hereby 
transferred to the board of trustees of the Public 
Emplovees’ Retirement System. 

5. Section 7 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

7. There is hereby established the Pubhe Em- 
ployees’ Retirement Svstem of New Jersey in the 
Division of Investment of the Department of the 
Treasury. The membership of the retirement svs- 
tem shall include: 

a. The members of the former “State Jim- 
ployees’ Retirement System of New Jersey’? en- 
rolled as such as of December 30, 1954; who shall 
not have claimed for refund their accumulated de- 
ductions mn said system as provided in this section; 

b. Any person becoming a permanent employee 
of the State after the effective date of this seetion; 
and 

e. Every State employee veteran in the employ 
of the State on the effective date of this seetion 
who is not a member of any other retirement svs- 
tem supported wholly or partly by the State; pro- 
vided, however, that such person may divest 
himself of membership by notifying the board of 
trustees within 80 davs of such date that he does 
not desire to become a member. 

The board may deny the right to become mem- 
bers of the retirement system to any class of elected 
officials or to any class of persons other than vet- 
erans not within the classified eivi] serviee, but 
any person who has been a member of the former 
‘‘State Emplovees’ Retirement System’? for 1 or 
more vears and who has been or mav hereafter be 
appointed to an office or position in the unclas- 
sified service shall he eligible to become’'a member 
of the retirement system and entitled to all the

rights and privileges thereunder, if he so elects. 
The board of trustees may deny the right to become 
members of the retirement system to any class of 
persons whose compensation is only partly paid 
by the State, or it may, in its discretion, make 
optional with persons in any such class their in- 
dividual entrance into membership. State em- 
ployees who become members of any other retire- 
ment system supported wholly or partly by the 
State as a condition of employment shall not be 
eligible to membership in this retirement system. 
Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary all 
other persons accepting permanent employment 
in the elassified service of the State shall be 
required to enroll in the retirement system as a 
condition of their employment, regardless of age. 
No person in employment, office or position, for 
which the annual salary or remuneration is fixed 
at less than $500.00, shall be eligible to become a 
member of the retirement system. 

Membership of any person in the retirement sys- 
tem shall cease if, in any 4-year period which 
elapses after his last becoming a member, he ren- 
ders tovthe State less than 2 years of service, but 
not otherwise except as provided in this act. . 

The accumulated deductions of the members of 
the former ‘‘State Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem’? which have been set aside in a trust fund 
designated as Fund A as provided in section 5 of 
this act and which have not been claimed for refund 
within 30 days after the effective date of this sec- 
tion shall be transferred from said Fund A to the 
Annuity Savings Fund of the retirement system, 
provided for in section 25 of this act. Each mem- 
ber whose accumulated deductions are so trans- 
ferred shall receive the same prior service credit, 
pension eredit, and membership credit in the retire- 
ment system as he previously had in the former 
‘‘State Employees’ Retirement System’’ and shall 
have such accumulated deductions credited to his 
individual account in the Annuity Savings Fund. 
Any outstanding obligation of such member shall 
be continued. 
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6. Section 27 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

27. The Retirement Reserve Fund shall be the 
fund from which all retirement allowances shall 
be paid. Upon the retirement of a member the 
accumulated deductions of the members together 
with regular interest shall be transferred to the 
Retirement Reserve Fund from the Annuity Sav- 
ings Fund. The reserve needed to produce the 
balance of the retirement allowance shall be trans- 
ferred from the Contingent Reserve Fund. If the 
pension or the annuity of a member who has been 
retired is subsequently canceled, the appropriate 
reserve shall be transferred to the Annuity Savings 
Fund and the Contingent Reserve Fund. If the 
pension of a disability beneficiary is reduced as 
a result of an increase in his earning capacity, 
the amount of the annual reduction in his pension 
shall be paid annually into the Contingent Reserve 
Fnnd during the period of the reduction. 

Any surplus or deficit developing in the Retire- 
ment Reserve Fund shall be adjusted from time 
to time by transfer to or from the Contingent 
Reserve Fund by appropriate action of the board 
of trustees. 

7. Section 32 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

32. The board of trustees shall be and are hereby 
constituted trustees of the various funds and ac- 
counts established by this act; provided, however, 
that all functions, powers, and duties relating to 
the investment or reinvestment of moneys of, and 
purchase, sale, or exchange of any investments or 
securities, of or for any fund or account estab- 
lished under this act, shall be exercised and per- 
formed by the Director of the Division of Invest- 
ment in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
270, P. L. 1950, as amended and supplemented. 
Before any such investment, reinvestment, pur- 
chase, sale, or exchange shall be made by said 
director for or on behalf of the board of trustees, 
the Director of the Division of Investment shall 
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submit the details thereof to such board of 
trustees, which shall itself or by its finance com- 
mittee, within 48 hours, exclusive of Sundays and 
public holidays, after such submission to it, file 
with the director its written acceptance or rejection 
of such proposed investment, reinvestment, pur- 
chase, sale, or exchange; and the director shall 
have authority to make such investment, reinvest- 
ment, purchase, sale, or exchange for or on behalf 
of such board of trustees unless there shall have 
been filed with him a written rejection thereof by 
such board of trustees or its finance committee as 
herein provided. The board of trustees shall 
determine from time to time the cash requirements 
of the various funds and accounts established hv 
this act and the amount available for investment, 
all of which shall be certified to by the State 
Treasurer and the Director of the Division of In- 
vestment. 


The members of the finance committee of the 


hoard of trustees shall be appointed at or after 
July 1 of each calendar year by the chairman of 
the board of trustees to serve through June 30 of 
the ensuing calendar year and until their successors 
are appointed. The finance committee of the board 
of trustees shall consist of 5 members of the board 
of trustees, 1 of whom shall be the State Treasurer, 
and 1 of whom shall be the member designated to 
serve on the State Investment Council. At least 3 
members of the finance committee shall be members 
of the board of trustees who have been elected by 
members of the system. A quorum of the finance 
committee shall consist of 3 members thereof. 

A member of the board of trustees to be desig- 
nated by a majority vote thereof shall serve on the 
State Investment Council as a representative of 
said board of trustees, for a term of 1 year and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 

8. Section 34 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

34. Any member who has at least 3 years of 
service for which he has contributel as a member 
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to his credit may borrow from the retirement sys- 
tem, with the approval of the retirement board, an 
amount equal to not more than 50% of the amount 
of his accumulated deductions, but not less than 
$50.00; provided, that the amount so borrowed, 
together with interest thereon, can be repaid by 
additional deductions from compensations, not in 
excess of 25% of the member’s compensation, made 
at the same time compensation is paid to the mem- 
ber, but not after the attainment of age 60. The 
amount so borrowed, together with interest at the 
rate of 4% per annum on any unpaid balance 
thereof, shall be repaid to the retirement svstem 
in equal installments by deduction from the com- 
pensation of the member at the time the compensa- 
tion is paid or in some other manner and in such 
amounts as the retirement board shall approve, but 
such installments shall be at least equal to the 
member’s contribution to the retirement system 
and at least sufficient to repay the amount borrowed 
with interest thereon by the time the member 
attams age 60. Not more than 2 loans mav be 
cranted to any member in any fiscal year. Not- 
withstanding any other law affecting the salary 
or compensation of any person or persons to 
whom this aet applies or shall apply, the addi- 
tional deductions required to repay the loan shall 
be made. Any unpaid balance of a loan at the time 
any benefit may become pavable before the attain- 
ment of age 60, shall he deducted from the benefit 
otherwise payable. 

Loans may be made to a member from his ac- 
cumulated deductions. In addition the board of 
trustees is hereby authorized to set aside moneys 
within the contingent reserve fund from which 
loans to members may be made. If such moneys are 
used for the purpose of making loans, the interest 
earned on such loans shall be treated in the same 
manner as interest earned from investments of 
the retirement system. 

No loans to members shall be granted until 3 
months after the establishment of the Public Em- 
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ployees’ Retirement System; provided, however, 
that loans outstanding as of the effective date of 
the repeal of the former ‘‘State Employees’ Re- 
tirement System’’ shall have the identical status 
in the Public Employees’ Retirement System and 
that the repayment of loans from the former 
‘““State Employees’ Retirement System’’ shall 
continue to be made to the Public Employees’ Re- 
tirement System in accordance with rules estab- 
lished by the board of trustees. 

9. Section 38 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

38. Should a member of the Public Employees’ 
Retirement System, after having completed 20 
years of service, be separated voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily from the service, before reaching serv- 
ice retirement age, and not by removal for cause 
on charges of misconduct or deliquency, such 
person may elect to receive: (a) the payments pro- 
vided for in section 41. b. of this act, if he so qual- 
ifies under said section, or; (b) a deferred retire- 
ment allowance, beginning at the retirement age, 
which shall be made up of an annuity derived from 
the accumulated deductions standing to the credit 
of the individual member’s account in the annnity 
savings fund at the time of his severance from the 
service together with regular interest, and a pen- 
sion which when added to the annuity will produce 
a total retirement allowance of %o of his final com- 
pensation for each year of service credited as Class 
A service and %o of his final compensation for each 
vear of service credited as Class B service, calen- 
lated in accordance with section 48 of this act, with 
optional privileges provided for in section 50 of 
this act; provided, also that such election is com- 
municated by such member to the board of trustees 
in writing stating at what time subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof he desires to be retired ; 
and provided further, that such member, as re- 
ferred to in subsection (b) may later elect: (a) to 
receive the payments provided for in section 41. b. 
of this act, if he had qualified under that section at 
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the time of leaving service, or; (b) to withdraw his 
accumulated deductions or, if such member shall 
die before attaining service retirement age then 
his accumulated deductions shall be paid to such 
person, if living, as he shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed with 
the board of trustees otherwise to the executor or 
administrator of the member’s estate. 

10. Section 39 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

39. In computing for retirement purposes the 
total service of a member about to be retired, the 
hoard of trustees shall credit him with the time 
of all service rendered by him sinee he last became 
2 member. and in addition if a service certificate 
heretofore issued to him is in full force and effect, 
with all the service certified on the certificate, 
and with no other service. Exeept as otherwise 
provided in this act, a service certificate or modi- 
fied service certificate, shall be final and conclusive 
for retirement purposes as to service certified 
therein, unless in any 4-year period which elapses 
subsequent to its issuance the member to whom it 
was issued fails to render 2 additional vears of 
service, in which ease it shall be void. 

Tor the purpose of computing service for re- 
{irement purposes, the board shall fix and deter- 
mine by appropriate rules and regulations how 
much service in any year shall equal a year of 
service and a part of a year of service. Not more 
than 1 year shall be credited for all service in a 
ealendar year. In computing the service or in 
computing final compensation, no time during 
which a member was absent on leave without pay 
shall be credited, unless the service was allowed for 
retirement purposes, both by the head of the em- 
ploying department and by the board of trustees, or 
unless the service rendered to an employer other 
than the State or a political subdivision thereof 
was allowed for retirement purposes by the pro- 
visions of any law of this State. Any such member 
shall be required to contribute, either in a lump 
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sum or by installment payments, an amount calcu- 
lated, in accordance with the rules and regulations 
of the board of trustees, to cover the contributions 
he would have paid for any service or compensation 
credited for the period of such official leave of 
absence without pay, unless the service rendered 
to an employer other than the State or a political 
subdivision thereof was allowed for retirement 
purposes by the provisions of any law of this State. 
In computing the service or in computing final 
compensation no time during which a member was 
in employment, office, or position, for which the 
annual salary or remuneration was fixed at less 
than $500.00 shall be credited, except that in the 
case of a veteran member credit shall be given for 
service rendered prior to January 2, 1955 in an 
employment, office or position if the annual salary 
or remuneration therefor was fixed at not less than 
$300.00 and such service consisted of the perform- 
ance of the full duties of such employment, office 
or position. 

11. Section 41 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

41. a. A member who withdraws from service 
or ceases to be an emplyee for any cause other 
than death or retirement shall receive all, or such 
part as he demands, of the accumulated deductions 
standing to the credit of his individual account in 
the annuity savings fund, plus regular interest, 
less any outstanding loan, except that for anv 
period after June 30, 1944, the interest payable 
shall be such proportion of the interest determined 
at the regular rate as 2% per annum bears to the 
regular rate of interest, except that no interest shall 
he payable on members’ contributions made after 
December 30, 1954, in the case of those members 
who resign from service with less than 5 years of 
membership credit for which contributions have 
been made. Except as provided for in sections 8 
and 38 of this act, he shall cease to be a member 
2 years from the date he discontinued service as an 
employee, or, if prior thereto, upon the date when 
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payment to him on demand of his accumulated 
deductions exceeds 1% of the accumulated deduc- 
tions. The board of trustees may, in its discretion, 
withhold, for not more than 1 year after a member 
ceases to be an employee, all or part of his acecumu- 
lated deductions, if he previously withdrew from 
the annuity savings fund all or part of his accumu- 
jated deductions and failed to redeposit that 
amount to the eredit of his individual account in 
the fund. No veteran member shall be entitled to 
withdraw the amount of his accumulated deduc- 
tions contributed by his employer covering his 
military leave unless he shall have returned to the 
payroll and contributed to the retirement system 
for a period of 90 days. 

b. Should a member resign after having com- 
pleted 25 years of service, before reaching service 
retirement age, he may elect to receive, in lieu of 
the payment provided for above, an annuity which 
is the actuarial equivalent of his accumulated 
deductions together with regular interest, and in 
addition a pension which when added to the annuity 
will produce a total retirement allowance of %o of 
his fmal compensation for each vear of service 
eredited as Class A service and %p» of his final com- 
pensation for each year of service credited as Class 
B service, reduced by 1% of 1% for each month that 
the member lacks of being age 60, except that in 
the case of a member who has not attained age 53 
the reduction is equal to 42% plus \% of 1% for each 
month the member lacks of being age 53, and with 
the optional privileges provided for in section 50 of 
this act; provided, however, that upon the receipt 
of prover proofs of the death of such a member 
after the member shall have reached 60 years of 
age there shall be paid to such person. if living, as 
he shall have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the board of trustees, 
otherwise to the executor or administrator of the 
member’s estate, an amount equal to %6 of the 
compensation received by the member in the last 
year of creditable service.

ce. Upon the receipt of proper proof of the death 
of a member in service on account of which no 
accidental death benefit is payable under section 
49 there shall be paid to such person, if living, as 
lie shall have nominated by written designation 
duly executed and filed with the board of trustees, 
otherwise to the executor or administrator of the 
member’s estate: 


(1) His accumulated deductions at the time 
of death together with regular interest; and 

(2) An amount equal to 11% times the com- 
pensation upon which his contributions are 
based or received by the member in the last 
vear of creditable service; provided, however, 
that if such death shall oceur on or after July 
1, 1956, and after the member shall have 
attained age 70, the amount payable shall equal 
*4¢ of the compensation received by the 
member in the last vear of creditable service 
instead of 144 times such compensation. 


d. A member may file with the board of trustees, 
and alter from time to time during his lifetime, 
as desired, a duly attested written new nomination 
of the payee of the death benefit provided under 
this section. Such member may also file, and alter 
from time to time during his lifetime, as desired, 
a request with the board of trustees directing pay- 
ment of said benefit in 1 sum or in equal annual 
installments over a period of years or as a life 
annuity. Upon the death of such a member, a ben- 
eficiary to whom a benefit is payable in 1 sum may 
elect to receive the amount payable in equal annual 
installments over a period of vears or as a life 
annuity. 

12. Section 45 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

45. Subject to the provisions of section 59 of 
this act, a member upon retirement for ordinary 
disability shall receive a retirement allowance, 
which shall consist of: 
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a. An annuity which shall be the actuarial equiv- 
alent of his accumulated deductions at the time of 
his retirement together with regular interest; 

b. A pension which, when added to the annuity, 
will produce a total retirement allowance of 40 
of the sum of %o of his final compensation for 
each year of service credited as Class A service 
and %o of his final compensation for each year 
of service credited as Class B service; provided, 
however, that m no event shall the allowance be 
based upon less than 17 years of service, unless the 
member would have had less than 17 years of serv- 
ice at age 60, in which event he shall be given 
credit for the years to age 60. 

e. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the death 
of a member who has retired on an ordinary dis- 
ability retirement allowance, there shall be paid 
{o such person, if living, as he shall have nomi- 
nated by written designation duly executed and filed 
with the board of trustees, otherwise to the exec- 
utor or administrator of the member’s estate, an 
amount equal to 144 times the compensation re- 
ceived by the member in the last year of creditable 
service if such death occurs before the member 
shall have reached 60 years of age but if such death 
occurs thereafter an amount equal to *%6 of the 
compensation received by the member in the last 
vear of creditable service. 

13. Section 46 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


46. Subject to the provisions of section 59 of this 
act, a member upon retirement for accident dis- 
ability shall receive a service retirement allowance 
if he has attained the age of 70; otherwise he shall 
receive a retirement allowance which shall consist 
of: 

a. An annuity which shall be the actuarial 
equivalent of his accumulated deductions at the 
time of his retirement together with regular in- 
terest; and 
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b. A pension, in addition to the annuity, of % 
of his actual annual compensation for which con- 
tributions were being made at the time of the occur- 
rence of the accident. 


ce. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member who has retired on an accident 
disability retirement allowance, there shall be paid 
to such person, if living, as he shall have nom1- 
nated by written designation duly executed and filed 
with the board of trustees, otherwise to the exec- 
uior or administrator of the member’s estate, an 
amount equal to 144 times the compensation re- 
ceived by the member in the last vear of creditable 
service if such death occurs before the member 
shall have reached 60 years of age but if such death 
occurs thereafter an amount equal to *%6 of the 
compensation received by the member in the last 
vear of creditable service. 

14. Section 48 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 


48. Subject to the provisions of section 59 of this 
act, a member, upon retirement for service, shall 
receive a retirement allowance consisting of: 

a. An annuity which shall be the actuarial equiv- 
alent of his accumulated deductions at the time of 
his retirement together with regular interest ; 

b. A pension which, when added to the annuity, 
will produce a retirement allowance of %o of his 
final compensation for each year of service credited 
as Class A service and %o of his final compensa- 
tion for each year of service credited as Class B 
service. 

e. If in the case of a member who was age 60 or 
over on June 30, 1953, who if he had retired im- 
mediately would have had an annuity in excess of 
“Mao of his final compensation for each year of 
membership service credited as a Class A member 
and %2o0 of his final compensation for each year 
of membership service credited as a Class B 
member, the amount of such excess annuity deter- 
mined as of such date shall not be used in deter- 
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nuning the pension on immediate or subsequent 
retirement. 

d. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the death 
of a member who has retired on a service retire- 
ment allowance, there shall be paid to such person, 
if living, as he shall have nominated by written des- 
ignation duly executed and filed with the board of 
trustees, otherwise to the executor or administrator 
of the member’s estate, an amount equal to 6 
of the compensation received by the member in the 
last vear of creditable service. 

15. Section 49 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

49. Upon the death of a member in active service 
as a result of an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment and not as the result 
of his willful negligence, an aecident death benefit 
shall be payable, if a report, in a form aeceptable 
to the Board of Trustees, of the aecident is filed in 
the office of the retirement system within 60 days 
next following the accident, but the board of trustees 
may waive such time hmit, for a reasonable period, 
if in the judgment of the board the circumstances 
warrant such action. Evidence must be submitted to 
the board of trustees proving that the natural and 
proximate cause of his death was an accident 
arising out of and in the course of employment at 
some definite time and place. 

Upon application by or on behalf of the depend- 
ents of such deceased member, the board of trus- 
tees, in addition to the payment of his accumulated 
deductions as provided in section 41 of this act, 
shall grant an allowance of 1% of the final compen- 
sation of such emplovee, if the member was a male 
employee, as a pension to his widow, to contmue 
during her widowhood; or, if no widow, or in case 
the widow dies or remarried before the voungest 
child of such deceased member attains age 18, or 
if the member was a married female emplovee, 
then to the child or children of such member under 
age 18, divided in such manner as the board in its 
discretion shall determine to continue until the 
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youngest surviving child dies or attains age 18. 
If there be no widow or child under age 18 sur- 
viving such member, or if the member was never 
married, then there shall be paid a cash sum equal 
to the amount stipulated under section 41 (ce) (2) 
of this act to his or her estate or to such person 
as he or she shall have nominated by written des- 
ignation duly acknowledged and filed with the 
board. In no ease shall the accident death benefit 
under this section payable to the widow or children 
be less than that provided for ordinary death 
benefit under the provisions of section 41. 

No such application shall be valid or acted upon 
unless it is filed in the office of the retirement 
system within 2 years of the date of the accident; 
but the retirement board may waive such time limit, 
for a reasonable period, if in the judgment of the 
board the circumstances warrant such action. 

16. Section 52 of the act of which this act is 
zmendatory is amended to read as follows: 

592. The various funds created by this act shall 
be subject to examination by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance. The Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance shall have the power, when- 
ever he deems the same expedient, to make or cause 
to be made an examination of all the assets and 
liabilities, method of conducting business and all 
other affairs of the retirement system and shall 
make such examination at least once every 2 years. 
His first examination after the effective date of 
this act shall be for the period ending June 30, 1956. 

For the purpose of such examination the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance may employ 
such persons to conduct the same or to assist 
therein as he may deem advisable. For the purpose 
of such examination all securities, books, papers 
or other documents, owned by, in the possession of, 
or relating to the retirement system shall be made 
available on demand for the inspection of the com- 
missioner or any of his duly authorized assistants. 
The report on such examination shall be filed in the 
Department of Banking and Insurance and a copy 
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thereof shall he transmitted to the trustees of the 
system and to the Governor. Neither the commis- 
sioner nor any appointee thereof shall be liable for 
any statement included therein. 

17. Section 57 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

d7. a. Kach member who is a member on the date 
this amendment takes effect and each person who 
thereafter becomes a member, will be eligible to 
purchase the additional death benefit coverage 
hereinafter described, provided that he selects such 
coverage within 1 year after the effective date of 
this section as amended or after the effective date 
of membership, whichever date is later. 

b. The board of trustees shall establish schedules 
of contributions to be made by the members who 
elect to purchase the additional death benefit cov- 
erage. Such contributions shall be so computed that 
the contributions made by or on behalf of all cov- 
ered members in the aggregate shall be sufficient to 
provide for the cost of the benefits established by 
subsection ¢ of this section. Such schedules of con- 
tributions shall be subject to adjustment from time 
to time, by the board of trustees. as the need may 
appear. 

e. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the death 
in service of any such member while covered for 
the additional death benefit coverage there shall 
be paid to such person, if living, as the member 
shall have nominated by written designation duly 
executed and filed with the board of trustees, other- 
wise to the executor or administrator of the mem- 
her’s estate, an amount equal to 114 times the com- 
pensation received by the member in the last year 
of creditable service or some lesser amount as may 
be provided by the board of trustees and elected to 
purchase by the member; provided, that if such 
death in service shall oceur on or after July 1, 1956, 
and after the member has attained age 70, the 
amount payable shall equal %«6 of the compensa- 
tion received by the member in the last year of 
creditable service instead of 14% times such com- 
pensation. 
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d. The board of trustees may also establish ad- 
ditional supplemental contributions to be paid by 
such members as express their desire to have the 
additional death benefit coverage continued after 
retirement in the form of paid-up coverage for the 
amount hereinafter set forth, and to pay the in- 
creased cost therefor. Such supplemental contribu- 
tions shall also be subject to adjustment from time 
to time by the board. 

e. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member retired on a service retirement 
allowance who is covered for paid-up coverage as 
provided by this section at time of death, there 
shall be paid to such person, if living, as the 
member shall have nominated by written designa- 
tion duly executed and filed with the board of trus- 
tees, otherwise to the executor or administrator of 
the member’s estate, an amount equal to %6 of 
the compensation received by the member in the 
last vear of creditable service. 

f. Upon the receipt of proper proofs of the 
death of a member retired on ordinary or accident 
disability retirement allowance who is covered for 
paid-up coverage as provided by this section at 
time of death, there shall be paid to such person, if 
living, as the member shall have nominated by 
written designation duly executed and filed with 
the board of trustees, otherwise to the executor or 
administrator of the member’s estate, an amount 
equal to 144 times the compensation received by the 
member in the last year of creditable service or 
such lesser amount as may be provided by the 
hoard of trustees and nurchased by such member 
if such death occurs before the member shall have 
reached 60 vears of age but if such death occurs 
thereafter an amount equal to %.5 of the com- 
pensation received by the member in the last vear 
of creditable service. 

g. The contributions of a member for the ad- 
ditional death benefit coverage, including the sup- 
plemental contributions of a member electing to 
make such contributions, shall be deducted from 
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his compensation, but if there is no cempensation 
from which such contributions may be deducted it 
shall be the obligation of the member to make such 
contributions directly to the board of trustees or 
as directed by the board; provided, however, that 
no contribution shall be required after June 30, 
1956, while a member remains in service after 
attaining age 70 but that his emplover shall be re- 
quired to pay into the fund on his behalf in sueh 
case an amount equal to the contribution otherwise 
required by the board of trustees in accordance 
with this section. 

h. Any other provision of this act notwith- 
standing, the contributions of a member for the ad- 
ditional death benefit coverage under this section 
shall not be returnable to the member or his bene- 
ficiary in any manner, or for any reason what- 
soever, nor shall any contributions made for the 
additional death benefit coverage be included in 
any annuity payable to any such member or to his 
beneficiary. <4 

i. A member who has elected to purchase the ad- 
ditional death benefit coverage provided by this 
section may file with the board of trustees, and 
alter from time to time during his lifetime, as de- 
sired, a duly attested, written, new nomination of 
the pavee of the death benefit provided under this 
section. Such member may also file and alter from 
time to time during his lifetime, as desired, a re- 
quest with the board of trustees directing payment 
of said benefit in 1 sum or in equal annual install- 
ments over a period of vears or as a life annuity. 
Upon the death of such a member, a beneficiary to 
whom a benefit is payable in 1 sum may elect to re- 
eeive the amount payable in equal annual install- 
ments over a period of years or as a life annuity. 

j. All other provisions of this section notwith- 
standing, this section and the benefits provided 
under this section shall not come into effect until 
a required percentage of the members shall have 
applied for the additional death benefit coverage 
under this section. This required percentage shall 
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be fixed by the board of trustees. Any such per- 
centage may be made applicable to male members 
only or to other groupings as determined by the 
board of trustees of the Public Employees’ Retire- 
ment System. Applications for such additional 
death benefit coverage shall be submitted to the 
secretary of the board of trustees in such manner 
and upon such forms as the board of trustees shall 
provide. 

18. Section 60 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

60. a. Hach public employee veteran member 
shall have returned to him his accumulated deduc- 
tions as of the effective date of this section. All 
service rendered in office, position, or employment 
of this State or of a county, municipality, school 
district or board of education or service rendered 
for the State University of New Jersey, an intru- 
mentality of this State, after April 16, 1945, and 
the New Jersey State Agricultural Experiment 
Station established by an act approved March 10, 
1880 (P. L. 1880, c. 106 and continued pursuant to 
chapter 16 of Title 4 of the Revised Statutes), an 
instrumentality of this State, excluding service 
rendered as County Extension Service Farm and 
Home Demonstration Agents, by sueh veteran 
member previous to the effective date of this sec- 
tion, for which evidence satisfactory to the board 
of trustees is presented within 6 months of the 
effective date of this section, shall be credited to 
him asa ‘‘Class B’’? member and such credit shall 
be known as prior service credit and the obligation 
of the employer on account of such credit shall be 
known as the accrued liability on behalf of such 
veteran member. Service by a veteran member as a 
member of the Congress of the United States from 
the State of New Jersey, if any, pursuant to elec- 
tion or appointment as a United States Senator or 
member of the United States House of Represent- 
atives shall be included within the calculation of 
prior service, as though such service had been ren- 
dered in office, position or employment of this 
State. 
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b. The accrued liability on behalf of State em- 
ployee veteran members including veteran mem- 
bers employed by the State University of New 
Jersey or by the New Jersey Agricultural Hixperi- 
ment Station shall be paid by the State as provided 
in section 24. The acerued liability on behalf of 
other public employee veteran members shall be 
paid by their employers, as of the effective date 
of this section, in the same manner as provided in 
the ease of State employee veteran members in sec- 
tion 24. The board of trustees shall certify to the 
chief fiscal officer of the employer the accrued Hia- 
bility contribution payable by such employer on be- 
half of veteran members as if they were State em- 
plovees. 

¢. Each public emplovee veteran member shall 
make contributions to the retirement system at the 
proportions applicable to Class B members of 
eroup 2 of the former ‘‘State Employees’ Retire- 
ment System’’ as of June 30, 1949, except that the 
hoard of trustees may from time to time adopt for 
employees becoming members after the effective 
date of this section new proportions of compensa- 
tion to be determined as provided in section 25. 
Each public employee veteran member shall pay 
the proportion of compensation applicable to his 
age at the commencement of employment, position 
or office with the State, any county, municipality 
or school district or board of education, except that 
where such service has not been continuous the 
public employee veteran member shall pay the pro- 
portion of compensation applicable to the age re- 
sulting from the subtraction of his vears of service 
from his age as of the effective date of this section. 
No public employee veteran member shall be re- 
quired during the continuation of his membership 
to increase the proportion of compensation cer- 
tified at the time of becoming a member as payable 
by him, except as required by changes in the rate 
of contributions to the Social Security Fund. 


d. In the event that a public employee veteran 
who prior to the effective date of this section ren- 
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dered service in office, position or employment of 
this State, including such service rendered for any 
instrumentality enumerated in paragraph a. of this 
section, or of a county, municipality, or school dis- 
trict or board of education but who is not in such 
office, position or employment on the effective date 
of this section shall later become a member of the 
retirement system, such public employee veteran 
shall receive prior service credit for service ren- 
dered prior to the effective date of this section, for 
which evidence satisfactory to the board of trustees 
is presented, in the same manner as received by 
other public employee veteran members and shall 
pay the proportion of compensation applicable to 
the age resulting from the subtraction of his years 
of such prior service from his age on the date of 
his becoming a member of the retirement system. 
The employer of such public employee veteran on 
the date of his becoming a member shall pay the 
acerued liability on behalf of such prior service and 
such aecerued liabilitv shall be paid in such a 
manner that the total obligation will be met within 
the period of time fixed for the liquidation of all 
accrued liabilities of the employer. _ 

19. Section 73 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

73. a. The board of trustees of the Public Em- 
ployees’ Retirement System is hereby authorized 
and directed to enroll in the Public Employees’ 
Retirement System employees of the New Jersey 
Turnpike Authority, the New Jersey Highway 
Authority, Palisades Interstate Park Commission, 
Interstate Sanitation Commission and the Dela- 
ware River Joint Toll Bridge Commission who 
consent and file application for membership in 
said retirement system; those employees of such 
agencies or instrumentalities who are members of 
the Public Employees’ Retirement System by 
virtue of section 7 of this act are not required to 
file application for membership in said retirement 
system. 
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In the case of the Delaware River Joint Toll 
Bridge Commission, the employees shall be only 
those who are employed on the free bridges across 
the Delaware river, under the control of said com- 
mission. 

Upon such enrollment, the said employees shall 
be subject to the same contribution and benefit pro- 
visions of the retirement system as State em- 
plovees. 

b. The State University of New Jersey, as an in- 
strumentality of the State, shall, for all purposes of 
this act, be deemed an employer and its employees, 
both veterans and nonveterans, shall be subject to 
the same membership, contribution and benefit pro- 
visions of the retirement system and to the pro- 
visions of chapter 3 of Title 43 of the Revised Stat- 
utes as are applicable to State employees and for 
all purposes of this act employment by the State 
University of New Jersey after April 16, 1945, and 
for the purposes of chapter 3 of Title 48 of the Re- 
vised Statutes any new employment after the effec- 
tive date of this amendatory act, shall be deemed 
to be and shall be construed as service to and 
employment by the State of New Jersey. 

20. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 262 


An Act permitting the township of Delaware, 
county of Camden, State of New Jersey, to pro- 
vide for the payment of a pension to Margaret 
Wermuth. 


Preamble. Wuereas, Margaret Wermuth, a resident of Del- 


aware township, in the county of Camden and 
State of New Jersey, has served the township in 
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the capacity of township clerk for 30 years, ren- 
dering excellent, efficient and faithful service to 
the Delaware township in the performance of her 
duties; and 


Wuereas, The township of Delaware does not have 
in foree and effect any pension that would inure 
to the benefit of the said Margaret Wermuth; 
therefore, 


Be ir Enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Delaware township, in the county of Camden 
and State of New Jersey, is authorized to grant 
and pay to Margaret Wermuth, for the remainder 
of her natural life, a pension to be effective upon 
the granting thereof, not exceeding ™% of her 
monthly salary, which pension shall be paid in 
monthly installments. 

2. If said pension is granted, the said Delaware 
township shall provide, in its annual budget after 
the passage of this act, for the payment to the said 
Margaret Wermuth of the aforementioned pen- 
sion, and from the date of the passage of this act 
until the adoption of its next annual budget the 
township shall pay such pension from any fund or 
funds available therefor. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 263 


Aw Act to establish a general system authorizing 
the granting of noncontributory pensions by 
counties, municipalities, and school districts in 
certain cases; and repealing sundry acts and 
parts of acts. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. As used in this act: 


(a) ‘‘HWmployee’’ means any person holding 
office, position, or employment in any county, mu- 
nicipality, or school district in the State. 

(b) ‘‘Employer’? means any county, munici- 
pality, or school district in the State. 

(c) ‘‘Final average salary’’ means the average 
base compensation paid by the employer to the em- 
ployee for the 5 years of his employment preceding 
his retirement. 

(d) ‘‘Permanent and total disability.’’ An em- 
ployee is deemed to be permanently and totally dis- 
abled when it appears not only that he is phy- 
sically or otherwise incapacitated for service, but 
that such incapacity will, in all reasonable proba- 
bility, continue permanently. If an employee claims 
that such disability exists, the employer shall ap- 
point a physician of skill and repute in his profes- 
sion and resident of this State, who shall examine 
the employee. The physician shall make a report of 
the employee’s physical condition or other disa- 
bility, and if a disability exists, whether in all rea- 
sonable probability it will continue permanently, 
and does and will continue to prevent the employee 
from giving service to his employer in the perform- 
ance of his duties. Any person who is retired for 
permanent and total disability hereunder, and who 
is under the age of 65 years, shall undergo an an- 
nual medical examination by a physician or phy- 
sicians designated by the county, municipality or 
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school district paying pension benefits based upon 
disability to such person. If upon examination it is 
determined that such disability no longer exists, the 
benefits payable hereunder for disability shall 
cease. If a person receiving pension benefits based 
upon disability refuses to submit to examination, 
the county, municipality or school district paying 
such benefits shall discontinue same until such 
person submits to a physical examination. 

(e) The Social Security system shall not be 
deemed a retirement system for the purposes of 
determining eligibility to a pension under this act. 

2. Any employee who is not a member of and was 
not required by law at the time of appointment or 
employment, or at any time thereafter, to become 
a member of a contributory retirement system, 
may, at the discretion of his employer, be retired 
and granted a pension under the provisions of this 
act. No employee shall receive a pension under this 
act, if he is eligible to receive a pension for the 
same employment under any other law of this 
State. 

3. The payment of pensions granted pursuant to 
this act shall be provided for in the budget of the 
employer. 

4. In order to be eligible for a pension under the 
provisions of this act, an employee must be at least 
65 years of age, or have been employed by an em- 
ployer for at least 40 years, or be permanently and 
totally disabled. 

5. The amount of pension granted under this act 
shall be fixed by the employer according to uniform 
percentages of final average salary applicable gen- 
erally to all employees of such employer subject. to 
the provisions of this act, which percentages shall 
be adopted by resolution, but which shall not ex- 
ceed an amount which, when added to the Social 
Security Old Age Insurance benefit for which the 
employee is or could be eligible, will produce a total 
retirement allowance equal to: 

(a) 30% of his final average salary if he has 
been employed by the employer for less than 20 
years; or 
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(b) 50% of his final average salary if he has 
been employed by the employer for 20 years or 
more; provided, however, that in the case of an em- 
ployee having 35 vears of public employment and 
being age 65, the total retirement allowance shall 
not be less than 25% of his final average salary. 

The amount of the pension, once established, 
shall not thereafter be reduced because of an in- 
erease in the amount of the emplovee’s Social Se- 
curity benefit. 

No employee shall be eligible for pension benefits 
based upon disability hereunder unless he shall 
have at least 5 years of employment continuously, 
or in the aggregate, with the employer. No em- 
ployee shall be eligible for pension benefits other 
than benefits based upon disability hereunder un- 
less he shall have at least 15 vears of employment 
continuously, or in the aggregate, with the em- 
ployer. 

6. The followimg acts and parts of acts are 
hereby repealed: Sections 18:6-29; 18:6-36; 
18 :6-43; 18:6-44; 18:14-62 to 18:14-64, both in- 
clusive; 40:37-149; 40:37-150; 48:6-8 to 43:6-14, 
both inclusive; 43:8-5 to 48:8-7, both inclusive; 
43:9-1 to 43:9-8, both inclusive; 48:11-3; 43:12-1 
to 43 :12-55, both inclusive, of the Revised Statutes, 
and chapter 142 of the laws of 1938, chapter 156 of 
the laws of 1939, chapter 36 of the laws of 1940, 
chapter 214 of the laws of 1941, chapter 368 of the 
laws of 1941, chapter 369, of the laws of 1941, 
chapter 255 of the laws of 1942, chapter 194 of the

Any 
pension granted prior to the effective date of this 
act under the provisions of any statute repealed by 
section 6 of this act shall be continued in the same 
manner and under the same conditions as orig- 
inally granted. 

8. This act shall be known and may be eited as 
the ‘‘General Noncontributory Pension Act.’’ 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

In listing the names of owners and prop- 
erties: the assessor shall follow such forms and 
methods as may be prescribed bv the director, who 
may by rule direct the assessor in a taxing district 
to determine the true value of each parcel of real 


estate assessed by him without the building and im- 


provements and to note the same on the list, and to 
determine and note separately the true value of 
every building and other structure on each parcel. 
and add and ecarrv out the result as the assessed 
value of the parcel, and in such ease the receipt 
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given for the payment of the tax shall contain the 
separate valuations. The director may by rule 
direct the assessor in a taxing district to enter on 
his list separately the number of acres of arable 
land, of meadow pasture land, of woodland, and of 
uncultivated upland and swamp land in each parcel 
as near as can be. 

In addition to the foregoing, the director may by 
rule require the assessor to classify land and im- 
provements in his tax list according to such classifi- 
cations as the director may prescribe or require the 
assessor to submit with his tax list a statement 
showing the total valuation of each classification 
of such property in the taxing district.

e. Any sheriff, undersheriff, deputy sheriff, 
county prosecutor, assistant prosecutor or prose- 
eutor’s detective ; 

d. The regularly employed members, including 
detectives, of the police department of any county 
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if 
or municipality or of any county park police foree 
or of any county boulevard police force at all times, 
while within the State of New Jersey, or any 
special policeman appointed by the governing body 
of any county or municipality or by the commission 
or other board or body having control of any county 
park police force or any county boulevard police 
foree while engaged in the actual performance of 
his official duties ; 

e. Any member of the State Police, or any motor 
vehicle inspector or State detective; 

f. Any jailer, constable, railway police, canal or 
steamboat police, or any other peace officer, when 
in discharge of his duties;

h. Any prison or jail wardens or their deputies, 
or any guard or keeper of any penal institution in 
this State, while engaged in the actual performance 
of the duties of their positions and when so re- 
quired by their superior officers to carry firearms ;

amount of any sinking funds held for payment of 
the same, exceeded any limitation or other restric- 
tion prescribed by section 18:5-84 of the Revised 
Statutes, and such proposal did not disclose or cor-

CHAPTER 268 


Aw Act to amend ‘‘ An act for the taxation of the 
eross receipts of street railway, traction, sew- 
erage, gas and electric light, heat and power cor- 
porations using or occupying the public streets, 
highways, roads or other public places, for the 
exemption from taxation of the franchises, stock, 
and certain property of such corporations, and 
for the taxation of certain of the property of 
such corporations not so exempted from tax- 
ation,’’ passed January 23, 1940 (P. L. 1940, e. 
5), as said title was amended by chapter 264 of 
the laws of 1952. 


Be tr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 6 of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is amended to read as follows: 

6. Every street railway, traction, sewerage, gas 
and electric hght, heat and power corporation using 
or occupying the public streets, highways, roads or 
other public places in this State shall, annually, pay 
excise taxes for the privilege of exercising its fran- 
chises and using the public streets, highways, roads 
or other public places in this State as follows: 
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(a) A tax computed at the rate of 5% of such 
proportion of the gross receipts of such taxpayer 
for the preceding calendar year as the length of 
the lines or mains in this State, located along, in or 
over any public street, highway, road or other 
public place, exclusive of service connections, bears 
to the whole length of its lines or mains, exclusive 
of service connections. In case the gross receipts of 
any such taxpayer for any calendar year shall not 
exceed $50,000.00 the tax on such taxpayer for such 
calendar year shall be computed at the rate of 2% 
instead of at the rate of 5%. 

(b) A tax at the average rate of taxation in this 
State as computed under the provisions of sub- 
section (c) of this section upon the gross receipts of 
such taxpayer for the preceding calendar year from 
its business over, on, in, through or from its lines 
or mains in the State of New Jersey; provided, 
however, that said tax payable by such taxpayer 
shall not exceed 714% of the gross receipts of such 
taxpayer for the preceding calendar vear from its 
business over, on, in, through or from its lines or 
mains in the State of New Jersey. 

(ec) The average rate of taxation for the vear 
shall be computed in the following manner: On or 
before May 1 in each year the Director, Division of 
Taxation, Department of the Treasury, shall aseer- 
tain, from the tables of aggregates for such vear 
prepared by the county boards of taxation of the 
several counties and filed with said director in ae- 
cordance with the provisions of section 54:4-52 of 
the Revised Statutes, the total value of all prop- 
erty, real and personal, including Class IT railroad 
property, in each taxing district, subject to tax- 
ation at the general tax rate in such taxing district 
and the rate of taxation in such taxing district for 
such year. 

The aggregate value of the general property in 
the State, for the purpose of determining the 
average rate of taxation, shall be the total value of 
all property, including Class IT railroad property, 
subject to taxation at general tax rates for that 
vear. 
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The aggregate taxes of the State, for the purpose 
of determining the average rate of taxation, shall 
be the total taxes of all taxing districts obtained by 
multiplying the total value of all property, inelud- 
ing Class II railroad property, subject to taxation 
in each taxing district by the rate of taxation in 
each taxing district for such year. 

The average rate of taxation shall be computed 
and determined by the Director, Division of Tax- 
ation, Department of the Treasury, by dividing 
such aggregate taxes by such aggregate value of 
the general property in the State, and the rate so 
arrived at and determined shall be entered upon the 
records of said division and shall constitute ‘‘the 
average rate of taxation’’ for that vear.

2. In any county which has adopted or shall 
adopt the provisions of this act, the board of chosen 
freeholders shall by resolution passed by the affirm- 
ative vote of a majority of the whole board, elect a 
county park commission consisting of 9 residents of 
the county, to be known as ‘‘the county park com- 
mission’’ (inserting name of county). 
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In any county which has heretofore adopted the 
provisions of this act the said county park com- 
mission shall consist of 9 members instead of 5 
members and the 4 additional members shall be ap- 
pointed by resolution passed by the affirmative vote 
of a majority of the whole board of chosen free- 
holders.

1. No person shall sell, furnish, or give to anv 
person or persons other than a duly licensed physi- 
cian, dentist, veterinarian, undertaker, nurse, po- 
diatrist, registered pharmacist, or a_ hospital, 
sanitarium, clinical laboratory or any other medi- 
cal institution or a State or governmental agency, 
or a regular dealer in medical, dental or surgical 
supplies, or a resident physician or interne of a 
hospital, sanitarium or other medical institution, 
an instrument commonly known as a hypodermic 
syringe, hypodermic needle or any instrument 
adapted for the use of nareotie drugs by subeu- 
taneous injections without a written prescription 
of a duly licensed physician, densist or veterinar- 
ian. Such prescription shall contain the name and 
address of the patient, the description of the in- 
strument prescribed and the number of instruments 
prescribed. 
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2. Every person who disposes of, or sells, or 
furnishes, or gives away a hypodermic syringe or 
a hypodermic needle or an instrument adapted for 
the use of nareotic drugs by subcutaneous injec- 
tions, upon the written prescription of a duly l- 
censed physician, dentist, or vetermarian, shall 
record upon the face of the prescription, over his 
signature, the date of the sale or furnishing of the 
instrument. This prescription shall be retained on 
file for a period of 2 years and shall be opened to 
inspection by any public officer or employee en- 
gaged in the enforcement of this section. A pre- 
scription filed in accordance with this section shall 
be sufficient authority, without the necessity of a 
renewal or reissuance, to permit subsequent sales 
or the furnishing of hypodermic svringes or hypo- 
dermic needles or instruments adapted for the use 
of narcotic drugs by subcutaneous injections to the 
person to whom the prescription was issued, for 
a period of 6 months from the date of its original 
issuance.

1. Where any proceeding pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment has been heretofore or shall be hereafter 
instituted and judgment obtained. and after the 
entry of such judgment it is discovered that there 
were irregularities, or that there may have heen 
irregularities, in the conduct of the proceedings, 
the municipality which instituted the proceedings, 
may again conduct a proceeding under the said 
act, in the same manner and with the same effect 
as the first proceeding would have had if it had 
been regularly prosecuted to judgment. 

2. Where a municipality has heretofore sold and 
transferred, or shall hereafter sell and transfer, 
lands to a purchaser, title to which was acquired 
by the municipality under a tax sale certificate and 
the foreclosure thereof, the said purchaser may 
request the municipality to further foreclose or re- 
foreclose such tax sale certificate under the act to 
which this act is a supplement, for the purpose of 
correcting and overcoming any irregularity in the 
prior foreclosure proceedings, or to bar any out- 
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standing right of redemption of the lands from the 
tax sale which resulted in the said tax sale certifi- 
cate, which right of redemption could have been but 
was not barred by the said prior foreclosure pro- 
ceedings. 

3. Nonwithstanding the prior sale of the prop- 
erty by the municipality, the municipality in any 
ease, as provided for in the preceding section, shall 
have the right to further so foreclose or reforeclose 
the tax sale certificates for the purpose of correcting 
or overcoming any irregularity in the prior fore- 
closure proceeding, or to bar any outstanding right 
of redemption of the lands from the tax sale which 
resulted in the said tax sale certificate, which right 
was not barred by the said prior foreclosure pro- 
ceeding, but could have been, in the manner pro- 
vided by the act to which this act is a supplement, if 
that act was then in effect; provided, however, that 
in any such foreclosure proceeding brought pur- 
suant to section 2 of this act the judgment of fore- 
closure therein obtained shall not affect the right, 
title and interest in said lands of the said purchaser 
from the municipality or of any person deriving an 
interest therein from, through, or by any action of, 
the said purchaser, and the said judgment shall 
bar such outstanding interests as are foreclosed for 
the benefit of the said purchaser and the govern- 
ing body of the municipality may by resolution 
authorize the giving to the said purchaser a con- 
firmatory deed. 

In every such further foreclosure, or refore- 
closure proceeding, brought pursuant to the pro- 
visions of sections 2 and 38 of this act, the 
municipality shall clearly set forth im the notice 
and in the complaint, that the proceeding is in- 
stituted pursuant to sections 2 and 3 of this supple- 
mental act, and that the judgment to be obtained 
will specifically contain a provision giving full 
effect to the foregoing proviso and such judgment 
shall contain appropriate provisions to that effect.

Court to consider a revision of the principles of 
evidence has reported to the Chief Justice and 
Associate Justices of the Supreme Court recom- 
mending the adoption of certain rules of evidence 
based upon the Uniform Rules of Evidence pro- 
mulgated by the National Conference of Com- 
missioners on Uniform State Laws which covers 
the entire field of evidence and of competency of 
witnesses in trials in the courts of this State; and 


Wuereas, The changes suggested in the Law of 


Evidence in this State by said report are so nu- 
merous and of such radical character that the 
adoption of the Rules proposed will so change 
the conduct of trials of civil and criminal causes 
in the courts of this State as to amount to an al- 
most complete departure from the system of 
standards for the proof of facts established at 
the Common Law and by the statutes of this 
State; and 


Wuereas, The changes so recommended to be made 


inelude, in addition to many other important 
changes, the following: 


a. The repeal of all statutes relating to the 
competency of witnesses and the substitution of 
new standards of competency under which the 
husband or wife of an accused will be competent 
and compellable to testify against his or her 
spouse to any facts, except such as the court shall 
find to have been the subject matter of a ‘‘confi- 
dential communication between them’’ and under 
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which testimony as to transactions with a dece- 
dent may be received without restraint, in cases 
in which the decedent’s representative is a party; 

b. The modification of the rule prohibiting the 
admission of hearsay evidence so as to permit 
unsworn statements, even of self-serving charac- 
ter, made out of court by a person not called as 
« witness, to be testified to by another person, if 
the declarant is present for cross-examination 
thereon, and to permit unsworn statements, de- 
scribing or explaining an event or condition, to 
be received in evidence, if the maker thereof is 
unavailable as a witness and the judge finds that 
the statement was made in good faith before the 
action was instituted and when the event was re- 
cently perceived by the declarant and his recol- 
lection thereof was clear; 

ce. The extension of the scope of cross-exami- 
nation of a witness so as to allow cross-examina- 
tion as to any relevant facts instead of limiting 
cross-examination, except as to parties, to facts 
testified to on direct examination, and authoriza- 
tion of the judge to allow cross-examination for 
the purpose of affecting credibility, upon a writ- 
ten statement of facts ineonsistent with the wit- 
ness’s testimony, without first showing or reading 
the statement to him; 

d. Authorization of the court, at expense of 
the county in criminal causes and of the parties 
to be taxed in the costs and without their consent, 
in civil eauses, to appoint its own experts to tes- 
tifv relating to such facts as the court shall de- 
termine, and permits the fact that they were so 
appointed to be made known to the jury; 

e. The exclusion of evidence of previous con- 
viction of crime as affecting credibility, abso- 
lutelv in criminal causes and the limitation of 
proof of such conviction in civil causes to that 
of crimes involving fraud, veracity or false state- 
ments, except when the accused or other party 
offers evidence of credibility ; 

f. The authorization of impeachment by a 
party of his own witness; 
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ge. The limitation of the privilege of self-in- 
crimination to cases in which ‘‘the court finds’’ 
it to be likely that the answer will expose the 
witness to a criminal prosecution or penalty or 
to a forfeiture of his estate; and 

bh. Making dying declarations admissible in 
civil causes and all criminal cases; and 


Wuereas, The Law of Evidence in New Jersey now 


consists of the rules of evidence at the Common 
Law, as modified by the statutes of the State and 
as interpreted by the courts of the State and 
many of our most valuable constitutional guar- 
antees of the safety of the person and property 
of our citizens and others within our borders are 
dependent upon, and were adopted in reliance 
upon, the maintenance of the integrity of the 
principles of the Common Law as modified only by 
law enacted by the peoples’ elected representa- 
tives in the Legislature and restrained by the 
courts within the limits of the Federal and State 
Constitutions; and 


Wauersas, The proposed Constitution of 1944, which 


was rejected by the people at the polls, provided 
as follows: 


The Supreme Court shall make rules gov- 
erning the administration of all of the courts 
in this State. It shall have power, also, to make 
rules as to pleading, practice and evidence, 
which may be applicable to all of the courts in 
this State, and which shall have the force of 
law unless changed or abrogated by law, 


while the Constitution of 1947, which was adopted 
by the people, provides as follows: 


The Supreme Court shall make rules govern- 
ing the administration of all courts in this State
